ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON MARCH 3, 1969 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON MARCH 11, 1969 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers of the Town of Falmouth met at the Memorial Auditorium, Law- 
rence High School in Falmouth, Massachusetts, on March 3, 1969 at 7:00 
o’clock p.m. to act on the articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as the stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:18 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 157 an- 
nounced present and a quorum was declared the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. George E. Amaral, Pastor of St. 
Anthony’s Church, East Falmouth. 


It was voted that the hour for the Tuesday meeting and subsequent 
meetings will be at 7:30 o’clock p.m. at the same place. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; 
and upon completion of the call as to those Articles in which there were 
no controversies or debate, or information desired, there would be one 
vote Offered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the Plan- 
ning- Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as 
shown in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which 
was in the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member desir- 
ing to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, it 
would be marked for further consideration by having the Town Meeting 
Member call out the word “hold” when such Article was called.

The Traffic Commission was discharged with thanks. 


Article 3. This article remained tabled for the duration of the meet- 
ing. At the meeting on Thursday evening, March 6, it was voted unani- 
mously to accept all committee reports in the 1968 Town Report. 


The following report was submitted by Robert C. Neal, Watchman 
of the Warrant. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 
The following is the report of the Watchman of the Warrant. 


Please be advised that as in the past, I have received the best of 
cooperation from the heads of all departments during the year. 


The Board of Selectmen, have not only furnished me with all ap- 
pointments coming under their jurisdiction, also any changes made dur- 
ing the year. They have also been ever ready and helpful in answering 
any questions asked of them. 


The various committees, and as you know there are many, should be 
congratulated on the fine jobs they have done throughout the year. 
Many of their assignments have been completed, others are still under 
study and will be completed in due time. 


The Department of Public Works, who, other than the School De- 
partment, is our largest department. Some twenty-one articles out of a 
total of ninety-six were voted for their handling during the year. This 
does not include the other various duties inherited by them over the 
years, and there are many. All articles coming under their jurisdiction, 
have either been completed or are in the process of compietion, except 
article 50 a drainage article.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 32 for the 
following reasons: 

This article first appeared in the Warrant two years ago, at which 
time the Board recommended its adoption. It was narrowly defeated, and 
then referred to 1968. At that time the Board recommended postpone- 
ment until 1969, so as to give the Board’s planning consultants time to 
evaluate the merits of the proposed re-zoning. The Board is now of the 
opinion that zoning to Light Industrial would not be beneficial to the 
Town or the neighborhood. This view is shared by the planning con- 
sultants. There has been expressed increasing opposition from area 
residents. 

A counted vote was taken to adopt Article 32 as printed, which vote 
was 92 voted in favor and 68 voted against and the motion did not pre- 
vail by the necessary two-thirds vote.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 33 for the 
following reason: 

The article first appeared in the Warrant in 1968. At that time, the 
Board’s recommendation was to postpone action until 1969. This was so 
voted, and there was no debate of the article on its merits. 

The owner of the tract, some 10 acres of which is asked to be zoned 
Light Industrial, is currently operating on the subject site, a mixing and 
batching plant under a valid 27-h exception. The plant site has been 
essentially dug out, and sand and gravel is being excavated, under a 
valid permit, from other adjoining land of the petitioner. 

The Board does not see any great benefit to be acquired by the 
owner from such rezoning and certainly no benefit to the public interest 
and welfare. On the contrary, changing the proposed site to Light In- 
dustrial might be detrimental to other property. The Board feels that 
the present controlled use is much preferable, and safer from the stand- 
point of protecting the public interest.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was that the parcel described be changed from Single 
Residence “C” to Business District, except for a 25 foot set-back from 
Falmouth Heights Road, which shall be changed to Public Use District, 
as set forth in paragraph 4 of Section 6 of the Zoning By-law, for the 
following reasons: 


The subject parcel is a small, remaining island of Residence District, 
surrounded by Business District.

ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law and so note on the Zoning Map by changing from a Residential 
“C” District to a Business District that parcel of land abounded and 
described.as follows: 
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WESTERLY by the present business district, a distance of about 
twelve hundred and no/100 (1,200) feet; NORTHERLY by Maravista 
Ave., about five hundred fifty and no/100 (550) feet; EASTERLY by Lit- 
tle Bay Street, about eight hundred and no/100 (800) feet; and SOUTH- 
ERLY by the present light industrial district by various courses, about 
twelve hundred and no/100 (1200) feet, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 


On petition of John R. Augusta, Jr. and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. 
The recommendation was that all that portion of the described parcel 
lying Southerly of a line 25’ Southerly from and parallel to the South- 
erly side line of Maravista Ave., and lying Westerly of a line 25’ Westerly 
from and parallel to the Westerly side line of Little Bay Street be 
changed to a Business District, and that the remaining land (25 foot 
set-back from Maravista Ave. and Little Bay St.) be changed to a Public 
Use District as set forth in paragraph 4 of Section 6 of the Zoning By- 
law, for the following reason. 

The parcel described would extend the existing Business District 
some 500-900 feet in depth, with essentially natural and logical boun- 
daries and provide an area of 20 acres or more into which a substantially 
commercial building could go without crowding in on the roadways or 
the few residential properties in the area.

ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-law by striking out the present Section 35 (Soil Removal Regulations) 
in its entirety, and substituting therefore the following new text: 


“SECTION 35, SOIL REMOVAL REGULATIONS 


1. Except where such activity is clearly incidental to the development of 
a site for buliding, or other permitted use under this By Law, no topsoil, 
loam, subsoil, sand, gravel or stone shall be stripped and removed from 
any area greater than 1,000 square feet unless authorized by a special 
permit to be issued by the Board of Appeals after a public hearing. 


2. Such permit shall specify the period of time for which it shall be valid, 
and the specific area from which removal shall be authorized, and shall 
be subject to the following restrictions: 


a. A border in which natural vegetation and soil are undisturbed shall 
be left for a width of least 100 feet from any public road and of at least 
20 feet from all other property lines. 

b. Any access road shall not exceed 20 feet in width, and shall con- 
form to the natural level of the land within the undisturbed borders. 

c. Surface soil, loam, trees, brush and other organic matter shall be 
piled and retained for future use in reclamation of the excavated area. 
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3. In the case of stripping of topsoil or loam or the removal of stone, at 
least two inches of surface soil to sustain new growth shall be left over 
the subsoil, or stockpiled loam shall be spread to equal depth, the area 
shall be graded and seeded or planted to prevent erosion and to conceal 
the scars of the removal; such reclamation work to be completed within 
six months after the end of the stripping. 


4. Where deep excavation is required, for removal of gravel, sand or stone: 


a. The slope of the banks of the excavation shall not exceed one foot 
in depth for every three feet of horizontal distance from the inner limit 
of the undisturbed border zone. 


b. At completion of excavation the surface of the pit shall be shaped 
to gentle natural contours. Surface soil and hardening shall be distributed 
over the entire area, including the side slopes, and it shall be planted to 
grass. To combat erosion, pines shall be planted on the side slopes, separ- 
ated by a distance of not more than eight feet. 


5. Where the request for stripping or excavation covers a sizable area, the 
Board of Appeals may grant a permit for a specified part of the whole, 
subject to a stated time limit. Extension of the time limit or approval of 
further excavation by the Board of Appeals shall be contingent upon 
satisfactory excavation and reclamation of the initial, or subsequently 
approved sections of the area. 


6. To ensure compliance with the conditions of the permit within the 
specified time limit, The Board of Appeals shall require the posting of a 
cash deposit or surety bond, in form acceptable to the Town Treasurer, 
in an amount determined by the Board to be sufficient to meet the cost 
of accomplishing the required reclamation work.” or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 


On petition of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 43 for the following 
reason: 


Section 35, as adopted in 1963 was a broad general authorization 
and instruction to the Board of Appeals. Last year, after consultation 
with the Planning Board and Conservation Commission, and partly in 
line with suggestions from sand and gravel operators, the Appeals Board 
evolved a set of specific requirements designed to control the appearance 
of mining operations and proper reclamation of the land afterwards. The 
provisions of this article are identical with most of the provisions earlier 
evolved by the Appeals Board, by placing these in the By-law, the re- 
quirements are clearly set forth for all to note, and the Appeals Board is 
relieved of the task of using discretionary power on such matters. The 
Board believes that adoption of this amendment will be in the public 
interest and will improve the By-law.

5. Where the request for stripping or excavation covers a sizable area, 
the Board of Appeals may grant a permit for a specified part of the 
whole, subject to a stated time limit. Extension of the time limit or 
approval of further excavation by the Board of Appeals shall be con- 
tingent upon satisfactory excavation and reclamation of the initial, or 
subsequently approved sections of the area. 
6. To ensure compliance with the conditions of the permit within the 
specified time limit, the Board of Appeals shall require the posting of a 
cash deposit or surety bond, in form acceptable to the Town Treasurer, 
in an amount determined by the Board to be sufficient to meet the cost 
of accomplishing the required reclamation work.” 

By a counted vote, 202 voted in favor and 1 voted against, the motion 
prevailed by the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum being present. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 36, 
land regulations of the Zoning By-Laws by striking out the present Sec- 
tion 36 in its entirety, and substituting therefore the following new text: 


“1. The purpose of this section is to provide for the reasonable pro- 
tection and conservation of certain irreplaceable wetlands, their re- 
sources and amenities, for the benefit and welfare of the present or 
future inhabitants of the Town. For this purpose, the following terms 
shall have the meanings herein ascribed to them: 


a. Stream—any natural watercourse, generally containing water, 
through and along which water may flow from a pond, swamp or simi- 
lar body of water to another, to another stream, or to the ocean. 


b. Tidal river—Any stream in which action of the oceanic tide 
causes the water to ebb and flow or the water level therein to rise and 
fall with some regularity, exclusive of storm tides, hurricane tides or 
tidal waters, irrespective of any actual incursion or admixing of oceanic 
salt water. 
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c. Pond — Any body of open water, other than a stream, a bay 
or the ocean. 


d. Swamp — Any depressed area of poor drainage, subject to flood- 
ing by fresh water, in which the water table is generally at or above 
the ground level, not caused or affected by salt water or action of the 
oceanic tide. 

e. Marsh—Any essentially flat, frequently wet and occasionally 
flooded area adjoining open water along the shores of a pond or the 
banks, or a stream and lying between such open water and the adjacent 
natural or artificial upland. 


f. Tidal Marsh — Any marsh area in which action of the oceanic 
tide causes the surface to be flooded regularly by the spring tides in the 
course of the annual tidal cycle, but exclusive of storm tides, hurricane 
tides or tidal waves, and any marsh area developed and maintained in 
incursion of the oceanic salt water or by action of the oceanic tide, as 
indicated by the presence of the salt marsh grasses, Spartina alterniflora, 
Spartina patens, or Disticlis spicata, commonly know respectively as 
thatch or saltwater cord grass, salt meadow or high water cordgrass, or 
spike grass. Such area shall include all of the originally contiguous 
area, of tidal marsh from which salt water is excluded at present by 
artificial dikes, causeways or the like. 


2. Any person wishing to perform, or cause to be performed, any 
of the following acts or operations shall first obtain a special permit 
from the Board of Selectmen after a duly advertised public hearing. 


a. Obstructing, filling, dredging, excavating or changing the course 
of any stream or tidal water. 

b. Filling, exvacating, diking, bulkheading or rip-rapping within 
any part of any swamp, marsh or tidal marsh or in or along the shore 
of any pond, bay, harbor or tidal river, so as to alter the shoreline or 
separate any section of said swamp, marsh or body of water from the 
main part. 


3. Following the public hearing and with due regard to the effect 
of the immediate area and the general welfare of the Town, the Board 
of Selectmen shall grant or deny a permit for any of the foregoing acts 
or operations. In granting a permit the Board may impose reasonable 
_ restrictions and time limitations on the work to be done. In doing 
so they shall be guided by what in their judgment is desirable to pro- 
tect and conserve the shellfish and other aquatic resources of the Town. 
The Board of Selectmen shall require that the applicant post a cash de-

On petition of the Falmouth Conservation Commission. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 44 for the following 
reason: 


This article, although seemingly lengthy, makes relatively little sub- 
stantive change in the previously adopted wetlands regulations. Of sig- 
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nificance are the addition of control over “swamps” (to bring the regu- 
lations in line with State law) a change in the definition of “tidal 
marsh” (from a geologic to a botanical basis) and a general exhortation 
to the Selectmen, as the permissive authority, to use their powers wisely. 
Also added is a surety provision to guarantee observance of the condi- 
tions of any permit granted under this section. The Planning Board 
believes that adoption of this amendment will be in the public interest 
and will improve the by-law. 


Voted, that the Town does amend Section 36, land regulations of 
the Zoning By-laws by striking out the present Section 36 in its entirety, 
and substituting therefore the following new text: 


“1, The purpose of this section is to provide for the reasonable pro- 
tection and conservation of certain irreplaceable wetlands, their resources 
and amenities, for the benefit and welfare of the present or future in- 
habitants of the Town. For this purpose, the following terms shall have 
the meanings herein ascribed to them: 


a. Stream—any natural watercourse, generally containing water, 
through and along which water may flow from a pond, swamp or similar 
body of water to another, to another stream, or to the ocean. 


b. Tidal river—Any stream in which action of the oceanic tide causes 
the water to ebb and flow or the water level therein to rise and fall with 
some regularity, exclusive of storm tides, hurricane tides or tidal waters, 
irrespective of any actual incursion or admixing of oceanic salt water.

f. Tidal Marsh—-Any marsh area in which action of the oceanic tide 
causes the surface to be flooded regularly by the spring tides in the 
course of the annual tidal cycle, but exclusive of storm tides, hurricane 
tides or tidal waves, and any marsh area developed and maintained in 
incursion of the oceanic salt water or by action of the oceanic tide, as 
indicated by the presence of the salt marsh grasses, Spartina alterniflora, 
Spartina patens, or Disticlis spicata, commonly known respectively as 
thatch or saltwater cord grass, salt meadow or high water cordgrass, or 
spike grass. Such area shall include all of the original continguous area 
of tidal marsh from which salt water is excluded at present by artificial 
dikes, causeways or the like. 


2. Any person wishing to perform, or cause to be performed, any 
of the following acts or operations shall first obtain a special permit 
from the Board of Selectmen after a duly advertised public hearing. 


a. Obstructing, filling, dredging, excavating or changing the course 
of any stream or tidal water. 


b. Filling, excavating, diking, bulkheading or rip-rapping within any 
part of any swamp, marsh or tidal marsh or in or along the shore of any 
pond, bay, harbor or tidal river, so as to alter the shoreline or separate 
any section of said swamp, marsh or body of water from the main part. 


3. Following the public hearing and with due regard to the effect 
of the immediate area and the general welfare of the Town, the Board 
of Selectmen shall grant or deny a permit for any of the foregoing acts 
or operations. In granting a permit the Board may impose reasonable 
restrictions and time limitations on the work to be done. In doing so 
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they shall be guided by what in their judgment is desirable to protect 
and conserve the shellfish and other aquatic resources of the Town. 
The Board of Selectmen shall require that the applicant post a cash 
deposit or surety bond, in form acceptable to the Town Treasurer, in an 
amount determined by the Board to be sufficient to ensure satisfactory 
completion of the work in compliance with the permit and any specific 
restrictions and limitations thereof, or to restore any area of unfinished 
work to its original condition.” 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 45. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws and so record on the Zoning Map, the following: 


SECTION 10. Sand and Gravel Removal and Processing District. 


In sand and gravel removal and processing districts, subject to the 
provisions of Sections 17 and 18, no building of structure and no alter- 
ation, enlargement or extension of an existing building or structure 
shall be designed, arranged and/or constructed, and no land, building, 
structure or parts thereof shall be used except for one or more of the 
following purposes: 

1. Any purpose permitted under Sections 4, 5, and 7, subject, as 
stated in Sections 4 and 5, to the provisions of Sections 20 and 21. 

2. The removal of top soil, loam, sub-soil, sand, gravel or stone, but 
such removal shall be subject to conditions to be established by the 
Board of Appeals immediately upon the adoption of this section, which 
conditions may be amended from time to time by the Board of Appeals 
after notice and public hearing. 

3. Plants and machinery for mixing, batching and processing sand 
and gravel, with accessory buildings. 

4. In establishing conditions of any removal of materials hereunder, 
the Board of Appeals shall be guided by the fact that such removal will 
continue only for as long as such materials exist and that follow- 
ing complete excavation of any area or areas, the land is to be restored 
suitable for residence and/or agricultural uses. 


The following described area of the Town shall be recorded on the 
zoning Map as the Sand and Gravel Removal and Processing District: 

The land lying on both sides of Thomas B. Landers Road from Dump 
Road to Turner Road and having a depth of 2000 feet on each side of 
said Thomas B. Landers Road, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. 

On petition of Richard Fish and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement for the following 
reason: 

This article, which the Board considers hastily and carelessly con- 
ceived, would create a new type of district, and also so zone some 3600 
acres in Hatchville. A number of the textual provisions are already 
covered by current by-law provisions and Appeals Board authority, and 
even more completely so by the new provisions of Section 35 proposed 
under Article 43. The only other, or new provision suggested would be 
the allowance of plants and machinery for mixing, batching and pro- 
cessing sand and gravel, with accessory buildings, without the discretion- 
ary control now provided. The Board does not believe any of these 
proposed changes would be in the public interest or improve the by-law. 


Voted, that Article 45 is indefinitely postponed.

The Board has recommended adoption of Articles 47 and 48. If these

To add an A to the title of Section 9 of the present Zoning By-Laws 
so that the title will read “9A. Light Industrial Districts A” and to 
insert after Section 9A a new section to be known as “9B. Light Indus- 
trial Districts B.” 


In Light Industrial Districts B, no building or structure and no 
alteration, enlargement or extension of an existing building or structure 
shall be designed, arranged and/or constructed, and no land, building 
or structure or parts thereof shall be used except as set forth in Sec- 
tion 9A with the requirements and conditions set forth therein except 
as specifically provided herein, and subject to the following requirements 
and conditions:

9. Any other provisicn of the Zoning By-Law notwithstanding, no 
single family dwelling shall be erected or maintained on any lot 
with an area of less than 15,000 square feet and no multi-family 
dwelling shall be erected on any lot of less than 40,000 square feet, 
and any such multi-dwelling shall conform to the provisions of 
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Section 15A of the Zoning By-Law except that this shall not apply 
to any dwelling or building used for housing a gatekeeper or 
security guards necessary and accessory to the use of any lot, or 
do or take any other action in the matter.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the amendment of Article 47 as set forth in 
the vote below. The following reason: 

‘The Board approves, in general, of the provisions of this article, 
which proposes an open, industrial park concept not previously provided 
in the by-law. The Board has recommended certain changes in the or- 
iginally proposed text as follows: Clarifying the supercission of certain 
requirements; eliminating the inclusion of wetlands in the gross mini- 
mum zoning area required; applying lot coverage provision to buildings 
only (set-backs remain unchanged); doubling the amount of parking 
space required; eliminating the prohibition of removal of mineral mater- 
ial; and one or two other very minor Word changes. The Board believes 
that such an “Industrial Park” type zoning, as modified, would be de- 
sirable and in the public interest, and is recommending the rezoning of 
land for this purpose in the following article and under Article 46.

C. Lots of areas from 15 to 25 acres, 40%. 
D. Lots of areas over 25 acres, 50%. 


4. The setback of any building, fence or enclosure from a street, lot 
or rear line shall be not less than 10% of the depth or width of the 
lot, but in no case closer to the street, lot or rear line than 50 feet. 


5. No parking area shall be closer than 40 feet to the street line, nor 
closer than 25 feet to any lot or rear line. 


6. Six hundred (600) square feet of off-street parking shall be pro- 
vided for each 1000 square feet of floor area of any building erected 
on the premises. No single parking area shall extend for more than 
150 feet in width; adjacent parking areas may be connected by a 
common access driveway, but each such parking area shall be sep- 
arated from an adjacent parking area by not less than 10 feet of 
natural or planted area. 
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7. A. No loading area shall be constructed or maintained between the 

building and the street, and any such loading area, wherever 
located, shall be screened from the street. 
B. No outdoor storage shall be located nearer to the street, lot or 
rear lines than the distances provided for building setbacks by para- 
graph 4 of this section, and such outdoor storage wherever located 
shall be screened from view from the street, lot or rear lines. 

8. Any other provision of the Zoning Bylaw notwithstanding, any 
residential use of land shall be in accordance with the requirements 
for a Single Residence District B, except that this shall not apply 
to any building used for housing a gatekeeper or security guards 
necessary and accessory to the use of any lot.”

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 48 for the following 
reason: 


For some years, there has been much talk, pushing and pulling re- 
garding an “Industrial Park’. While there are presently in the Town a 
number of areas zoned Light Industrial, some are in full use, others are 
of poor shape, or poorly located, and generally far too small to be suit- 
able for the intended purpose. Assuming the adoption of Article 47, the 
area proposed in this article to be Light Industrial B comprises as essen- 
tially compact 140 acres; when increased by the parcel recommended 
under Article 46, the total contiguous Light Industrial B will be 165-170 
acres. The Board’s planning consultants are of the opinion that any 
such industrial park or complex should generally in the area proposed, 
although they feel that the area should be preferably at least 300 acres. 
The Board favors this proposed new zoning as being in the best interest 
of the Town. The owners exhibit the potential to do a good job of de- 
veloping the area, and if later expansion to 300 or more acres is desirable, 
there appears to be contiguous land suitable for such purpose.

The Board is not opposed to the concept of P.U.D., and indeed be- 
lieves that it probably has merit. However, there are some features of 
the present proposal which the Board feels are vague, unworkable, un- 
desirable or lacking, and the Board is in doubt over the legality of 
certain provisions as the article now stands. This is a rather complicated 
and far-reaching concept, and the Board is not prepared to try to work 
out an acceptable and practical alternate approach in the short time 
remaining prior to Town Meeting. In recommending indefinite postpone- 
ment, the Board does not intend to kill the idea of P.U.D., but rather 
expects to work further on the subject, with its planning consultants 
and the proposers of this article. When an acceptable amendment can 
be worked out, the Board would be willing to request, if necessary, a 
special town meeting to place the matter before the voters. Indefinite 
postponement is sought, rather than referral, because the ultimate 
amendment evolved will undoubtedly be so changed from the present 
text as to make it pointless to refer and reprint the text of present 
article.

HELD ON APRIL 2, 1969 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on April 2, 1969 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained 
therein.

HELD ON OCTOBER 28, 1969 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting members met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachusetts, 
on October 28, 1969 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles contained 
therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: Chauncey L. Crocker, 
Herve C. Houde, and Walter T. Malley. 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 

The Town Meeting members present were counted and 156 an- 
nounced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to con- 
stitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard S. Crowell, Pastor of the 
St. Barnabas Church, Falmouth. 


The following resolution was offered by John R. Tavares, Jr. 


RESOLUTION 
Be it resolved that the Town Meeting members assembled on October 
28, 1969, by placing this resolution in the permanent records of the Town, 
convey to Mrs. Clayton W. Collins their appreciation and thanks for her 
more than 32 years of unbroken, faithful attendance at every Town Meet- 
ing session since the first representative meeting on August 18, 1937, and 
that they personally send her their very best wishes and warm regards.

The following resolution was offered by John R. Augusta. 


RESOLUTION 


That the Town does authorize and direct the Selectmen to rescind 
the order of taking and award of damages dated July 25, 1969, under the

ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
law by inserting the following new Section 10. 

Section 10 Planned Unit Residential Development (PURD) 

The purpose of allowing planned unit residential developments is to 
provide a variety of housing types, adequate open space, service facilities 
to the residents, and development of land uses and building locations in 
harmony with the natural physical attributes of the area. 

A. After an advertised public hearing, the Board of Appeals may, simul- 
taneously with the approval of a plan or plans pursuant to this 


E. 
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section, modify applicable provisions of the zoning by-law subject to 
the following conditions and such other reasonable conditions as the 
Board may in its discretion add thereto. 

In any area approved by the Board of Appeals as a PURD, the 
provisions of this section shall supercede other provisions of the Zon- 
ing By-law except where this section specifically requires application 
of sections of the Zoning By-law. 


This procedure shall be applicable only if the area to be subdivided 
contains not less than two hundred (200) acres, under one ownership, 
to include the holder of a valid option or contract to purchase. 


The owner or his agent shall make a written application for the use 
of this section and shall submit to the Board of Appeals a site plan 
of the total proposed development along with 2 copies of said plan 
which the Board of Appeals shall deliver to the Planning Board for its 
review. The Board of Appeals shall make no decision until a written 
report is received from the Planning Board or until 90 days have ex- 
pired from the time of delivery of said plan without a response from 
the Planning Board. The plan shall be prepared for the entire area 
in accordance with the specifications of the Subdivision Regulations 
of the Planning Board for preliminary subdivision plans (whether or 
not the entire area constitutes a “subdivision’’). 


Subsequent to, or concurrent with, a favorable decision by the Board 
of Appeals, the owner or his agent shall cause to be prepared and 
filed with the Planning Board a Definitive Plan of the entire develop- 
ment, with such modifications as may have been required by the 
Board of Appeals. Such plan will be processed as set forth in the 
Subdivision Control Law and the Falmouth Subdivision Regulations. 
Concurrence with, or approval of, the decision of the Board of Ap- 
peals by the Planning Board shall not automatically guarantee its 
endorsement of the Definitive Plan of the development under the 
provisions of the Subdivision Control Law.

Recreational use for the residents of the development

the uses are specifically designed and intended primarily and 
principally for the use of the residents of the PURD 

a. Barber shop

d. Shoe repair shop 

e. Newsstand or store

k. One automobile service station subject to the provisions of 
Section 20 of the Zoning By-law. 

1. Not more than two offices for the sale or rental of real estate 


within the PURD. 
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m. One theatre for stage and/or motion picture shows. 


9. One motel, on a specific lot in conformance with the space, height 
and parking provisions of Section 15-B. 


10. Accessory uses as defined in Section 17 of the Zoning By-law. 


F. Site Requirements 
1. All residential uses shall be located in areas to be noted as “Resi- 
dential Area” on any subdivision plan approved hereunder. 
2. In the residential areas lot sizes of varying sizes and residential 
uses shall be permitted provided however: 


a. 


The minimum permitted lot size for a single-family detached 
house shall be not less than, 10,000 square feet, and not less 
than 75’ minimum average width. 

The minimum permitted lot size for a two-family or semi- 
detached house shall be not less than, 15,000 square feet, and 
not less than 100’ minimum average width. 

No complex of apartment houses shall consist of less than 20 
units in one or more buildings.

The set back provisions only of 15-A 
shall apply to town or row houses as well as apartments. 

For all residential uses, convenient, nearby, off-street parking 
shall be provided on the basis of 300 square feet (1% spaces) 
for each dwelling unit. Six hundred (600) square feet of such 
parking shall be provided for each 1000 square feet of floor 
area devoted to uses covered by paragraph E-8 of this section. 


3. Other restrictions 


a. 


Height restrictions shall be as set forth in Section 11 of the 
Zoning By-law except that the Board of Appeals may permit 
apartments up to 40 feet in height. 

Not more than 10% of the total area of the PURD shall be 
designated or used for the purposes set forth in paragraph E-8 
of this section, and the provisions of Sections 13 and 15 shall 
apply. 

No building of any sort shall be located less than 25’ from any 
street line, nor less than 10 feet from any lot line. 

No one type of dwelling unit shall exceed 60% of the total 
units allowed. 

At least 33.3% of the total area of the PURD shall be desig- 
nated and preserved aS open space, which may include active 
(golf, tennis, etc.) open space as well as passive, such open 
not to be included in the areas designated as residential, 
commercial, motel, etc. on the plan. Up to 10% of this open 
space may be used for public institutional and public or pri- 
vate educational use. All such remaining open space shall be 
permanently dedicated, by covenant or comparable legal in- 
strument or instruments, to the community use of the owners 
of the lots within the development tract, for recreational pur- 
poses only, and shall not be further subdivided or used for 
building purposes, excepting structures incidental to such re- 
creational use. 

The landowner shall provide for and establish an organi- 
zation for the ownership and maintenance of any common 
open space, and such organization shall not be dissolved nor 
shall it dispose of any common open space, by sale or other- 
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wise (except to an organization conceived and established to 
own and maintain the common open spaces), without first 
offering to dedicate the same to the town or any other govern- 
ment agency. 


4, Development Procedures 


The plans shall specify reasonable periods of time for the 
starting and development of each section. No building de- 
signed or intended for business except an office for the sale 
or rental of real estate shall be constructed until either 25% 
or 100 dwelling units have been constructed whichever is less, 
at which time up to 50% of the business areas may be devel- 
oped. The entire area planned for business may be completed 
after 50% or 300 units have been completed, whichever is less.

Any PURD originally established under this section may 
be later extended into contiguous areas of not less than 40 
acres, subject to the procedures, standards and uses set forth 
in this section.”

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the postponement of article 1 to the next an- 
nual town meeting for the following reasons: 


During the past seven months or so, the Board, its chairman, and/or 
a representative from the Town’s planning consultants have had a num- 
ber of conferences with each other, and with the principal proponents 
of PURD zoning for Falmouth. Out of all this came the text of the 
article above in this warrant. 


From the hearing held on this article on October 21, 1969, it seems 
clear that while there is not particular opposition to the concept of 
PURD, there are many criticisms of many of the specific provisions of 
the article as now drawn. The Board acknowledges the validity of some 
of these criticisms, and has even turned up a few questions of its own. 


The extent of the revisions that appear to be necessary in order to 
‘procude an acceptable PURD by-law is, the Board’s opinion, much 
greater than can possibly or properly be worked out on the floor at this 
Town Meeting, therefore the Board is recommending postponement for 
further study and adjustment.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


The Annual Town Meeting was called by Warrant for 
March 3, 1969 at 7:00 p.m. at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence High School. One-hundred and eight articles were 
acted upon. The Selectmen were required to call two Special 
Town Meetings; April 2, 1969 and October 28, 1969. The 
Selectmen complied with the directives of the three Town 
Meetings. 


Road lay-outs accepted by the Town included: 
Alcott Road for a distance of 360 feet 
Homestead Lane 
Shore View Road for a distance of 310 feet 
Irving Road 
Highland Circle 
Pond View Drive 
Pond View Circle 


A drainage easement was taken on Fresh Pond Road. 


Ninety-eight acres were taken for the New High School 
Site as directed at the Annual Town Meeting. 


The railroad property was taken by eminent domain as 
directed by Article One of the Special Town Meeting of 
April 2, 1969. At the present time the board of Selectmen 
has $1,800.00 in escrow that has been collected from the 
Steamship Authority from the lease contract that the Steam- 
ship Authority had with the Railroad Company. 


All appointments, under the Board’s jurisdiction, were 
duly made. As in years past, it was necessary to screen 
prospective jurors and determine eligibility. 


Public hearings were held regularly and daytime meet- 
ings averaged about eighteen each week. Various other 
meetings were held and attended at night whenever neces- 
sary, and the Board of Selectmen is represented on a number 
of Town committees. 
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Questions arising from values placed on real or personal 
property for tax purposes were investigated. Consideration 
of formal appeals for reduction in assessed value was given 
the taxpayer. Relief was either granted or denied, after 
Board investigation. | 


The Town of Falmouth has a tremendous capital invest- 
ment in buildings, equipment and man-power. To protect 
this investment and to recommend adequate coverage in 
other areas, insurance proposals are reviewed periodically. 


From time to time, it is necessary to use the services of 
the Town Attorney. Representing the Town in Court cases, 
he will file a report pertaining to the legal status of any 
pending matter. In most instances, the presence of one or 
more members of the Board of Selectmen is also required at 
Court sessions. Cases are uSually heard at Barnstable, but 
on occasion we do have to appear in the Courts of Boston. 


Significant progress has been made on the Sewer Study 
Committee, the Conservation projects, the attention given 
traffic problems, Waterways and the municipality services 
that touch all of our citizens. 


The past year has been one of accomplishment and pro- 
egress, bringing an increasing knowledge of the Town’s needs 
together with plans and methods of meeting them. We be- 
lieve that all who wished to do so have had full opportunity 
to express their opinion on all subjects considered. 


Most of the changes taking place in Falmouth result 
from population growth. Projection into the future indicates 
that this population growth will continue, if not accelerate. 
The elective officials, Town administration, and citizens can 
expect this continued growth to create problems but in return 
our people are interested, active and constructive. Business 
continues as usual and we maintain a fine level of cooper- 
ation with other department heads and Town employees. 


We would like to express our congratulations and thanks 
to all boards and departments for their splendid cooperation.

The Assessors herewith submit their annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1969. 


The Assessors have continued their policy of revising as- 
sessments to keep up with current values. A section of the 
Town is revised each year, so that over a period of time all 
sections will have been revised. 


The delay in receiving the “Cherry Sheet” due to the 
new State Tax Program, and the increase in the workload in 
this office point up more than ever the need for a more effi- 
cient system for processing Tax Committments and Bills. For 
this reason the Assessors are again requesting that this work 
be done by Computer. We feel that this method will get the 
Tax Bills out a few weeks earlier, and will not only lessen the 
pressure in the office, but will also result in saving for the 
Town because of less borrowing in anticipation of revenue. 
If this new system is voted in 1970, however, it probably will 
not take effect until 1971. 


Almost equally important to this office is the ability of 
the Computer to process a cross-file index for our mapping 
system. If this system goes into effect, it will greatly curtail 
the referrals and confusion in this office.

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Report of the Disposal Area Committee 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Disposal Committee was created in an 
article proposed by the Finance Committee and was accepted 
by the Special Town Meeting on 28 October 1968. 


The Committee members, a total of 5, are as follows: 
one each from the finance committee, the board of select- 
men, the DPW Commissioners, the Hatchville Associates and 
one member at large. 


Our first meetings were devoted to a review of what the 
past committee had done and what plans were left incom- 
plete. We interviewed Mr. Hayden, its chairman, and he 
reviewed their program. 


It was agreed by the new committee that the sanitary 
land fill system voted by the town meeting had never been 
fully implemented. 


Mr. Bonito, the dump contractor at that time, was inter- 
viewed to help the committee draw up specifications for the 
contract renewal on 1 October 1969. 


This committee and the selectmen prepared the con- 
tract which was advertised in September 1969. The success- 
ful bidder was Mr. M. Couto for $41,800. This was $7,139 less 
than Mr. Bonito, the present contractor, bid for the next 
three years. 


The changes in the new contract as recommended by the 
committee were that the disposal contractor would not have 
to dig the trenches. The committee would specify what mini- 
mal type of equipment would be necessary to carry out the 
contract. The hours would be shortened from 8 to 8, day- 
light savings time and 8 to 5 Eastern Standard Time, and 
dump picking would be under the control of the Board of 
Health. 


The committee visited OAFB to look at their well run 
Sanitary land fill system. From the beginning goals were 
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laid out. Some were immediate considerations and some 
long-range, such as, town water and a brush chipping ma- 
chine. The latter to provide mulch for the DPW. 


It was generally agreed that Falmouth has a good dump 
and even with the rise in population, its future, with proper 
planning, could last 15 or 20 years. This is not so in several 
of our Cape towns which are faced with very serious prob- 
lems that require immediate attention. 


. The committee has through the Board of Health, asked 
for $1800 to repair town owned buildings at the disposal area, 
buy the lights installed by the present contractor and to 
install two 16-foot chain link gates across the entrance. 


Mr. Couto, the contractor, has done very much to con- 
trol the dumping procedures by enforcing the covering of 
trucks and the use of stickers to prevent non-Falmouth 
residents from using the dump. 


It was unanimously agreed in order for this committee 
to begin any really constructive future long-range plans the 
so called ‘‘overburden” or excess gravel would have to he 
removed. Because the town had a by-law prohibiting this, 
an article was prepared for the special town. meeting in 
October 1969, which would permit the Committee to sell the 
gravel in exchange for clearing, excavating and: trench 
digging. 


On December 19 and 23 an invitation for bids was ad- 
vertised. The Disposal Committee accepted sealed bids for 
clearing and excavation and stockpiling soils on approxi- 
mately 25 acres at the disposal area. A $25,000 performance 
bond will be required. Five sets of contract specifications 
and the plan were applied for. On the 30th of December with 
four members of the Disposal Committee present, the full 
Board of Selectmen, Mr. Scannell, Health Agent, two bids 
were opened and read publicly. Mr. F. V. Lawrence bid 
$82,000, to be paid by the town to him with an option of 
$8,200 for 10 years with a completion date of January 1981. 
The second. bid from Hyannis Sand and Gravel, Inc. bid a 
total cash payment of $37,500 to be paid by the contractor 
to the town. 


Phase 1 is to be completed in 101 working days, phase II 
(north of undeveloped road, completed by June 1971, and 
phase III (south of undeveloped road) be completed by De- 
cember 1972. In addition the contractor would make avail- 
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able 5000 yards of processed gravel valued at $15,000, 50,000 
yards of processed sand valued at $50,000 and 10,000 yards 
of already processed sand for future sewer bed use valued at 
$10,000. The above is addition to 500 yards of processed 
gravel per year and 5,000 yards of sand called for in the 
contract specifications. 


Mr. LoRusso’s bid was unanimously accepted with work 
to begin immediately. Terms of payment worked out with 
Mr. LoRusso would be $12,500 cash to be paid to the town 
upon completion of phase one in 101 working days. A cash 
deposit of $25,000 would be placed in a Falmouth bank. Upon 
completion of the Phase 2 and 3 areas, this $25,000 will be 
paid to the town treasury. The interest of this cash deposit 
Mr. LoRusso suggested could be used by the committee for 


a scholarship. 


It is our hope the committee will be a permanent one to 
serve as an advisory committee to work with selectmen and 
Board of Health to insure continuity and the best use of 
our disposal area for many years to come. 


. We now have an up-to-date plan, prepared by Mr. Philip 
Holmes, Land Surveyor, that all future committees, select- 
men, and contractors can follow. All dumping will be noted 
on this plan and its location well documented. 


The committee would like to thank the DPW Commis- 
Sioners; Mr. N. P. Ellis, Jr., Supt. DPW; the Selectmen; Mr. 
R. Scannell, Health Agent; Mr. Albert W. Lawrence; Mr. 
Manuel Couto; Mr. Philip Holmes; Mr. F. V. Lawrence; Mr. 
A. Moniz; Mr. P. LoRusso; the Finance Committee and Town 
Meeting Members for the vote of confidence to our committee 
and helping get the Disposal area on its way to being a 
model disposal system.

Falmouth Disposal Committee 
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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for 1969 


To the Board of Health 
Town of Falmouth 


I am pleased to submit this annual report of the Barn- 
stable County Health Department for the year 1969. 


On August 20, 1969 Rubella (German Measles) vaccine 
was made available by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health. Rubella is usually a mild disease. It assumes 
tremendous importance when a pregnant woman contracts 
the disease during the first trimester of pregnancy because 
of the possibility of congenital defects in the newborn. There 
is a 20 per cent risk of a dead or deformed infant. Thus, the 
most important objective of a Rubella Control Program is 
the prevention of maternal rubella. This can best be accom- 
plished at the present time by reducing the reservoir of 
rubella virus in the community through the immunization 
of children. Children, particularly in the early grades of 
school, are the biggest source of infection to mothers who 
are still susceptible. They are also the major source of 
transmission of the disease in the community. The objective 
of the 1969-1970 school year is to immunize both boys and 
girls, kindergarten through grade three with plans to eventu- 
ally include children one year through junior high school 
age. 


The increased needs for all kinds of services, the con- 
tinued rise in costs creating competition for the tax dollar 
and the need to improve the use of the available profession- 
ally prepared human resources demands that all provider 
agencies must cooperate in planning for and in the delivery 
of the needed health services for every citizen in Barnstable 
County. 


We see the present reorganization process of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health and the State Compre- 
hensive Health Planning Program for Massachusetts as two 
important steps in helping the local health agencies in 
reaching this goal. The “Barnstable” area provider and con- 
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sumer representatives have just begun their planning for a 
study of our health needs and of the best systems to provide 
the services to take care of the confirmed health needs of 
all citizens. 


If the Barnstable County citizens become determined to 
meet the challenge of “promoting and assuring the highest 
level of health attainable for every person” the ‘“Partner- 
ship for Health Act of 1966” can become a reality. 


The second nurse position was filled late this year. This 
will provide additional qualified health nursing supervision 
to the staff of seven home health agencies; consultation to 
Boards of Health, school health nursing personnel and Home 
Health Agencies that have qualified nurse supervision. 


Dental Health 


The program emphasis is continued health education, 
consultation to the community and school programs, with 
direct service limited to headstart and pre-school age groups. 
A highlight of this year was the participation in a research 
project with the Barnstable School System, Forsyth Dental 
Center and Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
studying the fluoride content in children’s teeth. Dental 
caries continues to be a top public health problem. There 
is a safe preventive measure, and legislation available, all 
that is needed is positive community action. 


Environmental Sanitation 

The surveillance program of all public service facilities 
continues to expand annually. More time has been used in 
water pollution control in cooperation with the Boards of 
Health, Massachusetts Department of Public Health and 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources. 


We recommend the board of health request the town 
planning board to have the plot include the contour levels 
and a determination of the ground water table. This would 
limit problems created by the sewage disposal and protect 
the water supplies. 


Nursing Service 
The number of public health nurses employed in Barn- 
stable County continues to rise: The year and number 
employed 
1965 1966 1967 1968 1969 
33 43 51 52 55 
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Of the number employed in 1969, nine are employed in a 
generalized nursing service, 15 in home visiting only, 21 in 
schools, 3 in headstart and 7 as consultant-directors, exec- 
utive director and/or supervisor. Of the total of 55; 15 are 
prepared public health nurses. Eight were newly employed 
and needed orientation. 


Services provided had more emphasis on direct super- 
vision of nurses employed by towns and schools; all town 
nurses are now using one of the standard methods of keep- 
ing patient-care records, keeping a daily and monthly statis- 
tical record of kinds of cases and kind of care given, age 
distribution and type of payment made. Analysis and evalu- 
ation of data will be done. 


Some proposed plans for the coming year are: 


1. Strengthening the maternal and child health serv- 
ices by in-service education programs and individ- 
ual direction. 


2. Developing more meaningful service by the public 
health nurse as a part of the State Crippled Chil- 
dren’s program. 


3. Participating in the development of policies for 
school health programs through committee involve- 
ment. 


4. Strengthening the role of the professional advisory 
committees: for example, policy and programs de- 
veloped for Home Health Agencies, Cape Cod Com- 
munity College Health Service and Headstart health 
services. 


d. Study and evaluation of supervision provided to 
nurses; review of all nursing activities related to 
the purpose of improvement of nursing service in 
Barnstable County. 


Social Service 


The medical social worker has completed the first full 
year in this new position to the County. She serves as con- 
sultant to all members of the health department staff, Board 
of Health, community and school nurses, local physicians, 
hospital and nursing home professional personnel, and all 
public and private agencies. 


An important phase of the program has been to establish 
a workable referral program, providing proper use of re- 
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sources and resulting in better services to the people in this

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Report of the Recreation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the annual report of the Recreation 
Committee of the Town of Falmouth: 


The seven member committee underwent one change: 
Mrs. Robert R. Marak was elected to a three year term, filling 
the vacancy left by Robert W. Griffin who did not seek re- 
election. William K. Soares, after filling an unexpired term, 
was elected for three years. In April the committee was re- 
organized thus: Eugene C. Phillips as Chairman, Mrs. Marak 
as Secretary and George Creighton, Mrs. John Farrell, Ed- 
ward Martin, Carlo Pena and William K. Soares as members 
and heads of various subcommittees. 


The Committee, which meets at least once a month in 
the Recreation Building, continues to supervise the varied 
activities conducted in this building under the direction of 
Augustus Canty. Constant use of the Recreation Building 
continues. The three meeting-size rooms accommodate adult 
organizations, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls, arts 
and crafts, the Child Study Club Playschool, and County 
Extension Service classes. The main lobby, when not echoing 
the sounds of ping pong and pool contests, is used for fairs, 
blood bank, rummage sales and bake sales. The gymnasium 
is the focus for active programs such as winter and spring 
basketball, physical fitness programs and dance instruction 
as well as for auctions, fairs, films, large meetings and holi- 
day dances. 


The building was improved in 1969 by the addition of 
new side and rear stage curtains and new lights in Room 2. 


The Recreation Committee was saddened by the sudden 
death, in December 1969, of Mrs. John Radcliffe who assisted 
Gus Canty in running the Recreation Building for twenty 
one years. Her cheerful presence will be greatly missed by 
those who use the building. 
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SUMMER RECREATION PROGRAM 


The Falmouth Summer Recreation Program continued 
to be a success topping even that of the previous year. Wil- 
liam Livesey, the director, and his six capable assistants 
conducted the eight week program for boys and girls aged 
7 to 14 years in the villages of Woods Hole, North Falmouth, 
East Falmouth, Teaticket and at the Lawrence High School 
field, which latter had the best attendance. Again the Fal- 
mouth School Committee granted the use of the gymnasiums 
when necessary. 


Daily instruction and/or competition were offered in 
baseball, soccer, football, basketball, softball, kickball, tennis 
and golf (offered separately at Joe’s Golf Range under the 
direction of golf pro, George Nickerson). Contests were fre- 
quently held between playgrounds. 


Mr. Livesey expressed much satisfaction both with his 
talented assistants and with the ever increasing enthusiasm 
among the youngsters in all areas of the town for this pro- 
gram. In planning for future summers he would hope to 
expand the present programs offered to include more arts 
and crafts and, perhaps, sailing instruction. 


Mr. Livesey also feels that the present program might 
be improved if it were held entirely at one location such as 
the high school field to which children without transporta- 
tion could be bused. This plan would necessitate hiring 2 
extra assistants but they would then be able to incorporate 
more instruction into the program as the children would 
then be divided into age ability groups. 


TOWN BAND 


The Falmouth Town Band scheduled 10 concerts for the 
Summer of 1969; however, rain abolished the first and ab- 
breviated the second. Attendance, always good, swelled to 
an estimated 1500 music lovers by the season’s end. 


Mr. John Pandolfi was again director and 10 out-of-town 
musicians were hired to take the leading chairs. This band 
has grown to 45 players and includes many regulars from 
Lawrence High School and from the summer colony. The 
Town Band Committee feels that this increase necessitates . 
a larger band stand and recommends that the Town consider 
building a permanent band shell. 
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FIREWORKS 


Town meeting again voted the sum of $2,000 to put on 
a July 4th fireworks display, this time from a shore location 
in Falmouth Heights. After lighting off from the shore and 
from a barge (in 1968) the concensus was that the barge 
was preferable and safer. Again the display drew large crowds 
in cars and in boats and their obvious enjoyment appears 
to warrant making this an annual event. 


SAILING REGATTA 


The Recreation Committee sponsored the second Cape 
Cod Interscholastic Sailing Regatta held at the Falmouth 
Yacht Club on September 13, 1969. Crews from five Cape 
Cod high schools participated in the contests which, this 
year, were expanded to include sunfish racing (sponsored by 
the Kiwanis) and a cruising class (sponsored by the Chamber 
of Commerce). The Falmouth Jaycees were instrumental in 
running the Regatta and boats were donated for the occasion. 
It is felt that the Regatta and its enthusiastic reception have 
encouraged other Cape towns to include sailing in their vari- 
ous recreational programs. 


BASEBALL 


The summer of 1969 saw the LITTLE LEAGUE with nine 
teams in the first half and ten teams in the second half. 
Piaying a twice-weekly schedule, the Red Sox, under the 
management of Edward Chicoine, emerged the victors in 
the first half. The Dodgers, with Mike Narbis as their man- 
ager, came out on top in the second half and again in the 
playoff. The All-Star team managed by the two above gentle- 
men, captured the Cape Cod Conference title. 7 


The ever-growing MINOR LEAGUE expanded again to 
include twelve teams with twenty active boys on each. These 
youngsters played one game a week, learned about baseball 
and had fun. 


Milton A. Carlson serves as president of Little League 
and Minor League. 


The BABE RUTH LEAGUE for boys 13 to 15 years has 
Lyle Varney as its president. Two Falmouth teams were 
added to the existing five making it a seven team league. 
(Otis Air Force Base did not enter teams this year.) The 
Red Sox, Mr. Varney, manager, were the winners of the first 
half while the Orioles, with Al Holcomb as the manager won 
the second half and the playoff. 
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Falmouth entered a team in the Cape Cod TEENER 
LEAGUE for the second year. This league provides baseball! 
competition for young men in the 16 to 18 year age group. 
The team played an eighteen game schedule; the home games 
were played at Fuller Field under the lights. The twenty 
man squad had a very successful season compiling a winning 
record. 


The Recreation Committee and the people of Falmouth 
owe a resounding vote of thanks to these men — officers, 
managers and assistants of the above teams — who give their 
time and efforts to a demanding schedule at a time when 
others are vacationing, in order that so many boys in Fal- 
mouth may play baseball. Without their willingness and 
loyalty there could be no such programs. 


The FALMOUTH COMMODORES, the town entry in the 
Cape Cod Baseball League, completed another very success- 
ful season, winning the Cape Championship for the second 
consecutive year. The team’s popularity was reflected in the 
attendance figures which were double those for 1968 in a 
44 game schedule. 


The loan secured to pay the balance of the lighting 
System was paid in full at the close of the season. 


The Cape Cod League anticipates a substantial financiai 
contribution from professional baseball for the 1970 season. 


The Recreation Committee thanks Bill Livesey, the Com- 
modore’s coach, and his players for providing the town with 
an excellent brand of baseball and some first-rate summer 
entertainment. 


The Falmouth MEN’S SOFTBALL LEAGUE, composed of 
8 teams played a 24 game schedule. The Cape Verdeans, 
managed by Jim Cash, emerged as the champions with Bill’s 
Chevron second—manager, Charles Vetrie—and the K.C. 
team with Ed Martin as manager coming in third. 


SOCCER 


The Saturday Soccer Program for boys and girls in 
grades 3 through 6 was again considered a success both by 
the instructors — Martin Coyle, Howard Campbell and Wil- 
liam Tansey — and by the 180 enthusiastic youngsters who 
turned out for 8 sessions from September 13 through Novem- 
ber 8. (The holiday weekend of October 11 was omitted.) 
The program suffered a minor setback when the initial Youth 
Hockey sessions conflicted with the final soccer dates. 
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During the first 3 weeks, participants learned soccer 
fundamentals; these sessions were followed by interschool 
games for four weeks. The final Saturday was given over 
to playoffs held at the Lawrence High School field in which 
the Mullen-Hall group emerged victorious over the Woods 
Hole contingent in a 3-2 overtime game before a sizable 
group of spectators. 


BASKETBALL 


LITTLE LEAGUE BASKETBALL sessions were held each 
Saturday morning during the season. Third through sixth 
graders played at the East Falmouth, North Falmouth, Tea- 
ticket and Hall School gyms while seventh and eighth 
graders played at the Intermediate School. 


Boys who are not involved in the high school varsity or 
junior varsity programs of the winter sports season make up 
the SENIOR BASKETBALL LEAGUE. The league played a 
regular schedule on Monday and Wednesday evenings in 
the Recreation Building. 


The FALMOUTH MERCHANTS, the town’s entry in the 
Cape Cod Basketball League had a 15 man squad which 
played a 20 game schedule against teams from Bourne, Hy- 
annis, Yarmouth, Chatham, Orleans and Harwich. The team 
was coached by Carl Zopatti and had William Henrique as 
their business manager. The Committee thanks these two 
men who volunteered their time to promote a lively basket- 
ball team for Falmouth. 


SKATING 


The Falmouth YOUTH HOCKEY League has experienced 
a rapid growth in popularity with participants and spectators 
that have exceeded all early estimates. Therefore, reorgani- 
zation in all divisions was in order. 


The Pee Wees became a six team league made up of 4 
Falmouth teams and 2 from Bourne. A fifth team chosen 
from the best talent in the league became a travelling team 
with a schedule of home and away games with the best teams 
in Eastern Massachusetts. 


The Bantam division for boys in the thirteen and four- 
teen year age bracket remains with a local league consisting 
of three Falmouth teams and one from Bourne. Like the 
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Pee Wees, a fourth Bantam team was selected from the out- 
standing players and competes with teams from Eastern 
Massachusetts communities as well as from Rhode Island. 


The Farm League, formerly set aside as one early morn- 
ing hour a week for beginning skaters and players and those 
too young for Pee Wees, has been expanded to allow for 
three hours per week. This should ensure that boys will be 
ready to enter advanced competition with at least the basics 
of training. Also well attended was a session held in October 
for boys in kindergarten through third grade. 


The travel teams have departed from membership in the 
Kennedy League in Hyannis both for reasons of lack of ice 
time and pressure of expansion in that area and a desire to 
encourage the very best performance in our own players by 
competition from many leagues including the Kennedy 
League. It is expected that this program, which now involves 
three hundred youngsters in the Falmouth area, will make 
even greater strides in the 1970 season. 


GIRLS BROOM HOCKEY coached by Mr. and Mrs. Rich- 
ard Hennemuth has a practice or a game once a week. The 
program is open to all interested girls in grades 7 through 
12 and, last year, attracted about 40 girls. The team’s sole 
opponent has been Barnstable but it is hoped that other 
towns will organize teams in the future. 


The Falmouth FIGURE SKATING Club was able to con- 
duct three sessions per week for skaters of varying abilities. 
The most heavily attended was the Beginner Program held 
from 12:30-1:30 on Sundays. This session drew about 100 
to 150 people to whom Marc Nelson gives group lessons. 


The next session called Advanced Skaters necessarily 
drew fewer people but is felt to be well worthwhile in view 
of the growing enthusiasm for figure skating in Falmouth 
among year around residents and visitors. The third free 
session held was called All Figure Skaters had a regular 
attendance of 50 - 60 people. 


All in all, the Falmouth Ice Arena is becoming a very 
popular place to be and the Recreation Committee is pleased 
to be able to help these many active programs held there. 
Again, these youth programs could not be implemented with- 
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out the efforts of many volunteers giving many hours of 
their time. The Recreation Committee acknowledges this 


and is grateful.

The Waterways Committee has completed the following 
jobs during the year: repairs to Simpson’s Dock, Falmouth 
Harbor for $395.00, dredging Green Pond entrance for

built two landing floats for West Falmouth Harbor for $966.73, 
cleaned all ramps in town for $273.50, dredged area at Davis 
Marine Park for $359.00, repaired Wild Harbor bulkhead for

Falmouth Harbor Marina was used to capacity during 
the past summer. Total income was $33,161.26. These col- 
lections were turned over to the town treasurer.

Falmouth Waterways Committee 
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Report of the Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1969. 


A total of 17,250 miles were patrolled by me in both boat 
and car. In my daily patrols, I logged 9 first offense violators 
while examining permit holders and their catches. The vio- 
lators returned their catches to the shellfishing grounds 
under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 
1,941 Family, Residents 
280 Family, Residents over 65 years old 
153 Family, Non-Residents 
80 Commercial 


2,454 Total 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplanting 


From April 16, 1969 through May 27, 1969, 84734 bushels 
of contaminated quahaugs were dug out of Falmouth Harbor 
and transplanted into Great Pond and Eel Pond, Menauhant. 
244 bushels of quahaugs were purchased from in and out of 
the state and transplanted into the waters of Great Pond 
and Perch Pond. A total of 1,09134 bushels were planted. It 
is our policy to keep a transplanted area closed for two years 
in hopes of establishing a natural bed of quahaugs from 
these transplants. 


Project No. 2. Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish survey report for 1969 has been completed. 
The following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by 
known source:

Project No. 3 Oyster Program 

One hundred and ten bushels of parent stock oysters 
were transplanted into Wild Harbor River for propagation 
of the oyster in this area. One hundred and fifty thousand 
seed oyster C. virginica, size 5mm., were purchased from a 
Stratford, Connecticut laboratory and placed on a special 
raft that I built and placed in Fresh Pond, West Falmouth. 
Here they will stay until they have grown to a size of about 
Y% to 34 of an inch and again transferred to another special 
raft which was given to the town by the Massachusetts Di- 
vision of Marine Fisheries with many thanks. After they 
have grown to a size of 2 inches or better they will be placed 
into Wild Harbor River (provided that Wild Harbor will clear 
itself of oil pollution). 


Project No. 4 Town Rights of Ways 

During the past year, I received many complaints con- 
cerning the lack of rights of ways to the water. I am sorry 
that I could not be of much help this year due to an un- 
expected overload of work in other areas (such as the oil 
Spillage). 


Project No. 5 Pollution 
During this past year, I believe the Town of Falmouth 
broke all records in the field of pollution since it was in- 
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corporated in the year 1686, that’s 283 years ago. Let’s take 
a good look at the impact of pollution on Falmouth’s shores. 


More than 1,000 acres, including about 4 miles of shore- 
line, of our coastal waters, its estuaries and tributaries, as 
well as our Family and Commercial shellfisheries were dealt 
a punishing blow by the impact of oil pollution when the 
barge “Florida” lost approximately 174,000 gallons of No. 2 
fuel oil between going aground off West Falmouth Harbor at 
about 2 a.m. on September 16, 1969 and being freed at about 
midnight of the same day. This oil spill brought a closure 
to the taking of all shellfish from West Falmouth Harbor, 
Herring River at Old Silver, Wild Harbor, Wild Harbor River, 
Rand’s Canal, Fiddler’s Cove and Megansett Harbor. 


Bacteriological pollutants brought a closure to approxi- 
mately 100 acres. The condemned areas are Little Harbor 
in Woods Hole, Eel Pond in Woods Hole, Falmouth Harbor, 
and a section of Great Harbor in Woods Hole. 


Pesticides brought a closure to 143 acres of Green Pond. 
There was a large kill of finfish in this area. At this writing 
Green Pond has been reopened to the taking of shellfish after 
a 3 month closure to cleanse itself. 


The total acreage closed to the taking of shellfish due 
to pollution in one form or another amounts to 1,243 acres 
in 1969. Man has created an environmental hazard in the 
previously mentioned areas. He has created a serious health 
menace by discharging filth into our recreational boating 
harbors. He has destroyed beauty by spilling oil, an indis- 
criminate killer, on our shores and into our marine environ- 
ment. He has shown that pollution Knows no boundaries. 
Pesticides are applied to cranberry bogs and hitch-hike a 
ride through our waters to our estuaries where they become 
indiscriminate killers of marine life. The polluter pays no 
respect to people’s property. He raises our taxes in trying to 
correct the pollution problem. In short, pollution in 1969 
alone has cost the shellfish industry tens of thousands of 
dollars. 


Project No. 6 Aid for Alewives 


The Coonamessett River project was completed. The 
stream was dug out by using a crane and a backhoe. Five 
flumes were built by me and placed in the stream to control 
the flow of water. I would like to report that this system 
does work and the river will be stocked with herring this 
spring. I wish to thank the Falmouth D.P.W., Park Division 
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for their assistance in brushing and clearing both sides of 
the bank along this stream. 


Assistance was given to Little Pond, Bourne’s Pond, and 
Fresh River by the D.P.W. and myself to improve the water 
quality and fish passages in these areas. On April 8, 1969 I 
met with the Waterways Committee and mentioned to them 
some of the problems on the herring runs and asked that 
something be done to improve the outlets to Vineyard Sound 
from our salt water ponds. The Waterways Committee wili 
present an article at the next Town Meeting to have an 
engineer study the shoaling problems of the herring runs 
in the town beaches. 


Project No. 7 Our Salt Marsh 


I have been working along with Bill Fitzpatrick of the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries in reviewing the 
applications for dredging of any shore land. This is an on 
the spot check of all dredge and fill projects. We find that 
this works out well both for the Town and State. 


The overall outlook for the shellfisheries looks promising. 
Nature has assisted the fisheries in providing a wonderful 
set of scallops in most of our salt water ponds. The clam 
population looks very good and seed quahaugs are beginning 
to show up in some areas. Our oyster farming method is 
starting to take shape, although there will be no taking of 
oysters this year due to the oil spill. Man has defied Nature’s 
Laws, SO we are now faced with the giant task of assisting 
nature in cleaning the oil from the stricken area and trying 
to restock the once abundant supply of shellfish there. We 
must all work together to prevent further pollution from any 
source. Falmouth’s waters first showed signs of pollution in 
the late 1920’s in Eel Pond, Woods Hole and it has been on 
the uprise throughout the town ever since. We need no 
crystal ball to look into the future. The longer we wait to 
correct the problem, the greater the danger. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, the various town departments, the shellfishmen, 
and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their cooper- 
ation during the past year.

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Report of the Harbor Master 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Several oil spills both of minor and major proportions 
plagued us again this year. In this regard, after careful 
study of marine casualty cases it is my considered opinion 
that the town has a case in rhem against the tug Central, 
and the barge Florida. 


This department is still pursuing a reasonable and live- 
able solution to the discharge of raw sewage by boats. Al- 
though there is a state statute against such befoulment, the 
way the law is now written it is almost impossible to enforce, 
Since it is very unlikely that an enforcing officer is present 
when this law is violated. The few cases of this nature that 
have gone to court were thrown out on these grounds. The 
answer to this problem lies in mechanical or chemical dis- 
posal installed aboard boats. After almost 10 years of ex- 
perimentation by industry, and evaluation by government 
we have as of now, no device that is acceptable by this state 
or the Federal government. Since the best means presently 
available is disposal ashore, this officer has contacted all 
marine facilities throughout the town to make such shore 
toilet facilities available to the boating public. The town’s 
own marina will have toilet facilities available on a 24 hour 
basis. To further combat this problem the harbormaster 
will place out of limits certain harbors in the town to boats 
with people living aboard, naturally with the approval of the 
Selectmen. 


The dangerous rock at the entrance to West Falmouth 
harbor has been marked by the Coast Guard. The sunken 
rocks off Menauhant were marked with a day marker by this 
department. The jetty light on Waquoit jetty was lost due 
to storm, or theft, but has been replaced. All mooring chain 
was stolen from the channel markers at Green Pond the 
same day they were placed, and had to be renewed. The 
value was not covered by insurance. 
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Marine violations in the area where we maintain patrols 
is still on the down grade, showing the success of these 
patrols. 


This department has found some newly developed light- 
ing equipment that is available, at a reasonable cost plus 
minimum service, and it is our intention to install several 
lighted buoys in West Falmouth, and Eel River, if approved 
by the Coast Guard. 


Numerous calls are received by the Harbormaster in 
cases relating to theft of boats and equipment. This comes 
under the jurisdiction of the Police Department who have 
trained men in this field, and it is requested that these cases 
be referred to them. This office naturally cooperates with 
the police in these matters. 


We assisted by towing 12 boats that were in a position 
of peril. Five of these during the night. 


We removed 2 hulks from our harbors, and presently 
have two abandoned boats under our care where we are 
contacting the owners to remove, or bring condemnation 
proceedings against these boats. 


When all monies have been collected for wharfage we 
should realize close to 900 dollars, which is being turned into 
the town.

During the past year the committee met with various 
other committees of the town and with precinct groups and 
associations in an endeavor to learn the problems that exist 
at the beaches. 


On June 23, 1969, a meeting was held at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Recreation Building of the entire beach personnel and the 
Beach Committee. The rules for lifeguards and other person- 
nel were discussed. Each lifeguard received a copy of rules 
and regulations. 


Enrollment for swimming classes began on June 24, 1969, 
when the beaches officially opened. Total enrolled for July 
was 1,260 from all beaches. Due to weather conditions, the 
first two weeks in August the enrollment was 680. Total 
enrollment was 1,940 members.

Equipment for lifeguards and parking attendants was 
issued on June 24, 1969. 


The Junior and Senior Life Saving classes were well 
attended. Test for Senior Lifeguards was advertised and 
held at Surf Drive late in August and twenty guards were 
tested. Ten guards passed satisfactory tests and are eligible 
for lifeguard duty for the 1970 season. 


Two excellent swimming meets were held in July and 
August and teams made a very good showing. 


Both meets were won by a very good team from the 
Menauhant Beach. Credit to the excellent coaching by Head 
Guard Edward Winslow and assistants is very deserving. 


Water Safety Courses were offered all guards under the 
supervision of James Carey and resulted in ten instructors 
passing the tests. 


The bulldozing and cleaning machine did a good job on 
all beaches in making our beaches more attractive. 


The larger beaches were posted with the principal rules 
and regulations concerning safety and order. 


Most guests observed these rules and kept our beaches 
decent and orderly. The lifeguards cleaned all beaches twice 
daily and kept them clean and respectable. 


Overcrowded conditions prevailed at Old Silver Reserve 
lot and Chapaquoit. These areas should receive attention to 
enable residents to more parking privileges. 


Wood Neck Beach was well attended and work done 
made it more attractive to many people. 


Jetties are surely needed at Old Silver Public Beach and 
Wood Neck to hold beach area. 


Supervised Police patrol is surely needed at Surf Drive, 
Old Silver, an Menauhant Beach areas to control speed regu- 
lations. The parking lots were well conducted and the attend- 
ents did a good job in maintaining good relations. 


The clerks at Surf Drive were very capable in issuing 
stickers and in handling many cases were very courteous 
and efficient in their daily tasks. 


We have requested 4 instructors and 2 maintenance men 
and a new truck in our 1970 budget. The additional truck 
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and maintenance men will enable the committee to meet 
heavy load of rubbish and seaweed. The instructors are to be 
girls and will enable us to maintain a full force of lifeguards 


at all times. 


May we express sincere thanks to the staff for a job well 
done and to the police. To the DPW and Mr. Ellis for his 
excellent cooperation and help when needed. Also for any 
cooperation from former members of the Beach Committee.

Beach Committee 
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Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


The Selectmen of the 
Town of Falmouth

Sirs: 

I have just completed my second three year term after 
serving half of the unexpired term of a former member of 
the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steam- 
ship Authority and, once again, it is my pleasure to submit a 
favorable report on the line’s operation. 


The Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket 
Steamship Authority has operated for the seventh consec- 
utive year with an operating surplus and no deficit assess- 
ment will be levied on Falmouth or on the other towns 
involved. Authority members met formerly fifteen times dur- 
ing 1969 and conferred oftener when business of the line 
required it. There will be no changes in this dedication 
during the coming year. 


The Authority membership was changed as Captain Isaac 
Norton, of Martha’s Vineyard, was replaced by Alan Look, 
the brother of the late Frank B. Look, who served so many 
years as the line’s General Manager. 


The Authority has approved a preliminary budget for 
1970 in the amount of $4,068,745.00. This is some $304,000.00 
more than the figures of 1969. This increase reflects an in- 
crease in labor costs, as in early 1969, new labor agreements 
were entered into with three of the four unions, which repre- 
sent the Authority employees. 


Good weather and increases in the numbers visiting the 
Islands substantiate the reason for pursuing and having en- 
acted into law the so-called ‘Other Ports Bill’, which allows 
service from Barnstable to the Islands during the peak 
months of our season as a seasonable service. 


Passenger and freight figures for the period of January 1, 
1969 through Labor Day all show an increased demand over 
1968. 
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Based on past figures and anticipated traffic and the 
existence of our present equipment, the Authority initiated 
studies for the design and building of a new vessel, which 
is still in the early stages of development. Preliminary tests 
have been made and have been found to be more than favor- 
able and model tank tests are in progress at the present 
time. 


Expansion and renovation of the Line’s physical facilities 
continued through 1969. Repair work at the Vineyard Haven 
Terminal and Oak Bluffs was completed. Contracts were 
also awarded during the year for repairs to the Nantucket 
wharf. Substantial work was completed at the Woods Hole 
Terminal, as renovation of the Main, Administrative and 
Accounting offices has been in progress since early summer 
and is nearing completion. 


The decision by the Superior Court was rendered this 
year concerning the position of surplus funds. In the declara- 
tory judgment sought by the Authority’s fiscal agent, The 
National Shawmut Bank of Boston, the Court found that 
the funds must be used to retire Authority bonds rather than 
for repayment to the City of New Bedford and the other 
Cape and Island towns for past deficit tax assessments. The 
decision is now under appeal filed by the Municipalities 
involved. 


A significant vote was taken early in the year by the 
Authority to remove the Chairman as Chief Executive Offi- 
cer, so that, at the present time, the Chairman’s duties are 
limited to those of chairing the meeting and signing legal 
documents. Presently there is no Chief Executive Officer of 
the Authority.

Gentlemen: 


The year 1969 proved to be a progressive and successful 
one for the CCPEDC. While the Commission was formed in 
1965, this year saw the Commission completing its second 
year as a fully operational regional planning agency for 
Barnstable County. We are well into our inventory phase of 
comprehensive regional planning and economic development 
programs. The Commission has accumulated an extensive 
amount of information and statistical data. This material 
along with a number of reference reports and technical publi- 
cations acquired over the past year has been added to our 
office library files which are open to public use. 


Several of the noteworthy study programs are as follows: 


1. Existing land use inventory was begun in the summer 
of 1968 and has been completed with a mapping of at 
least 10 separate and distinct categories. A master 
Tabular Summary Chart has been developed showing 
the ten regional land use categories by acreage for 
office reference. 

2. Initial comprehensive housing inventory has been pre- 
pared and to date has been approved by the Mass. 
Department of Community Affairs for office reference. 

3. A study of existing zoning bylaws and subdivision regu- 
lations was undertaken and compiled in master chart 
form and compendium report respectively for a com- 
parative analysis for office reference. 

4. A survey of publicly owned fresh water beaches started 
in the summer of 1968 has been completed by staff 
members for distribution. 

5. Population study. Extensive research and analysis re- 
sulted in the production of Working Paper #5, the 
Residential Population of Barnstable County and cov- 
ers the years 1960 thru 1968 by Town. Subsequent study 


10. 
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efforts produced summer population estimates by hous- 
ing type for the past season. A special Summary report 
is available. 

Transportation. A general overall inventory of the 
Cape’s existing transportation system was completed 
by the Commission’s consultants, Working Paper #6, 
Parts I and II. 

Regional Refuse Disposal. The Commission thru its 
consultants completed an inventory of existing solid 
waste disposal facilities and published a report entitled 
The Regional Public Facilities of Cape Cod, Part I, 
Regional Public Facilities. Simultaneously, the Com- 
mission encouraged the Towns to join and form the 
Barnstable County Regional Refuse Disposal Planning 
Board. To date, 12 towns have joined and it is hoped 
that the remaining three will join in the future. This 
is Working Paper #7. 

Dennis Pilot Historical Archaeological Survey. The 
Commission’s staff provided a great deal of technical 
assistance and guidance to the Dennis Historical So- 
ciety in a survey which produced a detailed inventory 
of more than 200 individual structures and sites. Much 
of the material gathered included 40 slides which have 
been utilized in presentations to historic associations 
in other towns in hopes of inspiring similar interest, 
and some material is for office reference. 

Building Activities. Two memos have been published 
to date exploring various aspects of building construc- 
tion on Cape Cod. 

Grant Application Assistance has been rendered to 
both Bourne and Mashpee. An important phase of 
CCPEDC is encouraging and assisting town planning 
efforts on Cape Cod. There are no reports available. 


Copies of the above reports are available at your Town 
offices for your review, or may be purchased from the 
Commission. 


The staff and consultants have worked long and hard 
in the above programs. The Chairman and Executive Com- 
mittee spent many long days in the guidance of the Com- 
mission with the help and encouragement of the local mem- 
bers, and the untiring effort of the Advisory Committee.

Subsequent to our last report to the Town, the Falmouth 
Police Station Building Needs Committee continued to meet 
on a monthly basis monitoring the progress on the new build- 
ing and consulting with the architects and the building 
contractor. 


Subsequent to the Annual Town Meeting in March of 
1969, attention was focused on the appropriations approved 
for furnishings, road layouts and paving and the landscaping 
of the area surrounding the new building. 


Furnishing contracts were awarded and equipment ar- 
rived during the months of April and May of 1969. Careful 
planning enabled the Committee to acquire most of the items 
required within the limitations set forth by the Town Meet- 
ing Members. 


Contacts were made with Mr. Ellis of the Department of 
Public Works and with Mr. Joseph Figuerido, who was as- 
Signed to supervise the landscaping operations. Following 
completion of the road layouts and paving, the landscaping 
people began a conscientious effort to produce an attractive 
environment for the new facility. That their efforts were 
successful is borne out by the fact that the Falmouth Police 
Department has been awarded a green ribbon for its land- 
Scaping, which is classified by the Falmouth Garden Club 
as an indication of the beautification possibilities which are 
prevalent in the Town. Credit here is due to Mr. Figuerido 
and his fine crew, and the Committee would like to go on 
record as being grateful to the Falmouth Department of 
Public Works for their excellent work. We sincerely hope 
other Town agencies will avail themselves of these services 
in future development. 
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The Falmouth Police Department officially moved into 
its new facility on June 3, 1969. The transfer was completed 
without confusion and without disruption of service to the 
citizens of the Town. 


On June 15, 1969, an Open House was held with the 
Committee members serving as hosts. Mr. Antone Mogardo, 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen officiated at the ribbon 
cutting ceremony and presented the key to the building to 
John L. Ferreira, Chief of Police. There followed guided 
tours of the facility, coupled with informative lectures which 
were developed and presented by various members of the 
Department. Matrons and School-Crossing Guards served as 
escorts for the several hundred townspeople who visited the 
building. The Committee was most pleased with the favor- 
able comments expressed by the public. 


A bronze placque was presented by Mr. Hughes of the 
Architectural firm of Hughes & MacCarthy and Mr. Arthur 
Vidal on behalf of the V & V Construction Company, which 
was accepted by Chief Ferreira. This dedication plaque cur- 
rently graces the wall in the main lobby of the building. 


It is a pleasure for the Committee to report that no 
serious problems have been encountered resulting from struc- 
tural or material failure. 


Our sincere thanks and appreciation is extended to the 
Town Departments and to Falmouth residents who have con- 
tributed so much to the completion of a building which we 
believe is a credit to the Town of Falmouth.

Submitted herewith is the Annual Report for the year 
1969 for the Falmouth Police Department. 


On June 3, 1969 the physical transition from the old 
police station to the new building was accomplished without 
incident. There was no evidence of confusion and no lack 
of operational efficiency during this period. It is a great 
source of pride to the entire staff to know that the citizens 
of Falmouth were favorably impressed with the facilities as 
reflected by their comments during our Open House cele- 
bration on June 15, 1969. We are indeed grateful to a fine 
Building Committee, to V.&V. Construction Company and 
to the firm of Hughes & MacCarthy, Architects and Engineers 
for making our task easier. 


From June through December of 1969, Robert Sheehan 
Associates have been conducting a survey of the Falmouth 
Police Department. The completed report has been made 
available to the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee, 
the Personnel Board and the Falmouth Library. It is sincere- 
ly hoped that the Citizens of the Town will familiarize them- 
selves with the findings of the survey team. 


Classes are currently being conducted for all personnel 
on the detection and handling of narcotics cases, with quali- 
fied instructors present each week. A minimum of fifty per- 
sons, regular and special officers, both male and female, have 
been in attendance at each session. Eight members of the 
Department are attending evening classes at Cape Cod Com- 
munity College on Police Administration with an aim toward 
acquiring an Associate Degree in the police field. 


All Captains and Sergeants assigned to the Department 
have been enrolled at the Babson Command Training Insti- 
tute in Wellesley, Massachusetts for three week courses in 
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Administration. These assignments will run from January 
12 through May 15, 1970. 


Sgt. Kenneth C. Smith has been appointed Training 
Officer for the Department. 


Daniel A. Ferrie was appointed a Patrolman on January 
26, 1969 after successfully completing the police entrance 
examinations conducted by the Civil Service Commission. 
Mrs. Margaret L. Reese was hired as a senior clerk on March 
31, 1969, to establish and maintain the central records section 
of the new police facility. 


One loss was reflected with the departure of patrolman 
Wayne L. Seibert who resigned effective October 18, 1969, to 
accept more lucrative employment. 


Statistically an increase in the narcotics area is reflected 
in this report. This increase is in keeping with the National 
trend; however, it is none the less distressing and is of great 
and constant concern to your law enforcement agency. 


As in previous years we are again indebted to the Auxili- 
ary Police and the Falmouth Policewomen for their untiring 
support. These organizations continue to perform effectively 
whenever they are called upon to assist the Department. The 
Falmouth Citizens Radio Group also deserves commendation 
for their efforts in our behalf. 


I should like to take this opportunity to convey to the 
numerous Town Departments our sincere appreciation for 
their cooperation with the Falmouth Police Department. 


In closing I would extend a sincere thank you to the 
citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their continued support 
without which it would be impossible to function effectively.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report, as Dog Officer for the Town 
of Falmouth for the Year 1969. 


Dogs picked up 527 
Dogs destroyed 81 
Dogs turned over to M.S.P.C.A. 149 
Dogs injured by Motor Vehicles 56 
Total Complaints 1427 
Miles patrolled by Vehicles 18,319 


Cash collected for impounded Dogs $311.00 


This department in the past year purchased two new 
pieces of equipment, a Wild Dog Trap and a Restraining Pole. 
I consider this equipment the backbone of this department 
as the Restraining Pole is in constant use on uncontrollable 
animals. The trap has been put in service on numerous 
occasions, I do not want to mislead the public as to the trap. 
It does not injure the animal in any way, it is a large cage 
and captures the animal alive. 


It is my duty as Dog Officer for the Town to inform all 
dog owners of the Town that before obtaining your dog li- 
cense for the new license period it is mandatory that your 
dog has a rabies vaccination. This law was passed last July 
by the Legislature. The Local Board of Health and myself 
will get together with a veterinarian to arrange several Rabies 
Clinics in advance of the new License period, the times and 
place will be posted on the local newspaper. 


This past year has been quite a busy one for this office 
with the Town increasing in population and more dogs. I 
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only wish that more people would claim dogs that are picked 
up and impounded, and that people with small children 
would instruct them to keep away from strange dogs, the 
net results would lead to far lesser dog bites in the town. 
Again, I wish to thank the various Town Departments for 
their assistance when needed in the past.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 02540 


Dear Sirs: 


Education and training, again this year (1969) occupied 
much of the Civil Defense time. The Emergency Operating 
Center area is very conducive to training as it makes a fine 
classroom. 


Medical Self Help classes currently being taught students 
in Lawrence High School, instructed 453 students during 
periods in January, September and December. Faculty mem- 
bers teaching the course are coordinated under Miss Peggy 
Savage, school health and psychology instructor. This MSH 
program is still in progress. 


Sixteen students completed a Radiological Monitoring 
course at the CD Center during March and April, taught by 
Mr. Edward Chicoine of the FAA at Otis Air Force Base. 


First Aid courses, from standard to advance and make- 
up were given at the Falmouth Hospital and at the CD Facil- 
ity through a cooperative efiort with the Red Cross, the 
Hospital staff and Civil Defense. 


Members of the Police department and Auxiliaries; the 
Fire department and Call-men; Civil Defense personnel and 
Boy and Girl Scouts, were taught from February through 
May, by instructors, including Dr. Selda d’Ombrain, John 
Justason, Robert Foley, Robert Williams and Kent Barnes, 
with some 75 students completing the courses. A basic course 
is currently in progress at the CD Headquarters. 


Six police officers attended a breathalyzer course at the 
Topsfield CD Academy in April, and three firefighters there 
attended a firefighter course in June. 


Under the Public Information Program, your Director 
addressed the Golden Age Group in January, the Teaticket 
PTA in March, and St. Anthony’s Club in October, discussing 
Civil Defense and Survival techniques. 


a 
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Monthly meetings at CD Sector 2C Hq., in So. Dennis 
were also attended by your Director. The usual NAWAS 
tests (Air Raid Warning Capability), and other routine CD 
tests were periodically attended to throughout the year. 


The Civil Defense Communications Van Mobile Com- 
mand Post was finally paid off during 1969. This by public 
donations, and may I sincerely thank all who assisted and 
donated. 


By way of reimbursements; this vehicle, equipped with 
various radios; PA System; Flood Lights w/portable gener- 
ator; First Aid Station and Mobile Canteen assisted, at vari- 
ous times throughout the year, the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments, served at Boy and Girl Scout functions, helped at the 
summer Band Concerts at the Falmouth marina, during a 
Horse Show and at a Fashion Show, at a Lawrence High 
School Track Meet and also at the Christmas Caroling on 
the Village Green. A CD display surrounding and including 
the Van, was Falmouth’s contribution to the Armed Forces 
Day displays in a hangar at Otis Air Force Base. CD person- 
nel including your Director was on hand to demonstrate and 
give out literature. 


Six emergency runs to fires and 18 of a routine nature 
were made during the year. The Falmouth Radio Clubs have 
done a wonderful job equipping and manning this unit, and 
should consider themselves proud. The Unit Stands-By to 
roll at a moment’s notice. 


The Surplus Property program again benefitted the 
Town — all departments —with $12,085.88 worth of equipment 
and supplies for only $391.80. Enough praise cannot be said 
for this program. 


The year could not be complete without a little bit of 
terror which came in the form of “Hurricane Gerta” on the 
morning of September 9th. 


The CD EOC was activated at 10:00 a.m. and functioned 
until 4:30 p.m., with the Official Falmouth “Declaration of 
Emergency” being signed at 1:15 p.m. 


The storm suddenly veered out to sea as it approached 
our shores and spared the community. Some 100 victims 
were evacuated from flooded areas, and were looked after 
by Red Cross and Civil Defense Officials in the Storm Shelter 
set up in the Lawrence High School, designated for such 
purposes in times of emergency. 
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For those who participated in this venture and did such 
a magnificent job; “many thanks.” Once again we came 
through, and can chalk up another one. 


I would like to take this opportunity to remind the Citi- 
zens Of Falmouth that the Basic Civil Defense Legislation is 
Chapter 639 of the Acts of 1950, signed into Law on 20 July 
1950, some twenty years ago. 


During this time as well as at present, Civil Defense has 
been made up of conscientious and hard working volunteers, 
serving singly and in active groups, including — Medical 
units, Radio Clubs, Auxiliaries, etc. To those of you who have 
volunteered, and served at various times during the last 20 
years; I offer my sincere thanks and the gratitude of the 
entire community. 

Allow me at this time, on the 20th anniversary of Civil 
Defense in Falmouth, to single out the first organized unit 
in Falmouth CD, whose members have brilliantly served the 
community uninterrupted since 1950, the organized Auxiliary 
Police. 


The following statistics are herewith furnished to better 
understand the organizational and operational procedures 
and the status quo of this group. 


Chapter 639, Acts of 1950 as amended, is the Civil De- 
fense Act. Section 11 (a to d) of said Chapter deals with 
the appointing of Auxiliary Police. 

The Federal Civil Defense Guide: Part B, Chapter 3 K 02, 
“Program Planning and Emphasis (Personnel Requirements 
for Emergency Conditions), and 

Part E, Chapter 9, Appendix 1, Step 4 “Development of 
Programs During the Police Planning Process”; establish a 
figure of 4 auxiliaries per each regular officer in police de- 
partment planning. 


Falmouth to date has 28 regular officers, and under the 
above is allowed 112 Auxiliaries. The organized Auxiliary 
Police unit presently consists of 75 officers including 14 
Policewomen, leaving a current shortage of 37 Auxiliary 
Officers. 


The Auxiliaries are approved by the Chief of Police and 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. They are under direct 
control, at all times, of the police department, and under 
command of the Chief of the department and his officers. 
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Organized for the last 20 years, this unit has been the 
mainstay and the backbone of the police department, assur- 
ing the town of an augmented force to help cope with un- 
forseen disasters and emergencies that are a threat to the 
community. 


Many of these Auxiliaries also serve the department as 
Special Police Officers, unaffiliated with CD, for depart- 
mental police work alone. Some do police work for private 
enterprises. 


Throughout the last 2 decades, these officers have been 
called out in numbers and singly, as auxiliaries or as special 
police — during the day and in the middle of the night, on 
assignments covering emergencies—or to “stand-by” — to 
fill in during time off of other officers or to cover special 
jobs and specific assignments. 


During these years, the men have shown exemplary 
service to duty, and I am proud to be connected with them 
as the unit’s Sergeant in charge, under command of the 
Chief. 


This augmentation of our police force to some 103 odd 
officers, by the Auxiliary, should enable us all to rest a little 
easier if trouble threatens. 


Courses are taught the auxiliary, and even though it is 
felt at present that these classes are not quite enough, we 
keep striving to train. It does help. 


I personally can breathe a little easier, knowing of the 
availability of these additional men in the department, and 
want at this time to thank all who have served in the Auxil- 
iary Police throughout the last twenty years. 


The future of this unit may presently seem somewhai 
uncertain, but let me assure the citizenry that should this 
town find itself fortunate enough to benefit from the serv- 
ices of this group for another 20 odd years, it would reap 
benefits beyond comprehension. 

The harmony with which all members of the whole unit 
work under the Chief of Police is of the best and no doubt 
will continue. 

For those of us who can’t predict the future, let’s take 
time out to offer thanks to a well deserving group, for a 
magnificent job, and relentless devotion to duty, these past 
many years. 
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Plaudits are also in order at this time, for the continued 
assistance and cooperation given the program these past 20 
years, to the Board of Selectmen, all of the Town Depart- 
ment and Division Heads, and all the Units and Organi- 
zations and Individuals who also served and ably assisted 
during the past year and since its 1950 beginning. 


May this year prove to be just another milestone in our 
ever striving efforts to improve our community for the well 
being of all its citizens.

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Services 
Department for the year 1969. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of World War One and Two, the Korean Con- 
flict and Viet Nam, were aided in accordance with Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Ten World War One and Ten World War Two veterans 
have died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and 
dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary 
forms for pensions, burial assistance claims, Social Security 
claims and Government grave markers. 


Thirty grave markers have been applied for. All have 
been received and emplaced. Suitable bronze markers and 
flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been 
taken care of during the year. 


Forty five veterans and widows have been aided in mak- 
ing out their yearly Income Statements. 


This office has processed one hundred seventy five Viet 
Nam applicants for the Mass. Vietnam Bonus and has also 
aided the veterans for education and other matters concern- 
ing Veterans benefits such as home loans and pensions, in- 
cluding the entire National Guard Unit which was called into 
active service. 


Reimbursements by the State Department to the E&D 
fund is made for fifty percent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services 
is listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report, therefore it will not be repeated here. 


As the younger veterans are being discharged, this office 
has succeeded in placing twenty veterans on the apprentice- 
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ship program under the G.I. bill and many more have ap- 
plied for schooling on the college level. 


I have attended three seminars this past year along 
with many visits to the V.A. Contact office. This has been 
necessary to keep abreast of the rapidly changing laws. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen 
and all Town Officials who have co-operated with this De- 
partment the past year.

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Report of the Conservation Officer 


To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my fifteenth (15th) annual report as 
Conservation Officer for the year ending 31 December 1969. 


A total of one thousand, two hundred and three (1,203) . 
hunting, sporting, trapping and fishing licenses were ex- 
amined by me. Hunting pressure continued to drop consider- 
ably during the past year, however, fishing pressure continues 
to increase. 


8,200 Eastern Brook trout were released and 54,200 Rain- 
bow trout were released in Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet 
Ponds. (All are reclaimed trout ponds provided with public 
rights of ways.) Childs and Coonamessett Rivers were stocked 
with 2000 Eastern Brook trout. 


600 mature cock pheasants were released prior to and 
during the open season on upland game. 180 adult, laying, 
hen pheasants were released during early spring in areas 
that are most suited for natural incubation and propagation. 
The pheasant, ruffed grouse and quail populations are con- 
tinuing to increase despite the longer shooting season. The 
Squirrel and rabbit population increased considerably only 
in areas where there are homes and where hunting is pro- 
hibited. This of course will cause problems as the popula- 
tion of these two species continues to explode. 


25 Adult Varying Hare (snowshoe) were liberated by me 
early in February in the same area as last year. It is hoped 
that this type stocking will become effective, a constant fail 
and winter check is being conducted. 


I am still releasing Blue Geese, Snow Geese, Barnacle 
Geese and other species of waterfowl in our sanctuary ponds. 
The mute swan population continues to increase at a rapid 
pace in spite of the nest robbing projects which I use as a 
means of control. 


3 abandoned house cats were disposed of 
81 skunks were trapped and disposed of 
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44 woodchucks were disposed of 
9 red fox were disposed of 


19 raccoons were removed from summer houses, along 
with 38 skunks. These animals were released in other areas 
more suitable for their activities. 


The deer herd did increase, and quite well too, despite 
over-development, new roads, etc. Proof of the increase was 
the high rate of automobile accidents involving deer. 15 
deer were killed by vehicles, 3 by hunters and four by drown- 
ing. This was a very disappointing turn of events for me. 


Twenty-three violations were recorded, all were first of- 
fenders. Five arrests were made. Ninety-three investigations 
were completed. One hundred and eleven complaints were 
answered. 


Three firearms Safety Courses for minors 14% to 18 
years of age were conducted by me and a total of 38 young- 
sters graduated and received their certificates from the Mass. 
Division of Law Enforcement, Division of Fisheries and Game. 
This Firearms Safety Course is conducted on Wednesday and 
Friday evenings and each class is of eight weeks duration. 
I consider this particular phase of my work load most 
important. 


The Selectmen and Conservation Commission continue 
to keep me busy patrolling all protected areas, marshlands, 
and wetlands and right of ways. People still attempt to fill 
wetlands and this doesn’t seem to abate whatsoever. 


Our birdfood plantings throughout the town has im- 
proved and the weather this year was much more to my 
liking. The rainfall was substantial. We plowed and disc- 
harrowed more new areas in preparation for our spring 
planting. 


A total of 18,604 miles were travelled in answering com- 
plaints, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer dogging and 
deerjacking patrols, pheasant, rabbit, hare, and quail re- 
leases, trout stocking, wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wild 
bird feeding and guided tours. The lecturing program is a 
great help and I do enjoy keeping the public informed. 


We continue to acquire wetlands and marshlands at a 
gratifying rate and our conservation programs are effective. 
I honestly feel that our town is blessed with an abundance 
of wildlife as well as shellfish and other fish species. 
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I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and all of the citizens of our town for your con- 
tinued splendid cooperation. It is indeed a pleasure to be 
working with you as well as for you.

The following is my report for the period commencing 
January 1, 1969, through December 31, 1969, of the claims 
and suits against the Town of Falmouth containing the suits 
which have been tried or otherwise disposed of up to the 
date of this report and those cases which remain pending 
with their present status. 


Irwin M. Golden vs. John DeMellio, Jr., et als 
Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29548 


This case is pending in the Supreme Judicial Court. The 
record has been printed and the matter is awaiting hearing. 
It involves a permit to excavate in a tidemarsh area. 


Nathaniel A. Denman vs. The Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29557 


This matter was tried in the January 1969 session. The 
Court upheld the action of the Board of Appeals. The peti- 
tioner, however, has levelled the building on the premises 
and the question has become moot. Total cost for trial of 
this case was $250. 


Ruth Pierce vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29461 


This is an action on a street defect and is pending in 
the Barnstable Superior Court. 


Calnan vs. DeCosta, et al 
Essex Superior Court No. 137743 


This is a tort action against a police officer and others 
for assault and battery, false arrest and false imprisonment 
and arose out of an altercation when the Plaintiff was ar- 
rested for drunkenness. This matter has been heard by a 
Conciliator in the Essex Superior Court at Salem. The Town 
refused to accept his recommendations and the matter now 
stands for trial in Essex Superior Court. 
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Tower Motel, Inc., vs. 
Falmouth Zoning Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29655 
The Court upheld the Zoning Board of Appeals in this 
case after trial, denying the petitioner additional units to 
its motel. Total cost for trial of this case was $300. 


Wilson, et als vs. Albert Jennings, Building 
Commissioner of the Town of Falmouth & 
The Marine Biological Laboratory 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29949 
This matter is still pending in the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 


John H. Fish vs. Board of Appeals, et als 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 28456 
This matter was argued in the Supreme Judicial Court 
in January 1970. No decision has yet been rendered. 


Albert Jennings, Building Inspector, Town of 
Falmouth, et als vs. John H. Fish, et als 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29815 
In this case, the Town sought to restrain the respondent 
from removing gravel from land owned by him on the north 
side of Thomas B. Landers Road. A temporary injunction 
was issued and this matter is pending. 


Leighton F. Peck vs. John DeMello, Jr., et al 
Board of Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court Equity No. 29592 


This case involved a dispute of money due the petitioner 
while hospitalized. The matter was tried before Judge Hud- 
son in the Superior Court and a finding made for the Town. 
Cost for trial of this case was $150. | 


Nathaniel A. Denman, et als vs. John L. Ferreira 
and the Town of Falmouth, et als 
U.S. District Court No. 68-356-F 


A hearing on the petition to dismiss was held in the 
Federal District Court. No decision has yet been rendered. 


Orrin L. Taylor, Administrator vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29295 
This is a tort claim for death resulting when the plain- 
tiff’s intestate struck a police car at the scene of a fire. Ad 
damnum in this case is $100,000. The matter is pending in 
the Barnstable Superior Court. 
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Edward G. Perry vs. Geoffrey G. Whitney, et al 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 28813 
This action was heard in the January 1969 Superior 
Court session and the Court upheld the petitioner. Total 
cost for trial of this case was $250. 


The Building Inspector of the Town of Falmouth 
vs. John R. Murphy and Jean H. Murphy 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 29842 


This matter is still pending in the Superior Court. 


NEW ACTIONS IN 1969 


Cape Cod Cablevision Corporation vs. Falmouth

This is an action in the Superior Court in Equity dis- 
puting the action of the Board of Selectmen in granting the 
Falmouth Cablevision Co., Inc., a so-called “Order for Joint 
or Identical Pole Locations”’. 


Francis E. Daddario vs. the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 30048 
This is a petition for assessment of damages for taking 
of land of the petitioner. 


Mary Scannell vs. the Town of Falmouth, et al 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston 
This involves a suit for damages for injuries due to a 
defect in the highway and is now pending. 


Frederick V. Lawrence, et als vs. the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court in Equity Nos. 30244, 
30245, 30246, 30247, 30248 


This involves a suit in equity for damages for taking of 
certain parcels of land and is pending. 


CONCLUSION: 


In addition to the above—new cases, takings were made 
on behalf of the Town of the property owned by Dr. H. 
Thomas Ballantine and formerly owned by the Penn Central 
Railroad. There were also several land takings in the Brick 
Kiln Road area for the new high school. 


In addition, the Law Department has had many con- 
ferences, written numerous opinions and appeared before 
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administrative boards. Several collections were made for 
damage to town property done by automobiles as well as 
collections on behalf of the Harbor Master for delinquent 
payment of mariner fees. 


Action was also taken to abate nuisances in the North 
Falmouth area of some burned buildings as well as on Davis- 
ville Road, where criminal action was instituted under Town 
By-Law against John Sylvester, Jr., for the maintenance of 
a nuisance on his premises. 


Total operating cost of the Law Department was 
$10,154.57. No items were deducted from the Claims Budget. 
The $10,154.57, cost included the retainer for the Town Coun- 
sel of $6,000. $719.75, was for books, printing and forms. 
$3,434.82, included title searches, expert witness fees and 
bills from various attorneys for work performed. Printing 
bills were for work in the Supreme Judicial Court.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


Only one large fire occurred during the year. On June 
16, at 4:28 a.m., the department received a call for a serious 
fire at the F. D. Bartow property on Penzance Point, Woods 
Hole. This building was heavily involved, with the entire 
main roof going, or gone upon arrival. 


This fire appeared to have been going for some time 
before being discovered by a neighbor, as the building was 
not occupied. It was determined later that day, that the 
fire was caused by a defective armored cable in the base- 
ment area. The building and contents were very heavily 
damaged. 


The department and the town suffered a great loss in 
the passing of Captain Elmer Robbins, who died on March 
17. Captain Robbins had served the town (Fire Department) 
long and faithfully, having joined the Call Company in East 
Falmouth in 1930. He became a permanent fireman in 1938. 
Captain Robbins will be long remembered by those who knew 
him and served with him, as a fine leader and a devoted 
employee. 


Several permanent and temporary appointments were 
made during the year. From Civil Service certified lists, 
Lieutenant Charles A. Clarkin was promoted to Captain; 
Fire Fighter George W. Packish was promoted to Captain; 
and Fire Fighter Edward Marks, Jr. was promoted to Tem- 
porary Captain to fill the vacancy due to Captain Balona’s 
limited duty. 


Ernest DeSouza and Joseph Costa were Acting Captains 
pending a certified list for permanent or temporary appoint- 
ments. 


Fire Fighter Allan C. Henry was promoted to Lieutenant 
upon Captain Clarkin’s promotion to Captain. 


Gerald H. Pine was promoted from Military Substitute to 
permanent Fire Fighter, and Edward V. Mello was appointed 
to Military Substitute, replacing Pine. 


A dormer was added to the north side of the West Fal- 
mouth station. This work was done by the Company mem- 
bers with the materials being furnished by the Town. This 
addition has made a great improvement to the station, and 
the members are to be commended for their interest and 
participation. 
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A committee was appointed by the Selectmen to study 
the needs of the Fire Department regarding buildings and 
locations. The town maps were consulted for possible loca- 
tions in the Woods Hole area, as this appeared to the com- 
mittee as the most urgent. A survey and recommendations 
regarding an approved site by the Rating Bureau was 
requested. 


Members of the Department were given an Advanced 
First Aid Refresher course, and certificates awarded. 


New permanent and call members received instructions 
and training at the Barnstable County Fire Training School. 


A new ladder truck for Headquarters Station is being 
requested at the Annual Town Meeting, to replace the pres- 
ent 1948 aerial ladder. This truck has served its purpose 
and is getting tired. It should be either replaced or a con- 
siderable amount of money should be spent to completely 
overhaul the entire truck which is twenty-two years old. I 
do not think this would be in the best interest of the Town.

I herewith submit my report for the Forest Warden’s 
Department for the year 1969. 

This year, even with the prolonged dry spell, the De- 
partment made fewer runs than in 1968 —a total of 152. 

During the year there was no one fire of major pro- 
portion, due largely to early discovery and prompt response 
enabling the Department to contain the fire before any large 
buildup could occur. 

Several Mutual Aid calls were answered —to Otis Air 
Base, Mashpee, Cuttyhunk and Bourne. 

My sincere thanks is extended to the Coast Guard for 
providing transportation to Cuttyhunk on May 26 when a 
request for assistance was received. 

Again this year, we received excellent cooperation from 
the tower personnel and State Patrolmen of the Department 
of Natural Resources, and they are thanked and congratu- 
lated for a job well done. 

There is a possibility that the County Brushbreaker sta- 
tioned in North Falmouth may be replaced with a new one 
if the Legislature passes the County’s request. This vehicle 
is maintained by the Forest Warden, with any large expendi- 
ture borne by the County. This is a very valuable piece of 
equipment to the Town — both for forest fires and fires out 
of the town water areas, where the water has to be trans- 
ported to the fire. This piece is subject to call anywhere in 
or out of the county, on mutual aid. 

It is understood that a new and more modern cabin will 
replace the present cabin on the Fire Tower in West Fal- 
mouth in the near future. This work will be done by the 
State. 

May I take this opportunity to thank all Departments 
and individuals who assisted us in any way during the year.

Herewith submitted is the annual report of the Ambu- 
lance Committee for the year 1969: 


As compared with one year ago, the number of ambu- 
lance trips in 1969 increased about 14%. In August alone 
there were 91 trips, an average of 3 per day. 


The six men regularly assigned to Ambulance duty at- 
tended the course on Emergency Medical Services at Harvard 
University, conducted by The American Academy of Ortho- 
pedic Surgeons. All men received certificates — Arthur R. 
Medeiros, Robert E. Williams, Lawrence DeMello, Richard 
Perry, Robert W. Whalen and Kent A. Barnes. 


An article will be presented in the 1970 Town Warrant 
requesting a new ambulance vehicle. The federal govern- 
ment has initiated a Highway Safety Program, which pro- 
vides for adequate transportation of persons injured on the 
highway, by making available reimbursement of a portion 
of the cost of such a vehicle, if approved. Application has 
been made for such reimbursement in the event a purchase 
is made. 


Dr. Philip I. Wessling, former member of the Ambulance 
Committee submitted his resignation in September of this 
year, and a new member will be appointed to serve.

Gentlemen: 


The committee has held a series of meetings in the 
Selectmen’s Conference Room at Town Hall and in the Lawr- 
ence Academy Building and recommends that a TOWN IN- 
FORMATION AND CLERICAL CENTER be established. 


Three articles have been placed in the warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting so that the Town may vote whether 
it desires to carry out the recommendations of the committee. 


If the Town decides to establish such a Center we believe 
that all committees should be required to meet in a Town 
Building at a time and place that is agreeable to the various 
committees and the Board of Selectmen; that the Board of 
Selectmen should supply clerical services and record Keeping 
facilities for all committees and boards; that said boards 
and committees should be required to use the services and 
facilities so provided and that the records and minutes of 
said boards and committees which are legally classified as 
public information should be kept in a Town building and 
maintained by the Board of Selectmen. 


It is further recommended that a separate, segregated, 
budget be set up under the supervision of the Board of 
Selectmen and that appropriations for clerical and record 
keeping purposes be deleted from the budgets of all boards 
and committees except the Finance Committee, the Plan- 
ning Board and the Personnel Board. 


It is further recommended that the Information func- 
tion now performed by the Town Advertising Committee be 
continued until the retirement of Mrs. Stowers at the end 
of the current year; that her work be correlated with the 
TOWN INFORMATION AND CLERICAL CENTER and that 
on her retirement this function of the Advertising Commit- 
tee be discontinued.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The end of a decade is an appropriate time for self- 
evaluation and inventory. So it is with the Falmouth Public 
Library as we consider where we have been during the sixties. 


Ten years ago, operating in the old North Falmouth fire 
station, that community’s library became part of the town 
system. 


In 1960 the Children’s Room opened in the main library, 
and during the following year the basement renovation was 
completed. What had been a dark, musty dead-storage area 
was transformed into a cheerful cataloging center, repair 
area, and children’s room. 


In 1962 discussions began on the possibility of Falmouth 
becoming a sub-regional library. 


A year later, 1963, the East Falmouth Library began 
operations in a room originally planned as a community li- 
brary in the East Falmouth Elementary School. After the 
first year of operation, circulation there was equal to the 
circulation at the main library ten years before. 


The North Falmouth Branch Library was acutely short 
of space, particularly in the summer months. Plans were 
made in 1964, and by the end of 1965 the old barracks build- 
ing in North Falmouth had been converted into a handsome 
library on an attractive site with adequate parking space. 


At the same time need for space in the main library had 
become pressing. Circulation had increased 300 percent in 
eight years. Acquisitions were necessarily augmented and 
the lack of room for people and books was evident. 


In 1966 the town almost unanimously approved funds 
for an extensive addition to the main library. After the 
Town Meeting approved the appropriation, the state offered 
$36,452 toward the total cost which was enthusiastically ac- 
cepted, reducing the town expenditure by that amount. At 
the end of 1967 the building was completed. The new wings 
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blended architecturally on the outside, and on the inside be- 
came indistinguishable from the old part of the building. 


On July 1, 1967, the library became the Sub-regional 
center for the Cape and Islands with annually contributed 
state funds for equipment, services, and books. 


In 1969 circulation figures continue to be impressive, 
showing an increase of 24,758 over 1968. But, although circu- 
lation figures are countable, less measurable, but quite clearly 
visible to library users, is the tremendous increase in resource 
materials. These materials for reference and research pro- 
vided from state funds, the trained staff, particularly the 
reference librarian, and increasing familiarity with the 
microfilm readers, and the copying machine have made the 
greatest increase in library traffic. 


Pressure for space and for adult services has been felt 
in the East Falmouth library almost since it opened. For 
the sixth largest village on the Cape, East Falmouth, the 
board hopes to begin specific planning for larger quarters 
in 1970. 


And, lest we forget. At the end of this decade of new 
resources, electronic machines and film tapes instead of 
storerooms full of periodicals and newspapers, there are still 
some of the charms of another area preserved in the library. 
The irreplaceable granite foundations quarried seventy years 
ago in West Falmouth for the main library will out-last us 
all. The seal of Falmouth of stained glass in the dome and 
the original carved woodwork remind us of the color and 
craftsmanship of the past and shall continue to do so as 
we go into the nineteen seventies. 


The Library Board deeply regrets the loss of its senior 
member, Mrs. Mary Q. Cobb. Elected to the Board of Trustees 
in 1953, Mrs. Cobb’s enthusiasm for books and people, her 
insight, and her warmth will be missed by all who Knew her.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


It seems such a short time since we were compiling 
statistics and evaluating the year, 1968. Yet, another year 
has passed, and here we are again, compiling statistics and 
evaluating services, 1969. 


Circulation of books for home reading increased by 14% 
in 1969 over 1968. Use of the reference room by students, 
business men, and persons seeking information on a variety 
of subjects from investments, annotated laws, both state and 
federal, tax services, history and criticism of literature, the 
Who’s Who series, the usual encyclopedias and dictionaries 
to early automobiles and sports, shows a constant increase. 
The copying equipment has proved a boon to many people 
wishing a page or pages from reference books which cannot 
be loaned. 


Use of the two microfilm readers (one a reader-printer) 
has greatly increased during the past year as library patrons 
have become familiar with the materials available on micro- 
film: The Falmouth Enterprise from 1896 to date, the New 
York Times, 1851 to date, also 36 periodicals, the Cape Cod 
town records, 1850, from the Bureau of the Census, National 
Archives of the U.S., and List of Burials in Woods Hole, 
1788-1968. 


A teletype machine, installed through state allocation 
of federal funds, provides fast communication between Fal- 
mouth Public Library and the Inter-Library Loan Office of 
the Eastern Regional Public Library System. This greatly 
speeds up inter-library loan services. 182 books were bor- 
rowed from Boston Public Library for Falmouth library pa- 
trons in 1969. If Falmouth Public Library does not have the 
book or periodical article needed, the inter-library loan li- 
brarian teletypes the request to Boston. 


The library now has 340 large print (18 point type) 
books for the use of those with “tired eyes’. This collection, 
started in 1966, was greatly augmented during the year by 
a $2,000 federal grant under Title IVB. 


And let us not forget the attractive children’s depart- 
ment with the children’s librarian and staff which cater so 
enthusiastically to the reading requirements of children. 
This year a new program was inaugurated. A movie on the 
first Saturday of each month at eleven o’clock has proved 
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most popular, drawing from a hundred to two hundred and 
fifty children. On other Saturday mornings at eleven o’clock 
there is the regular story hour. 


My thanks again this year to the people of Falmouth 
for support of their library, particularly members of the 
Personnel Board and the Finance Committee. 


To members of the Board of Trustees, I wish to express 
my appreciation for the many hours willingly given to achieve 
our goals ... the best possible library service. 


To my loyal staff, thank-you again this year for your 
dedication to library services.

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Report of the perennial Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held twelve 
regular meetings and twelve special meetings, in addition to 
several informal discussion sessions during 1969. Action was 
taken on a vast amount of requests for salary increases, 
promotions, reclassifications, and hiring personnel. 


The division of Parks and Forestry were consolidated 
within the Department of Public Works, and accordingly the 
Board created the position of Superintendent — Parks and 
Forestry. The Board also created the position of Working 
Foreman B & Tree Climber A in the Department of Public 
Works. 


In a concentrated effort to up-date the files of the Per- 
sonnel Board, a list of job factors was distributed to Depart- 
ment Heads to be used in all job descriptions submitted to 
the Board. Department Heads were also requested to submit 
up-dated organizational charts of each department. 


Mrs. John McGilvray was appointed to fill the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Leo F. Kogut. John J. O’Con- 
nor was appointed to fill the vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of John R. Martin. The Town has been most fortunate 
to have had Mr. Martin’s dedicated service as member and 
Chairman of the Personnel for the past ten years, and the 
Board would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank 
Mr. Martin for his valuable service rendered to the Town as 
a member of the Personnel Board. The Board would also 
like to publicly thank Mrs. Adeline B. Hardy, who after 11 
years of loyal and dedicated service as Personnel Board 
secretary, has resigned in order to pursue further education. 


The Board has submitted four articles in the 1970 An- 
nual Town Meeting Warrant. The first article incorporates 
the various changes and reclassifications which took place 
during the past year. The second article requests amend- 
ment of the Salary Administration Plan to provide for 
changes in personnel requirements, including the provision 
of compensatory time off or holiday pay to those employees 
whose regular day off falls on a holiday, the power granted 
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to Department Heads to request that employees submit a 
doctor’s certificate stating reason of absence from work of 
any duration, the eligibility of part time permanent person- 
nel for salary increases on the same basis as provided for 
full time personnel, and the granting of special leave to 
employees of up to three days for death in the immediate 
family. In the fourth article, the Board requests amendment 
of the Salary Administration to provide that payroll deduc- 
tion information will be furnished with employees’ weekly 
Salary checks. 


The Board also incorporated in the articles requests for 
various salary increases and reduction in working hours. In 
the second article, the Board requests amendment of the 
Salary Administration Plan to provide for increases in the 
hourly wages of Callmen in the Fire Department and Tem- 
porary Patrolmen in the Police Department. Also in this 
article, it is requested that the basic working hours per week 
of the Ambulance Committee personnel and Fire personnel 
(not including clerical) be amended to 52. The fourth article 
requests amendment of the Salary Administration Plan to 
provide for a 5% increase in salaries for all employees and 
positions. If voted by the Town, the increase will become 
effective the date of operation of the amendment, as speci- 
fied in the By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth, Representative 
Town Meeting Act, Section 8.

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Tax Exempt Property Study Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Tax Exempt Property Study Committee of the Town 
of Falmouth was organized in 1969. It held 5 meetings 
throughout the year. The Committee sent out questionaires 
to all tax exempt property owners in the town. A total of 
48 were sent. The response to these questionaires was poor 
but those that were returned, 16 in all, were cognizant of 
the problems of the town with regard to tax exempt property. 


The Committee had no power to set a formula for pay- 
ment to the town, so any action that was taken by any of 
those that responded was entirely voluntary. 


The Committee met twice with Officials from the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution and the Marine Biological 
Laboratory and both Institutions were appreciative of the 
amount of their tax exempt property in the Town, but any 
action as to payment in lieu of taxes would have to be made 
by the Directors or Trustees of the Institutions. The question 
is to be brought before the Officials in 1970. 


The Committee is of the opinion that the remaining 
organizations in Town owning tax exempt property will not 
take any action until the decisions of the W.H.O.I. and the 
M.B.L. are Known. 


The assessors have worked out an equitable payment in 
lieu of taxes with the New Church Homes of Locust Street. 


The Committee should be continued for at least another 
year in order to follow through and complete their endeavors.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Several meetings were held during the year for the pur- 
pose of planning, budgeting and the approval of bills incur- 
red for the necessary expenditures. 


The most important project accomplished was the pur- 
chase of one hundred street shade trees, which have been 
planted throughout the town. Outstanding in this work was 
the replacing of the elms which were taken down by the 
State Department of Public Works in front of the Falmouth 
Plaza several years ago. Most requests received by the com- 
mittee through the office of the Falmouth Department of 
Public Works were for replacement of trees where those 
previously planted were damaged or deceased, and neces- 
sitated new planting. 


The Nursery established in the Town Forest Area some 
years ago, by the committee has more than proved the worth 
of this venture. Approximately one-third of the area is 
planted to seedlings, one-third has growing stock, while the 
remaining third has natural stock, which is available for 
planting on streets of the town. 


The nursery now contains one acre of cultivated ground. 
The yearly cultivation, fertilizing and general maintenance 
has been continued by the Tree Division of the Town’s Divi- 
sion of Public Works, and with little additional cost to the 
committee. 


The committee is most appreciative and is desirous of 
thanking this division for its cooperation and interest in 
the committee’s objectives.

The Committee held 48 meetings 
during the year. The average attendance was 13 members 
of the 15 member Board or approximately 86%. The average 
length of each meeting was about 214 hours. Thus about 
1,560 man hours were expended as well as the uncounted 
hours of subcommittee work. 


This year the town’s business was accomplished in 3 
town meetings. At the annual town meeting $6,402,239.09 
Was appropriated. This was $56,102.09 over and above the 
recommendations of the Finance Committee, as set out be- 
low. The tax rate was set at $63.00 per thousand.

The April special town meeting appropriated $60,251.00. 
At the October special town meeting, $18,121.10 was trans- 
ferred from the excess and deficiency account. 


At the annual town meeting $40,000.00 was voted into 
the reserve fund. Transfers from the reserve fund to the 
various town departments and committees are detailed in 
the Town Accountant’s Report. These transfers totaled 
$37,221.67, leaving a balance of $2,778.33 which was trans- 
ferred to excess and deficiency account. 


The annual town meeting voted $50,000.00 into the stabil- 
ization fund. At the end of the year there was $461,406.00 in 
this fund, not including interest earned during the year. 


The Finance Committee sponsored two articles in the 
warrant for annual town meeting. The first voted to appoint 
a committee to study the collection of bills due to the town. 
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The second article voted to appoint a committee to lpn the 
tax.exempt property in the town. 


The annual budget of the Finance Committee included 
$7,000.00 for the purpose of conducting a survey of the police 
department. Robert Sheehan Associates were hired on May 
5, 1969. The report was submitted on December 15, 1969, and 
its recommendations are still being discussed. The report is 
available to the public in the five public and village libraries.

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Report of the Department of Public Works

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed herewith is the Ninth Annual Report of the 
Department of Public Works. This report covers the opera- 
tions of the Department for the calendar year 1969. This 
Annual Report includes individual reports of the Director, 
Water and Sewer Divisions, Highway Division, Parks and 
Forestry Division and Engineering section. 


During the year, Mr. John Pena was re-elected to a 
three-year term as Commissioner of the Department of Public 
Works. Mr. Pena serves as the Board’s member to the School 
Building Needs Committee and is chairman of the Board 
when it acts as the Town’s Sewer Commissioners. 


Extensive work in all types of Public Works construction 
and maintenance was carried on during 1969. Descriptions 
of this work will be found in the various sections of this 
report. 


Major water construction projects completed in 1969 in- 
clude replacement and reinforcement of the distribution 
system at Grand and Forest Avenues in Falmouth Heights 
and a major water main extension down Turner Road and 
Hatchville Road into the Hatchville section of Falmouth. 


The largest Department project of the year was the 
landscaping, grading and paving of the new Police Station 
grounds off East Main Street. This project required the com- 
bined efforts of Highway, Parks, Forestry and Engineering 
personnel at various stages of development, and although the 
end results are pleasing, the loss to the normal work of the 
Department was noticeable. 


As a result of Special Town Meeting action in the fall of 
1969, the firm of Randall & Colcord Consulting Engineers of 
Boston was retained to make a feasibility study and report 
on the Green Pond Bridge (Menauhant Road) condition to 
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determine the least expensive manner of retaining or replac- 
ing the existing structure. The Annual Town Meeting in 
March will have before it the results of this study and report. 


Perhaps the most significant development during 1969 
was the final development of preliminary plans for a new 
sewer system for Falmouth. ‘These preliminary plans were 
developed by Whitman & Howard Engineers of Boston under 
the direction of this Board with the valuable assistance of 
the Falmouth Sewer Study Committee. The Town will be in 
a position to take positive action on this matter at the An- 
nual Town Meeting in March. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to 
take this opportunity to thank the Board of Selectmen, the 
various heads of other Town Departments and Committees, 
our own Public Works personnel and the people of Falmouth, 
for the cooperation and assistance given us during the pre- 
ceding year.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR by Nathan S. Ellis 


To the Board of Commissioners of the Department of 
Public Works 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1969 and on the general condition of the works 
is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of 
the Divisions of the Department. 


Highway — The reconstruction and resurfacing of sec- 
tions of Fresh Pond Road, County Road, Depot Avenue, Car- 
riage Shop Road and Grand Avenue highlighted the Town’s 
road program. 
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Approximately 17 miles of Town roads were sealcoated 
with bitumen and the programs of sidewalk resurfacing and 
drainage improvements were continued. 


Under a program begun in 1967, two additional sections 
of old sidewalks in Falmouth center, between Academy Lane 
and the old Town Hail exit on the north side, and between 
Glenwood Place and Walker Street on the south side, were 
rebuilt using Portland cement concrete. 


Bridges — During 1969 the Menauhant Road Bridge over 
Green Pond was closed to all truck traffic because of the 
advanced deterioration of the structure. A report now being 
completed by the engineering firm of Randall and Colcord 
of Boston will enable the Town to take much needed con- 
structive action on this matter during 1970. 


Drainage — During 1969 approximately one-third of a 
mile of drainage culverts were installed along with 24 struc- 
tures. of various types. In addition to this work, a second 
drainage contract involving approximately one-half mile of 
drainage culvert was awarded in December. This latter work 
is not included in this report. 


Garage Facilities— A new electric hoist and a second- 
hand fork lift were obtained through military surplus via 
Civil Defense for use in the new garage. Both of these tools 
are very handy and were obtained at very reasonable rates, 
thanks to our Civil Defense Director, Herve Houde. 


Additional improvements have been made by Town per- 
sonnel in the interior of the new garage on Gifford Street 
as time and very limited funds permit. In addition, some 
rough landscaping on the exterior has been completed al- 
though a great deal is yet to be done. 


Snow & Ice Control — 1969 was an extremely light year 
for snow plowing activities although greater than normal 
Sanding and salting of slippery streets was required. 


Snow plows were required on February 10, 24, 28, March 
2, December 26 and 28. The storm of March 2nd was the 
only storm of consequence during 1969 when between six 
and ten inches of snow fell. 


The Town depends on 18 hired trucks to maintain a 
proper snow fighting operation, along with five hired crawler- 
type sidewalk snow plows. The Town owns seven snow plow 
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trucks, three sanders (combination units) and has Gravely 
hand tractors for removing light snow from sidewalks. The 
Town has no machines for sidewalk snow plowing when the 
snow accumulation becomes too great for the hand tractors. 


Very little heavy snow, along with other factors over the 
last two years, has caused a-lack of interest among private 
truck owners to do contract snow plowing for the Town. In 
order to make a more attractive situation for private truck 
owners, the Board of Public Works voted to guarantee a 
minimum of 30 hours plowing time to all plow owners with 
assigned routes. 


At this writing, snow plow route openings still exist and 
the Town is presently resorting to public advertising to fill 
the openings remaining. 


Park & Forestry Divisions — Early in 1969, the Park Divi- 
sion and Forestry Division of the Department of Public 
Works were combined into one Division to be called the 
Forestry and Park Division. 


The new superintendent of this Division is Joseph Fig- 
uerido, formerly head of the Forestry Division, and well 
qualified for his new duties. 


Combining these two Divisions brings each of the exist- 
ing Divisions within the framework of the Department of 
Public Works into more equal balance and brings together 
two operations of similar type activities for more efficient 
control. 


1969 was again a year substantially increasing the main- 
tenance costs of the Town which will reflect in the Park 
budget of this Department. New areas added to the main- 
tenance list for the first time in 1970 are Academy Lane 
(grass and plantings) and the acreage of the new Police 
Station off East Main Street. 


Engineering — Our Engineering section continues to op- 
erate under-staffed. Our present staff consists of one engi- 
neer and aid and is completely inadequate to serve the basic 
minimum essential requirements of a growing Town this 
size. 


Our salary ranges in the more advanced engineering 
grades are presently about $40 to $50 weekly less than State 
Engineers in the same comparable ratings. 
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We have no difficulty getting unskilled help or students 
into this Department but they do not remain with us once 
they have learned enough basics to make them valuable to 
others. The constant turn-over necessitates that too much 
time be spent training these people at the taxpayer’s expense. 


Because of a lack of personnel, very little progress during 
1969 was made in improving any of the Town’s Engineering 
records, including the partly completed Town drainage map. 


Personnel — The personnel of our Department of Public 
Works are among the lowest paid Public Works employees 
in Southeastern Massachusetts and have not until very re- 
cently kept pace with other departments within the Town. 


As a result, the Department has lost help to the Police 
and Fire Departments, and more recently lost skilled labor- 
ers and equipment operators who were trained at the Town’s 
expense to local contractors. 


There has been a dramatic salary improvement trend 
benefiting the working majority of the Department of Public 
Works since this majority became affiliated with a labor 
union a year ago. This change has not all been good, how- 
ever, since the salary increases received by those employees 
represented by the union is now bringing about a serious 
inbalance within the Department. 


The majority of the leaders and those in responsible 
charge of various sections or divisions of the Department of 
Public Works are classified in the Town’s Salary Adminis- 
tration Plan under Schedule “A” and rated in pay grades 
designation by the letter “‘S”. 


These leaders, along with the majority of the Town’s 
clerical help, have no union or bargaining group and there- 
fore usually have only individual or no representation in 
matters pertinent to wages or benefits. The Town therefore 
is under no obligation to bargain with them. 


The majority of the employees within the Department 
come under Schedule “B” or the hourly schedule in the 
Salary Administration Plan and are rated as “W” in the vari- 
ous pay grades. This group includes labor, skilled labor, 
operators, craftsmen or other skilled groups. 


These hourly rated employees are almost all represented 
by a labor union which bargains for them. By law, the Town 
must negotiate with the Union in these matters. 
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The Police, Fire and School employees make up the bulk 
of all Town employees and each has representative bargain- 
ing groups acting on their behalf. The Town must negotiate 
with each of these groups. 


There is notable trend for all of the organized groups to 
move ahead faster than the unorganized groups, particularly 
in salary matters. This is logical since the Town must bar- 
gain with the organized groups but need not bargain with 
the other employees. In the Department of Public Works 
the effect is for the organized majority to gain salary in- 
creases faster than their supervisors or the clerical help. As 
the gap between the organized employees and the salaried 
group closes, the attraction for persons to assume responsi- 
bility lessens and it becomes more difficult to get people to 
aspire to move upward in the Department, and next: to im- 
possible to attract competent trained people from outside 
the Department. 


This problem is further complicated in the higher posi- 
tions by (1) salaries not keeping pace with equivalent posi- 
tions in the State service or other communities; (2) salaries 
not Keeping pace with lesser positions in other Town depart- 
ments; (3) no overtime pay for overtime work, in some in- 
stances; (4) restrictions on the individual’s endeavors out- 
side of the Town’s work because of conflict of interest laws; 
(5) very little allowance made for positions requiring, or 
that should require, education beyond high school; (6) re- 
quired duty beyond normal activities for business meetings 
and committee work. on 


The remedy to this problem is not simple but certain 
obvious steps would help, such as: 


(1) Revaluating all of the positions in the Department 
of Public Works in the salary groups, keeping in mind the 
responsibility involved, education and/or experience required, 
and the salaries received for equivalent positions in our own 
and other communities. 


(2) Once the positions are in proper balance with each 
other within the Department, the relationship should be 
maintained on a percentage basis in order to prevent future 
inbalance within the Department. 


Regarding the overall Town employee inbalance as a 
whole, I do not believe there is an easy lasting solution since 
salary increases today seem to be made more on the basis 
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of group pressure or individual Town Meeting popularity 
rather than on the basis of comparative merit. 


Water — As reported in the 1968 Annual Town Report, 
test wells for future water supplies were made on Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game land 
off Sandwich Road, and promising results were obtained. 


As stated, the next step is to gain control for water 
Supply purposes a sufficient portion of this area by agree- 
ment with or purchase from the Division of Fisheries and 
Game. In this manner, the site will be available in the 
future if needed to increase the Town’s water supply. 


In 1969 this office, through Whitman and Howard Engi- 
neering firm, approached the subject of these well sites with 
James M. Shepard, Director of the Division of Fisheries and 
Game for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In reply to 
this inquiry, Russell Cookingham, Assistant Director of the 
State Division of Fish and Game, suggested that a meeting 
between members of the Falmouth Conservation Committee, 
Falmouth Board of Selectmen, Falmouth Board of Public 
Works and the Division of Fisheries and Game be held to 
discuss this matter in conjunction with the disposition of 
some Town tax title lands next to the Crane Wildlife Sanc- 
tuary off Route 151. 


In accord with the request of the Division of Fish and 
Game, the Board of Public Works requested the Board of 
Selectmen to arrange such a meeting as requested by Mr. 
Cookingham to pursue this matter. Apparent difficulties 
concerning the disposition of the tax title lands mentioned by 
Mr. Cookingham have delayed the Selectmen from arrang- 
ing the meeting requested and as a result, further progress 
in this matter will be made in 1970. 


Town Sewer Study —In December of 1969 Whitman and 
Howard Engineers of Boston submitted a completed report 
on a proposed sewerage system for the Town of Falmouth. 
This 84-page report included preliminary plans of the pro- 
posed Distribution System for Falmouth Center and the 
Woods Hole area, along with certain proposed corrective 
measures to improve the existing Woods Hole Sewer System. 


The report was broken down into alternate methods for 
disposal of the treated effluent (inland and ocean outfall 
types) with estimated costs of each and the proposed pro- 
ject itself broken down into construction phases. 
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From the beginning, the most difficult decision for the 
Committee to resolve was whether the inland or ocean type 
disposal would be favored and a great deal of study and 
discussions went into this problem. The engineering firm 
of Whitman and Howard recommend that the outfall method 
be used; however, a good deal of controversy eminating from 
all quarters continued and no decision could be reached. 

In January 1969, Dr. Paul Fye of the Woods Hole Ocean- 
ographic Institution offered to appoint members of the In- 
Stitution’s staff to assist the Town in predicting the resultant 
conditions if a marine outfall off Nobska Point were chosen 
to discharge treated sewer effluent into Vineyard Sound. 

This offer was gratefully accepted by the Town and an 
in-depth study of the situation was made by Dean F. Bumpus, 
W. Redwood Wright and Ralph Vaccaro which terminated 
in their 32-page report entitled ‘Considerations on a Sewer 
Outfall off Nobska Point” which the Town received in De- 
cember 1969. 

The results of this intensive study as shown in their 
report indicated that no impairment in the quality of the 
ocean water would result from a sewer outfall off Nobska 
Point. As a result of the “Sewer Outfall” report and in con- 
junction with other information available, the Sewer Com- 
mittee voted to recommend to the Town the outfall type of 
disposal of treated sewer effluent. 

The Sewer Committee has filed three articles in the 1970 
Town Warrant to begin actual construction of the proposed 
sewer system. 

The first of these articles asks the Town to take land 
for a sewer treatment works near Nobska Road, Woods Hole. 
The second article asks the Town to vote funds to begin 
construction of the new proposed sewer system. The third 
article is an extensive sewer ordinance which will regulate 
the use of the sewer system.

HIGHWAY DIVISION, Manuel Pacheco, Jr., General Foreman 

During 1969, the routine highway maintenance work of 
the Department was continued with emphasis on sealcoating 
and resurfacing of existing streets with Type “I”. 


Again vandalism was a major problem to be dealt with. 
Street signs were destroyed at such an alarming rate that 
it became impossible to keep up with replacements. As a 
result, many streets were marked by stenciling the street 
name directly on the posts. 


Littering the roadsides with trash has become more of 
a problem every year. Despite the Department’s work and 
the wonderful efforts of concerned civic groups, it appears 
at times that we are destined to be buried beneath a moun- 
tain of trash. 

A great deal of the Highway Division’s efforts in 1969 
were spent constructing the complex ramps, parking areas, 
lawn areas, approaches and roadways on the grounds of the 
new Police Station. This project, a joint venture of the High- 
way and Park Divisions, was completed at some cost to 
normal highway maintenance in 1969. 


The practice of grading, graveling and penetrating new- 
ly accepted roads with bituminous asphalt was begun again 
in 1969 after a one year discontinuance. A resume of major 
programs accomplished during 1969 follows.

FORESTRY & PARK DIVISION 
by Joseph Figuerido, Superintendent 


During the month of January 1969, the Department of 
Public Works Commissioners voted to combine the Forest 
and Park Divisions into one unit. Basically, the responsi- 
bilities of the two Divisions were related so that programs 
and operations continue unchanged. Noticeable advantages, 
however, in budgeting, purchasing, equipment use and less 
duplication were apparent and the Division’s scope has cer- 
tainly broadened. 
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FORESTRY 


The Forestry Division continued as a four-man crew 
because of the specialized training necessary for tree climb- 
ing, removal and pruning. Also, spray programs required 
State licenses to handle the insecticides registered and 
recommended by the Pesticide Board of the Commonwealth. 
This hazardous responsibility is reflected on the pay scale. 
Spray Program 


Ninety percent of all spraying is geared for spring and 
early summer application. This is a basic law of nature. 
The pest usually appears on the host plants when the foliage 
is tender and food ratio is high. As the weather becomes 
hot, the foliage in turn becomes leathery and less inviting 
to the pest. For this reason the spraying dates remain 
rather stable. 


The important sprays are: 


(1) dormant spray for elm bark beetle (carrier of 
Dutch Elm disease) in April and May 


(2) fruit tree species for tent caterpillars in May 

(3) elm leaf beetle spray in June and a second gener- 
ation spray in July 

(4) minor spray where infestation appears for Japan- 
ese beetle, obnoxious weed (poison ivy), wood tick, 
yellow jacket, etc. in July and August. 


D.D.T. and Other Insecticides 


A new regulation from the Massachusetts Pesticide Board 
has become effective. This law will ban the use of six in- 
secticides now commonly used and registered in Massachu- 
setts. These are known as “hard insecticides”, a classification 
of poison used primarily for hard shell pests and applied 
into the ground. Usual characters are a long residual action 
and a high toxicity. 


D.D.T. is one of the insecticides State officials have 
started to collect and will destroy. Others included in this 
group are D.D.D. Aldrin, Toxaphene and Heptachlor. 


Insecticide used in Falmouth by the Forestry and Park 
Divisions is Methoxychlor, a chlorinated hydrocarbinate, also 
called by its trade name of “Marlate’”. The residual period 
is 12 to 16 days and one year for tree bark. It is relatively 
non-toxic, has slight drift, and is a substitute insecticide for 
D.D.T. where environmental contamination is a problem. It 
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will not accumulate in body tissue. It is generally used in 
agricultural premises for fruit, vegetables, ornamentals and 
for fly and mosquito control. 
Nantucket Tip Moth 

A special spraying program was introduced this past 
spring to control the Nantucket Tip Moth which reached 
a heavy density throughout Cape Cod. It caused severe 
browning and some kill to the pitch pine during the spring 
and summer of 1968. This spring ‘“Sevin’” was used along the 
roadside in all sections of the Town. It appears that this 
insecticide, coupled with the predators of this pest, was ef- 
fective and it will not be necessary to repeat this spray next 
spring. 
Gypsy Moth 

A small flare up of gypsy moth exists in the Town Forest. 
This is the section where the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Research Division, requested permission to intro- 
duce three species of parasites, two of which were Tachinid fly 
parasite from Spain and one a Braconid parasite from India, 
for the purpose of controlling gypsy moth. As was expected, 
these parasites didn’t winter-over and no control is forth- 
coming from this source. A December scouting survey showed 
a good amount of gypsy moth cluster in this area. Treat- 
ment of this area will be evaluated because of its proximity 
to the water shed. 


Dutch Elm 

Twenty elm cultures were returned from the Shade Tree 
Laboratory in Amherst as confirmed Dutch Elm diseased 
trees. Six of these were on public property, including one on 
the Village Green. Fourteen were on private property, in 
different sections of the Town. Legal notices were prepared 
and sent to the property owners. Most of the trees have 
been removed and destroyed and those remaining will be 
destroyed by spring. 

| PARK ; 

The Park Division is responsible for the care and main 
tenance of approximately 274.02 acres of grounds, not includ- 
ing the property of the new Police Station, which has been 
added to the work load of this Division. This includes 36 
separate public parks, 14 baseball diamonds, six tennis and 
basketball courts, two public beaches, a large picnic and 
recreational park, all the traffic rotaries, as well as the 
grounds of all the schools and public buildings. 
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Goodwill Park 


Goodwill Park continues to be a favorite for family and 
group recreation and picnics. Adjacent Grews Pond is be- 
coming a very popular beach. Park attendants and a life 
guard and boat are assigned by this Division during the 
hours the park and beach are open. Many special permits 
for large groups were processed and scheduled for early week 
days, under controlled conditions. 


Baseball 


Fourteen baseball diamonds were in constant uSe by 
various teams. At times it seemed as if our construction 
crews could never catch up with the many requests to mow, 
rake, and line these bali fields. We feel that satisfactory 
conditions existed in most areas. The knowledge that such 
healthy and worthwhile programs are available to our Fal- 
mouth youth more than compensated for the hectic times 
we had in keeping up with the demands. 


Trash Collections 


Unfortunately, we must report the tremendous increase 
in littering in all parks and public grounds. It was neces- 
sary for Park crews to spend from two to three days a week 
on this alone during the summer at the cost of the regular 
work. Some serious vandalism also was evidenced, which 
also reduced the progress of our summer work. 


Police Station Landscaping 


For a very special project this summer, the Park Divi- 
sion was directed to landscape the site of the new Police 
Station. The work was carried out under adverse conditions 
during the hot, dry summer months. But a dedicated crew, 
with much pride in their work, must be commended for the 
extra effort and time they put in to make this area such an 
attractive one. The men of the Division are proud of the 
part they had in making the site worthy of the Green Rib- 
bon award from the Falmouth Garden Club. 


Library 


Extensive work was done on the beds in front of the 
Falmouth Library. The beds were re-sodded and the old, 
overgrown shrubs were removed and replaced by young stock. 
The flower beds were re-arranged with new plantings. 
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Miscellaneous 


All the parks were fully fertilized this year, utilizing 50 
tons of fertilizer. Usual work on parks and grounds consisted 
of mowing, weeding, mulching, planting and watering on a 
regular basis, along with the care of plants and shrubs. 


Park Division personnel is responsible for the care and 
maintenance of its equipment and other Park facilities, in- 
cluding construction and painting of picnic tables and bench- 
es during the winter months. 


Again, this Division, in cooperation with the Christmas 
Lighting Committee, was responsible for arranging and erect- 
ing the annual Christmas display on the Village Green. Im- 
provements and additions are made to the display each year, 
and despite the time-consuming labor involved in the com- 
pletion of this project, the results are well-worth our efforts 
during the holiday season. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION by John W. Hughes, Supt. 


The activity of this Division for 1969 again showed sub- 
stantial increases in most categories. A total of 322 new 
service connections were installed, an increase of 46 over the 
previous year, and 31 services were renewed. Total receipts 
increased to $401,890.12 and the amount of water pumped 
was 755.4 million gallons. This is 33.1 million gallons more 
than 1968. 


A total of 33,202 feet of new mains were installed, and 
of this total 16,075 feet were installed in new subdivisions by 
the owners at no cost to the Town. There were 43 new hy- 
drants added, which makes a total of 1,112 now in use. Two 
major projects were completed and are now in service; the 
new 12” main in Grand Avenue North, Manchester Avenue 
and Forest Avenue, and two sections of 16” main from Sand- 
wich Road along Turner Road and Hatchville Road. The first 
section of this project was awarded late last year, and the 
second section awarded in September to DiMarzio Construc- 
tion Co., Brockton, Massachusetts. 


Rainfall during the summer months was below normal, 
however the total for the year, 45.08 inches, is about normal. 
The dry spell resulted in an increase in pumping, however, a 
portion of this was due to the growth of the Town. 
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The water level of Long Pond was 814 inches at the end 
of the year; this is 344 inches higher than a year ago. Dur- 
ing the year level ranged from a high of 26% inches to a low 
of minus 81% inches. 


It was necessary to replace the bearings on the electric 
motors which drive the pumps, and the fuel pump on one 
of the diesel engines was overhauled. 


A cover was installed on the Woods Hole tank to meet 
the requirements of the State Department of Public Health. 
After considerable research it was determined that a steel 
cover was not practical because of structural problems and 
the cost. A satisfactory cover constructed of wood was in- 
Stalled at a considerable saving, and should last for the life 
of the tank. 


A new billing machine was purchased to replace a ma- 
chine purchased in 1954. This unit was ordered in April and 
delivered in December. 


A Registrar was added to the office staff to supervise this 
section of the Department. This will relieve the Superin- 
tendent of many of the details and expedite our office pro- 
cedures. 


A new chlorinator was purchased for the Woods Hole 
Sewer System to replace a unit which was about twenty years 
old. A careful study was made of the pumping problem and a 
decision on the most practical and economical type of pump 
was not made until late in the year. A contract was awarded 
for the pump and delivery will probably be made by late 
Spring. The contract does not include installation and since 
this was a budget expenditure it will be necessary to request 
funds in our 1970 budget for the installation. 


Six new sewer connections were made, and ten connec- 
tions discontinued, and there are now 130 connections in 
use. Receipts for the year amounted to $7,641.63.

The 1968 annual report contained a prediction that the 
“doors of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School will open in September to accept the first students.” 
We are pleased to announce that this prediction was fulfilled 
and the school, which has a capacity of 550 students, was 
opened on September third with a full complement of out- 
standing faculty members and a student body of approxi- 
mately 300 students. Without a doubt our projected quota 
of 420 students in 1970 and 550 in 1971 will be realized. 


Although it was an unusually early date, the dedication 
of the school and open house was held on October fifth with 
approximately 1,000 in attendance. The Honorable Hastings 
Keith and Representative George Rogers shared the speak- 
ing spots on the program. It was a cold but beautiful day. 
The Color Guard and Honor Guard of the Maritime Academy 
honored us by their participation in the program. It was a 
day on which the consulting committees, town officials, and 
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other honored guests could mingle. Everyone was amazed 
at the completeness and quantity of equipment. Every area, 
with the exception of the library, was completely equipped 
and ready for operation. The stacking of the shelving in 
the library was deliberately postponed until the faculty had 
ample opportunity to make recommendations of book selec- 
tions. This will be implemented during the early part of 
1970. 


During the fall the athletic program was organized 
and, despite the fact that our basketball team is composed 
of youngsters, we have been enjoying a successful season. 
Within two years the team should rank among the top 
groups. The Student Council is functioning and the officers 
are active and promising. A Christmas program, which fea- 
tured a fashion show and a play by the Beauty Culture 
girls, was greatly enjoyed by all who attended. Many field 
trips have been taken to various industrial establishments, 
such as wig makers, foundries, food preparation centers, 
plumbing and building material supply houses, and several 
others. 


The Food Trades Department is rapidly approaching the 
point at which they will be serving group meals. Several 
small groups, including the Directors of the Bourne Chamber 
of Commerce, have met and have been served here. Prepara- 
tions are being made to serve others. 


The Beauty Shop as of the end of the year is progress- 
ing excellently, but has not as yet begun working on outside 
patrons. There has not been ample time to secure three 
hundred hours of training as required by law prior to work- 
ing on patrons. 


The electricians have had one small outside job, while 
they have been busy with inside jobs at the school. 


The Carpentry Department has been occupied with work 
inside and outside the school, and are in the process of 
making special furniture and teaching aids for the class- 
rooms and shops. 


The Automotive Shop and Body Shop are in full swing 
and are turning out some excellent work. 


Undoubtedly the projects which attracted the greatest 
amount of attention were the Christmas signs and displays, 
constructed by the Painting and Decorating group, which 
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appeared in the Town of Bourne at the bridges and rotaries. 
Signs were also redecorated for the Wareham Town Hall 
and the Plymouth 4th District Court. 


Many of the subcontractors are paying regular visits to 
the school to complete unfinished work. Our landscaping has 
not been completed and the bonding company for the con- 
tractor has been notified and will carry on the work in the 
spring. This will adversely affect our outdoor athletic pro- 
gram, aS we cannot use the fields until they have had some 
growing time. There have been continual meetings with 
the tradesmen to secure completion of all work in strict 
accordance with the specifications. 


In finalizing this brief report, we must make known 
our sincere appreciation to those individuals and groups who 
gave so freely of their time to assist us in opening this school. 
Obviously, we cannot name everyone who was involved, but 
in any list we must include our Advisory and Craft Com- 
mittees, the officials of the various towns, veterans’ organi- 
zations and service clubs, all of the area superintendents 
and their associates, the personnel of the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy, the personnel of Otis Air Force Base 
and the industry of the area. We must also thank the garden 
clubs of the region for the time which they have devoted to 
planning a planting layout schedule which will occupy the 
next five years. 


Special thanks should go to the Regional School Com- 
mittee of this school for their untiring efforts and coopera- 
tion. It is an undeniable fact that with a committee of 
lesser stature this objective would not have been realized 
as early as it was.

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Report of the Insurance Committee 


In 1969 your Committee approved a budget of $68,750 on 


the Town’s General Insurance which we feel is a moderate 
increase when you consider the growth of our Town in both 
the number of employees and the new buildings that have 
been constructed. 


To make a comparison — Back in 1963 the Town spent 


$52,400 on General Insurance, and while this budget has 
increased to $68,750, the Town has received the following 
benefits for this additional $16,350 over what was spent 6 
years ago: 
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Total Insurance in force on buildings and contents has 
been increased by $6,335,650 due largely to the con- 
struction of the following: 


Intermediate School North Falmouth School 
Town Hall North Falmouth Library 
Main Library Addition Quissett Water Tower 
D.P.W. Garage Teaticket Elementary School 
Fuller Field House Police Station 
Blanket Insurance is now written on both buildings and 


contents and all buildings are written on a replacement 
cost basis (no depreciation in the event of a loss.) 
Auto Liability coverage is now written on all Police and 
Fire vehicles (we were formerly without this important 
protection.) 

Collison Insurance is now in force on all Police vehicles 
and high valued fire apparatus. Here again we did not 
have this protection in the past. 

We have greatly increased the General Liability limits 
on all Town property in the event of suit from Bodily 
Injury claims. 

Since 1963, the payroll for the Town (which is the basis 
for premium charge on Workmen’s Compensation) has 
increased by $1,082,789. 


While we strongly believe that the Town has been re- 


ceiving the best possible protection for the lowest possible 
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premium, we feel that because of the continued growth in 
our Town, and the alarming increase in Burglary and Van- 
dalism losses there will be substantial increases in the overall 
insurance budget. For example, for the period of September 
1968 to October 1969 we were besieged with 16 losses under 
the Master Package Plan which losses totalled in excess of 
$11,000 of which approximately $8,000 were due to Burglary 
claims. This is a trend seen country-wide and although Fal- 
mouth has not as yet and hopefully never will receive the 
blunt of this, we must under the present system share in 
the increase costs which are brought about due to the severe 
losses that other areas in the region are experiencing.

Insurance Committee 
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Report of the Planning Board 


During 1969, the Board held twelve regular and fifteen 
special meetings. There were twenty-three hearings on new 
subdivision plans and four hearings on zoning matters. One 
hundred and forty-one other plans were presented to the 
Board for action. Members of the Board have also met with 
other civic and governmental groups on various occasions 
for various purposes. 


Of the special meetings, nine were consultations with 
Community Planning Services, who are working on a plan- 
ning survey of the Town authorized in 1968. Their final re- 
port should be completed before summer. This final report 
will include recommendations for changes in zoning and sub- 
division regulations. 


It is expected that at least one open public meeting will 
be held to acquaint the townspeople generally with the con- 
tents of the report before it is sent to press and accepted by 
the Board.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Last year in its annual report your School Building Needs 
Committee recommended that the Town acquire 100 acres 
of land on Brick Kiln Road as a site for a new high school. 
The Town voted to acquire this property. 


The Committee also reported that it had hired consult- 
ants to study school building needs. The Committee sum- 
marized the consultant’s report as follows: 


“The only feasible solution to Falmouth’s school housing 
problems, that can be lived with over the long range, is the 
construction of a new high school on a new site. The school 
should be planned for 1500 pupils and be expansible to take 
care of twice that number. The consultants assert that rising 
enrollment in the Intermediate and high schools is already 
40% beyond estimated capacity of the schools. Though the 
elementary school enrollment may remain stable for a few 
years, one of the newer schools is seriously overcrowded and 
the oldest school obsolete. 


“A new four-year high school would solve the problems 
at all school levels. The present high school would become 
a second intermediate school for grades 5-8*. The with- 
drawal of grade 5 from the elementary schools would leave 
space for growth and improvement of programs.” 


To implement this recommendation, the Committee re- 
quested money to develop educational specifications and pre- 
liminary plans. The Town rejected this request, but appro- 
priated a smaller sum for educational specifications, with 
what appeared to be an admonition to look further into 
alternative solutions. 


Since then your Committee has continued its study. It 
has been enlightened by the well-researched reports that 
have come out of the School Study Committees, a group of 
more then 200 citizens who, at the invitation of the School 
Committee, have given countless man hours during the past 
seven months to studying the purposes and needs of the 
schools. Your Committee has held meetings about the reports 
with representatives of the Steering Committee and the com- 


“Or a school for grades 7 & 8 only; the Intermediate School, 
for grades 5 & 6. 
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mittees on building use, on building priorities and on the 
year-round school. 


Your Committee is now of the opinion that the Engel- 
hardt estimates of future school population are conservative, 
and that the construction of a new high school on a new 
site is the most feasible solution educationally and econom- 
ically to Falmouth’s school building problems. The Com- 
mittee believes it is urgent to get on with it without delay. 


Your Committee will, therefore, introduce a motion at 
Town meeting to raise $50,000 for specifications, preliminary 
plans, schematic drawings and cost estimates for a new high 
school on the Brick Kiln Road site. 


A proposed alternative solution is to make very large 
alterations and additions to both the Lawrence High School 
and the Falmouth Intermediate School, and substantial addi- 
tions also to the elementary school plant. This proposal has 
been well researched by the Citizens Study Committee, who 
show quite graphically (and truly) that the addition to 
Lawrence High School alone would of necessity be consider- 
ably larger than the existing building. 


Your Building Needs Committee is persuaded that this 
alternative plan would be less satisfactory educationally, 
would be disruptive of the school program during the process 
of construction, would provide less flexibility for adaptation 
to future growth, and would, in the end, be no less expensive 
to the local taxpayer than the construction of a new high 
School. It could well prove to be considerably more expen- 
Sive, and we believe it would. 


A better estimate of cost may, of course, be derived by 
an architect after developing plans and schematic drawings 
for the proposed alterations and the several additions to 
existing buildings. Another article has, therefore, been placed 
in the warrant enabling the Town meeting to vote money 
for such plans, if the Town meeting be persuaded to pursue 
this course further.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The attached report of the Superintendent of Schools 


describes some of the matters with which the School Com- 
mittee has been concerned. In responding to these and other 
issues, the Committee has held twenty-eight meetings and 
participated in eight others as members of the School Build- 
ing Needs Committee. Your Committee has also been repre- 
sented at meetings called by the State Department of Edu- 
cation and at periodic meetings of the Massachusetts School 
Committee Association. 


In November the Falmouth Educators Association gave 
notice that it intended to negotiate a complete new contract. 
It said that it would be represented by a negotiator from the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association. 


To assist the School Committee and to protect the Town’s 
interest in this complicated and technical business, the Com- 
mittee engaged counsel, Mr. Alan Miller of the legal firm of 
Stoneman & Chandler of Boston, specialists in labor-manage- 
ment relations. Mr. Miller reports to the Committee and rep- 
resents it at all negotiations sessions. Under these conditions, 
negotiations have been proceeding. It is desirable, if not 
necessary that the process be completed before Town Meet- 
ing. More important than meeting a deadline, however, is 
the negotiation of a contract which is fair to the Town, 
good for the schools and just to the employees. 


In the meantime, the School Committee has submitted 
its budget with salary requests based upon existing schedules, 
without regard to effects of current negotiations. 

A summary of the budget is as follows:

The School Committee estimates that the Town will re- 
ceive other income on account of the operation of schools in 
1970 in the amount of $733,540., an increase of $255,476. over 
the estimated receipts on account of schools in 1969. 


Process 


A detailed budget covering each item of expenditure with 
justifications has been prepared by each school and division. 
The School Committee has held public hearings on each of 
these budgets, consulting with staff and others about edu- 
cational needs, proposals and alternatives. 


The materials in the budget is a summary of these de- 
tailed budgets as subsequently revised by the School Com- 
mittee. The original proposals to school administration have 
been reduced by $148,000. Ninety one thousand dollars of 
this reduction is for items of capital outlays for improvement 
of plant and teaching equipment. Most of these items (and 
many others that have not been requested) are important 
to a modern program of secondary education. However, some 
of the items may not be effectively used in the present plant. 
Furthermore, by purchasing them on our own, the whole 
cost is borne entirely by local real estate tax. As equipment 
of a new school, 40% of the cost is paid by the State through 
a more broadly based State tax. 


The School Committee has, therefore, determined to 
postpone acquisition of certain capital items which should 
appropriately be part of a new school plant. 


Per pupil costs 


Based upon the following proposed budget, the overall 
per-pupil costs for operation (including the Town’s contri- 
bution to the schools through other departments) is now 
estimated to be $724,40. This is an increase of about 8.5% 
over the per pupil cost in 1969. To this must be added, of 
course, whatever costs resuit from current negotiations.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to report concerning the Falmouth 
Schools. 


For a review of the educational activities, I call your 
attention to the appended excerpts from reports of principals 
and directors of programs with commentary by the Assistant 
Superintendent, Paul Olenick. 


Aside from the matters discussed in these reports, the 
most innovative and to me the most stimulating development 
of the year has been the Citizens School-Community Study 
which you authorized in April. Pursuant to your vote to in- 
vite interested citizens to engage in an examination of the 
schools, letters were sent to all local organizations of record, 
inviting them to propose nominees able and willing to serve. 
More than a third of the organizations responded. At your 
direction an all-day Institute was planned about the subject, 
The Community and Its Schools. 


More than 200 attended (on a Saturday —in June) in a 
mix that turned out to consist proportionately of four citi- 
zens to two staff members to one student. 


From the more than 200 nominees you chose a Steering 
Committee of thirteen (four staff members, two students and 
seven citizens at large) to organize and direct the study. This 
committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. Richard Kendall, 
having identified some thirteen topics for study, apportioned 
them among as many sub-committees. The study topics seem 
to encompass every known concern about the role of the 
schools in the community, including an examination both of 
goals and purpose and of alternative ways of implementing 
them at all levels through organization of program, people 
and plant. 


The reports are not all in and probably will not be for 
some time. Based upon what I have witnessed, however, I 
think they will be an invaluable aid to you and to future 
School Committees in fulfilling your responsibility to enact 
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policy which can enlist the respect (and hopefully the sup- 
port) of all the publics which the School Committee repre- 
sents —the publics which serve in the schools and those 
served by them. 


The consultations between diverse groups engendered by 
the studies have already contributed to the process, quite 
aside from the content of any formal report. This is evident 
in some of the principals’ reports of operation and plans. 


In this business, of course, as in all matters in which 
opinion is a large ingredient of the truth, answers had better 
not be final—but rather tentative and exploratory. The 
validity of the answers depends upon the opinions being not 
only responsible, but informed. This is of the essence of the 
democratic process. To raise the level of opinion, I hope we 
may create official forms for continuing discussion about 
the studies long after all the reports are in. 


During the year the schools have been much examined al- 
so by outsiders. The State Department of Education, seeking 
more imaginative alternatives to the dismal prospect of ‘“dou- 
ble sessions”, sent a team to examine and report upon our “ex- 
tended day.” The New England Educational Assessment Pro- 
ject chose Falmouth as one of six schools in New England 
(2 in Massachusetts) to study and report in a publication, 
Innovative Practices in New England Schools. The Falmouth 
study is entitled Effective Use of Restricted School Facilities. 
But the most comprehensive and important evaluation was 
the 10-year evaluation of the New England Association of 
Secondary Schools and Colleges. This is the official accredit- 
ing association for private and public secondary schools in 
New England. The report of the Association has been re- 
produced and distributed to Study Committee members, and 
it has been printed in full in the Falmouth Enterprise. 


The evaluation report contains many commendations, 
and as a result the Lawrence High School was voted continu- 
ing accreditation. It is my unhappy duty to report, however, 
that though the accreditation is unconditional, it is for a 
limited period of five years (the usual accreditation is for ten 
years). That limit of time is ominous. 


With present enrollment of over 1200, the school needs 
vastly expanded and modernized space and facility for pupils 
and staff, for every department and for implementation of 
every program. Even now the high school building should be 
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nearly double the size of the present plant. This is so, wheth- 
er we operate under ‘‘the extended school day”. (our present 
system), double-sessions, the “twelve-month school year” or 
any other ingenious administrative pattern. In five years, 
with enrollment increasing 20% to fifteen hundred, conditions 
which are now but barely acceptable will then be beyond 
the level of anybody’s tolerance. 


The same must be said, but with even greater force, of 
the Intermediate School.

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EXCERPTS FROM ANNUAL REPORTS OF PRINCIPALS 
AND DIRECTORS SUBMITTED TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


This past year has been an eventful one for the Falmouth 
Schools. Each school, as reflected in the report of the Princi- 
pal to the Superintendent of Schools, takes pride in its 
accomplishments and resolves to improve services and pro- 
grams in the year 1970. 


Throughout the several reports there are recurring 
themes such as the need for schools to improve communica- 
tion with its publics, the gratitude for the support given 
schools by those who volunteered their services, the excite- 
ment caused by some of the innovations in programs, and 
the anxiety created by the pressing need for evaluation of 
schools and programs. Yet, even though each principal made 
some reference to the above theme, each school remained 
separate and unique having its own view of its past, present 
and future. The direct quotations which follow give the 
flavor of each administrator’s remarks about his school as 
well as his view of themes which seem common to all. 


Russell Marshall, principal of Lawrence High School, 
States, 


“We continue to be confronted with the problem of 
overcrowding. We will have to make changes in order 
to conduct the program for next year. They reflect what 
we all feel our goal is, change with a purpose. That 
purpose means a better understanding of the content 
and procedures of education, a willingness to meet 
change with new approaches, and a resolution to make 
high school a meaningful, functional and practical ex- 
perience for every student.” 


Both administrators at the Intermediate School, Henry 
Frank and Paul Wasseth, assert, 


“The problem of providing quality instruction and 
meaningful learning experiences in a limited physical 
plant has been a major concern of administration and 
faculty of the Intermediate School during the past year. 
This concern has been enriched by the community in 
its involvement to evaluate schools through townwide 
school study committees. Much has been accomplished; 
more needs to be done. It is our hope that this coopera- 
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tive undertaking will improve existing conditions and 
result in better education opportunities for our children.” 


At East Falmouth, Raymond Kenney uses a quotation 
that reads 


“Tearning is any change that takes place in a pupil’s 
method of thinking, feeling, or doing” 
to set before the Town the efforts of his staff during the 
year. He claims, 


“A continuous effort has been made by the staff to 
present a school and a program which will stimulate 
learning — a place where parents can feel confident 
about sending their children.” 


“Communication has been the watchword for the 
Mullen-Hall School staff this year,” 


extols David Crosby, principal of the two schools, as he em- 
phasizes the need for greater understanding between school 
and community and the respective roles played by each in 
the formulation of a healthy educational climate. 


A similar theme runs through the report of the North 
Falmouth School principal, Marshall Douthart. He writes, 


“During the past year our educational program at 
the North Falmouth Elementary School has improved 
through the use of innovative teaching methods and 
materials and a visible increase of community interest.” 


The Teaticket School principal, John Oser, proclaims 
that there is a healthy spirit generated at his school. Some 
of the later excerpts will document his conclusion. 


At Woods Hole School Emma Barrow writes enthusiastic- 
ally, 


“Small in size and short on space, the Woods Hole 
School is, nevertheless, large in the hearts of its students, 
teachers, and parents and long on enthusiasm for learn- 
ing how best to fulfill its function in today’s world. Its 
students benefit from its small classes and its parents 
from the scientific community add their skills to those 
of the teachers, in an effort to enrich the curriculum. 
In truth, the Woods Hole School may be the “Little Red 
Schoolhouse” in modern dress. Its teachers, parents and 
students hope to enter the seventies with all the bene- 
fits that modern education can provide, mixed with the 
warmth that a friendly school community can install.” 
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RECURRING THEMES 


Communication 

The recurring themes mentioned earlier and even implied 
in the above quotations from the principals are reviewed 
here in depth using again principals’ comments to add zest 
to the melange of ideas. Among the themes is the ever 
present need for schools to improve communication with its 
publics. Each school approached the problem as it perceived 
it. 

At East Falmouth, the school used the already estab- 
lished Parent-Teacher Association as the avenue to approach 
parents. Through it the new programs at the school were 
presented. A few of the ones featured were Man, A Course 
of Study (MACOS), the School Health Education Study 
Health program (SHES), the new Science program and the 
multi-media approach to learning. Mr. Kenney states, 


“We have involved parents in the process of forming 
new ideas and programs for our school. We feel that 
public sentiment is important; with it we can progress, 
without it we falter. Very much of what we call progress 
today consists in getting rid of false ideas, false concep- 
tions of things and in examining points of view that 
enable us to act and judge wisely. Our progress, our 
success in providing the best education for the children 
of East Falmouth depends on our ability to act and 
plan wisely together.” 


At Lawrence High School the meetings begun more than 
a year ago by the task leader in charge of curriculum have 
continued. DeWitt Jones has used the Parent’s Advisory 
Committee-for planning and has extended invitations to at- 
tend to all parents interested in the open monthly meetings. 
The Director of Guidance, Robert Berquist, mentions in his 
report to the principal, 


“Parents have also been invited to participate in 
evening programs relative to an explanation of the 
guidance program, high school orientation, and the 
preparation required for a student’s post high school 
employment or further education.” 


At the Intermediate School, a Principal’s Advisory Com- 
mittee was formed to provide him with consultation about 
the welfare of the children in attendance. Already one open 
meeting was held with the promise of more to come. Many 
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parents came to hear the staff presentations about the Sci- 
ence, social studies and health programs. Through the efforts 
of the Guidance Department special meetings were held for 
the parents of the incoming sixth graders and the outgoing 
eighth graders. 


Perhaps the most carefully planned series of programs 
for parents was developed at the Mullen-Hall complex. Prin- 
cipal David Crosby explains the development in these words, 


“A questionnaire, initiated by the staff in January 
1969, was sent to parents posing questions related to the 
problem of improving communication. Included were 
several suggested procedures to deal with the problem 
and opportunity for parents to specify personal recom- 
mendations. In response to the data gleaned from the 
returned questionnaires, three programs were initiated. 


“First, a parent council was established consisting 
of interested members of the community acting in an 
advisory capacity, working with the school administrator 
and staff. The primary function of the council was to 
relate the sense and feeling of the community and ex- 
plore with school personnel the several avenues of har- 
monious relationship. 


“Secondly, parents were invited to take part in grade 
level (evening) meetings in the early part of the school 
year. At that time each classroom teacher described to 
the parents of his/her students the academic program 
for the grade. 


“Thirdly, the follow-up for the grade level meetings 

came during American Education Week when the chil- 
dren invited their parents to observe the school program 
in action. The schools were open to parents during the 
morning hours throughout the week. Business was con- 
ducted as usual, providing parents with the opportunity 
to view their children participating in classroom 
activities. 
“The parent/teacher conference, a traditional part of 
the Falmouth School Department’s program, takes place 
immediately after the first report card period and is 
probably the best and most successful method of 
communication. 


“We hope, through the several methods accomplished 
above, that we have in some measure contributed to the 
community’s understanding that we are ONE. The 
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Schools cannot operate as separate entities, we are but 
one part, albeit an important segment of the total com- 
munity. We must work together for the betterment of 
all.” 


The North Falmouth principal expresses the feelings of 
his school about communication when he writes, 


“Probably the most informative and interesting ser- 
ies of meetings at the school have been the grade level 
meetings held early in September and October for the 
purpose of discussing the curriculum and related topics 
as they apply to each of the grade levels. This coopera- 
tion between parents and teachers can not help but have 
a positive affect on our citizens of tomorrow.” 


The individual school reports testify to the large amount 
of energy expended by school staffs to improve communica- 
tion with the community. Much remains to be done, but 
much has been done if it is viewed collectively. When these 
efforts are added to those represented by the work of the 
several School Study Committees, Falmouth can say its citi- 
zens have had wider and deeper opportunities to under- 
stand its schools and their problems than most citizens in 
the Commonwealth. 


COMMUNITY PARTICIPATION IN SCHOOL WORK 


There is yet another kind of communication, the kind 
that results from active participation by citizens in the real 
work of the school. Learning about the school by attending 
meetings is one way. Frequently a more rewarding way re- 
quires a direct involvement. Many citizens learned this latter 
way and the gratitude of the several staffs is expressed in 
the reports submitted by the principals. The involvement 
was of many kinds and intensities. 


The principal of the Woods Hole School in her report 
expresses it this way. 


“Parents and teachers freely call upon each other in 
the continuing cooperative invention of programs that 
will call forth from each individual child his best achieve- 
ment in all the areas of elementary education. The exist- 
ence of this community is itself a major factor of Woods 
Hole School education. The children feel part of a con- 
cerned and interested, but not overwhelming, group of 


the 
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adults who enjoy learning and they profit from the ex- 
pansion of personality that comes with growing intellec- 
tual powers. 


“On behalf of the pupils, the regular and the special 
teaching staffs of Woods Hole School, their heartfelt 
appreciation and gratitude are officially tendered the any- 
thing but silent majority which comprises the wonderful 
and dedicated community supporters of their school. It 
is our hope and trust, that with continued guidance, 
encouragement and support of our School Committee, 
Superintendent and his administrative staff, the educa- 
tional standards of our Woods Hole peninsula will main- 
tain the excellence it has been my pleasure to observe 
during these past ten years. 


“There is parental involvement in every aspect of 
our school life. Teacher aides assist in science and art 
projects, reading, school newspaper, book club, library, 
open house and regular classes. From a seemingly un- 
limited committee pool, chaperones and transportation 
are always available for educational field trips. Special 
advisory and service committees maintain a complete 
parent -school communication service, afternoon desk 
and telephone service and, in emergency, needed main- 
tenance service. Among other noteworthy activities are 
the many parents who continually contribute to our 
pictorial library. Their slide projections are subsequently 
shown to the children, and in many instances, then 
turned over to the school. One committee member plans 
to include his photographic record of special activities 
and allied historical material in a book now ready for 
publication.” 


At North Falmouth the principal and staff regard highly 
involvement of parents as indicated by these words, 


“The reading program has been greatly strengthened 
by the addition of a full-time teacher-aide as a Reading 
Laboratory Coordinator whose function is to coordinate 
the lesson plans of the teacher with the laboratory for 
the steady flow of children who use this facility. She is 
ably assisted by a number of volunteer aides in the 
manipulation of the teaching machines and other in- 
structional media. The faculty feels fortunate to have 
such a large group of capable volunteers to help in our 
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programs. We wish to extend a special thanks to them. 

“Another important contribution to the overall edu- 
cation of the children has been their eager participation 
in field trips. A special thanks also to the personnel of 
the United States Bureau of Fisheries, Marine Biological 
Laboratory, Police Department, Fire Department and 
Post Office Department for their excellent cooperation 
and interest in relating their rolls in community life.” 


It is hard to express freely the feelings that a school staff 
has for those dedicated adults who work in the schools, but 
at the Teaticket School that healthy school spirit referred to 
earlier grew out of the dedication and the commitment of 
many adults. The principal echoes the feelings of all when 
he writes, 


“The success of the year can be attributed to the 
concern and cooperativeness on the part of all the adults 
associated with the school in providing a better learning 
atmosphere for the children. The following examples will 
demonstrate the kind of willing assistance we have had 
continually through the year. | 


“The Safety Patrol program has grown in importance 
mainly because of the help of the Patrolwomen who have 
devoted many hours in student training periods and 
Supervision. 


“Continued attention and friendliness have been 
rendered to the school by the personnel of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, whether it be a need for sand, 
Signs, etc. 


“Volunteers have helped the children through tutor- 
ing, library or office work; —a service that we find in- 
dispensible. 


“The Parent Teacher Association has played a vital 

role in bringing together more closely school and com- 

-munity. The constant support of its members has been 
appreciated. 


“The Future Teachers of America from Lawrence 
High School have given their time to make it possible 
for teachers at all grade levels to attend demonstration 
lessons and curriculum planning sessions. 


“The Outlook Club of Falmouth provided a splendid 
bicycle safety program to the children. 
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“Parents have sent in plants and flowers to keep 
the school a cheery place. 


“The Junior Outlook Club made it possible for the 
elderly to visit the school for the Christmas program.” 


The examples included are but a sample of the many 
ways in which citizens contributed to the betterment of 
schools in Falmouth and at the same time heightened their 
own perceptions of educational need at the turn of the 
decade. 


INNOVATIONS 


To be with it in education today one must innovate. 
There is always the danger of changing for the sake of 
change. With explosions all around us, in population, in 
knowledge, in minority mythology, in social welfare, educa- 
tors must face the dilemma of providing for change when 
neither the old nor the new has been scientifically tested. 
There is enough evidence around as expressed in drop-outs, 
cop-outs, in drug taking, in failures of marriage, etc., to tell 
us that educational programs of the past have not always 
been the best. So schools are primed to introduce new pro- 
grams, new goals, new methods, new materials with the 
rising hope that somewhere among the new will be found 
better ways to teach boys and girls to cope with the rapidly 
changing world. 


Falmouth is no exception. The canal does not protect 
us. We see, hear, and read about the new. Some we have 
tried and the principals and others responsible for curriculum 
speak to their effectiveness. 


At North Falmouth, Marshall Douthart speaks of an in- 
novation in his building, 


“Among the more noticeable changes has been the 
enthusiasm of students and teachers in the fifth grade 
social studies program, Man, A Course of Study. In this 
course the students are encouraged to learn how to inter- 
pret facts and make reasoned judgments on the basis of 
knowledge of the principles of the social science disci- 
plines. The facts of history and geography continue to 
be essential—not as things learned by rote, but as 
material in which the concepts and techniques of the 
social scientist can be applied, tested and utilized to 
make realistic and practical decisions.” 
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According to Martin Coyle, the Elementary Social Studies 
Coordinator, 


“This program makes new demands on teachers. 
The subject matter, drawn from current research, re- 
quires teachers to become students of new writing in 
the behavioral sciences. They meet classroom situations 
in which the materials raise questions that have no 
clear-cut answers. Controversial issues such as repro- 
duction, aggression, killing, religion, life and death are 
frequent subjects of classroom discussion, and teachers 
must learn to handle these traditionally taboo areas in 
an honest, personal way. They are challenged by new 
teaching strategies and by opportunities to explore new 
roles for themselves in the classroom.” 


Another program that seems to delight the children is 
Alpha I, Breaking the Code. It was given nation-wide publi- 
city on a widely publicized morning television news show. 
Mrs. Eleanor Conley the Reading Coordinator, describes our 
participation with these words, 


“Seven primary grades are among the first in the 
country to employ a recently developed decoding method 
which embraces the concept of a personified alphabet. 
It is supplemented with puppets, poster scenes and re- 
cordings of the letter peoples’ confrontations.” 


She also refers to a new program for pupils with learn- 
ing disabilities that has been initiated at the Intermediate 
School. Pupils are tutored in reading, language and arith- 
metic. Music and physical education are integrated as com- 
plementary subjects to improve fine and gross motor skills 
for the development of greater proficiency in perceptual- 
motor abilities. Further exploration of this program included 
the formation of an interdisciplinary study team to focus on 
the educational needs of pupils with learning disabilities. 
Various methods of integrating reading and language in- 
struction with art, music, physical education, speech, emo- 
tional and physical health in a totally adapted program are 
being investigated. The study team expects to develop guide- 
lines for the identification and instruction of pupils handi- 
capped by a learning disability. 


At the Teaticket School the principal mentioned the 
Science program as a highlight of the curriculum in his 
school. He stresses, 
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“The science program continues to be closely associ- 
ated with the natural environment of Cape Cod. Field 
trips for the upper classes have been taken to beach 
areas. This high correlation of outdoors to the studies in 
the classroom has been stimulating to the teacher as 
well as to the students. Further opportunities for spe- 
cial environmental studies at the National Seashore in 
Eastham are being explored.” 


Science as it is taught today or learned today has a 
somewhat different philosophical basis from science pro- 
grams taught in the past. Mrs. Grace Fraser the Elementary 
School Science Coordinator, reviews this philosophy as it was 
earlier developed by Mrs. Barbara Waters and Mrs. Karl Pope, 
science specialists who left the system during this past year. 


“Watching a travel movie as a spectator can be an 
interesting experience, but when the movie portrays an 
area you have visited and enjoyed, there is a much deep- 
er feeling of involvement and excitement. 


“We hope to produce this type of involvement and 
excitement with our approach to elementary science. 
Ideally, a child’s studies should be absorbing and stimu- 
lating while at the same time broadening his under- 
standing of the world around him. We hope his impres- 
Sion will be such that he will greet later science study 
with ‘I’ve been there! Let me see more.’ 


“In order to personalize science in this way, we have 
spent a lot of money on materials, but, in seeming contra- 
diction, we are not interested in having a child learn 
how to use sophisticated apparatus, nor do we expect 
him to memorize detailed procedures and scientific facts. 
After all, the apparatus and procedures will be super- 
ceded by new materials and methods, and ‘facts’ quite 
often are modified by later discoveries. 


“Instead, we have tried to provide the simplest, most 
generally useful materials in quantities sufficient to al- 
low every child to manipulate, probe, organize and re- 
organize his materials in such a manner that he is bound 
to make a discovery or two that has meaning to him 
personally. 


“The importance of this individualization of science 
Study cannot be over-emphasized, nor can the import- 
ance of coordinating this learning with other areas of 
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the curriculum. We have done a great deal of science 
teaching in the past, but the learning has too often been 
ephemeral, superficial and totally divorced from the 
“outside world”. Science, mathematics, conservation, his- 
tory, etc. can no longer be taught in neat little packages. 
This fragmentation tends to produce the individual who 
attends conservation lectures and encourages formation 
of natural preserves but fails to understand the need for 
intelligent sewage disposal and the need to spend large 
sums of money to cut down on air and water pollution. 
Game management and basic science studies also look 
like a waste of money to him. 


“The success of the science program depends on the 
willingness of the classroom teacher to: 


1. allow individual work. 


2. fortify the child in developing confidence in his 
own observations. 


3. encourage exchange of ideas, within the bounds 
of common courtesy, between the children while 
they work. 


4. encourage communication of learnings through a 
variety of media. 


5. imaginatively supplement classroom materials with 
pertinent field work, audio-visual materials, and 
possibly a visit from an interested individual from 
the community with pertinent experience. 


6. provide a flexible schedule for science work. 


7. assist only when absolutely necessary and then only 
long enough to get the child back ‘on the track’. 


8. admit the teacher doesn’t have all the answers.” 


Mrs. Fraser’s description of the fall activities points up 
the variety of activities that make up the curriculum and 
illustrates in a small way the relationships promoted be- 
tween curriculum areas. 


“A great deal of work has been in progress since the 
beginning of this school year. Fourth graders have made 
and used musical instruments. Bones have been studied 
in kindergarten, fourth, and sixth grades. Seeds and 
how they are dispersed were studied in second grade. In 
Sixth grade, the children gathered seeds, then tested 
the effect of freezing on their germination. A number 
of fourth grade classes did a study of seashore life based 
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on the evidence washed up onto the beach. These. classes 
had paraprofessional assistance from Mrs. Selda d’Om- 
brain and financial assistance from the Oceanographic 
Education Center. These same classes and at least twelve 
others studied animals of the sea in salt water aquaria. 
Most of the animals in the aquaria were donated to the 
schools by the Supply Department of the Marine Bio- 
logical Laboratories. 


“Second graders studied the formation of crystals, 
then related this information to crystals in various rocks. 
At least one class worked on ‘Rocks and Charts’ which 
is less mineralogy than working out methods of classifi- 
cation according to physical and chemical properties. 


“Aquaria have been set up to study fresh water 
plants and animals. Terraria have been used to study 
mosses, fern, salamanders, turtles, and frogs. Shallow 
aquaria have been used to study crayfish and hermit 
crabs. Classes have raised earthworms, mealworms, ger- 
bils, rabbits, hamsters, snakes, mice, and at least one 
rat. They have used these animals to learn more about 
the animals’ favorite habits and their behavior under a 
variety of conditions. 


“Children have also studied the physics of surface 
tension and viscosity of liquids in ‘Kitchen Physics,’ 
some chemistry of common household powders such as 
flour, salt and baking powder in ‘Mystery Powders”. 


“Microscopes have been used in second and third 
grade classrooms to look at ‘everything’. The third grade 
then went on to study growth of molds on various ma- 
terials and then on agar plates in order to observe the 
microscopic structure of common molds. 


“Children have written newspapers, poetry, and songs 
about their discoveries. They have painted murals and 
kept diaries of the happenings in aquaria. 


“Science and social studies have proved to work 
closely together in the fifth grades, and on many occa- 
sions, math was a game was a science.” 


The Cceanographic Education Center under the direction 
of James Kinney continued to promote the teaching of sci- 
ence through oceanography. The impact of his program as 
told by the Director reads, 
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“In the seventh and eighth grades, we have taught 
units in geology, biology, and chemistry with each hav- 
ing a marine aspect. We have taken ninety-five percent 
of the eighth grade to the Sea Farm Laboratory for a 
period of one week. While there they investigate the 
salinity, bathymetry, and tides as well as the benthic, 
planktonic and fish life. The percentage is stated be- 
cause this program is run on a volunteer basis. We 
have also taught a Field Biology course at the lab for 
secondary school students. This course stresses the ele- 
ments of the marine environment. 


“During the year we have taught Tom, Dick, and 
Mary Explore the Seashore to eight fifth grade classes; 
three at Teaticket, three at East Falmouth, and two at 
North Falmouth. The classroom work was supplemented 
by field trips to the Sandwich Beach, Cape Cod Nationai 
Seashore Park as well as our local beaches.” 


Mathematics came in for its share of the spotlight. At 
the Teaticket School mention is made of the wider use of 
manipulative materials, things which pupils can actually 
handle. The Mathematics Coordinator, Ernest d’Ombrain, 
testified that the materials were so successful in the primary 
grades that there was a demand from middle grade teachers 
for similar materials. The thrust for these programs came 
from federal funds applied for under Title III of the National 
Defense Education Act. The Coordinator has introduced an 
accelerated program of mathematics for pupils in grades five 
and six to continue with the experimental programs begun 
a year ago and to make possible the introduction of an alge- 
bra course in grade eight. This move, in time, should elimi- 
nate the need for some students to take two mathematics 
courses in one year at the high school thereby permitting 
them more freedom in course selection. 


Robert Griffin, the Department Leader in Mathematics 
at Lawrence High School, refers to the gains made in his 
department. 


“We have acquired the use of a former guidance 
office as a mathematic laboratory. The addition of this 
facility has enabled us to satisfy some of the recommen- 
dations of the evaluation report of the New England 
Secondary Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges, 
but the foremost achievement is the acquisition of a 
room to house a laboratory for electronic calculators 
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and computer education. The new Wang calculators, 
obtained in June, are based here. Students in the newly 
developed computer mathematics course have their class 
in this room, and many students come in during the day 
to avail themselves of the opportunity to calculate prob- 
lems in mathematics and science courses or just familiar- 
ize themselves with this modern equipment. 


“Curriculum additions and improvements were made 
this year. A true innovation is the computer mathe- 
matics course. As this is a completely new course in a 
relatively new field, we have approached it experiment- 
ally. The Wang calculators are used as computational 
tools and also to teach the basic process of programming. 
New texts are used to teach the fundamental processes 
of programming for all types of machines and certain 
computer languages, e. g. Fortran, are studied. Students 
will write their own programs for testing on the SDS 7 
computer at Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution. We 
think we are making substantial programs in a new field, 
and hope to make even greater strides next year. 


“Other curriculum changes this year were the initi- 
ation of a Consumer Mathematics course, the strengthen- 
ing of the Calculus and Analytic Geometry course, and 
the inauguration of a combined Algebra II and Geometry 
course.” 


Also at the high school level other departments have 
announced changes that are worthy of note. Curtis McKee, 
the English Department leader, describes two attempts at 
modification, one in curriculum, the other in procedure. 


“In constant communication with each other, Eng- 
lish teachers have worked progressively toward greater 
student involvement in and with the course of study. 
Not only have many plans been student-teacher devised, 
but some have originated with students themselves. The 
newly instituted independent study program for seniors, 
which allows great latitude of topic, method, and product 
within the humanities, is one such encouragement for the 
student to enter the academic web. Greater utilization 
of the auditorium program at all levels has helped to 
diminish the boundary between the student’s academic 
and self-considered worlds. Increased use of magazines 
and films has also implemented this more personal 
approach. 
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“The effect of procedural changes in policies govern- 
ing attendance and production cannot be underestimated 
as an inducement to curricular revision. Teachers, feel- 
ing they have some control over the basic factors of 
education, have been more willing and able to attack 
constructive course planning. Students, knowing exact- 
ly what is required of them, and why, have been more 
willing to face the task at hand. Although not entirely 
conclusive, the comparative statistics of mark distribu- 
tions for the first quarters of 1968 and 1969 bear testi- 
mony to the effectiveness of mutually acknowledged 
requirements and their attendant rewards and punish- 


ments.

“When students and teachers are mutually convers- 
ant with the content and procedures of education, each 
is inspired to create a more workable, meaningful prod- 
uct in English. 1969 has far surpassed 1968 in these 
respects.” 


Task leader Eugene Phillips cites the changed emphasis 
in his department as he writes, 


“The Foreign Language Department this past year 
was characterized by an increased use of audio-visual 
materials, increased use of foreign language in the class- 
room, and a stronger course in fourth year French for 
students who have been sutdying the language since the 
elementary grades. The language teachers stressed the 
use of language as a means of communication through 
oral use. It is expected that another year will see still 
more emphasis placed on advanced courses for the con- 
tinuing student. 


“The department has been happily strengthened by 
the addition of a teacher trained in audio-lingual usage, 
by the return of our Spanish teacher from a year of 
study, and by the addition of materials —visual and 
audio -— to the department. We are happy with the re- 
sults of college boards, which have steadily risen, and 
the experience of our graduates in colleges. 


“The Latin curriculum has been modified to include 
a continuing stress on ancient history and archaeology 
as well as language study. Supporting texts, film strips 
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and slides are used as supplementary material and help 
to stress the relationship of ancient civilization and 
language to today’s living. 

“Each year is different in the Foreign Language 
department but the goal is the same, to teach the stud- 
ents how to use language as well as to know about 
language and its importance to the world.” 


With new machines added to the Business Department 
and to the Industrial Arts Department of the high school it 
is expected that students will have a greater diversity of 
experiences preparing them more adequately for the sophis- 
ticated world of work. Included among the machines are 
the IBM composer, the Gestefax electronic reproducer, the 
IBM selectric typewriter, and the Remington EDCIII electron- 
ic desk calculator. 


The accounts above are but a few of the many innova- 
tions introduced in the schools during the past year. The 
tried and true still remain, but the look is ever outward for 
the new which will generate heightened interest, rekindle 
dying sparks, and produce better learning. 


EVALUATIONS 

None of what the school does or tries to do should pass 
unexamined. The true test of the quality of production is 
in the evaluation. At the beginning of this report it was 
noted that evaluation creates anxieties. Usually it is the 
student and his work that is evaluated and it is he who 
worries. This year it was the staff, programs and facilities 
that came under scrutiny. This past year everyone at Lawr- 
ence High School worried for this was the year of the 
evaluation to determine accreditation. The school staff com- 
pleted its self-evaluation, after which the visiting commit- 
tee reviewed the staff’s self-evaluation and made its own 
assessment of programs, services and facilities reporting oral- 
ly to the staff on its last day of visitation, and submitting 
a verbal report to the New England Association of Secondary 
Schools and Colleges. 

This body gave Lawrence High School a limited accredi- 
tation, —a five-year one rather than ten, but with full ac- 
creditation for the shortened period. It remains for the 
community to decide the moves which will lift the limitations 
from the accreditation since many of the recommendations 
concerned program and space. Accreditation is particularly 
important in relation to certification of our graduates for 
college. 
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To undergo any kind of evaluation is worrisome indeed 
but to submit to three in one year is shattering. The New 
England Educational Assessment Project included Lawrence 
High School in its final report of Innovative Practices in 
New England Schools. Lawrence High School was one of 
three schools in New England considered to have innovative 
practices in administration and organization. Our extended 
school day and auditorium-cafeteria programs were consid- 
ered innovative and successful by the evaluators. Another 
evaluation of the extended day practice was made by officials 
of the Massachusetts Department of Education who formed 
similar conclusions after their study. 


It is unusual to have a whole school evaluated. More 
frequentiy assessments are made of programs or materials 
that are being tried on an experimental basis. For example, 
how good is the program in the fifth grade, Man, A Course of 
Study? Mr. Coyle describes an evaluative plan in his report. 
He says, 

“Falmouth is scheduled to be part of the ERIE/NSF 
network for evaluation of the MACOS curriculum. They 
_are working on a battery of tests to be completed in a 
very short time. I feel that once these tests are admin- 
istered and findings made, it will facilitate the develop- 
ment and installation of more innovative programs.” 


Other types of evaluation are productive because through 
them more effective instruction is planned and better pupil 
progress results. The Reading Coordinator in her report 
comments, 

“A reading record has been developed for pupils 
from kindergarten through grade six which gives not 
only a complete history of reading experiences and 
achievement levels but, in addition, a comprehensive 
check list of instructional skills where each pupil’s in- 
dividual needs are indicated. 


“Evaluation of pupil progress at each level accom- 
panied by consultation with the reading staff has been 
most effective in preventing reading failures and, 
conversely, in identifying pupils who may move at more 
accelerated rates of progress. This process gives ob- 
jective, analytical data which aids in the planning of 
corrective programs within the classroom and serves as 
as valuable index for the selection of pupils who need 
more intensive remedial instruction.” 
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A continuing assessment of programs reveals heartening 
statistics as reported by the Reading Coordinator. 


“One guage of the effectiveness of the elementary 
schools’ reading program is the significant decline in 
the number of pupils reading below grade level upon 
entering grade six at the Intermediate School. In 1967, 
41 percent of the entering class were reading below grade 
level; in 1968, 33 percent entered below grade level and 
in 1969 26 percent were reading below grade level upon 
entrance.” 


Another example of program evaluation was that con- 
ducted in Title I summer school under the title Operation 
Total Impact. This program operated for six weeks during 
July and August. Dr. Thomas Murphy, Project Director, in 
his report describes the program in this manner, 


“The project was designed to provide a process- 
education experience for 103 children manifesting a com- 
plex of interrelated personal, social and educational 
problems. The general aim of the project was to 
strengthen the personality foundation of the children 
in the areas of learning motivation, and social com- 
munication”. 


“The project provided a concentration of health, 
social work, speech therapy, and psychological and edu- 
cational services integrated into a program of total 
impact. 


“Ten ungraded groups of 10-12 children per group 
were organized under the leadership of ten teachers 
and ten teachers aids. The program featured informal 
classroom structure, high interest materials, frequent on- 
the-cape field trips, lots of child-teacher and child-child 
communication, writing in huge ‘life-books’, library op- 
portunities and visual-aid programs. 


“One criterion of the program’s success was the very 
high attendance ratios. 60 of the 103 enrollees attended 
between 89% and 100% of the time. The average attend- 
ance for the total group was 84%. Considering the fact 
that poor school motivation was the focal problem of 
these children the attendance statistics were a gratify- 
ing index of the project’s success.” 
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Not all evaluation is positive in spite of the fact that 
each director or staff person would like to find success in 
what he does and not all of it is completely objective. The 
teachers, Miss Cynthia Hinckley and Mrs. Irene Shibel, in 
the elementary French program for grades four, five and 
Six, would like a reexamination of their program. In their 
reports are such statements, 


“T have seen slow learners in grade 4 who seemed to 
catch up the following year and I have seen good stu- 
dents lose interest in Grade 5. I’m sure the reasons 
must be many and complex, but I have doubted our 
method of screening and the fact that the program may 
not be challenging to some. I Know of no test to date 
that can predict how well a child will perform in a 
foreign language, but I understand this is being studied. 
I hope something helpful will come along. In the mean- 
time, I feel we should provide a program with more 
flexibility so that the slow and the gifted are not lost 
among the majority who are somewhere in between.” 


Some of the points I would like to offer for consideration 
follow: 


“Black and white TV may be losing its appeal in the 
school as well as the home. 


“Some of our materials are showing signs of wear — 
especially the records. It would be unwise to keep re- 
ordering without re-evaluating. 


“If individually prescribed instruction continues to 
gain favor, it would seem that the challenge should be 
met in the study of French as well as other subjects. 
This will mean additional expense, but it need not be 
excessive. 


“While I have no proof as yet, I have heard that in 
the next few years, the college entrance exams in foreign 
languages will in large part be oral in nature. While this 
may appear to be of more concern to the High School, 
it may also serve to remind us that much of the ground 
work can be done while the student is flexible and be- 
fore he is so advanced in English that the native tongue 
will serve as an interference in the target language. 


“In my opinion, the second year of French in the 
Parlons Francais method is generally not interesting to 
our present more sophisticated fifth grade student. 
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“Also, oral participation is extremely important and 
some classes are too large to accomplish this satis- 
factorily. 


“Tf the non-French students enjoy ‘fun’ activities 
while the others are having French, the children begin 
to regard the language class as a punishment. 


“Also, there are film lessons that the French stu- 
dents should be watching and due to a variety of reasons 
many classes do not see these programs. 


“Finally, the tests used in this program and given 
at the end of the year test only certain areas with no 
consideration of the students’ real ability in French.” 


In spite of the suggestions which seem negative in tone, 
both teachers are quick to balance them against the worth- 
whileness of the program and hope that discussion of them 
with some accompanying action would make for an even 
better program in the future. 


It is worth noting here that consideration is now being 
given by the language department at the secondary school 
level to the idea of starting students entering Lawrence High 
School with a background in elementary French in the sec- 
ond year of the subject, thus permitting advanced study 
later. 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS 


To conclude the report there are some statements which 
contain statistical information. They may be informative 
and may be suggestive of needs of the system. 


There have been 1,509 copies of the pamphlet, Ocean- 
ography in Print, mailed to forty states, Washington, D.C., 
seven provinces in Canada and ten foreign countries. The 
pamphlet was developed as one of the services of the Ocean- 
ographic Education Center. 


. For the elementary science program there are now avail- 
able 76 different titles of science projects. Several have been 
developed locally. - 


The elementary art department personnel visited class- 
rooms weekly. Their activities included drawing, painting, 
three-dimensional designing, making puppets, printing, work- 
ing with clay and using many other media. Each elementary 
school held an annual exhibition. 
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The Instructional Media Center Library received its last 
funds under Title II of the Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act. The figures below show why its influence will be 
felt for years to come.

The Music Department engaged in some 36 different 
activities for audiences including concerts in the several 
schools, exchange concerts, musical festivals, demonstrations 
and auditions. On the instrumental side of the music picture 
there are 15 bands and orchestras. Of the number 5 are 
newly organized this year. 


In a four year period approximately 200 students have 
taken advantage of the program offered by Adult Basic Edu- 
cation, a federally funded project. 


The school adjustment counselor had an average month- 
ly caseload of 38. Her work with maladjusted children leads 
her to think that the number of broken homes has increased 
which fact has a great impact on small children. She finds 
the intemperate use of alcohol by parents a continuing source 
of marital discord and distress of the children. 


In the spring 377 students in grades 7-9 received mumps 
vaccine and 430 received German measles vaccine. These 
clinics represent only a small part of the health service pro- 
vided school children by the Falmouth Nursing Association. 
92% of the routine health examinations of children in Fal- 
mouth is done by the family doctor. 


There are 235 children in Falmouth who, through diag- 
nosis, need speech therapy. Of that number 140 are re- 
ceiving therapy. State guidlines read that each school 
community should have a full-time teacher of speech and/or 
hearing for handicapped children for every 2,000 to 2,500 
pupils. 

The Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational Technical 


School accepted a total of eighty-eight undergraduate and 
post-graduate students. However, the number did little to 
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reduce the number of students in Lawrence High as 174 
new students or former dropouts returning increased the 
total enrollment for the year. 


The last statement in this report includes some pertinent 
data about the graduating class of 1969 collected and organ- 
ized by the Guidance Department. 


The percentage of students who are furthering their edu- 
cation dropped slightly this year as compared to 1968. This 
was due in part to the number who entered the armed serv- 
ices. Indications now are that the figures for the Class of 
1970 will surpass those of 1968 and 1969. Thirty-five percent 
of the Class of 1969 are enrolled in four year colleges and 
thirty-four percent are furthering their education in pro- 
grams of less than four years. Many of the latter group have 
matriculated at junior colleges such as the Cape Cod Com- 
munity College and will transfer to four year colleges after 
two years.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen, 
This has been a year of encouragement if not accom- 


plishment. There has been a great increase in public aware- 
ness of the necessity to acquire more open space, such as 
marshland, shore and pond frontage and woodland, for pre- 
servation and recreation. 


Organization of the Society for Open Space Preservation 
has added an unofficial but enthusiastic membership group 
to the side of conservation in debates on the town’s future 
policies and aims. The OSP spokesmen have appeared at a 
number of hearings and have taken the initiative to bring 
the problems of planned unit development zoning to public 
attention in advance of town meeting. OSP also turned over 
to the Conservation Fund the $1,000 proceeds of a concert 
by Pete Seeger, a sizable donation most appreciated by mem- 
bers of this commission. 


A good many have come to realize that unlimited growth 
and development may not be an unmixed good for a town 
and its people, that it may be less costly in the long run for 
a town to buy up undeveloped land for preservation in a 
natural state, than to provide the municipal services in- 
volved in its deveiopment. 


Falmouth must soon decide how much growth and de- 
velopment it can take without destroying forever the natural 
and open areas which has brought or kept us here. 


Acquisitions of the year include two parcels of beach 
and salt marsh at Black Beach, which brings under town 
ownership more than 300 feet of the Buzzards Bay frontage 
at Black Beach. The Commission’s efforts are closely geared. 
to those of the Salt Pond Bird Sanctuaries Inc., which has 
acquired by gift and purchase more than 60 acres of the salt. 
marsh and some of the bay frontage. 


Title has passed to the town of the 7.2 acres of the marsh 
upland at the head of Bourne’s Pond. A marker stone is to 
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be erected there, in memory of the late Major Theodore P. 
Carter whose widow made it available at nominal cost. 


Last March Town Meeting adopted changes in the town’s 
zoning bylaws recommended by the Commission to more 
clearly define the marshes and swamps protected under the 
Wetlands regulation and to spell out the requirements for 
sand and gravel pits. Enforcement of the Wetlands regula- 
tion hasn’t been entirely satisfactory but we look for im- 
provements this year. 


It is our hope that the taking of the railroad right-of- 
way will be completed this year and that the town can get 
on with development of this way as a bicycle, bridle, walk- 
ing path. We believe this is the best use for the railroad 
way from Nobska Road to Falmouth. 


The Commission’s map of conservation and recreation 
areas in the town has been revised and 5,000 copies printed. 
Copies may be obtained at Town Hall.

and Election 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON MARCH 2, 1970 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON MARCH 10, 1970 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting members of the Town of Falmouth met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School in Fal- 
mouth, Massachusetts, on March 2, 1970 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. 
to act on the articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 
The officer in attendance was Elmer F.. White. 


Mr. Vincent R. Martino was sworn as the stenographer for the dur- 
ation of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:10 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting members present were counted with 191 an- 
nounced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Right Reverend Monsignor James E. 
Gleason, Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


The Town Meeting members stood in a silent prayer in memory of 
Stella M. Collins, Town Meeting member and Mary Q. Cobb, Trustee of 
Public Library, both recently deceased. 


It was voted that the hour for the Tuesday meeting and subsequent 
meeting will be at 7:30 o’clock p.m. at the same place. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; 
and upon completion of the call as to those Articles in which there were 
no controversies or debate, or information desired, there would be one 
vote offered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as 
shown in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which 
was in the possession of every Town Meeting member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, 
it would be marked for further consideration by having the Town 
Meeting Member call out the word “hold” when such Article was called. 
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The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles not marked 
“hold”, the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of 
reconsideration so that the action on these Articles could be reconsidered 
later by a motion to reconsider.

See list of committees, boards and 
commissions for 1970 at the front of this report. At the 
meeting on Friday, March 6, it was voted unanimously to 
accept all officers appointed. A vote was passed at the meet- 
ing on Tuesday, March 3, to order the election of one moder- 
ator for a term of three years at the annual Town Election 
on March 10, 1970. 


The Town Meeting extended thanks to outgoing mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee: John J. Fay, Jr. and Robert 
Bacon. Also to Armand Ortins, the outgoing member of the 
Waterways Committee. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear Reports of Committees and Town 
Officers and act thereon. 


This article remained tabled for the duration of the 
meeting. At the meeting on March 2, Arthur Rabesa read 
the report of the Recreation Director study committee. This 
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report was given to the stenographer to include in the tran- 
script of the Town Meeting. At the meeting on Friday eve- 
ning, March 6, it was voted unanimously to accept all com- 
mittee reports in the 1969 Town Report.

To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning By-Law so as to permit Planned Unit Residential 
Development (PURD) by inserting the following section next 
after Section 9. 

SECTION 10. PLANNED UNIT RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT SUB-DIS- 


TRICTS 

The objective to be served by a PURD District is to bring together into a 
single locality a complete range of housing accommodations, recreational and 
service facilities, while at the same time protecting the social and aesthetic 
values of the area by assuring the maintenance of adequate open space and by 
limiting the levels of over-all occupancy to established standards. This section 
shall be interpreted and administered so as to carry out the foregoing objective. 

In any Planned Unit Residential Development District (PURD) no building 
or structure, including alteration, enlargement, or extension of an existing 
building or structure shall be designed, arranged, or constructed and no land, 
building or structure or parts thereof shall be used except for one or more of the 
following purposes in conformity with the standards and limitations herein 
provided: 


A. PROCEDURAL REQUIREMENTS: 


1. PURD Districts shall be created by Town Meeting action in the same 
manner as other amendments of the zoning map are adopted. 

2. No PURD District shall be created or amended so as to consist of 
fewer than one hundred acres (100) and no existing PURD District 
shall be amended so as to change the ratio of permitted uses from 
authorized limits. 
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3. No PURD District shall be created unless under single ownership 
which term shall include the holder of a contract to purchase. 

4. The sponsors of an article for the Town Meeting Warrant seeking to 
amend the zoning map by creating a PURD District shall submit with 
the article, a comprehensive development plan of the area affected. 

5. The Proprietors of land zoned PURD by the Town Meeting and wishing 
to develop it, shall cause to be prepared a Definitive Plan of the 
district, or any part thereof. Said plan will be processed as set forth 
in the Subdivision Control Law and the Falmouth Subdivision regu- 
lations, and shall be prepared in accord with the specifications of the 
Subdivision Regulations of the Planning Board for preliminary sub- 
division plans, whether or not the entire area constitutes a ‘‘sub- 
division.’’ Said plan shall designate, within the area to be zoned PURD, 
the sub-district within it to be allocated to a) detached one-family 
houses, b) attached one-family houses, c) apartment houses, d) retail 
business and services, and e) recreation and common open spaces, 
also showing the number and kinds of housing units, service facilities, 
and other specialized uses; and the existing zoning of enough of the 
adjacent areas to evaluate relationships. 

6. There shall also be included as a part of the plan a circulation system 
goon which shall include the following three types of streets defined 

erein: 

a) Major Thorofares — designed to provide efficient, safe and direct 
connections to the major use areas and to carry vehicles to 
destinations outside the development tract. 

b) Collector Streets — designed to provide convenient, safe and direct 
connections between the use areas and to Major Thorofares. 

c) Local Access Roads — designed to provide convenient access or 
service to the individual buildings or building complexes from the 
Collector Streets. 

7. There shall also be submitted as part of the comprehensive develop- 
ment plan, legal documents which shall provide for the ownership and 
maintenance of common open space in accordance with the following 
requirements: 

a) All Common Open Space created and established within the PURD 
District, except any recreation areas included in the Common 
Open Space, shall be set aside for the use and benefit of the 
residents thereof and said Common Open Space shall be covered 
by appropriate provisions guaranteeing the continued use of such 
land for the intended purposes and continuity of proper mainte- 
nance for those portions of the Common Open Space requiring such 
maintenance, subject, however, to the following: 

b) The Developer and/or Landowner shall provide for and establish 
an organization for the ownership and maintenance of any Common 
Open Space, except the recreation areas, and that such organization 
shall not be dissolved nor shall it dispose of any Common Open 
Space, by sale or otherwise (except to an organization conceived 
and established to own and maintain the Common Open Space) 
without first offering to dedicate the same to the Town of Falmouth 
or other government agency. 

8. All building permits thereafter issued for construction or alteration 
in the PURD District shall conform to the uses permitted by the com- 
prehensive development plan for the PURD District as approved and 
adopted by the Planning Board. 

9. The boundaries between PURD subdistricts originally established under 
this section may be later relocated by an amended plan within limits of 
authorized ratios and subject to the use and site requirements set 
forth above and the Procedure for Special Permits in Section 21. 


B. USE REQUIREMENTS: 


1. In the allocation of the area of the PURD Sub-District to classes of 
use, not less than forty (40%) per cent of the total area shall be 
restricted to Common open space and recreation. Permitted uses in 
the Common open space may include active sports (golf, tennis, swim- 
ming, etc), as well as passive uses; such open space not to be included 
in the areas designated as residential, commercial, motel, etc. on the 
plan. Up to ten (10%) per cent of this open space may be used for 
institutional or educational use. This Common open space shall not 
be further subdivided or used for building purposes excepting struc- 
tures incidental to recreational use.

The owner shall further provide for the establishment of a homes 
association which shall subsequently control any common open space 
land and such association shall not be dissolved nor shall it dispose of 
any common open space land by sale or otherwise without first offering 
to dedicate the same to the Town of Falmouth or other government 
unit. 

2. Not less than five (5%) per cent of the total area shall be allocated to 
detached one-family houses to be built on lots not smaller than herein- 
after provided. 

3. Not less than ten (10%) per cent and not more than thirty-five (35%) 
per cent of the total area shall be allocated to attached one-family 
houses. 

4. Not less than ten (10%) per cent and not more than twenty-five (25%) 
per cent of the total area shall be allocated to apartment houses. 

5. Not more than five (5%) per cent of the total area shall be allocated to 
limited retail business and services which shall be provided primarily 
for the convenience of the residents of the PURD District. Limited 
retail business uses may include, but are not limited, to the examples 
listed below: 

a) Barber shop 

b) Beauty shop 

e) Tailor and/or Drycleaning Pick-up shop 

d) Shoe Repair shop 

e) News-stand or Variety store 

f ) Stationers 

g) Drugstore 

h) Florist 

i) Foodstore 

j) Clothing or footwear store 

k) Indoor Theatre for Stage and/or Motion Picture Shows 

1) Restaurant 

m) Professional offices 

n) Not more than one automobile service station subject to the 
provisions of Section 20. 

o) Any similar retail service 

6. Not more than one motel, hotel, or inn. 

7. No building designed or intended for business or service, except an 
office for the sale or rental of real estate and/or a motel, hotel or inn 
shall be constructed until either twenty-five (25%) per cent of the 
scheduled dwelling units or 100 dwelling units have been constructed, 
whichever is less, after which up to fifty (50%) per cent of the business 
areas may be developed. The entire area planned for business may be 
completed after fifty (50%) per cent of the scheduled dwelling units or 
300 units have been completed whichever is less. 


C. SITE REQUIREMENTS: 
1. General Development Standards: 

a) The overall gross density of each PURD District created under 
this section shall not exceed 4.5 dwelling units per acre. 

b) No buildings or structures of any kind shall be built closer than 
One Hundred (100) feet from the perimeter of the PURD District. 
This resulting greenbelt shall be preserved and maintained as part 
of the common open space system of the development and only 
roads or recreational facilities shall be permitted therein. 

c) No buildings or structures of any kind, except accessory recrea- 
tional structures or residential carports shall be built closer than 
fifty (50) feet from any designated Major Thorofare and twenty- 
five (25) feet from any designated Collector or Local Access Street. 


2. Detached One-Family House Standards: 


a) The minimum permitted lot size for a detached one-family house 
shall be not less than ten thousand (10,000) square feet in area 
and not less than seventy-five (75) feet minimum average width. 
This size lot shall be permitted only when the lot abuts an area 
designated as Common Open Space land, along one or more lot 
lines. 

b) Any lot that abuts only other lots, and does not abut an open space 
along at least one lot line, shall be not less than 15,000 square feet 
in area. 
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c) Such houses shall be subject to the height regulations as set forth 
in Section 11; the percentage of lot covered regulations as set forth 
in Section 15; and the yard regulations as set forth in Section 16. 


3. Attached One-family House (Townhouse) Standards 


a) A Townhouse is a one-family dwelling unit, of one or two storeys, 
attached to one or more similar units in a single building by a fire- 
proof division with no openings, each unit with a separate entrance 
at ground level. 

b) The density of Townhouses shall not exceed eight (8) dwelling units 
per acre within their respective sub-districts on the comprehensive 
development plan. 

c) The front-yard setback shall not be less than twenty-five (25) 
feet from any designated Collector or Local Access Road or 
parking area. 

d) The rear yard shall not be less than Ten (10) feet in depth between 
the rear line of the Townhouse and the lot line, provided that the 
lot line is located on the edge of an area designated Open Space. 
If two yards have a common rear line, each yard must be not less 
than fifteen (15) feet in depth. 

e) The width of the lot of each Townhouse shall not be less than 
twenty-five (25) feet. 

f) The number of Townhouses in one building or structure shall not 
exceed eight (8). 

g) Townhouse buildings shall not be spaced any closer together than 
thirty (30) feet. 

h) Such Townhouse buildings shall be subject to the height regulations 
as set forth in Section 11. 

i) The percentage of lot which may be covered by any Townhouse 
shall not exceed fifty (50%) per cent. 


4. Apartment Standards 


a) The density of apartment dwelling units shall not exceed fifteen 
(15) dwelling units per acre within their respective designated use 
areas on the comprehensive development plan. 

b) The front yard setback shall not be less than twenty-five (25) feet 
from any designated Local Access Road or parking area. 

c) The height of apartment buildings shall not exceed forty (40) feet. 

d) The number of apartments in any group of connected buildings 
shall not exceed forty (40). 

e) Apartment buildings shall not be spaced any closer together than 
thirty-five (35) feet. 


5. Public Utilities Standards: 


a) All utilities including gas, telephone and electric service shall be 
placed underground, unless the Planning Board determines that 
it is not physically feasible. 

b) The entire development shall be served by coordinated water 
supply and distribution systems and/or integrated in part or in 
whole with the Town of Falmouth water system, unless the Plan- 
ning Board shall determine that it is not physically feasible. 

c) The entire development shall be served by one or more central 
sewerage systms. 


6. Circulation and Parking Standards: 


a) Interior development roads and parking areas and Common Open 
Space adjacent to buildings to be utilized by residents shall be 
landscaped and provided with cover materials.

accordance with standard engineering practice. 

c) For all residential areas, nearby, convenient off street parking 
shall be provided on the basis of three hundred (300) square feet, 
one and one-half (142) spaces for each dwelling unit. 
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d) Retail business and services, exclusive of the motel, hotel or inn, 
shall be provided with six hundred (600) square feet of parking 
area for each 1,000 square feet of floor area devoted to such use.

On Request by Nathalie C. Wilson and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for indefinite 
postponement of Article 36, for the following reasons: 


The first article on the subject of PURD (or P.U.R.D.) 
was No. 49 of the 1969 Annual Town Meeting. Because of 
many flaws, it was indefinitely postponed, without debate on 
its merits, for complete overhaul and revision. 


Article 1 of the 1969 October Special Town Meeting, the 
second version, was the result of extensive efforts of the 
proponents, the Planning Board, its consultants and others. 
Because of the many objections to many of its provisions 
voiced at the hearing prior to town meeting, the Board 
recommended postponement to the next annual town meet- 
ing, so that the proponents could perhaps satisfy the various 
objections to details by various groups. On motion of the 
proponents, the October 1969 article was indefinitely post- 
poned, the intent apparently being to make again an en- 
tirely fresh start. 


The third version was duly filed in December, 1969, and 
is the text printed as Article 36 in this warrant. Since the 
filing of this third version, there was prepared yet another, 
fourth version dated 5 February, 1970, which came into the 
hands of the Planning Board on 9 February. It was this latest 
text which was discussed at the public hearing on 10 Febru- 
ary. Extra copies were distributed to those present. 


Close study oi this fourth text indicates that many 
changes or additions of numbers, words, phrases, sentences 
and sub-paragraphs are probably needed to produce a fifth 
text that might be acceptable to the Board and the Town. 
These changes are so numerous that there would not be, in 
the Board’s opinion, time to work out such a fifth version 
and print it prior to town meeting. 


There is now doubt by some members of the Board that 
PURD is even needed or desirable. The Board is informed 
that its planning consultants will make their own specific 
recommendations regarding PURD as part of their forth- 
coming revision of the text of the present zoning by-law 
which is called for by their planning contract. 


The Board feels, therefore, that the present text of Art- 
icle 36 should be scrapped, and a further revision, if agree- 
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able to the proponents and the Board, be presented to a 
future town meeting, possibly by the Board itself. 


Voted, that Article 36 is indefinitely postponed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote.

This article, involving a total parcel of some 12.5 acres 
consists of some 7.2 acres of RA zoned land which might 
support 7 house lots at 40,000 square feet. The balance of 
the petitioner’s land, zoned RB 200 feet deep along Sippewis- 
sett Road, contains some 5.3 acres, which might support 10 
or 11 house lots at 20,000 square feet. If the RA portion were 
changed to RB, perhaps 7 more house lots might be realized, 
a theoretical 24 to 25 lots at 20,000 on the entire parcel in- 
stead of the 18-18 now theoretically possible. The attorney 
for the petitioner alleges that because of a large, deep, 
swampy depression at the Northerly end of the tract, which 
may not be filled, actually only about 4 additional house 
lots (at 20,000 sq. ft.) would result if the requested zoning 
change were voted. 


The present zoning of this total parcel was accomplished 
in 1957. The 200 foot wide strip on the generally easterly 
side of Sippewissett Road is uniformily parallel to the road 
line beginning south of Racing Beach Avenue and continu- 
ing all along Sippewissett Road and easterly along Palmer 
Avenue to the railroad bridge, except where it curves deeper 
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easterly along Evangeline Road and follows certain interior 
roads and property lines around the ancient Langley Keyes 
subdivision. 


To change the zoning as requested would, in the Board’s 
opinion, be bad in principle, to favor one owner-developer- 
builder, and would tend to establish a precedent for all other 
land owners affected by such arbitrary zonal boundaries to 
follow, and would therefore be extremely detrimental to the 
intent and purpose of the Zoning By-Law and the interest 
of the Town. 


Voted, that Article 49 is indefinitely postponed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote. 


ARTICLE 50. To see if the Town will vote to amend the

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its 
recommendation to the meeting and said report was read by 
those assembled. The recommendation was for indefinite 
postponement of Article 50 for the following reasons: 


A comparable article was presented to the 1965 annual 
town meeting (no. 79). At that time the Planning Board 
opposed it on the grounds that it would be combersome, 
costly, onerous to a proponent (to the Town Clerk as pres- 
ently proposed) and unnecessary, since the statute (Sect. 6 
of Chap. 40-A, G.L.) provides specifically for the giving of 
notice of proposed zoning changes, which notice the Board 
feels is quite adequate. The Attorney General agreed, and 
disapproved the proposed amendment, which had been voted 
by a small margin against the recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Board. 


The Board is opposed, as before, to the present article, 
for the same reasons, and should the Town nevertheless vote 
to adopt this article, the same conflict with the Statute 
would exist and presumably the Attorney General would 
again disapprove. it. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law to 
include the following: “Whenever land of any zoning classi- 
fication within the Town of Falmouth is to be considered for 
rezoning to another classification it shall be the duty of the 
Town through its authorized representative to notify in

and above the existing provisions of notice in General Law, 
Chapter 40A, Section 6, in the judgment of the Planning 
Board is feasible, both practicably and by reason of the 
necessarily greater equity required or desired due to the 
circumstances inherent in such a prospective zoning change. 

By a counted vote, 160 voted in favor and 24 voted 
against, the motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds 
vote, a quorum being present.

ARTICLE I, 


Definitions 
Unless the context specifically indicates otherwise, the meaning of terms 
used in this ordinance shall be as follows: 

Sec. 1. ‘‘BOD” (denoting Biochemical Oxygen Demand) shall mean the quantity 
of oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxidation of organic matter under 
standard laboratory procedure in five (5) days at 20°C, expressed in 
milligrams per liter. 

Sec. 2. ‘‘Building Drain’’ shall mean that part of the lowest horizontal piping 
of a drainage system which receives the discharge from soil, waste, and 
other drainage pipes inside the walls of the building and conveys it to 
the building sewer, beginning five (5) feet (1.5 meters) outside the inner 
face of the building wall. 

Sec. 3. ‘‘Building Sewer’’ shall mean the extension from the building drain to 
the public sewer or other place of disposal. 

Sec. 4. ‘‘Combined Sewer’’ shall mean receiving both surtace runoff and 
sewage. 

Sec. 5. ‘‘Garbage’’ shall mean solid wastes from the domestic and commercial 
preparation, cooking, and dispensing of food, and from the handling, storage 
and sale of produce. 

Sec. 6. ‘‘Industrial Wastes’’ shall mean the liquid wastes from industrial 
manufacturing processes, trade, or business as distinct from sanitary 
sewage. 

Sec. 7. ‘‘Natural Outlet’? shall mean any outlet into a watercourse, pond, ditch, 
lake, or other body of surface or groundwater. 

Sec. 8. ‘‘Person’’ shall mean any individual, firm, company, association, society, 
corporation, or group. 

Sec. 9. ‘‘pH’’ shall mean the logarithm of the reciprocal of the weight of 
hydrogen ions in grams per liter of solution. 

Sec. 10. ‘‘Properly Shredded Garbage’’ shall mean the wastes from the prepa- 
ration, cooking, and dispensing of food that have been shredded to such a 
degree that all particles will be carried freely under the flow conditions 
normally prevailing in public sewers, with no particle greater than one-half 
(42) inch (1.27 centimeters) in any dimension. 

Sec. 11. ‘‘Public Sewer’’ shall mean a sewer in which all owners of abutting 
properties have equal rights, and is controlled by public authority. 

Sec. 12. ‘‘Sanitary Sewer’’ shall mean a sewer which carries sewage and to 
which storm, surface, and groundwaters are not intentionally admitted. 

Sec. 138. ‘‘Sewage’’ shall mean a combination of the water-carried wastes from 
residences, business buildings, institutions, and industrial establishments, 
together with such ground, surface, and storm waters as may be present. 

Sec. 14. ‘‘Sewage Treatment Plant’? shall mean any arrangement of devices 
and structures used for treating sewage. 

‘Sec. 15. ‘‘Sewage Works’’ shall mean all facilities for collecting, pumping, 
treating, and disposing of sewage. 

‘Sec. 16. ‘‘Sewer’’ shall mean a pipe or conduit for carrying sewage. 

‘Sec. 17. ‘‘Shall’’ is mandatory; ‘‘May’’ is permissive. 

Sec. 18. ‘‘Slug’’ shall mean any discharge of water, sewage, or industrial waste 
which in concentration of any given constituent or in quantity of flow 
exceeds for any period of duration longer than fifteen (15) minutes more 
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than five (5) times the average twenty-four (24) hour concentration or 
flows during normal operation. 

Sec. 19. ‘‘Storm Drain’’ (sometimes termed ‘‘storm sewer’’) shall mean a sewer 
which carries storm and surface waters and drainage, but excludes sewage 
and industrial wastes, other than unpolluted cooling water. 

Sec. 20. ‘‘Superintendent’’ shall mean the Superintendent of Sewage Works of 
the town of Falmouth, or his authorized deputy, agent, or representative. 

Sec. 21. ‘‘Suspended Solids’’ shall mean solids that either float on the surface 
of, or are in suspension in water, sewage, or other liquids, and which are 
removable by laboratory filtering. 

Sec. 22. ‘‘Watercourse’”’ shall mean a channel in which a flow of water occurs, 
either continuously or intermittently. 


ARTICLE II 
Use of Public Sewers Required 


Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to place, deposit, or permit to be 
deposited in any unsanitary manner on public or private property within 
the town of Falmouth or in any area under the jurisdiction of said town, 
any human or animal excrement, garbage, or other objectionable waste. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful to discharge to any natural outlet within the 
town of Falmouth, or in any area under the jurisdiction of said town 
any sewage or other polluted waters, except where suitable treatment has 
been provided in accordance with subsequent provision of this ordinance. 

Sec. 3. Except as hereinafter provided, it shall be unlawful to construct or 
maintain any privy, privy vault, septic tank, cesspool, or other facility 
intended or used for the disposal of sewage, 

Sec. 4. The owner of all houses, buildings, or properties used for human 
occupancy, employment, recreation, or other purposes, situated within 
the town and abutting on any street, alley, or right-of-way in which there 
is now located or may in the future be located a public sanitary or com- 
bined sewer of the town, is hereby required at his expense to install suit- 
able toilet facilities therein, and to connect such facilities directly with 
the proper public sewer in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance, 
within ninety (90) days after date of official notice to do so, provided that 
said public sewer is within one hundred (100) feet of the property line. 


ARTICLE III 
Private Sewage Disposal 


Sec. 1. Where a public sanitary or combined sewer is not available under 
the provisions of Article II, Section 4, the building sewer shall be con- 
nected to a private sewage disposal system complying with the provisions 
of this article. 

Sec. 2. Before commencement of construction of a private sewage disposal 
system the owner shall first obtain a written permit signed by the Superin- 
tendent. The application for such permit shall be made on a form fur- 
nished by the town, which the applicant shall supplement by any plans, 
specifications, and other information as are deemed necessary by the 
Superintendent. A permit and inspection fee of $2.00 dollars shall be paid 
to the town at the time the application is filed. 

Sec. 3. A permit for a private sewage disposal system shall not become 
effective until the installation is completed to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent. He shall be allowed to inspect the work at any stage 
of construction and, in any event, the applicant for the permit shall notify 
the Superintendent when the work is ready for final inspection, and before 
any underground portions are covered. The inspection shall be made 
within 24 hours of the receipt of notice by the Superintendent, 

Sec. 4. The type, capacities, location, and layout of a private sewage disposal 
system shall comply with all recommendations of the Department of Public 
Health of the State of Massachusetts. No septic tank or cesspool shall be 
permited to discharge to any natural outlet. 

Sec. 5. At such time as a public sewer becomes available to a property served 
by a private sewage disposal system, as provided in Article III, Section 
4, a direct connection shall be made to the public sewer in compliance with 
this ordinance, and any septic tanks, cesspools, and similar private sewage 
disposal facilities shall be abandoned and filled with suitable material. 

Sec. 6. The owner shall operate and maintain the private sewage disposal 
facilities in a sanitary manner at all times, at no expense to the town. 

Sec. 7. No statement contained in this article shall be construed to interfere 


with any additional requirements that may be imposed by the Health 
Officer. 
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ARTICLE IV 
Building Sewers and Connections 


1. No unauthorized person shall uncover, make any connections with or 
opening into, use, alter, or disturb any public sewer or appurtenance 
thereof without first obtaining a written permit from the Superintendent. 
2. There shall be two (2) classes of building sewer permits: (a) for 
residential and commercial service, and (b) for service to establishments 
producing industrial wastes. In either case, the owner or his agent shall 
make application on a special form furnished by the town. The permit 
application shall be supplemented by any plans, specifications or other 
information considered pertinent in the judgment of the Superintendent. 
A permit and inspection fee of $5.00 dollars for a residential building 
sewer permit and $10.00 dollars for a commercial building sewer permit 
shall be paid to the town at the time the application is filed. 

3. All costs and expense incident to the installation and connection of the 
building sewer shall be borne by the owner. The owner shall idemnify 
the town from any loss or damage that may directly or indirectly be 
occasioned by the installation of the building sewer. 

4. A separate and independent building sewer shall be provided for every 
building; except where one building stands at the rear of another on an 
interior lot and no private sewer is available or can be constructed to the 
rear building through an adjoining alley, court, yard, or diveway, the 
building sewer from the front building may be extended to the rear build- 
ing and the whole considered as one building sewer. 

5. Old building sewers may be used in connection with new buildings 
only when they are found, on examination and test by the Superintendent, 
to meet all requirements of this ordinance. 

6. The size, slope, alignment, materials of construction of a building sewer, 
and the methods to be used in excavating, placing of the pipe, jointing, 
testing, and backfilling the trench, shall all conform to the requirements 
of the building and plumbing code or other applicable rules and regulations 
of the town. In the absence of code provisions or in amplification thereof, 
the materials and procedures set forth in appropriate specifications of the 
A.S.T.M. and W.P.C.F. Manual of Practice No. 9 shall apply. 

7. Whenever possible, the building sewer shall be brought to the building 
at an elevation below the basement floor. In all buildings in which any 
building drain is too low to permit gravity flow to the public sewer, sanitary 
sewage carried by such building drain shall be lifted by an approved means 
and discharged to the building sewer. 

8. No person shall make connection of roof downspouts, exterior foundation 
drains, areaway drains, or other sources of surface runoff or groundwater 
to a building sewer or building drain which in turn is connected directly 
or indirectly to a public sanitary sewer. 

9. The connection of the building sewer into the public sewer shall con- 
form to the requirements of the building and plumbing code or other appli- 
cable rules and regulations of the town or the procedures set forth in 
appropriate specifications of the A.S.T.M. and the W.P.C.F. Manual of 
Practice No. 9. All such connections shall be made gastight and water- 
tight. Any deviation from the prescribed procedures and materials must 
be approved by the Superintendent before installation. 


. 10. The applicant for the building sewer permit shall notify the Superin- 


tendent when the building sewer is ready for inspection and connection 
to the public sewer. The connection shall be made under the supervision 
of the Superintendent or his representative. 


. 11. All excavations for building sewer installation shall be adequately 


guarded with barricades and lights so as to protect the public from hazard. 
Streets, sidewalks, parkways and other public property disturbed in the 
course of the work shall be restored in a manner satisfactory to the town. 


ARTICLE V 
Use of the Public Sewers 


1. No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged any stormwater, 
surface water. groundwater, roof runoff, subsurface drainage, uncontam- 
inated, cooling water, or unpolluted industrial process waters to any 
sanitary sewer. 

2. Stormwater and all other unpolluted drainage shall be discharged to 
such sewers as are specifically designated as combined sewers or storm 
of the Superintendent, to a storm sewer, combined sewer, or natural outlet. 


Sec. 
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3 No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged any of the follow- 
cooling water or unpolluted process waters may be discharged, on approval 
sewers, or to a natural outlet approved by the Superintendent. Industrial 
ing described waters or wastes to any public sewers: 
(a) Any gasoline, benzene, naptha, fuel oil, or other flammable or 
explosive liquid, solid, or gas. 
(b) Any waters or wastes containing toxic or poisonous solids, liquids, 
or gasses in sufficient quantity, either singly or by interaction with other 
wastes, to injure or interfere with any sewage treatment process, con- 
stitute a hazard to humans or animals, create a public nuisance, or create 
any hazard in the receiving waters of the sewage treatment plant, 
including but not limited to cyanides in excess of two (2) mg/1 as CN 
in the wastes as discharged to the public sewer. 


(c) Any waters or wastes having a pH lower than (5.5), or having any 

other corrosive property capable of causing damage or hazard to 
structures, equipment, and personnel of the sewage works. 
(d) Solid or viscous substances in quantities or of such size capable of 
causing obstruction to the flow in sewers, or other interference with the 
proper operation of the sewage works such as, but not limited to, ashes, 
cinders, sand, mud, straw, shavings, metal, glass, rags, feathers, tar, 
plastics, wood, unground garbage, whole blood, paunch manure, hair 
and fleshings, entrails and paper dishes, cups, milk containers, etc., 
either whole or ground by garbage grinders. 


4. No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged the following 
described substances, materials, waters, or wastes if it appears likely in 
the opinion of the Superintendent that such wastes can harm either the 
sewers, sewage treatment process, or equipment, have an adverse effect 
on the receiving waters, or can otherwise endanger life, limb, public 
property, or constitute a nuisance. In forming his opinion as to the 
acceptibility of these wastes, the Superintendent will give consideration to 
such factors as the quantities of subject wastes in relation to flows and 
velocities in the sewers, materials of construction of the sewers, nature 
of the sewage treatment process, capacity of the sewage treatment plant, 
degree of treatability of wastes in the sewage treatment plant, and other 
pertinent factors. The substances prohibited are: 
(a) Any liquid or vapor having a temperature higher than one hundred 
fifty (150)°F (65°C). 
(b) Any water or waste containing fats, wax, grease, or oils, whether 
emulsified or not, in excess of one hundred (100) mg/l or containing 
substances which may solidify or become viscous at temperatures 
between thirty-two (32) and one hundred fifty (150)°F (0 and 65°C). 
(c) Any garbage that has not been properly shredded. The installation 
and operation of any garbage grinder equipped with a motor of three- 
fourths (24) horsepower (0.76 hp metric) or greater shall be subject to 
the review and approval of the Superintendent. 
(d) Any waters or wastes containing strong acid iron pickling wastes, 
or concentrated piating solutions whether neutralized or not. 
(e) Any waters or wastes containing iron, chromium, copper, zinc, and 
similar objectionable or toxic substances; or wastes exerting an ex- 
cessive chlorine requirement, to such degree that any such material 
received in the composite sewage at the sewage treatment works exceeds 
the limits established by the Superintendent for such materials. 
(f) Any waters or wastes containing phenola or other taste - or 
odor-producing substances, in such concentrations exceeding limits which 
may be established by the Superintendent as necessary, after treatment 
of the composite sewage, to meet the requirements of the State, Federal, 
or other public agencies of jurisdiction for such discharge to the 
receiving waters. 
(g) Any radioactive wastes or isotopes of such half-life or concentra- 
tion as may exceed limits established by the Superintendent in compli- 
ance with applicable State or Federal regulations. 
(h) Any waters or wastes having a pH in excess of (9.5). 
(i) Materials which exert or cause: 
(1) unusual concentrations of inert suspended solids (such as, but 
not limited to, Fullers earth, lime slurries, and lime residues) or of 
dissolved solids (such as, but not limited to, sodium chloride and 
sodium sulfate). 
(2) Excessive discoloration (such as, but not limited to, dye 
wastes and vegetable tanning solutions). 
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(3) Unusual BOD, chemical oxygen demand, or chlorine require- 
ments in such quantities as to constitute a significant load on the 
sewage treatment works. 
(4) Unusual volume of flow or concentration of wastes constituting 
‘‘slugs’’ as defined herein. 
(j) Waters or wastes containing substances which are not amenable to 
treatment or reduction by the sewage treatment processes employed, or 
are amenable to treatment only to such degree that the sewage treat- 
ment plant effluent cannot meet the requirements of other agencies hav- 
ing jurisdiction over dischange to the receiving water. 
5. If any waters or wastes are discharged, or are proposed to be discharged 
to the public sewers, which waters contain the substances or possess the 
characteristics enumerated in Section 4 of this Article, and which in the 
judgment of the Superintendent, may have a deleterious effect upon the 
sewage works, processes, equipment, or receiving waters, or which other- 
wise create a hazard to life or constitute a public nuisance, the Superin- 
tendent may: 
(a) Reject the wastes, 
(b) Require pretreatment to an acceptable condition for discharge 
to the public sewers. 
(c) Require control over the quantities and rates of discharge, and/or 
(d) Require payment to cover the added cost of handling and treating 
the wastes not covered by existing taxes or sewer charges under the 
provisions of Section 10 of this article. 
If the Superintendent permits the pretreatment or equalization of waste 
flows, the design and installation of the plants and equipment shall be sub- 
ject to the review and approval of the Superintendent, and subject to the 
requirements of all applicable codes, ordinances, and laws. 
6. Grease, oil, and sand interceptors shall be provided when, in the 
opinion of the Superintendent, they are necessary for the proper handling 
of liquid wastes containing grease in excessive amounts, or any flammable 
wastes, sand, or other harmful ingredients; except that such interceptors 
shall not be required for private living quarters or dwelling units. All 
interceptors shall be of a type and capacity approved by the Superintendent, 
and shall be located as to be ready and easily accessible for cleaning and 
inspection. 
7. Where preliminary treatment or flow-equalizing facilities are provided 
for any waters or wastes, they shall be maintained continuously in satis- 
factory and effective operation by the owner at his expense. 
8. When required by the Superintendent, the owner of any property serv- 
iced by a building sewer carrying industrial wastes shall install a suitable 
control manhole together with such necessary meters and other appurte- 
nances in the building sewer to facilitate observation, sampling, and meas- 
urement of the wastes. Such manhole, when required, shall be accessibly 
and safely located, and shall be constructed in accordance with plans 
approved by the Superintendent. The manhole shall be installed by the 
owner at his expense, and shall be maintained by him so as to be safe and 
accessible at all times. 
9. All measurements, tests, and analyses of the characteristics of waters, 
and wastes to which reference is made in this ordinance shall be deter- 
mined in accordance with the latest edition of ‘‘Standard Methods for the 
Examination of Water and Wastewater,’’ published by the American Public 
Health Association, and shall be determined at the control manhole pro- 
vided, or upon suitable samples taken at said control manhole. In the 
event that no special manhole has been required, the control manhole shall 
be considered to be the nearest downstream manhole in the public sewer to 
the point at which the building sewer is connected. Sampling shall be car- 
ried out by customarily accepted methods to reflect the effect of constitu- 
ents upon the sewage works and to determine the existence of hazards 
to life, limb, and property. (The particular analyses involved will deter- 
mine whether a twenty-four (24) hour composite of all outfalls of a premise 
is appropriate or whether a grab sample or samples should be taken. 
Normally, but not always, BOD and suspended solids analyses are 
obtained from 24-hr composites of all outfalls whereas pH’s are determined 
for periodic grab samples.) 


Sec. 10. No statement contained in this article shall be construed as preventing 


any special agreement or arrangement between the town and any industrial 
concern whereby an industrial waste of unusual strength or character may 
be accepted by the town for treatment, subject to payment therefore, by 
the industrial concern. 
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ARTICLE VI 


Protection from Damage 
1. No unauthorized person shall maliciously, willfully, or negligently 
break, damage, destroy, uncover, deface, or tamper with any structure, 
appurtenance, or equipment which is a part of the sewage works. Any 
person violating this provision shall be subject to immediate arrest under 
charge of disorderly conduct. 


ARTICLE VII 


Powers and Authority of Inspectors 
1. The Superintendent and other duly authorized employees of the town 
bearing proper credentials and identification shall be permitted to enter all 
properties for the purposes of inspection, observation, measurement, sam- 
pling, and testing in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance. 
The Superintendent or his representatives shall have no authority to inquire 
into any processes including metallurgical, chemical, oil, refining, ceramic, 
paper, or other industries beyond that point having a direct bearing on the 
kind and source of discharge to the sewers or waterways or facilities for 
waste treatment. 
2. While performing the necessary work on private properties referred to 
in Article VII, Section 1 above, the Superintendent or duly authorized em- 
ployees of the town shall observe all safety rules applicable to the premises 
established by the company and the company shall be held harmless for 
injury or death to the town employees and the town shall idemnify the 
company against loss or damage to its property by town employees and 
against liability claims and demands for personal injury or property dam- 
age assorted against the company and growing out of the gauging and 
sampling operation, except as such may be caused by negligence or 
failure of the company to maintain safe conditions as required in Article 
V, Section 8. 
3. The Superintendent and other duly authorized employees of the town 
bearing proper credentials and identification shall be permitted to enter 
all private properties through which the town holds a duly negotiated ease- 
ment for the purpose of, but not limited to, inspection, observation, meas- 
urement, sampling, repair, and maintenance of any portion of the sewage 
works lying within said easement. All entry and subsequent work, if any, 
on said easement, shall be done in full accordance with the terms of the 
duly negotiated easement pertaining to the private property involved. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Penalties 
1. Any person found to be violating any provision of this ordinance except 
Article VI shall be served by the town with written notice stating the 
nature of the violation and providing a reasonable time limit for the satis- 
factory correction thereof. The offender shall, within the period of time 
stated in such notice, permanently cease all violations. 
2. Any person who shall continue any violation beyond the time limit pro- 
vided for in Article VIII, Section 1, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be fined in the amount not exceeding ($10.00) 
dollars for each violation. Each day in which any such violation shall 
continue shall be deemed a separate offense. 
3. Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
become liable to the town for any expense, loss, or damage occasioned 
the town by reason of such violation. 


ARTICLE IX 
Validity 
1. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
2. The invalidity of any section, clause, sentence, or provision of this 
ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other part of this ordinance 
which can be given effect without such invalid part or parts. 


ARTICLE X 


Ordinance In Force 
1. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage, 
approval, recording and publication as provided by law. 
2. Passed and adopted by the (Selectmen) of the (town) of Falmouth).

To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or appropriate from available funds a sum of 
money for educational specifications and preliminary plans 
and specifications for a new high school on the site on Brick 
Kiln Road acquired by the Town for this purpose; such ap- 
propriation to be used in conjunction with the balance in 
the appropriation for educational specifications made by the 
Town in 1969, and to be expended by the School Building 
Needs Committee, or do or take any other action in this 
matter.

To see if the Town will vote to accept an 
easement from George, Charles Daniel and Cynthia Botelho 
(to be agreeable in all respects to them) for a footpath across 
their land from the East Falmouth School property to the 
shore of Green Pond; such path to be not more than 3 feet in 
width and to ke used only during school hours by elementary

To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or appropriate from available funds a sum of 
money for the purpose of purchasing a new Aerial Ladder 
Truck to replace the 1948 Ladder Truck stationed at Head- 
quarters Station, said money to be raised by tax levy or 
other available sources or by issuance of notes or bonds of 
the Town in legal form therefor; or do or take any other 
action in this matter. 

On Request of the Chief of the Falmouth Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Voted, that the Town does transfer from the stabilization 
fund the sum of $65,000 to purchase a new aerial ladder

Report of Special Town Meeting 


HELD ON MARCH 4, 19%0 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
High School, Falmouth, Massachusetts, on March 4, 1970 at 
8:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: Chauncey 
L. Crocker, Herve C. Houde, and Walter T. Malley. 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mr. Vincent R. Martino was sworn as stenographer for 
the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 o’clock p.m. 
by the moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted with 191 
members announced as present and a quorum declared, the 
necessary number to constitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard S. Crowell, 
Rector of St. Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth. 


The time being 8:10 o’clock p.m., it was voted that the 
meeting recess until action on Articles 68 and 69 of the 
Annual Town Meeting of March 2, 1970 is completed and 
then to meet at the same place. 


THURSDAY EVENING, MARCH 5 


The meeting was reconvened and called to order at 8:02 
o’clock p.m. A count of the Town Meeting Members present 
Showed 212 present and a quorum declared, the necessary 
number to constitute a quorum being 130. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to take by 
eminent domain or purchase for a sewerage treatment plant, 
a parcel of land located in Woods Hole, containing approxi- 
mately eight and one-haif acres and bounded on the east by 
land formerly of the Penn Central Railroad, on the south 
and west by a portion of Fay Road, Oyster Pond Road and 
land remaining of the Marine Biological Laboratories and 
on the north by land remaining of the Marine Biological 
Laboratories. Said land is part of Lot D as shown on Land 
Court Plan 6698A and is the same as shown on Sheet 8 
“Report on Proposed Sewerage System for the Town of Fal- 
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mouth, Massachusetts” by Whitman and Howard, Inc., Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts and dated December 1969, or take any 
other action in this matter.

Voted, that Article 1 is referred to the next Town meet- 
ing.

To see if the Town will vote to purchase, 
for conservation purposes, a certain parcel of land in Hatch- 
ville, consisting of approximately eight acres adjoining the 
present town right of way to Coonamessett Pond, owned by 
Donald R. Hatch; and to raise and appropriate or appro- 
priate from available funds a sum of money for said purpose, 
or to take any other action in said matter. 

On request of the Conservation commission. 


Voted, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum 
of $16,500 for the purchase for Conservation purposes of a 
parcel of land in Hatchville owned by Donald R. Hatch, con- 
sisting of approximately eight acres of woodland with 575 
feet of frontage on Coonamessett Pond; said purchase to be 
made by the Board of Selectmen, and said land to be placed 
under the supervision and control of the Conservation Com- 
mission; and in addition to transfer the sum of $16,500 from 
unappropriated available funds in the treasury to complete 
said purchase, the reimbursement in that amount from the 
Department of Natural Resources under the Self-Help Act 
as described in a letter from the Division of Conservation 
Services to be restored upon receipt to such unappropriated 
available funds in the treasury.

1 of Sec- 
tion 7 was adopted as part of a major rewriting and over- 
haul of the Zoning By-Law in 1948, at a time when apart- 
ment houses were permitted only in Business or Light Indus- 
trial Districts and the idea of having garden apartments and 
the like in the open countryside had never occurred to any 
one here. In 1964, when Section 4 was amended to include 
apartments (para. 3-a) subject to certain space, and other, 
requirements, a possible conflict with Section 7, para. 1 was 
overlooked; had it not been, presumably the amendment now 
proposed would have been included in the articles then voted 
(Art. 40, 1964 An.

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Report of the Special Town Meeting 


HELD ON OCTOBER 14, 1970 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts, 
met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School on 
October 14, 1970 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles 
contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 
The officer in attendance was Elmer F.. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as the stenographer for 
the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:15 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted, with 
183 members announced as present and a quorum declared, 
the necessary number to constitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Joel R. Yoss of the 
Christ Lutheran Church, Falmouth. 

The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the War- 
rant would be called and the substance of each Article would 
be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call as 
to those Articles in which there were no controversies or 
debate, or information desired, there would be one vote of- 
fered which would adopt the recommendations of the Fi- 
nance Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommen- 
dations of the Planning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the 
same as shown in the printed report of the Finance Com- 
mittee, a copy of which was in the possession of every Town 
Meeting Member. 

The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting 
Member desiring to have any Article debated or subject to 
inquiry or explanation, it would be marked for further con- 
sideration by having the Town Meeting Member call out the 
word “hold” when such Article was called. 

The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles 
not marked “hold”, the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
would give notice of reconsideration so that the action on 
these Articles could be reconsidered later by a motion to 
reconsider. 
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The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their 
order in the Warrant, and stated the substance of each Art- 
icle and the recommendation of the Finance Committee 
and/or the Planning Board. 


The Articles numbered 1, 2, 3, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 20 and 
22 were requested by Town Meeting Members as “hold” and 
were held for further reconsideration. 


The other Articles numbered 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 15, 16, 17, 18, 
19, and 21 were thereupon passed by the following vote ap- 
plicable to all such Articles: On all Articles in the Warrant, 
except those ordered “hold’, the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee and in cases of Zoning Articles, the re- 
commendation of tthe Planning Board is hereby adopted as 
the action of this Town Meeting. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave 
notice under the By-Law having to do with reconsideration 
of Articles that he would reconsider any and all Articles 
passed under the foregoing vote. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will authorize the School 
Building Needs Committee to develop final plans increasing 
the Physical Education facilities to allow a full daily program 
of Physical Education for all pupils and to expend the money 
appropriated at the annual town meeting for this purpose, 
or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the School Building Needs Committee. 


Voted, that Article 1 is indefinitely postponed. 
The motion prevailed. 


Upon a motion duly made, it was voted at 10:50 o’clock 
p.m. to continue this meeting after 11:00 o’clock p.m. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will authorize the School 
Building Needs Committee to proceed with final plans for a 
new High School providing the minimal Physical Education 
program, and to expend the money appropriated at the an- 
nual town meeting for this purpose, or do or take any other 
action in this matter. 

'On request of the School Building Needs Committee. 

Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 2 as printed. 


By a counted vote, 120 voted in favor and 67 voted 
against, the motion prevailed. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the School 
Building Needs Committee to include in the plans for a new 
High School a swimming pool for water safety in place of two 
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of the Physical Education teaching stations authorized in 
either Article one or two above. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the School Building Needs Committee. 


Voted, that Article 3 is indefinitely postponed. 
The motion prevailed. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to create a Coun- 
cil on Aging and to adopt the following by-law in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 40 Section 8B of the General 
Laws: 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a 
Council on Aging for the purpose of co-ordinating or carrying 
out programs designed to meet the problems of the aging in 
co-operation with programs of the Commission on Aging es- 
tablished under Chapter 6, Section 73 of the General Laws. 


Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint the 
Council on Aging consisting of seven (7) members. Upon ac- 
ceptance of this by-law, The Board shall appoint three (3) 
members for three (3) years, two (2) members for two (2) 
years and two (2) members for one (1) year. Thereafter 
each member shall be appointed for a three (3) year term. 
Members can be re-appointed for concurrent terms. The 
members of the Council shall serve without pay. 


Section 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the mem- 
bership of the Council, by reason of death, resignation, in- 
ability to act or for any other reason, the vacancy shall be 
filed by appointment by the Selectmen for the remainder of 
the term. 


Section 4. The Council on Aging at its first annual 
meeting and thereafter, annually in April of each year, shall 
elect from its membership a President, lst Vice President, 
2nd Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. Each officer 
Shall hold office until the next annual election. In the event 
a vacanacy occurs in any of the offices above, the Council 
shall hold a special meeting for the purpose of electing one 
of its members to fill such vacancy. 


Section 5. The Council shall prepare and submit an an- 
nual report of its activities to the Town and shall send a 
copy thereof to the Commission on Aging. 


Section 6. The Council may appoint such clerks and 
other employees as it may require. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 4 with the ad- 
dition of two amendments. First, to strike out Section 6. 
Second, to add the following statement: “Any subsequent 
amendments to this general law which impose financial obli- 
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gations on the Town of Falmouth shall require approval by 
the next Town Meeting of Falmouth.” 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the use of the Council on 
Aging. Recommended $250.00, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does transfer from the Excess and 
Deficiency Account the sum of $100.00 for the purposes of 
Article 5 as printed. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 6. To see if the Moderator will appoint a com- 
mittee whose purpose shall be: 

1. Tosupport the present status of Otis AFB as a military 
installation. 

2. To study alternative uses of the base other than as a 
commercial jet port in the event the base is closed as 
a military installation. 

3. To work with other such concerned groups in Falmouth 
and neighboring communities. 

4. To keep the town informed as to its activities. 

The Committee to consist of one member of the Board 
of Selectmen, as chairman, a member representing the Plan- 
ning Board and at least three (3) members at large. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 6 as printed and 
transfer the sum of $100.00 from the Excess and Deficiency 
Account for the use of said committee. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Sec- 
tions 1, 2, 3 of Chapter 139 of the General Laws, pertaining 
to dangerous and dilapidated houses, or do or take any other 
action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 7 as printed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from available funds a sum of money to be added to the 
present appropriation to pay the expenses of special police 
and call firemen, injured in the line of duty, or do or take 
any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 
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Voted, that the Town does transfer from the Police De- 
partment Budget, Salaries and Wages, the sum of $3,908.41 
to pay the expenses of special police and call firemen in- 
jured in the line of duty. 

Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from available funds the sum of $10,000.00 to be added to the 
budget for Overall Town Insurance, or do or take any other 
action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Town does transfer the sum of $10,000.00 
from the Police Department Budget, Salaries and Wages, to 
the budget for Overall Town Insurance. 

Passed by a unanimous vote. 


The time being 11:05 o’clock p.m. it was voted that the 
meeting is adjourned until the following evening, Thursday, 
October 15, 1970 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. at the same place. 


TUESDAY EVENING, OCTOBER 15 


The meeting was called to order at 7:25 o’clock p.m. A 
count of the Town Meeting Members present showed 143 
present and a quorum was declared, the necessary number 
to constitute a quorum being 130. 

The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard S. Crowell, 
Rector of the St. Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth. 

Town Meeting Member Bostwick H. Ketchum made a 
motion to extend thanks to the School Building Needs Com- 
mittee for their excellent work in planning the New High 
School. 

The motion was accepted with much applause from the 
meeting. 

The Moderator, George L. Moses, announced the appoint- 
ment of Richard H. Bennett to the Disposal Area Committee 
to take the place of Robert M. Heath who has resigned. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate or appropriate from available funds, or by the is- 
suance of notes or bonds of the Town under the provision 
of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, and Chapter 645 of the 
Acts of 1948 as amended, the sum of money to cover the cost 
of the following:

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to construct a complete sewerage system including treatment 
plant, pumping station and force mains, gravity sewers with

By a counted vote, 114 voted in favor and 38 voted 
against, the motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds 
vote, a quorum being present. 


Voted, that the sum of $7,700,000 be and hereby is ap- 
propriated for the purpose of constructing a sewerage system 
including sewage treatment plant, pumping station and force 
mains, gravity sewers with marine outfall located in approx- 
imately 90 feet of water approximately 0.375 miles south of 
Nobska Point (700 yards, more or less, approximately 130° T 
from Nobska Lighthouse) generally in accordance with Phase 
1 as outlined and described in the “Report on Proposed Sew- 
erage System for the Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts” and 
plans and specifications as submitted by Whitman and How- 
ard, Engineers and Architects, 89 Broad Street, Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts, dated December 1968; that to meet such appro- 
priation, $154,000 be transferred from E and D when avail- 
able and the Town Treasurer with the approval of the Select- 
men be hereby authorized to borrow the sum of $7,546,000.00 
at one time or from time to time under and pursuant to 
General Laws, Chapter forty-four, Section eight, clause fif- 
teen and any other enabling authority and to issue bonds or 
notes of the Town therefor, each issue of such bonds or notes 
to be payable in not more than thirty years from its date, 
provided that the aggregate amount of such bonds or notes 
shall be reduced by the amount of any grant or grants of

By a counted vote, 128 voted in favor and 8 voted against, 
the motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds vote, a 
quorum being. present. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from available funds, or by the issuance of notes or bonds of 
the Town under the provision of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws, and Chapter 645 of the Acts of 1948 as amended, the 
sum of $10,060,000.00 for the purpose of the following: 


Engineering 
Legal and Administrative 
Construction 


to construct a complete sewerage system including treatment 
plant, pumping stations and force mains, gravity sewers, and 
filter beds located near Hayway Road in accordance with the 
limits of Phase I as outlined and described in the “Report on 
Proposed Sewerage System for the Town of Falmouth, Mas- 
sachusetts’”’, dated December 1968, and the “Supplement To” 
the above mentioned report dated July 1970. Plans and Speci- 
fications as submitted by Whitman & Howard, Inc., Engineers 
and Architects, 89 Broad Street, Boston, Massachusetts. 


The sum requested includes $1,300,000.00 for a nitrate re- 
moving tertiary treatment system as a final treatment to the 
sewerage prior to the effluent being recharged into the 
ground; and that the Board of Selectmen and the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works be authorized to seek any necessary 
legislation to accomplish this purpose, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Board of Public Works. 


Voted, that Article 11 is indefinitely postponed. 
The motion prevailed. 


To see if the Town will vote to take by emi- 
nent domain or purchase for a sewerage treatment plant, a 
parcel of land located in Woods Hole containing approxi- 
mately eight and one-half acres and bounded on the east by 
land formerly of the Penn Central Railroad on the south and 
west by a portion of Fay Road, Oyster Pond Road and land 
remaining of the Marine Biological Laboratories and on the 
north by land remaining of the Marine Biological Labora- 
tories. Said land is part of Lot D as shown on Land Court 
Plan 6698A and is the same as shown on Sheet 8 “Report on 
Proposed Sewerage System for the Town of Falmouth, Mas- 
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sachusetts” by Whitman & Howard, Inc., Boston, Massachu- 
setts and dated December 1969, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Board of Public Works.

To see if the Town will vote to take by emi- 
nent domain or purchase for a sewerage treatment plant, in- 
cluding filter beds, two parcels of land located in Falmouth 
and containing in aggregate approximately 97 acres and de- 
scribed as follows:

various courses, a distance of approximately 3052.20 feet.

2. Strike out entirely the existing paragraphs 3, 4 and 5 
of Section 14-A, and substitute therefor the following new 
paragraphs: 

“3. No dwelling other than single family detached houses 
shall be permitted within the perimeter of a cluster 
development.” 

“4. The number of dwelling lots permitted within the 
perimeter (total area) of a cluster development shall 
be determined on the following basis in relation to the 
normal minimum lot size required in the district in 
which the cluster development is located as set forth 
in Schedule A of Section 14. 

20,000 sq. ft. district—2 per acre 

40,000 sq. ft. district—1 per acre 

80,000 sq. ft. district—1 per two acres 

Fractions of an acre shall not be counted, and shall 
become part of the community open space provided 
herein below.” 

“5. There shall be no established minimum lot area except 
such as may be required by the Board of Health for 
sanitary reasons, however, no lot shall have an average 
width or depth of less than seventy-five (75) feet, ex- 
cept that, if any lot shall include or be bounded by 
wetlands, as referred to herein above, the lot boundary 
farthest from such wetlands shall be at no point closer 
than 100 feet from the edge of said wetlands.” 

3. Strike out entirely the existing paragraph 7 of Sec. 14-A, 

and substitute therefore the following revised paragraph: 

“7, All the remaining land within the cluster development, 
not contained in the lots or within the road rights-of- 
way, shall be contiguous, or if not contiguous, in par- 
cels of not less than one acre each in area. The total 
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area of such open space shall not be less than one acre 
for each ten dwelling lots within the development. Not 
more than 10% of such open space shall be wetlands, 
as referred to herein above.” or do or take any other 
action in this matter. 

Petition of the Planning Board. 


Planning Board submitted an official report of its recom- 
mendation to the meeting and said report was read by those 
assembled. The recommendation was that Article 14 be 
adopted with the following amendment: 


Strike out the text of the proposed new paragraph 5 of 
Sec. 14-A as it now appears in part 2 of Article 14 printed 
above, and substitute therefor the following revised text: 

“5. The minimum lot area permitted shall be 10,000 square 
feet, except where a greater area may be required by 
the Board of Health for sanitary reasons, and no lot 
Shall have a minimum average width or depth of less 
than seventy-five (75) feet, except that, if any lot shall 
include, or be bounded by wetlands, as referred to 
herein above, the lot boundary farthest from such wet- 
lands shall be at no point closer than 100 feet from the 
edge of such wetlands.” for the following reason: 


In the Enterprise of 9 Oct., the Board’s recommendation 
was for adoption of this article as printed. On 13 Oct., the 
Board reconsidered its earlier recommendation and now 
offers the amended version above. The existing minimum 
lot size under cluster zoning is 15,000 sq. ft. (more in an ‘‘A” 
or “AA” district); the Boards initial proposal was to require 
no specified minimum lot size, although the width-depth 
requirements effectively established a minimum lot size of 
5625 sq. ft. This really quite small possible lot seems to have 
been the only real point of objection to Article 14 raised at 
recent hearings. In the interest of making the cluster zoning 
provisions more flexible, while further protecting wetlands 
and making possible more open space within a cluster de- 
velopment, the Board is agreeable to pegging the minimum 
lot size at 10,000 sq. ft., which is about halfway between the 
present 15,000 and the earlier suggested 5,625 sq. ft. The 
planning consultants are in agreement with this decision. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by 
changing parts of Section 14-A, thereof (Cluster Zoning) as 
follows as amended: 

1. To paragraph 1 of Sect. 14-A, add the following sent- 
ence: 

“Not more than ten per cent (10%) of the total area 

within the perimeter of the tract shall be wetlands, as 
described in Sect. 36 of this by-law.” 
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2. Strike out entirely the existing paragraphs 3, 4 and 5 
of Section 14-A, and substitute therefor the following 
new paragraphs: 


“3. No dwelling other than single family detached houses 
shall be permitted within the perimeter of a cluster 
development.” 


“4. The number of dwelling lots permitted within the per- 
imeter (total area) of a cluster development shall be 
determined on the following basis in relation to the 
normal minimum lot size required in the district in 
which the cluster development is located as set forth 
in Schedule A of Section 14. 

20,000 sq. ft. district—2 per acre 

40,000 sq. ft. district—1 per acre 

80,000 sq. ft. district—1 per two acres 
Fractions of an acre shall not be counted, and shall 
become part of the community open space provided 
herein below.” 


“5. The minimum lot area permitted shall be 10,000 square 
feet, except where a greater area may be required by 
the Board of Health for sanitary reasons, and no lot 
shall have a minimum average width or depth of less 
than seventy-five (75) feet, except that, if any lot shall 
include, or be bounded by wetlands, as referred to here- 
in above, the lot boundary farthest from such wetlands:

The Board of Selectmen herewith submits its report for 
the year ending December 31, 1970. 


The audit by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, cov- 
ering approximately three years, was completed and every- 
thing was found to be in order. Their written report has not 
been received, and will be published in a later Town Report. 


A number of Special Town Meetings were held during 
the year, mainly for the purpose of dealing with the school 
and sewer problems. 


The usual summer problems were somewhat less this 
year due to the strict enforcement, and continual alertness 
of the police department. 


The traffic congestion in Woods Hole, while a serious 
problem, was kept under reasonable control with the help of 
the Steamship Authority and the Institutions in Woods Hole. 


The financial situation in Falmouth is becoming a serious 
problem, as it is everywhere else in the country. Collective 
Bargaining, the rapidly increasing school budgets, and the 
dwindling State reimbursements are all taking their toll, and 
the burden is falling heavily on the real estate taxpayers. 
Unless the State and Federal governments take steps to help 
the local taxpayer this problem will become more acute in 
the future. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank all 
departments and committees for their excellent support 
throughout the year.

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Report of the 
Barnstable County Health Department 


Barnstable County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


I am pleased to submit this annual report of the Barn- 
Stable County Health Department for the year 1970. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Health has re- 
introduced two bills for action in the 1971 legislative session. 
House Bill 207; “An act requiring local official health agen- 
cies to ensure basic health services to all persons within their 
jurisdiction and promoting the formation of areawide local 
official health agencies.” House Bill 208; “An act relating to 
the reimbursement of local official health agencies for basic 
health services.” These are essentially the same as last year. 


The major focus is defining and establishing basic health 
services and ensurance of the availability and accessibility of 
these services to all persons. We recommend a study of these 
two bills which are important to all boards of health and 
the citizens of The Commonwealth. 


The continued population growth of Barnstable County 
continues to increase the need and demand for all health 
services. The professional staff work load has been carefully 
evaluated and we shall make recommendations for employ- 
ing more assistant staff workers, particularly, in the field of 
environmental health. 


Dental Health 


Dental Health Education continued to be the program 
emphasis with consultation to school and community pro- 
grams. Direct services such as topical fluoride and screening 
programs were limited to pre-school children and head start 
programs. The County Health Department continued partici- 
pation in the dental research project with the Barnstable 
School System, Forsyth Dental Center and Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health to study the fluoride content of 
children’s teeth in a non-fluoride area. 
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Dental caries continues to be a top priority public health 
problem and prevention is a basic health need. We have a 
preventive measure, Fluoridation, which will dramatically re- 
duce both dental decay and dental bill — all that is needed 
is positive community action by parents and public officials. 


Environmental Sanitation 


Never before has the public been so aware and concerned 
about the environment. There has been a decided increase 
in requests for consultation in all phases of board of health 
functions, and particularly in the areas of land use, disposal 
of sewage and solid wastes, and the protection of air and 
water resources. Several laws are now in effect to safeguard 
these resources and more studies and regulations can be 
expected. 


The routine surveillance program is influenced by the 
continued steady growth in county-wide service programs 
such as: licensing of 28 day care centers for pre-school chil- 
dren, the inspections of food service establishments, swim- 
ming pools, recreational camps and family tent sites, and 
epidemological field surveys. 


Social Service 

The Medical Social Worker has continued to work closely 
with all members of the staff of the County Health Depart- 
ment. Emphasis has been placed on interpretation to the 
community of the role of the Medical Social Worker on the 
Public Health Team. Consultation has been given to com- 
munity and school nurses, local physicians, Boards of Health, 
Hospital and Nursing Home personnel and public and private 
agencies. Over 175 families in Barnstable County have been 
served with many referrals being made to local agencies. 
Fifty-five home calls were made, with every town on the Cape 
visited. Through the cooperative efforts of the Social Work- 
er, the State Department of Education, and the Nauset Re- 
gional School Committee, the first pre-school Nursery for 
Deaf Children between the ages of 214 to 5 years has opened 
its doors at the old Job Corp Center in Wellfleet with 5 chil- 
dren registered. Along with the Director of Nursing at the 
County Health Department the Medical Social Worker has 
been serving the handicapped children of the county as act- 
ing Public Health Social Worker at the Hyannis Crippled 
Children’s Clinic. Active participation in many community 
organizations has brought about increasing opportunity to 
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learn more about community problems as they appear in 
various areas on the Cape, and it is hoped that better coordi- 
nation of services to meet these problems may be developed. 


Nursing Service 


The scope of services provided by the nursing director 


and assistant director continues to expand, to the point 
where priorities of need have to be determined.

Orientation and much assistance for the first two years 
of employment are given to nurses newly employed in 
town and in public and private schools. The custom con- 
tinues to be that several part-time or full-time nurses 
are hired, rather than regionalization or extension of 
service by a qualified experienced nurse. There are now 
57 public health nurses working in the county, an in- 
crease of 72% in the past six years. 


Consultation to nursing organizations has increased. 
The Falmouth Nursing Association is involved in analy- 
sis of the services to school and hospital, the Visiting 
Nurse Association of Central Cape Cod is expanding its 
in-service education programs and extending service, the 
School Nurses Association is exploring personnel policies 
and role functions, the professional advisory committees 
for Home Health Agencies are beginning to develop pro- 
cedures for the evaluation of their services, the Nursing 
Service Directors Committee is looking at its responsi- 
bility as a spokesman in comprehensive health planning. 


The number of Headstart services and other new day 
care centers has increased; much time has been devoted 
to repetition of desired practices of operation, to imple- 
mentation of rules and regulations as required by state 
law, to the arrangements for periodic evaluation meet- 
ings. There has been extension and improvement of the 
management of services at the lower Cape Chest Clinic 
and in services for Handicapped Children. The func- 
tion of a public health nurse in a clinic setting is being 
explored with the intention of providing more related 
health education and supportive assistance to families 
at the clinics and in making more meaningful referrals 
to public health nurses for continued care at home. 


. Provision of in-service education programs for public 


health nurses has been changing. Agencies and hos- 
pitals are employing more supervisors and educational 
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directors to carry out this function. Our role has been to 
advise and coordinate, and to provide those programs 
which would have interest to the majority and which 
are based on documented need. We are continuing with 
the aim of strengthening maternal and child health 
services. When appropriate we indicate our current fo- 
cus to other agencies which provide programs for groups 
of nurses. The sharing of library and audio-visual ma- 
terials by the Cape Cod Community College and the hos- 
pitals and agencies will increase the resources avail- 
able to public health nurses. 


V. After reveiwing plans proposed for this past year, we 
find that many are on-going and will continue to be car- 
ried on. The one which has been difficult to develop is 
the basic one of studying the “effectiveness of super- 
vision” as offered to nurses in Home Health Agencies and 
schools. More thought as to the implementation of this 
goal will be needed.

Despite bad weather the last ten days of the season, 
receipts show a substantial increase. 


During the night of March 27, the Surf Drive Bathhouse 
was severly damaged by fire of incendiary nature. A good 
job by the Fire Department really saved the town a real 
severe loss. This building has been repaired and improved 
to a large extent. 


The Beach Committee has been in contact with the in- 
surance agent for the town, but there has not been a settle- 
ment of this claim. A recommendation of our insurance agent 
is on file. This recommendation is that this matter be re- 
ferred to Town Council for reference proceedings. 


Damage to our Stake body truck in an accident in which 
the town was not to blame; cost of repair was borne by the 
town due to lack of insurance coverage by the person liable 
for the damage. 


The purchase of an extra truck for beach trash runs is 
a decided asset. Two trash runs daily kept our beaches clean 
and sanitary. 
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Swimming classes were conducted daily, weather permit- 
ting. Classes were well attended and large classes were held 
for all classes of instruction. The enrollment for all beaches 
was 1,986 for July and August. Classes were offered for Junior 
and Senior Life Saving. 


The life saving classes have been a valuable training for 
future life guards in our selection of the top prospects. The 
girl life saving instructors did a creditable job and filled in 
capably at the end of the season when openings occurred. 


Two swimming meets were held at the Great Harbor 
pool. Large crowds attended the meets and the contestants 
showed great enthusiasm and the competition was excellent. 
The Menauhant Beach team won both meets but the final 
meet was closely contested. Ribbons were awarded the win- 
ners of the various races. 


Courses for instructor certificates were conducted weekly 
at Surf Drive. More than two-thirds of the staff are certified 
instructors. } 


The new type of resuscitator has proven more efficient 
than the older type and we recommend the purchase of six 
of the same for rescue work. The surf boards, torpedoes, and 
boats are in good condition for patrolling beach areas. 


Concessions at Surf Drive and Old Silver Beach were well 
administered and maintained. 


The Old Silver Bathhouse needs interior and exterior 
painting and repairs. The jetties at Old Silver Beach are in 
dire need of extension. The loss of beach area is growing each 
year. 


Parking lot space is a growing problem. All parking lots 
are a decided problem on weekends in all areas except the 
Surf Drive and Mill Road area. 


Improvement in night patrol of the use of beach barrels 
by the public would eliminate household garbage deposits on 
our beaches and assist in cleaner beaches. 


- Record crowds patronized all our beaches and the ma- 
jority of people were orderly and cooperative and observed 
the beach regulations. 
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May we express sincere thanks to the staff for a job well 
done and to the police; to the DPW and Mr. Ellis for his 
excellent cooperation and help when needed. Also for any 
cooperation from former members of the Beach Committee.

Beach Committee 
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Report of the Disposal Area Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Disposal Committee met a total of 8 times during 
the year 1970. The well-documented minutes of these meet- 
ings are on file at the Town Information-Clerical Center or 
are available from the Secretary, Paul F. Marini. 


Article 21 in the warrant at the 1970 Annual Town Meet- 
ing, to take a parcel of land adjacent to the Town Disposal 
Area was postponed to the 1971 Annual Town Meeting. Mr. 
Richard Breivogel, the owner, asked for the postponement 
to allow him time to excavate the gravel. 


Money was provided in the Health Department budget to 
reshingle the roof of the maintenance shed, install a new 
personnel door, and paint the building; this work was com- 
pleted this past summer. A new chain-link gate was installed 
and the contractor reimbursed for electric lights installed 
at the Disposal Area. 


A meeting was held with Chief of Police John L. Ferreira. 
His help was requested in enforcing the law which requires 
the covering of loaded trucks, to prevent litter falling over 
town streets on the way to the Disposal Area. 


Dates on the excavating contract with Mr. Paul Larusso 
were all advanced by the Board of Selectmen, as follows: 


Phase I —One-fourth to be completed by June 1, 1970. 
One-half to be completed by August, 1970. 
Entire section to be completed by Jan. 1, 1971. 


Phase II —North of undeveloped road to be completed 
by August, 1972. 


Phase III—Completed by December, 1973. 


Extensions to all phases may be granted by mutual agree- 
ment. An initial payment of $12,500 should be due the town 
by April 1, 1971. 
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A visit by the Committee was made to the Disposal Area 
in June with Mr. Manuel Couto, the disposal contractor; Mr. 
Albert Lawrence, the disposal pick-up contractor; and Mr. 
Paul Larusso, the excavating contractor. 


Dumping in the first open area of Phase I began in June. 
Some problems were encountered due to the steepness on 
the high bank and the soft sand used as cover. 


The Committee began halfway through 1970 to take a 
hard look at the future plans for the Disposal Area. It is 
estimated that each person contributes 4 to 5 pounds of trash 
per day. The Committee has been astounded at how fast 
Phase I is filling up. Concern over proper compacting by 
the operator has been an issue at every meeting. During the 
summer, it became evident that the Health Agent could not 
visit the Disposal Area more than once each week. The Com- 
mittee is concerned that since the town is spending $120,000.00 
each year to pick up and dispose of trash, more supervision 
and management should be evident on a daily basis. It is 
imperative that more thought be given to the complete long 
range plans of the Disposal Area and implementation of these 
plans. Mr. Philip Holmes, a professional engineer, was asked 
to consider the position as Clerk of the Works. After review- 
ing the situation at the Disposal Area, he declined. 


At the request of the Committee, three engineers sub- 
mitted proposals to prepare plans and make recommenda- 
tions on the operation at the area. Joseph Westell of Fall 
River, Louis J. Vassalotti of North Falmouth, and Edgar R. 
Faelton of Yarmouth Port all submitted formal proposals. 
These proposals, along with much literature on solid waste 
land fill disposal are being reviewed. Long range plans in- 
clude a wood chipper to reduce wood and lumber to a usable 
product. The adoption of new regulations for the control of 
air pollution, Section 142D of Chapter 111, requires the elimi- 
nation of burning. In August 1970, the government signed 
into law Chapter 839, which further regulates the assignment 
of sites and operation of refuse disposal facilities. It is ex- 
pected in the early months of 1971 that new regulations will 
be available which will define the type of design and operat- 
ing procedures for a sanitary landfill. It will be mandatory 
for the town to comply with these regulations. Application 
was made to Mr. Hasting Keith’s office concerning federal 
funds to help support the town in planning to build a true 
Sanitary land fill operation. 
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In September, 1970 the Committee suggested that the 
very nature of all the work being performed at the Disposal 
Area could be better coordinated by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. A meeting was held with the D.P.W. Commissioners 
to discuss the possibility. An article was submitted for con- 
sideration by the Special Town Meeting of January 1971, to 
transfer the operation of the Disposal Area from the Board 
of Selectmen to the D.P.W., the D.P.W. to assume the con- 
tracts now in effect. The Town Meeting has, at this writing, 
unanimously approved the article. The Committee is confi- 
dent that the D.P.W. Commissioners, along with the D.P.W. 
Director, will give impetus and incentive, as well as engi- 
neering help, in preparing plans and specifications for a 
complete engineering plan. 


In December, the Committee requested that the Appeals 
Board give favorable consideration to a request to allow John 
Fish to continue operation of a processing plant. This plant, 
leased by Mr. Larusso, is considered necessary to allow Hyan- 
nis Sand and Gravel to continue to excavate the Disposal 
Area to its full capacity. He has approximately two years 
remaining in his contract. 


An article has been submitted for the 1971 Annual Town 
Meeting in March to appropriate $12,500.00, which is the 
initial payment from the Hyannis Sand and Gravel Co. This 
money, if approved, can be used in part to contract one of 
the engineers to coordinate the program and design a dis- 
posal area under the new regulations set down by the State. 


The Committee wishes to publicly thank the Board of 
Selectmen; Department of Public Works Commissioners; 
Nathan S. Ellis, III, Director of D.P.W.; Roland Scannell, 
Health Agent; Leonard Costa, Health Agent; Philip Holmes, 
Manuel Couto, Albert Lawrence, Paul Larusso, the Finance 
Committee and Town Meeting for their continued support.

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Report of the Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1970. 


A total of 17,575 miles were patrolled by me in both boat 
and car. I logged 17 first offense violators while examining 
permit holders and their catches. The violators returned their 
catches to the shellfishing grounds under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 
1,887 Family, resident 
166 Family, non-resident 
150 Commercial 
303. Family, resident over sixty-five 


2,006 Total 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplanting 


From April 27, 1970 through May 27, 1970, a total of 595 
bushels of contaminated quahaugs were dug out of Falmouth 
Harbor and Eel Pond, Woods Hole, and transplanted into the 
clean waters of Green Pond, East Falmouth. It is our policy 
to keep a transplanted bed closed for two years in hopes of 
establishing a natural bed of quahaugs from these trans- 
plants. 


Project No. 2 Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish survey report for 1970 has been completed. 
The following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by 
known source:

Project No. 3 Oyster Program 

One hundred and thirteen bushels of parent and seed 
stock oysters were transplanted into Falmouth waters for 
propagation. One hundred and fifty thousand seed oysters 
c. virginica, size 5 mm., were purchased from a Stratford, 
Connecticut laboratory and placed on a special raft in the 
waters of Fresh Pond in West Falmouth. This project is 
progressing slowly. 


Project No. 4 Pollution 

Quissett Harbor was closed to the taking of all shellfish 
on Wednesday, December 2, 1970. This emergency closure was 
due to mercury found in the shellfish and sediment in excess 
of Federal standards. This action was taken by me after con- 
sultation with the officials of the Massachusetts Departments 
of Public Health and Natural Resources. I reported to the 
state officials that I felt a source of contamination was some 
anti-fouling bottom paints for boats. In checking, I found 
that some anti-fouling bottom paint contained 14.5% mer- 
curic oxide and 13.6% mercury as a metal. Because these 
amounts of mercury are present in a gallon of bottom paint, 
I feel that I am justified in stating that the source of mercury 
pollution in Falmouth waters is from anti-fouling bottom 
boat paint. Time will tell. 


Project No. 5 Aid for Alewives 


It gives me great pleasure to report to the Town that 
Coonamessett River project is working out fine. I requested 
the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries to stock 
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Coonamessett Pond with herring and they complied with my 
request, for which Iam thankful. Herring coming in from our 
ocean coastal waters made the journey up the river and 
stream, over the flumes and into the pond spawning grounds 
where the wonderful cycle and mystery of the reproduction of 
the species took place. I witnessed large schools of young her- 
ring making their descent from the breeding grounds to the 
ocean. The approximate length of the young alewives were 
from 2 inches to 34% inches when the migratory run took 
place this fall. 


Project No. 6 Our Salt Marsh 


I have been working with Bill Fitzpatrick of the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Marine Fisheries in reviewing the appli- 
cations for dredge and fill projects. This is an on the spot 
check of all applications. We feel that this works out well for 
both the town and state. 


Project No. 7 West Falmouth Oil Spill 


On September 15, 1969, the barge Florida went aground 
off West Falmouth Harbor in Buzzards Bay. This resulted in 
a spillage of 174,000 gallons of No. 2 diesel oil from the barge. 
The immediate shellfish losses are as follows: 


A. In Wild Harbor River, 769 bushels of soft shell 
clams were dead with a value of $9,228. The amount of 
seed clams lost was 1,135 bushels with a value of $17,025. 
One hundred and ten bushels of seed and parent stock 
oysters were transplanted into Wild Harbor River and all 
died with a value of $1,320. 


B. In West Falmouth Harbor, 42 bushels of scallop 
seed washed ashore and was a total loss. It is very hard 
to place a value on seed, but we say it is valued at $15 per 
bushel, which would put the loss at $630. The estimated 
adult bay scallop population was 6,901 bushels with a total 
value of $82,812. The state public health department la- 
bled these scallops as unfit for food purposes and possibly 
dangerous to public health due to oil pollution, thus the 
crop was not harvested and died a natural death. The 
estimated seed scallop crop amounted to 9,545 bushels. 
I feel that 70% of this crop has perished due to oil, winter 
kill and starfish. The potential value of this wonderful 
scallop crop at $15 per bushel would be $143,175 if all were 
to live. I feel now that there are only 2,864 bushels of 
adult scallops to be harvested. If it could be harvested 
at $12 per bushel, the scallop crop would be worth $34,368. 
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As you can see, the Town of Falmouth suffered a great 
loss not only in dollars and cents, but our recreational privi- 
lege of shellfishing was taken away from us. The aesthetic 
and personal values were tarnished with the stench of death 
and oil fouled the air. 


In September 1970, the Assistant Attorney General, Mr. 
Hal Brown of the criminal division, and Mr. Donald Corey of 
the Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution Control re- 
quested me to testify at the Barnstable District Court on be- 
half of the Commonwealth against the tug owner and opera- 
tor. I was pleased to cooperate. The trial resulted in the tug 
owner and operator being found guilty of discharging oil into 
our coastal waters and was fined a total of $1,100 and received 
a suspended sentence of one year in the house of correction. 


Now that the criminal case was over and done with, I 
submitted my report on the oil spill to the Falmouth Board of 
Selectmen and requested the Town of Falmouth to start pro- 
ceedings against the oil company to recover damages and 
losses of the shellfisheries in the town. This suit was settled 
out of court and the Town of Falmouth accepted a $100,000 
settlement for shellfish damages. 


At this time I would like to make it known to our towns- 
people that before I transplant shellfish from polluted waters, 
these shellfish will be tested for harmful oil contents and 
mercury as well as bacteria. I have asked the Department of 
Natural Resources to help us clean up our waters. I also 
made the following three requests to some of the Natural 
Resource officials: 


1. Ban the use of mercury in anti-fouling bottom 
paints. 


2. Set a standard to determine a toxicity level of oil 
concentration in shellfish which would be safe for 
human consumption. 


3. Test for harmful oil and mercury contents which 
may be a hazard to humans before a town can 
transplant or sell to another town shellfish from 
polluted waters. 


Our 113 acre Quissett Harbor closure due to mercury in 
our Shellfish should be an eye opener to all of us. 
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In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, Dr. Max Blumer and his associates at WHOI, the 
various town departments, the shellfishmen, and the citizens 
of the Town of Falmouth for their cooperation during the 
past year.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


1970 marks the end of Mrs. Hazel C. Atwood’s admin- 
istration of the Falmouth libraries, and few individuals have 
had as much impact on an institution as she in her 12 years 
in Falmouth. 


Statistics suggest part of the change in 12 years. There 
were 4,600 card holders then in Falmouth. Today there are 
21,620. Circulation was then 46,611. In 1970, it was 204,680. 
Book collection was 15,009. December 31, 1970, total book 
collection is 51,972. 


Facilities also suggest part of the change in the 12 years. 
Falmouth’s main library has quadrupled in area. Half the 
increase was through renovation of the basement, the other 
half from the extensive addition in 1967. The North Fal- 
mouth Library was a tiny room ... the old North Falmouth 
Fire Station; now it is in a handsome quarters erected on 
the foundation of the old barracks building. East Falmouth 
had no library facility 12 years ago. Six years ago it was 
born in a room in the East Falmouth Elementary School. In 
its six years of existence, its circulation in 1970 approximates 
that of the main library 12 years ago. 


New resources indicate part of the change. Copying 
machine, microfilm, including all issues of the New York 
Times, all existing issues of the Falmouth Enterprise, and 41 
other periodicals. These and other resource materials have 
been largely supplied by funds from federal and State to — 
Falmouth Public Library as a sub-regional library for Cape 
Cod and the Islands. 


Hardest to measure is the ambience of the libraries. We 
feel they are warm and friendly as the town itself; we feel 
their resources are impressive and their staffs courteous, 
efficient, and professional. 


The important library problem facing the town now is the 


pressing need for space in East Falmouth. Plans will be pre- 
sented for the most economical building possible that is large 
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enough to cope with the growing needs of that community. 
Improved parking facilities for the main library are being 
planned to coordinate with the overall parking and land- 
scaping in the old police station area. 


We look forward to a long and fruitful association with 
Ann Haddad, our new Head Librarian, who is well prepared 
professionally and personally to continue to maintain and 
improve the administration of Falmouth libraries. 


We plan no library room to be named for Mrs. Atwood, 
no picture, no plaque in her honor. The living library honors 
her. This is as it should be. She leaves with the deep appre- 
ciation and affection of the town, her staff, and this board.

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Report of the Woods Hole Public Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Services and statistics are the usual substance of annual 
reports. The Woods Hole Library, like others, has its share 
of those to report, but we would also like to emphasize some 
of the special attention paid to the Library by members of 
the community. Our grateful thanks go to James Gifford for 
his year as President of the Trustees, to Mrs. Nathan Hirsch- 
feld for her many years of service as secretary of the Board 
and to our retired trustees Norman T. Allen, Robert Living- 
stone, and Carlyle Hayes for the varied ways each contributed 
to the Library’s well-being during their tenure. 


No library can be run on a Self-service basis and our 
continued and grateful thanks are extended to Mrs. Karl 
Schleicher, our librarian, to her assistant Mrs. Miriam Cald- 
well, and to Michael Schweidenback, who joined the staff 
during the summer. We note the passing of two former 
friends of the Library, Dr. Charles Packard and Miss Ruth 
Crowell, both of whom generously contributed their time and 
talents in years gone by and in whose memories the Libary 
was given donations of books and money. This past spring 
the energies of the Woods Hole Women’s Club were directed 
to a most appreciated cause — that of dusting shelves and 
books of the Library. 


Library visits were made by the children in the Woods 
Hole School as well as occasional book talks given in the 
classrooms by Mrs. Schleicher. The books of the Children’s 
School of Science continue to be housed in a special room 
where residents can make use of the collection year round. 


Two sales of old books netted the Library some extra 
dollars and shelf room. The new volumes added to the collec- 
tion totaled 470, bringing our total number of volumes to 
12,650. Volumes circulated this year amounted to 13,125. 


Three lectures were given under the auspices of the Li- 
brary during the year — a February film by Dr. and Mrs. 
Peter Laue drew a sizeable group of arm-chair travelers to 
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see and hear of their year long junket around the world. At 
the annual meeting in July, Col. Oliver Brown showed slides 
of Old Woods Hole that were nostalgic and entertaining for 
all those there. Our annual summer lecture was given in 
August by Mr. John Hay, Cape Cod author, naturalist, and 
poet, in the MBL Lillie auditorium. 


The librarian successfully experimented with a free serv- 
ice provided by the state whereby she selected a few hundred 
copies of books for summer use only in our library. These 
volumes, both juvenile and adult titles, were chosen from the 
book mobile stationed in Falmouth and were a great tem- 
porary addition to our collection at the time when our circu- 
lation is at its peak. 


We all look forward to another year of serving the Woods 
Hole community with interest and dedication.

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Report of the Dog Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as Dog Officer 
for the Town of Falmouth for the year 1970. 


Dogs picked up 362 
Dogs claimed by owners 241 
Dogs turned over to M.S.P.C.A. 121 
Dogs injured by Motor Vehicles 43 
Dogs destroyed 37 
Total complaints 1,618 
Miles patrolled 17,290 


This Officer has collected and turned in to the Town 
Treasurer all Pound fees imposed upon the owners of im- 
pounded dogs, which shows quite an increase over last year. 


I located and trapped 2 (two) packs of wild dogs in the 
Northern section of Town, these 2 packs contained a total of 
7 (seven) dogs. 


This department was hit by a series of breaks into the 
Pound which resulted in the loss of several dogs which were 
stolen and also resulted in much damage to the Kennels. 
This officer lost many hours of sleep for over a period of a 
week at a time trying to apprehend the culprits as this de- 
partment did not have the funds available to replace dam- 
aged parts to the Kennels. My thanks to the D.P.W. who 
came forward and very cleverly assisted me in repairing the 
damages. 


Again I was kept quite busy on dog bite cases of which 
gave the Health Department quite a headache trying to keep 
up with the quarantines. I can truthfully say, most of these 
bite cases involved out of Town or out of State dogs. 


I must admit right here and now that I never realized 
that there were so many dog owners that are ignorant to 
the faet of the License Law. I will make it a point to have

the Laws published next year along with the Restraining 
Law. 


The two-way Police Radio which was installed in my 
car this past year has been an invaluable piece of equipment 
saving many countless miles of travel and for better working 
conditions between myself and the Police Department. 


The annual Rabies Clinic which was held last Spring 
and is manditory by law was gratifying but not satisfying. 
Out of some 1,400 licensed dogs in Falmouth, at the most 
there were 500 vaccinated against Rabies. I do hope that the 
dog owners in Falmouth will wake up to the fact that some 
day in the future that this immunization will benefit them- 
selves. 


I would like to close this report with a few compliments 
that I have received from Dog Officers from Barnstable and 
Plymouth Counties, as to the manner in which this Depart- 
ment is operated and have asked for a page from my books, 
as to the cost of setting up of the Pound System we 
have here in Falmouth. These kinds of reports are very 
gratifying to this Officer who after three years of hard work 
is beginning to reap the rewards of his labors. 


Finally my thanks and appreciation to the Department 
of Public Works, the Falmouth Police Department, the Board 
of Health and others who helped out in the past year.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 02540 


Dear Sirs: 


A year of unspectacular events, culminated this, the 
twentieth anniversary of Falmouth’s Civil Defense. 


One of the Agency’s primary functions, that of being 
always alert, on continuous call, and forever assisting 
throughout the town whenever and wherever necessary, is 
constantly being carried out in an unassuming manner, as 
any other every-day operation of the community. 


Some 400 Lawrence High School students received Medi- 
cal Self Help instructions, given by members of the faculty, 
at the school facility. First Aid was taught municipal em- 
ployees, and was also given various Scout organizations at 
the CD Center basement in the Town Hall. 


N AWAS (Air Warning Capabilities) tests were conducted 
monthly in cooperation with the Police and Fire Departments. 
The instrument is sounded weekly. 


The Surplus Property Program netted the town — all 
departments $4,240.81 for a mere $530.50 expenditure. 


The CSP (Community Shelter Plan) was distributed to 
the public via the Cape Cod Standard times — as a supple- 
ment — covering the Mid and Upper Cape areas, on 3 October. 
This came about after many months of labor in conjunction 
with CD Sector and State headquarters. 


Work on this is continuing, in an attempt to define and 
distribute a plan covering Falmouth apart from the Mid and 
Upper Cape areas. Copies of the 3 October CSP supplement 
plan are available to any citizen at the CD Center, and the 
Building Department Office in Town Hall. 


A very successful Disaster Drill, for hospital accreditation 
was conducted on 6 October, originating at the Intermediate 
School, as a staged auto vs. school bus accident involving 


« 
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some half dozen drug addicted auto passengers and forty 
four students aboard the school bus. 


Participants included members of the Otis Air Force Base 
Disaster Control Team, who made-up the victims with real- 
istic simulated wounds and injuries. (The realism was un- 
expected at the hospital by the staff, and proved somewhat 
unnerving, during diagnosis and simulated treatment 
periods). 


The operation at the scene was coordinated by the CD 
Director, and included personnel and students from the Inter- 
mediate School, Girl and Sea Scout Units, members of Fal- 
mouth’s Hot Line, Fire and Police departments, members of 
the Auxiliary Police, the CD Radio and Transportation Units 
including the CD Mobile Communications van. 


Operations at the hospital were supervised by Dr. David 
Dewees, Gerald F. Flynn, Hospital Administrator, and Hos- 
pital Engineer Joseph Martyna. Simulated diagnosis, treat- 
ment, and placement of victims upon their arrival at the 
hospital, was done by all personnel called in through the 
hospital disaster alerting network. 


All casualties were moved from the accident scene to the 
hospital in about an hour, and the exercise lasted some three 
hours, with critiques following for officials and refreshments 
for the volunteers who assisted. 


I wish to take this medium to thank all the participants 
and especially the victims, for making this drill the success 
it was. Good Show. 


The CD Mobile Communications Van was dispatched 
Several times during the year, to assist at fires, drownings 
and other emergencies involving the fire and other depart- 
ments, in Falmouth, and including a few out of town calls, 
on mutual aid. 


Use of this vehicle and its equipment was also made at 
various times for other routine town functions of a non- 
emergency nature. 


As was Stated before, Civil Defense just goes on un- 
assumingly doing its daily tasks with little or no fanfare; so 
I allow myself at this time the privilege to publicly thank 
the allied units of Civil Defense — the Radio Units, the Com- 
munications Groups, the Auxiliary Police, and the many units 
and volunteers who always respond when called. 
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I also wish to thank the members of the Board of Select- 
men, the Department and Division Heads, all the town em- 
ployees and all the individuals who helped and contributed 
toward the Civil Defense effort.

The Falmouth Housing Authority organized on April 10, 
1970 for the ensuing year. 


Homes for the Elderly 


All apartments are occupied at both the Mayflower and 
Salt Sea and there are at present about 77 active applications 
on file. 


The Authority received approval to search for a site for 
a new 60 unit project in April 1968 and did purchase 7.3 acres 
of land bordering on Dillingham Avenue for the sum of 
$38,000.00. Approval had been received from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Community Affairs for the site and funds 
were made available in the form of Financial Assistance. 
These funds were invested pending construction. 


On June 15, 1970 ground was broken at the site as men- 
tioned, for the construction on 10 buildings with six units 
each to provide a living room, bed room, bath and kitchen. 
As of this date, December 31, 1970 this project is about 55% 
complete and should be completed one year from date of 
commencement. 
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When this project is completed there will be 114 units 
provided for the elderly of this Town. There are three re- 
quirements determining the eligibility for these units: 


1. Applicant must be 65 years or older. 


2. Applicant cannot have an annual income of 
over $2,500.00 for a single person, or $3,000.00 
for couple. 


3. Applicant must have a good health certificate 
from a doctor. 


The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received 
from the various Town Departments during the past year.

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Report of the Recreation Commission © 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the annual report of the Recreation 
Committee of the Town of Falmouth. 


The seven member Recreation Committee underwent the 
following changes this year: A. Harry Thomas was elected 
to a three year term replacing Mrs. John Farrell who chose 
not to run; William K. Soares was elected Chairman and 
Mrs. Robert R. Marak was elected Secretary during the re- 
organization of the Committee; George Creighton, Edward 
Martin, Carlo Pena, and Eugene C. Phillips continued as 
members and heads of subcommittees. Mrs. Marak resigned 
her post as she left to go to Rome for two years with her 
family. Mrs. Langdon Burwell was then appointed to fill 
out the year for Mrs. Marak and Mr. Phillips took over as 
Secretary. 


The Committee, which meets at least once a month at 
the Recreation Building, continues to supervise the varied 
activities conducted in the building under the direction of 
Augustus Canty, the Director, and Thomas W. Murphy, Jr., 
the Building Program Director. Mr. Murphy was hired to run, 
Supervise and initiate programs for the citizens of Falmouth. 
Under the direction of the two men the building use con- 
tinues to grow constantly, and new programs have been 
started which have attracted many people of all ages. 


The three meeting rooms of the building are used by 
adult organizations, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls, 
Arts and Crafts programs, Child Study Club Playschool, Cheer 
Leaders, Future Nurses, Hockey and Figure skating groups, 
Music parents and others. The Main lobby, when ping-pong 
and pool contests are not going on, is used for fairs, blood 
bank, rummage sales, bake sales, and varied other activities. 
In the gymnasium sports prevail, basketball during all sea- 
sons, physical fitness programs, judo for girls (a new pro- 
gram), wrestling for boys, holiday parties, dances, and plain 
physical activity for boys and girls of all ages. 
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The Committee acting upon the request and advice of 
Mr. Canty and Mr. Murphy adopted new hours for the build- 
ing: the building is now open Saturday mornings, after- 
noons, and evenings and Sunday noon to six. Sections of 
those two days are reserved for the younger age groups. One 
day a week the building is reserved for the use of girls and 
women. Parents seem happy that the younger children and 
the girls do not have to compete with the older and larger 
children. Also, during the school holidays and vacations, the 
Committee has tried to keep the building open as much as 
possible and to keep activity for the youth of the town in 
constant motion. 


Tom Murphy has initiated a few programs which have 
proved popular and successful. A Girls Softball program ran 
from May 15 to August 1, with Mr. Murphy in charge. Three 
groups of girls participated in the program: grades 2 and 3; 
grades 4 and 5; grades 6, 7 and 8. Instruction in the funda- 
mentals of the game were given and games were played by 
over 100 girls who remained with the program all summer. 


An Arts and Crafts program was held at the building 
during the summer for girls and boys, grades 2-8, under 
the direction of Mrs. Judy Wright. There were also tourna- 


ments in ping-pong, pool, and free throws involving 125 
children. 


A boys summer evening basketball league was formed 
which ran for six weeks and was co-ordinated by Coach Ray 
Charron of L.H.S. Over 80 boys made up the six teams which 
played spirited games. 


This Fall a girls Judo Program, the largest in New Eng- 
land, was started with instruction provided by Dick Landry 
and Jack Almeida of the Cape Cod Judo Club. These volun- 
teer instructors will work with the 100 girls for forty weeks 
and then possibly a boys group may be started. Classes are 
held twice a week and the instructors come from Yarmouth 
to work with the Falmouth girls. 


A wrestling program for boys has been started with 
Louis Sassone, a former AAU wrestler and a Sandwich resi- 
dent as instructor. The class meets one night a week and is 
composed of 40 boys, ages 5-18. As the program continues it 
is expected more boys will become enrolled. 
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SUMMER RECREATION PROGRAM 


Again in 1970 William Livesey, Brown University Baseball 
Coach, directed the summer program which ran from June 
29 - August 21. The program encompassing almost every 
summer sport activity was open for boys and girls, ages 7-14. 
Mr. Livesey and 6 assistants, 3 men and 3 women, worked 
on the playgrounds of East Falmouth, North Falmouth, Tea- 
ticket, and the High School. These areas have shown enough 
interest in the program to make the appearance of instruc- 
tors profitable. One tennis instructor was hired, as well as 
a golf professional who taught the fundamentals of golf at 
Joe’s Driving Range. The interest in tennis and golf was 
high. On the playgrounds baseball, soccer, softball, kickball, 
and other outside activities took place. On rainy days the 
various gyms were used with basketball very popular. 


Mr. Livesey expressed his satisfaction with the program 
but feels that it needs strengthening in order to keep up the 
interest. He has proposed that a central location be the hub 
of the program, that assistants be better compensated, and 
that more activities for girls be incorporated into the 
program. 


TOWN BAND 


In 1970 the Falmouth Town Band had another success- 
ful season under the baton of John Pandolfi. Only one of the 
10 scheduled concerts was washed out by the weather and 
crowds of appreciative people, 1000 - 1800, came out to hear 
the musical programs. There is a definite need for a more 
Suitable bandstand as it is very difficult to seat 45 musicians 
in the present portable band shell. 


SAILING REGATTA 


Two sailing regattas were held this year, one in Province- 
town in June with John O’Connor as Falmouth advisor, the 
other at the Falmouth Yacht Club in September with Tom 
Murphy and A. Harry Thomas as coordinators. Three classes 
of boats were sailed by Cape Cod High School crews: Beetles, 
Sailfish, and Cruising Yachts. Barnstable students sailed to 
victory in the Beetle and Sailfish classes while many students 
made up the crews for the cruising class boats. Students 
from all schools on the Cape had the opportunity to sail, 
crew, and in general learn more about the sport. 
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BASEBALL 

This year the FALMOUTH LITTLE LEAGUE was made 
up of 10 major, 12 minor, and 1 Pee Wee teams. There were 
about 500 boys from ages 6-12 involved in the program. 1970 
was very successful year as the Falmouth All-Stars coached 
by Albert Holcomb defeated the Lower Cape teams and be- 
came the Champions of Cape Cod. The Falmouth Town 
Champion team was the East Falmouth Reds, also coached 
by Mr. Holcomb. 


The League Officers would like to thank all the managers 
and boys who made the season so successful. Above all 
thanks are expressed to all residents of Falmouth, year round 
and summer, who supported the Tag Days and enabled the 
League to operate without financial worries. 


Albert Holcomb and Paul Rossi served as co-presidents 
of the BABE RUTH LEAGUE which is run for boys who are 
13-15 years old. The League was made up of 7 teams from 
Falmouth and 2 teams from Otis Air Force Base. Each team 
played a scheduled of 16 games and the season ended in a 
tie between the Falmouth Orioles and the Otis Jets. Al 
Holcomb managed the Orioles while Bill Paulino led the 
Jets. Thanks must go to Otis for allowing our teams to play 
on its baseball field. 


The FALMOUTH TEENER LEAGUE PROGRAM needs 
help. This baseball program for boys 16-18 years old played 
an eighteen game schedule in 1970. Home games were played 
under the lights at Fuller Field and the team of twenty 
boys sponsored by the Recreation Committee hosted teams 
from Wareham, Otis, Barnstable, Yarmouth, Harwich, and 
Chatham. Although the team was supported by the Com- 
mittee, more adult participation is needed in order to super- 
vise the boys and help create more interest in the League. 
With more adult interest, the Committee can foresee an 
improvement in the overall program for next year. 


The FALMOUTH COMMODORES, the town representa- 
tive in the Cape Cod Baseball League, enjoyed another 
successful season. After a forty-four game schedule and a 
playoff with Orleans, the Commodores won the League Cham- 
pionship for the second consecutive year. Twenty-two home 
games plus three playoff games were held under the lights 
at Fuller Field and attendance more than doubled over that 
of 1969. Major League Baseball subsidized each franchise 
with baseballs, bats, and catching equipment, an amount 
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approximating seven hundred dollars. The Cape League, 
considered one of the top collegiate summer leagues, provides 
excellent baseball for year round and summer visitors to 
Falmouth. It is gratifying to the Baseball Officials and to 
the Committee to see large numbers of family groups coming 
to Fuller Field to enjoy good sportsmanship and exciting 
baseball. 


BASKETBALL 


YOUTH BASKETBALL Sessions were held each Saturday 
morning during the winter season. Boys in grades three 
through six were taught the fundamentals of basketball and 
played games at : East Falmouth, North Falmouth, Teaticket, 
and the Hall School, while seventh and eight graders played 
at the Intermediate School. 


In the Fall, Dr. Peter Hamre and Tom Murphy organ- 
ized a LITTLE LEAGUE BASKETBALL PROGRAM. This 
ambitious and new program encompasses all sections of town 
and involves boys from grades 3 to grade 8. Expectation is 
that nearly 200 boys will become interested and will join the 
league. 


The Falmouth entry in the Cape Cod Basketball League, 
inactive for a year, has been re-entered under the leadership 
of Mike Finnell and Al Holcomb. The team made up of Fal- 
mouth citizens is looking forward to a productive season. 


SKATING 


The FALMOUTH YOUTH HOCKEY LEAGUE is privileged 
to be able to offer its program to the young people of Fal- 
mouth. Over 300 boys are engaged in the hockey program 
from October to March. Falmouth Youth Hockey offers a 
varied program for the town. The top players in both the 
Pee Wee and Bantam divisions represent the town when 
playing 31 games against competition from other commun- 
ities. The Town League contains four Bantam teams and 
Six Pee Wee teams which play approximately 20 games a 
year. The Farm League is composed of boys who are taught 
the basic skills of hockey in order to prepare them for the 
higher leagues. 


Falmouth Youth Hockey is most appreciative for the 
many men and women who endorse the program with their 
labor and their financial support. Particularly to be thanked 
are those people who work voluntarily as coaches, timers, 
scorers, and registrars. 
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Under the direction of the FALMOUTH FIGURE SKAT- 
ING CLUB and Marc Nelson, the Arena Professional, about 
300 boys and girls and adults were taught the basic skills 
of skating and figure skating. During the hours provided 
for by the Recreation Committee free skating was made 
available to the people of Falmouth. Those people who took 
lessons were given basic tests and were awarded buttons and 
then patches to show their improvement. Others who just 
came to skate had an enjoyable hour of exercise and com- 
panionship. The Committee feels that the skating program 
offered to the citizens of Falmouth has been very successful 
in giving pleasure to many who have never done much sKat- 
ing. The public response has been gratifying and the help 
of the Club has made the program work. 


SOCCER 

The SATURDAY MORNING SOCCER PROGRAM held at 
Teaticket, East Falmouth, North Falmouth, and the Mullen- 
Hall School Field ran from October 3 to November 17. All 
boys and girls in grades 3-6 were invited to participate and 
six teams were formed: Woods Hole Colts, Teaticket Bears, 
East Falmouth Jets, North Falmouth Browns, and Mullen-Hall 
Giants and Chiefs. Skills were taught to all participants and 
then games were scheduled culminating with a six team play- 
off at the L.H.S. soccer field on November 14. 


Instructors, Howard L. Campbell, Frederick Douglas, and 
John Trowbridge, all teachers in the Falmouth School Sys- 
tem, met an average of 25 players at the different fields each 
week. Interest remained high but transportation to some 
fields, Teaticket and East Falmouth seemed a problem and 
as a result attendance was less. 

The Falmouth Recreation Committee is attempting to 
bring recreation to all citizens of Falmouth. We are aware 
that much needs to be done but we are expanding our offer- 
ings, are constantly seeking help to initiate new ones, and 
are always open to any suggestions from the people whom 
we serve.

Gentlemen: 


The Waterways Committee has completed the following 
jobs during the year: New wall was built in the office so 
that rest rooms could be used by boat people twenty-four 
hours without entering office. This job was completed for 
the sum of $1,244.50. Replaced sixty-one pilings at the ma- 
rina for $11,852.00. Landscape and new Signs, one on building 
facing harbor and one at entrance to marina for $199.70. 
Dredging Green Pond channel entrance for $3,350.00 Built 
cement slabs for rubbish containers for $400.00. Woods Hole 
Dock $5,100.00. 


Falmouth Harbor marina was used to capacity during the 
past summer. Total income was $35,470.78. These collections 
were turned over to the Town Treasurer. Operating expenses, 
including salaries and wages was $20,010.00. The marina was 
dedicated to the memory of George H. Bigelow as directed 
by Town Meeting, March 1968 at no cost to the town of 
Falmouth. 


Robert C. Canning was elected for another three years. 
Armand Ortins resigned due to his duties on the Conserva- 
tion Committee and John J. Fay, Jr. was elected for three 
years. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the fine 
cooperation received from the Board of Selectmen, Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Town Accountant and all other 
departments of the town.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held 12 regular 
meetings and 7 special meetings, in addition to several in- 
formal discussion sessions during 1970. Action was taken on 
a large number of requests for salary increases, promotions, 
reclassifications, and hiring personnel. 


At the 1970 Annual Town Meeting, the Personnel Board 
submitted 4 articles which incorporated various changes that 
took place in the year 1969; amended the Salary Administra- 
tion Plan to provide for changes in personnel provisions, 
Salaries and working hours; and amended the salary sched- 
ules to provide for a 10% increase in the salaries of all town 
employees. 


At the Special Town Meeting of May, 1970, the Board 
submitted an article to amend the Salary Administration 
Plan to provide for two additional members of the Personnel 
Board, bringing the total number of members to seven. James 
F’.. Ridley and Samuel W. Vincent were appointed to fill these 
new positions. Vincent F. Ricci was appointed to fill the 
vacancy created by the resignation of John J. O’Connor. The 
Town has been fortunate to have had Mr. O’Connor’s service 
as a member of the Personnel Board during the past year. 


During the year 1970, the Board arrived at a number of 
goals to be accomplished in the personnel organization of 
the Town. Following are those which have been or are in the 
process of being fulfilled. 


1. To carry out a comprehensive Wage and Job Classi- 
fication Study of all positions within all Town Depart- 
ments, which would develop systematic job administra- 
tion procedures, an equitable pay schedule, factual 
departmental organization charts, and recommend 
where applicable economical manpower utilization. This 
study is presently in process, being conducted by Person- 
nel Consultants Ralph J. Lemay and Albert F. Puzzo. 
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At completion, the consultants will present to the Town 
a formal report which will include a comprehensive 
picture of the personnel organization as it now func- 
tions and recommended changes. 


2. Job application forms have been drawn up and distrib- 
uted to department heads to provide each department 
and the Personnel Board with a personal history and 
employment record for each employee of the Town. 
Also designed and printed are record forms for sick and 
vacation leave, which will soon be distributed and put 
into use. 


3. A meeting was held with the Finance Committee to 
discuss personnel procedures and plans, which resulted 
in closer communications between the two boards and 
joint subcommittee work in plans, problems and budgets 
related to personnel. 


4. A meeting was organized by the Falmouth Personnel 
Board for members of personnel boards of Cape Cod 
towns, in order to improve communications among the 
boards and to share personnel problems and solutions. 
Response was most favorable and more such meetings 
will be scheduled in the future. 


The Personnel Board has submitted 7 articles to the 
warrant of the 1971 Annual Town Meeting requesting amend- 
ments of the Salary Administration Plan to provide for vari- 
ous changes in salaries, personnel provisions and working 
hours.

Personnel Board 
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Report of Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen, 


It has been a busy year for the Conservation Commission 
members, with many extra meetings and hearings and a good 
deal of sloshing through marshes and swamps. 


Perhaps the major accomplishment of Falmouth in the 
conservation line during 1970 was the acquisition of the 
Hatch property at Coonamessett Pond, 14 wooded acres ad- 
joining the town-owned right of way to the pond. Commis- 
sion members were particularly pleased with the unanimous 
vote of town meeting to purchase this property. Net cost to 
the town was $16,500.00, the State’s self-help program pro- 
viding the other $16,500.00. The area and pond-front are 
being used for ecological studies by several classes of school 
children, with great success. It is a truly beautiful holding, 
and a valuable contribution to the town’s conservation ac- 
quisition plan. 


Town meeting also approved a proposal by this Comis- 
Sion to establish a pollution study committee. George F. 
Kelly, one of our members, is the chairman. 


Two associate members of the commission were ap- 
pointed to help with the increasing workload. Mrs. Joan Kan- 
wisher and Dr. John M. Teal are enthusiastic and know- 
ledgeable conservationists, and welcome additions to this 
Commission. 


Several meetings were held with representatives of Fal- 
Garden Club, the Beautification Council, Salt Pond Areas 
Bird Sanctuaries Inc. and the Open Space Preservation 
Group, for the purpose of coordinating conservation efforts. 
A fund-raising committee has been named by this joint 
group, headed by Mrs. Winifred M. Larkin, to seek private 
contributions for purchasing land for preservation. 


A new tool for protecting wetlands is now being used by 
the Commission, the conservation easement or restriction. 
Five of these easements are now being prepared with de- 
velopers and landowners. Title remains with the owner, but 
use of the land is voluntarily limited. 
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Five hearings on requests to dredge wetlands were held 
by the Board of Selectmen during the year. All were investi- 
gated by this Commission and recommendations were made, 
usually proposing conditions to protect the major part of the 
wetlands. In all five cases the Selectmen followed these 
recommendations, and in most cases the property owners 
also agreed. We would like to take this opportunity to public- 
ly thank the Selectmen for their understanding of conserva- 
tion problems and for their support of this Commission. 


A gift of five lots of land at Silver Beach was received 
from Edward N. Dahlborg, Mrs. Larkin and their sister, Mrs. 
Sterling W. Haverfield, potential start of a green area near 
that summer colony. John W. Holland, Jr. and Barrie Hol- 
land have given their two parcels of marsh at Herring River, 
North Falmouth, to the town for conservation use. 


A Conservation Night, jointly sponsored by the Commis- 
Sion and the Salt Pond Areas group, was held during the 
summer, drawing a good attendance to the Intermediate 
School. Allen Morgan of Massachusetts Audubon Society was 
principal speaker. 


In the warrant for the 1971 annual Town meeting will 
be an article asking the town to purchase 113 acres of up- 
land, bog and river known as the Coonamessett Valley. This . 
is a beautiful natural area, a green belt through the geo- 
graphical center of the town. Every planning survey has 
recommended the town acquire this site. The owners are 
willing to sell at the appraisal price. Cost to the town, with 
matching state and federal funds, will be reasonable. The 
Conservation Commission asks support for this very import- 
ant acquisition.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the annual report of the Ambulance Com- 
mittee for the year 1970: 


The Town Meeting on March 5, 1970, voted to accept the 
following resolution: 


“Resolved that the Ambulance Committee be 
empowered, if it feel it to be reasonable and econom- 
ically feasible, to enter into agreement for private 
non-emergency ambulance service.” 


At the annual town meeting also, the Moderator ap- 
pointed Dr. Paul Magnuson to fill an existing vacancy on the 
Committee. 


In May, the Committee, after careful consideration, voted 
not to enter contract with any Ambulance Company. How- 
ever, the Committee would provide to the doctors the names 
of services available, and rates, for non-emergency trans- 
portation by private ambulance companies. ( 


The Ambulance Committee voted to revise the rules for 
the operation of the Falmouth Ambulance, effectively May 
19, 1970. Pertinent changes were revision of service rates and 
use of ambulance. 


Charges of ambulance service will be in keeping with 
current Medicare and Welfare charges, current rate $25.00 
minimum, plus $1.00 per loaded mile. 


The Ambulance shall be used for emergency transporta- 
tion only. 


Under the Federal Highway Safety Program, the Town 
will be entitled to a substantial reimbursement of the cost 
of a new vehicle if same is voted and purchased prior to 
June 30, 1971; after which time the federal funds will no 
longer be available. This financial arrangement was approved 
for Falmouth a year ago, and it is recommended that a new 
ambulance be secured at this time.

Gentlemen: 


Sumitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Falmouth 
Police Department for the year 1970. 


On March 9, 1970, implementation of the recommenda- 
tions set forth in the Sheehan Report was begun. Captain 
Leonard E. Martin was designated as Operations Officer and 
Captain Arthur W. Robichaud as Administrative Officer with 
Set. Kenneth C. Smith as his Staff Assistant. Officer Frank 
Souza was appointed Community Services and Juvenile Serv- 
ices Officer. 


A sergeant’s promotional examination was requested and 
held on July 31, 1970, for the purpose of filling the two va- 
cancies currently existing for that rank. A total of fourteen 
patrolmen reported to take this examination. 


Special Officers were given a forty hour paid training 
period prior to assuming their assignments for the season. 
Guest lecturers and ranking officers of this Department 
served as instructors for these sessions. All personnel quali- 
fied for Advanced First Aid Certificates, as required by law. 
This paid training period has shown positive results as evi- 
denced by the citizen reaction concerning these officers. It 
is the hope of the undersigned that such training and instruc- 
tion may be expanded in the future. 


The conversion from a two-man patrol system to a one- 
man patrol system was begun with the arrival of additional 
vehicles and equipment. Preventive patrol has been extended 
and the newly acquired radar equipment is in operation. 


The roster of permanent personnel was increased with 
the appointments of Terrence Hinds, Paul Carreiro, John 
Busby, Jr. and Francis Riordan as regular patrolmen. Manuel 
Botelho was hired as full time building custodian. 


Losses in personnel were reflected with the disability 
retirements of Patrolmen Harold L. Marks and William Perry. 
Charles Lamson of the Meter Division resigned due to illness. 
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The number of personnel attending Cape Cod Community 
College evening sessions has increased to ten. These people 
have now completed four semesters toward the Associate 
Degree program and are currently enrolled for the Spring 
semester. 


In October of 1970, all regular patrolmen, with the ex- 
ception of the Chief of Police and the two Captains became 
affiliated with the American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees, AFL/CIO, Council No. 41, Local 
No. 1462-A. 


Statistically this report reflects a substantial increase in 
the number of arrests for various narcotics violations during 
the year. This increase is due to the sustained efforts of this 
Department and the State Narcotics agents, and has produced 
gratifying results in this area. These arrests are the largest 
contributing factor to the total number of arrests for the 
year. 


In keeping with the rising trend in the national crime 
rate, Falmouth’s arrests for breaking and entering, larceny 
and vandalism have risen proportionately. Arrests in con- 
junction with these crimes have risen by a total of three 
hundred and five, indicating the satisfactory completion of 
a commensurate number of cases. 


This Department continues to avail itself of the services 
of the Auxiliary Police Force and the female School Crossing 
Guards, all of whose services have proven valuable to the 
Department, as well as to the citizens of the Town of 
Falmouth. 


May I, once again, express to the residents of Falmouth, 
my sincere appreciation for their continued support and co- 
operation with their law enforcement agency.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


On March 18 at 1:15 P.M., the Department received a call 
for a house fire at the Johanson residence on the State Road 
in Quissett. Upon arrival, this fire was well advanced on the 
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third floor and roof. The third floor and roof were heavily 
damaged by fire, and considerable water damage resulted to 
the first and second floors. 


After an extensive investigation by Lieutenant Shay and 
myself, the cause was pinpointed to a possible electrical 
failure in the third floor bedroom. 


During this fire, one of the Call Fire Fighters (Sumner 
Hilton) suffered a heart attack, and after hospitalization and 
convalescence has fully recovered. This is not an unusual 
occurrence for Fire Fighters due to the nature of their pro- 
fession. Heart attacks caused by overexertion are not cov- 
ered by the Town’s insurance policy, and I have recommended 
a study be made to see if the Town could or should include 
this coverage for the Fire Fighters and possibly other Town 
employees, if they are not covered. 


Several other fires caused considerable damage. These 
included the Town Bath House on Surf Drive on March 28 
at 1:14 A.M., cause of which is unknown and under investi- 
gation; Mr. Kelleher’s property on Old Palmer Avenue, West 
Falmouth on April 10 at 12:21 A.M., cause unknown and un- 
der investigation. 


On April 10, at 3:45 P.M., a truck owned by the Hyannis 
Sand and Gravel Company came in contact with a high ten- 
Sion line off Thomas Landers Road while dumping sand. 
Fortunately the driver jumped clear of the truck avoiding 
being electrocuted. The truck was quite heavily damaged. 


Saturday evening, November 7 at 7:44 P.M., the Depart- 
ment received Box 121, Maravista Avenue and Menauhant 
Road, over the alarm system for a fire at the Mullis property, 
which was unoccupied. Court action is pending on this fire. 
Fire Fighter Francis Rose was injured at this fire, which re- 
sulted in surgery. 


Captain Gabriel Balona retired on August 15, on a service 
connected disability, after serving in the Fire Department for 
about twenty-four years. 


Edward Marks, Jr. was appointed Captain after certifi- 
cation by Civil Service and assigned as Company officer at 
Station 4, West Falmouth. Robert M. Dutra is filling the 
vacancy left by Captain Marks’ promotion, as a Provisional 
Fire Fighter until a Civil Service list is established. 
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Three new men were appointed after the Annual Town 
Meeting action. Edward V. Mello and Arthur R. Medeiros, Jr. 
were appointed from a certified list and Edward Serrano is 
working a temporary appointment pending certification of 
the Civil Service examination. 


Several officers and men of the Department took, or are 
now taking, Fire Science courses offered at Bristol Com- 
munity College and Cape Cod Community College. These 
courses are offered under Chapter 811, Acts of 1967. 


The new fifty-two-hour work week which went into 
operation following the Annual Town Meeting has worked 
quite well; but due to the lack of manpower which was re- 
quested and not approved, the Department has been hamp- 
ered, especially in the Fire Prevention work. I am requesting 
the minimum number of men needed again this year to com- 
pensate for the shortage and for the forty-eight-hour work 
week when it becomes effective. 


On two occasions, the department was called on to assist 
in locating bodies presumed to have drowned. On Sunday, 
June 7, a search was made in and around Jenkins Pond for 
aman missing. The search was continued until 1:00 A.M. on 
the eighth and resumed again after daylight, when shortly 
after, the body was recovered. 


Otis Air Base requested assistance for a drowning in 
Osborne Pond at 9:21 A.M. on December 10. Boats and 
skin divers responded and the body of one boy was found 
Shortly after arrival by Diver Edward Denton. In this case 
two young boys had fallen through thin ice on their way to 
school. I would like to caution all parents to advise their 
children of the hazards of venturing onto the ice before it 
has been checked for safety by a qualified person. 


The contract for the new aerial ladder truck was awarded 
American LaFrance on July 9, 1970, and we expect the truck 
to be delivered in July or August of 1971. 


I take this opportunity to thank all departments who 
have assisted us during the past year.

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Report of the Forest Fire Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Forest Warden for the 
year 1970. 


It is noted the Town did not have any large fire involving 
brush or grass, even though several potentials did exist. 
These were contained to one acre or less due to early dis- 
covery and quick response, and the efficient work done by 
the men and equipment. 


Several Mutual Aid calls were answered from Bourne, 
Otis Base and Plymouth. 


The disposal area gave the Department some anxious 
moments again this year. This is due to the large flying 
brands and the strong winds which carry fire into thick 
brush and very rough terrain. The water in this area has 
to be transported several miles which makes it time-consum- 
ing and requires additional equipment to make an efficient 
operation. With the assistance of Mr. Couto and his large 
bulldozer, all fires were contained within a short period of 
time. 

Due to the enforcement of Air Pollution regulations, no 
permits will be issued for open air burning; except those 
permitted by law. The incinerator permits issued have been 
made null and void, as this type incinerator is no longer 
approved by the Department of Public Health and cannot be 
used legally. 


I would like to thank all those who have assisted the 
Department in any way this past year, as the cooperation 
was greatly appreciated.

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Report of the West Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


For 79 years, since its founding in 1892, the library has 
served the residents of West Falmouth. Because of the press- 
ing need for more library space to better serve the rapidly 
growing community the Board of Directors has authorized 
plans to be drawn for an addition to the building. 


During the summer, with its influx of seasonal residents 
and visitors, the library is open daily. The popular Science 
School sponsored by the Cape Cod Museum of Natural His- 
tory was held in the library each Wednesday during July and 
August. Each Tuesday evening throughout the summer the 
library presented programs of interest to both children and 
adults. 


In 1970 there were 388 books added to the collection and 
369 were withdrawn. The collection was supplemented by a 
loan of 150 books for use during the summer from the East- 
ern Regional Library System of Massachusetts. The total cir- 
culation was 7,200 with the highest record by month being 
August with a circulation of 1,609. 


The building continues to be used by the people of the 
community for various activities.

Report of the Collector of Taxes 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit for your approval my annual report as 
Collector of Taxes for the Town of Falmouth, covering the 
period from January 1, 1970 to January 1, 1971. 

A total of $7,034,008.60 was committed for collection on 
Warrants issued by the Board of Assessors during the year 
1970, representing an increase of $1,478,009.73 over the previ- 
ous year. 

A total of $5,210,946.50 in taxes, $11,880.81 in interest and 
$4,802.87 in fees was paid into the Town Treasury during the 
year 1970. 

The amount of $1,809,568.28 represents outstanding taxes 
on all accounts as of January 1, 1971, which is by far the 
largest amount of uncollected taxes reported on any annual 
report submitted by the Collector. 

1970 was a most hectic year, mainly due to the conver- 
sion by the Town to the computer system of tax listings and 
tax billings. It was anticipated the first year would present 
problems to a certain extent, but the numerous problems, 
errors and time limit was by far more than was anticipated. 

1970 tax bills were mailed on November 16, 1970, which 
allowed approximately six weeks for the Collector and per- 
sonnel to process the thousands of tax accounts which 
jammed the office, to such an extent it was impossible to 
process all receipts before the close of business, which re- 
sulted in over a million dollars outstanding on January l, 
1971. 

It is hoped that 1971 tax commitments will be in the Col- 
lector’s office in ample time to prevent the difficulties en- 
countered in 1970. 

My sincere thanks to all office personnel for their co- 
operation and loyalty, also my sincere thanks to the many de- 
partment heads and other officials, attorneys and the many 
banks for their cooperation and assistance during the year 
1970.

1970 ANNUAL REPORT 
of the 
FALMOUTH FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your Finance Committee submits its annual report of its 
activities for the year 1970. 


This year the Town moved ahead on two major projects 
at once. Three Special Town Meetings were required in addi- 
tion to the Annual Town Meeting in order to conduct the 
Town’s ever increasing amount of business and to authorize 
and appropriate funds to develop plans for both a new high 
school and a new sewer system. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, a record budget of 
$7,375,283.75 was appropriated. In order to hold the tax in- 
crease down and realizing the substantial increase in overall 
budgets and expenditures, the Finance Committee did not 
recommend any money be voted into the Stabilization Fund. 
Annual Town Meeting transferred $65,000.00 for a fire truck 
out of the Stabilization Fund, leaving a balance at the end 
of the year of $430,350.42. 


The March Special Town Meeting, held in the middle of 
the Annual Town Meeting, appropriated $16,500.00 and trans- 
ferred $46,500.00 from the excess and deficiency account. 
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The May Special Town Meeting appropriated $70,526.00 
and transferred $1,645.00 from the parking meter account 
and $24,000.00 from the excess and deficiency account. 


The October Special Town Meeting transferred $17,250.75 
from the Police Department budget, $3,000.00 from the re- 
mainder of the sum that was voted under Article 33 at the 
1970 Annual Town Meeting and $51,300.00 from the excess 
and deficiency account, leaving a balance of $23,800.00 for 
any unforeseen emergency expenditures that might be neces- 
sary before the close of the year. 


Annual Town Meeting voted $44,000.00 into the Reserve 
Fund. Transfers from the Reserve Fund to the various Town 
departments and committees are detailed in the Town Ac- 
countant’s Report. These transfer totaled $38,052.07, leaving 
a balance of $5,947.93, which was transferred to excess and 
deficiency account. 


The tax rate was set at $74.00 per thousand which repre- 
sents an increase, and also an investment in our Town, of 
$11.00 per thousand over last year. The Town is growing and 
our needs are growing, and we must meet this challenge by 
reordering our priorities and find new ways to streamline 
our government and run it more efficiently. It is everyone’s 
responsibility to see that for every dollar spent there is a 
dollar of value realized by the Town. The Finance Commit- 
tee again reminds everyone to hold down expenditures of 
Town money wherever possible and live within the budget 
for the coming year. 


The Finance Committee held 43 meetings during the 
year. The average attendance was 13 members of the 15 
member Committee, or 86%. The average length of each 
meeting was about 214 hours. This amounts to approximately 
1,398 man and woman hours of work. The many additional 
hours of subcommittee work have not been tabulated.

The Finance Committee is continuing to spend a great 
deal of time to establish better communications and under-

home to all Town Meetings. The services of the new Town 
Information and Clerical Center are available to everyone 
and our meetings are open to the public. The members of 
your Finance Committee spend countless hours during the 
year studying the needs of the Town and your guidance and 
support of its recommendations at the Town Meetings are 
appreciated and welcome.

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Report of the Conservation Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass, 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my sixteenth (16th) annual report as 
Conservation Officer for the year ending 31 December 1970. 
A total of one thousand sixty-three (1,063) hunting, sport- 
ing, trapping and fishing licenses were examined by me. 
Hunting pressure continued to drop considerably during the 
past year. Due to the number of men transferred out of Otis 
Air Force Base primarily. Fishing pressure continues on the 
increase. 


Twenty-seven abandoned house cats were disposed of, 
106 skunks were trapped and disposed of, 28 woodchucks 
were disposed of and 11 red fox were disposed of. Twenty-six 
raccoons were removed from summer homes along with 23 
skunks. We do not choose to destroy these animals as they 
are beneficial to the overall wildlife scheme, consequently 
they are released in other areas of the town. 


Ten thousand nine hundred Eastern Brook trout, 37,500 
Rainbow trout and 1,400 Brown trout were released in Mares, 
Grews, Deep, and Ashumet ponds. (All are reclaimed trout 
ponds provided with public rights of ways.) Childs, Coona- 
messett and Quashnet Rivers were stocked with 1,000 Brown 
and 2,000 Eastern Brook trout. 


One thousand three hundred ninety-six mature cock 
pheasants were released prior to, and during the open season 
on upland game. One hundred eighty-five hen pheasants 
were released during early spring in areas that are most 
suited for natural incubation and propagation. 


Twenty-two Great Northern Varying Hare (snowshoe) 
and 1,500 quail (Bob-White) were released in areas through- 
out the town. We will continue with this type stocking as in 
the past, to increase the population in relation to hunting 
pressure. 


I am still releasing Blue Geese, Snow Geese and other 
species of waterfowl in our sanctuary ponds. The mute swan 
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population decreased by 17 adult birds this year so all other 
adult pairs were permitted to nest. Most swans are killed by 
flying into electric light wires. I have started a waterfowl 
banding program primarily for the Canvasback duck, how- 
ever all waterfowl caught in our open traps are banded too, 
and records maintained. This project is very important and 
the State Agency works very closely with me on material, etc. 


Our deer herd continues to disappoint me in spite of the 
increase, the loss to automobiles is considerable and the herd 
remains low in numbers. Three deer were reported killed by 
hunters in Falmouth. 


Nineteen violations were recorded, all were first offenders. 
Seven arrests were made. One hundred and thirty-four in- 
vestigations were completed, two hundred and eleven com- 
plaints were answered. 


Three firearms safety courses for minors 144% to 18 years 
of age were conducted by me and 34 youngsters successfully 
completed the course. Nineteen failed to complete the course. 
This firearms safety course is conducted on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays in the evenings and each class is of eight weeks 
duration. This phase of my work I consider most important 
and very beneficial. 


The Selectmen and Conservation Commission continue 
to keep me busy patrolling all protected areas, marshlands, 
wetlands and public rights of ways. In addition I now am 
required to supervise all wetlands excavation projects once a 
permit has been issued, this of course, involves many hours 
and constant supervision. 


Our birdfood plantings throughout the town have im- 
proved, however less acreage is being prepared and planted 
primarily because of the increased work load. It is hoped 
that I can do more this coming year on this particular pro- 
ject. 


I am now teaching classes in the FOOS program of the 
school on basic ecology, two days a week. These youngsters 
are very interested and again I feel this program to be of 
great benefit to our community. I thoroughly enjoy working 
with the youngsters, it is a most refreshing experience for 
me, and I do hope for them also. 


Our land acquisition program continues with more par- 
cels being purchased or given as conservation areas as each 
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month goes by. We in Falmouth are very fortunate in hav- 
ing such an aggressive Conservation Commission and the 
whole hearted backing of the Board of Selectmen. This is 
most encouraging. 


A total of 24,511 miles were travelled in answering com- 
plaints, wild dog patrols, investigation, deer dogging and deer 
jacking patrols, pheasant, quail, hare, and waterfowl re- 
leases. Wildlife and Waterfowl surveys, wild bird feeding and 
guided tours. Lecturing, teaching and waterfowl banding pro- 
grams. The lectures help to keep our community informed 
as to just what we are doing, and how successfully, and this 
is as it should be. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, the Conservation Commission, our Shellfisn Offi- 
cer and my brother officers of the Police Department for 
their continued splendid cooperation, also all of the citizens 
within our town. It is indeed a pleasure to be working with 
you, aS well as for you.

Boating activity is still on the increase in our area, with 
its various problems. Greatest of these are high speed opera- 
tion of boats water skiing. This problem is not only in our 
salt water harbors but also our ponds. The Selectmen have 
been asked to submit an article in Town Meeting to control 
this problem. 


The town installed new lighted buoys at West Falmouth, 
Menauhant Harbor and Waquoit bay entrances. The lighted 
aids at Green Pond, and Menauhant had to be replaced when 
they were destroyed by vandals. 


The program of voluntary cooperation by the boating 
public to use shore toilet facilities has drastically cut down 
the pollution level in Falmouth harbor. 


Records indicate that approximately one thousand dol- 
lars was collected for dock fees at Woods Hole.

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Report of the Veterans’ Service Department

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Services De- 
partment for the year 1970. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of World War One and Two, the Korean Con- 
flict and Viet Nam, were aided in accordance with Chapter 
175 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Thirteen World War One and Six World War Two vet- 
erans have died during the year in Falmouth. The widows 
and dependent parents were assisted in preparing the neces- 
sary forms for pensions, burial assistance claims, Social Se- 
curity claims and Grave Markers. 


Thirty-five grave markers have been applied for. All 
have been received and emplanted. Suitable bronze markers 
and flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have 
been taken care of during the year. 


Thirty veterans and widows have been aided in making 
out their yearly Income Statements. 


This office has processed over five hundred Viet Nam 
applicants for the Mass. Vietnam Bonus and has also aided 
the veterans for education and other matters concerning 
Veterans Benefits, such as home loans and pensions. 


Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. 
fund is made for fifty percent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report, therefore it will not be repeated here. 


As the younger veterans are being discharged, this office 
has succeeded in placing twenty-five veterans on the ap- 
prenticeship program under the G.I. bill and many more have 
applied for schooling on the college level. 
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I have attended several seminars this past year along 
with many visits to the V.A. Contact office. This has been 
necessary to keep abreast of the rapidly changing laws. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen 
and all Town Officials who have co-operated with this De- 
partment during the past year.

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Report of the Planning Board 


During 1970, the Board held twelve regular and twelve 
special meetings. There were twenty-six hearings on new 
subdivision plans and three hearings on zoning matters. One 
hundred and seven other plans were presented to the Board 
for action. Members of the Board have also met with other 
civic and governmental groups on various occasions for vari- 
ous purposes. 


Of the special meetings, ten were with representatives of 
Community Planning Services, who have been working on the 
over-all planning study for the Town. By mutual agreement 
the period of their contract was extended, without additional 
cost, through 1970 and beyond, should further meetings be 
necessary. 


The full text of the complete study report, which was 
expected to have been in hand before the end of the year, 
has not, as of this writing, yet been delivered, apparently the 
result of technical difficulties with the printing of the col- 
ored maps. After its receipt, a summary will be worked up by 
the Board for mass distribution. Possibly an open meeting 
to discuss the contents of the report will be held prior to 
final drafting of the summary. 


Part of the work of the consultants involved recommend- 
ing extensive changes in the Subdivision Regulations, Zoning 
By-law and Zoning Map. New Subdivision Regulations are 
expected to be adopted in January 1971, and soon thereafter 
the Board expects to hold a preliminary, informational hear- 
ing on proposed Zoning changes prior to going into the re- 
quired legal hearings and submission to Town Meeting for 
adoption. 


The Board hopes to do further development work on 
details recommended in the master plan, particularly in the 
central Falmouth Village and Woods Hole areas and as re- 
gards acquisition of “green belts”. It is expected that articles 


to accomplish these purposes and others will be presented to 
future Town Meetings.

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Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
; and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


To the Selectmen: 


For the eighth consecutive year, I have the privilege of 
reporting to you, and through you to the citizens of Fal- 
mouth, that the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket Steamship Authority has operated in the black. Once 
again, there will be no need for a deficit assessment to be 
levied on the taxpayers of Falmouth. 


Net income from operations in 1970 was $137,490.66. In- 
terest income from invested funds was $131,394.49. Net in- 
come, including interest, totalled $268,885.15. 


An expanding vacation-bound public plus good weather 
and efficient management accounted for the surplus opera- 
tion. In connection with this operation, one of the more diffi- 
cult on-going problems arises from the need to provide ser- 
vice for week-end peaks — in winter as well as summer. 


A two-year comparative table of traffic to and from both 
islands shows that there were:

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During 1970, the Authority acted in a number of ways in 
anticipation of future service demands. 


The research and consulting firm of Arthur D. Little, 
Inc., conducted a complete management and organization 
study of the Authority. A number of recommendations al- 
ready have been acted upon and are providing a benefit to 
the line, its passengers, and island residents, as well as the 
Town of Falmouth. 


Preliminary plans and specifications for a new and larger 
ferry, which can be operated more economically and provide 
even better service, have been authorized and approved. Study 
of such a vessel has been under way for the past two years. 
Construction should be completed in 1972. This vessel will 
replace the SS NANTUCKHET. 


Also, to give total year-round flexibility, capacity and 
service to the line’s fleet, plans and specifications were 
authorized and approved by Authority Members for length- 
ening and refurbishing of the MV UNCATENA. Before year’s 
end, a contract was awarded for this purpose. Included in 
the improvements of the UNCATENA will be an entire new 
system to guard against water pollution through sewerage 
and fuel discharge. 


In mid-year, your Authority awarded a contract for the 
total reconstruction of the outer end of the Woods Hole 
wharf, the underwater condition of which required immedi- 
ate and substantive work. 


The perennial problem of traffic and parking at the 
Woods Hole terminal is not only still with us, but is ap- 
proaching the saturation point. This problem must be dealt 
with by town and Authority officials in concert, as its proper 
solution is vital to the well-being of both. Also, in the matter 
of parking, at year’s end there was no settlement to the liti- 
gation against the Town and the Authority undertaken by 
Dr. Ballantine. There must be adequate public parking in the 
Woods Hole area. 


Positive action by Authority management to prevent, re- 
duce and minimize air and water pollution was taken during 
the year. Equipment was purchased for use not only by the 
Authority, but by the Town, to help in the battle against 
water pollution. Also, the Authority is having built into its 
vessels safeguards, alarm systems, holding-tanks for the pre- 
vention of overflows, as well as smoke-detection equipment. 
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This anti-pollution awareness is one which has been em- 
phasized under direct instruction to management by Author- 
ity members. 


There is a proliferation of small excursion vessels which 
operate only during the summer months and drain vitally 
necessary revenue which the Authority must have in order 
to maintain the type of winter service needed by the islands. 
Last year the Authority suffered a net loss of $1-million in 
providing winter service. Summer revenues must provide in- 
come for winter service and, if summer revenue is drained 
by seasonal operators, there is the danger of impairing or 
diminishing future winter service. The Authority must main- 
tain its winter operations and service despite heavy financial 
losses for 41 weeks of the year. 


Late in 1970, the Authority voted an operational budget 
of $4,299,235 for this year. This is approximately $106,000 less 
than the actual expenditures of the Authority in 1970. 


In closing, I wish to commend to you those men and 
women of the Authority’s management including executives, 
crews, land-based personnel and staff for the fine job they 
have done under many trying conditions. 


I wish also to thank publicly the Falmouth Police De- 
partment for its yeoman work in handling traffic and park- 
ing in a prompt and courteous manner during the peak va- 
cation season. 


For my own part, I shall continue to serve, to the best of 
my ability, the Authority and the taxpayers of Falmouth. 


Your understanding, cooperation and perception in 
Steamship Authority matters are much appreciated.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


During 1970 the Commission has recommended a comprehen- 
Sive plan for Cape Cod, the objectives of which are: 


A 


3. 


to provide approximately 600 new jobs annually for the 
graduates of Cape Cod’s high schools and those Cape 
Cod young people who wish to return to the Cape after 
completing their higher education. 


Raise the per capita income of Barnstable County to 
that of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


To stabilize the real estate tax rate. 


The Commission believes that by attaining the goals men- 
tioned above a number of economic and social problems can 
can be relieved. 


From the latest information available it appears that: 


39.8% of Cape Cod’s households have cash incomes of 
$5,000 or less. In Massachusetts only 24.3% of the 
families find themselves in this position. 

Public assistance costs in 1969 were nearly five and a 
half million. 

Payments of unemployment compensation were 
$1,300.000. 

Local governments including the County have a per 
capita debt of $404.00 compared to that in the State of 
$171.00. 

The total debt being $35,814,000.00. 

Excessive unemployment and underemployment con- 
tinues. 

We are told that there is a high incidence of mental 
health problems. 


To achieve these goals, the Commission is preparing inform- 
ation comparing the relative importance of the existing “ex- 
port” industries as respects jobs and income. With this in- 
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formation, the Commission will recommend plans to expand 
the “‘exporter basic industries’ and to discover possible new 
and better uses for the Cape assets. 


It has been recommended that all towns: 


1. act to reduce strip zoning and 
2. revise subdivision regulations 


(a) provide for density zoning 

(b) require on-site sewerage disposal 

(c) attempt uniform regulations for the installation 
of public utilities 


The Commission’s staff is working to determine the lo- 
cation and number of persons now unemployed or underem- 
ployed and their capabilities, mentally and physically, of be- 
ing retrained for local job opportunities. 


The Commission believes that information must be ob- 
tained as quickly as possible of the numbers of acres of land 
that may be available for development. It is also seeking lo- 
cations for new marinas that will not adversely effect the 
environment. 


It is also seeking information that will help preserve its 
mineral deposits for future use such as sand, gravel and 
boulders, and it is hopeful that the Towns will accept its 
recommendations as respects “multiple use” areas that will 
provide for wildlife, the protection of mineral deposits, sani- 
tary methods of solid waste disposal, include water supply 
and storage and sanitary sewerage disposal and reforesta- 
tion. 


Methods for providing for solid waste disposal have been 
completed this year and the information is contained in a 
report made by the Barnstable County Regional Refuse Dis- 
posal Planning Committee. 


Water supply and sewerage disposal recommendations 
are contained in a comprehensive report prepared by the 
Commission. 


A traffic operation study which has determined methods 
for dealing with a variety of congested traffic intersections 
by the Commission. 


The Commission has maintained its association with Re- 
gion VII, Comprehensive Health, Inc. to solve health prob-

lems. It has submitted nine reports to the Federal Housing 
and Urban Development Department as follows:

It has participated with the Office of Economic Develop- 
ment Planning and the Fisherman’s Cooperative Industry, 
Inc. of Provincetown and assisted them in preparing a re- 
quest for a technical assistance grant that will determine 
what is needed to strengthen and maintain one of the Cape’s 
traditional export industries. In the course of this work it 
has conferred with the Chatham Fisherman’s Cooperative. 


It has assisted the Town of Bourne’s Overall Economic 
Development Program in obtaining a technical assistance 
grant to determine what must be done to provide more jobs 
and income in the Town. 
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Through its Otis Air Force Base Study Committee, the 
Commission has developed a policy that opposes the use of 
Otis aS a commercial international jetport. 


The Commission has met monthly to guide and direct 
the staff toward goals that will benefit all the citizens of 
the County. The Commission expresses its appreciation to 
County officials who have cooperated in the Commission’s 
work and the many State and Federal officials who have 
been of assistance. 


The Commission’s Executive Committee has given a great 
deal of time to preparing suggested’ policies and has dealt 
extensively with the administration of the Commission’s af- 
fairs.

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Report of the Department of Public Works

Gentlemen : 


Enclosed herewith is the Tenth Annual Report of the 
Falmouth Department of Public Works. This report covers 
. the operations of the Department for the calendar year 1970. 
This Annual Report includes individual reports of the Direc- 
tor, Water and Sewer Divisions, Highway Division, Parks and 
Forestry Division and the Engineering section. 


During the year, Mr. Richard Fish was re-elected to a 
three year term as Commissioner of the Department of Public 
Works. Mr. Fish has served the town of Falmouth as a Com- 
missioner of the Department of Public Works for all but a 
year of the Department’s existence. 


All types of Public Works, construction and maintenance 
were carried on during 1970 although the town did not vote 
as many funds in 1970 as it has in past years for street im- 
provements and the like. Descriptions of the work carried out 
by the Department will be found in the various sections of 
this report. 


Major water projects completed in 1970 include the re- 
pair of our concrete water tank in West Falmouth, which was 
completely refinished inside and out; and a new 12 inch 
diameter water line in Old Meeting House Road in East Fal- 
mouth. 


The most important single project that was completed 
under the jurisdiction of the Department of Public Works 
was the refutbishing of the Green Pond Bridge. This struc- 
ture, built in 1927, was very badly deteriorated and the Town 
Meeting in 1970 voted the necessary funds to rebuild the 
aged pilings that hold up this bridge and to re-do the bridge 
deck and beams where necessary to return the bridge to its 
original condition. This project is 95% completed as of this 
report. 


The most significant development during 1970 was the 
apparent decision at a Special Town Meeting in October to 
build a 7.7 million dollar Sewage Treatment Plant and Sewer-

age System with the sewer outfall going out off Nobska Point 
into Vineyard Sound. This monumental project was voted at 
the October 1970 Special Town Meeting by the Town Meeting | 
Members of Falmouth. A technical flaw in the vote for this 
project makes it necessary for the town to call a Special 
Town Meeting on January 6, 1971 for the purpose of correct- 
ing the wording in the October vote. If the town reaffirms 
its position on January 6th it will begin the project that to 
date is probably the largest single project the town has ever 
undertaken, and unquestionably the most discussed and most 
controversial project that Falmouth has ever tried to build. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to 
take this opportunity to thank the various heads of other 
town departments and committees, our own Public Works 
Personnel and the people of Falmouth for their cooperation 
and assistance given us during the preceding year.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
by Nathan §S. Ellis, III 


To the Board of Commissioners of the 
Department of Public Works 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of operations of the Department for 
the year 1970 and on the general condition of the Works is 
respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of the 
divisions of the Department. 


Highways — The reconstruction and/or resurfacing of 
sections of Fresh Pond Road, Sandwich Road, Turner Road 
and Grand Avenue highlighted the town’s road program. 

Approximately 13 miles of town roads were sealcoated 
with bitumen and the programs of sidewalk resurfacing and 
drainage improvements were continued. | 
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It is interesting to note that appropriations over the 
past few years that have been for resurfacing of existing 
streets and for the sealcoating of town roads have been ap- 
proximately the same, and yet by comparing the annual re- 
ports it is noted that there is a definite decrease in the 
amount of footage covered with this money. This is of course 
due primarily to the very rapid increase in prices of asphalt 
in the liquid form and also as used in the bituminous con- 
crete resurfacing program. It is noted, for instance, that 17 
miles of town roads were sealcoated in 1969 whereas only 13 
miles were sealcoated in 1970, although the same amount of 
money was appropriated each year. 


The Town of Falmouth now spends about 414% of the 
town budget on its road system. This amount of money is not 
sufficient to properly maintain and upgrade. the town’s ac- 
cepted street system. 


Bridges — In 1970 the town voted funds for repair of the 
Green Pond Bridge, which carries Menauhant Road traffic 
over Green Pond, and during the year contracts were awarded 
for this work. This project involved extensive portland 
cement concrete work in rebuilding the underneath support- 
ing piles, beams and bridge deck. This bridge should be, once 
completed, somewhat stronger than it was in its original 
condition. The original bridge was rated for an approximate 
10 ton load limit. 


At the 1970 Annual Town Meeting, the town voted to 
take by eminent domain the old railroad bed between Fal- 
mouth and Woods Hole. Along with the taking of the railroad 
right of way, the town took the railroad bridge at Church 
Street in Woods Hole. This all woden structure is not in good 
repair and should have a new deck within the next year or 
so. An article is being inserted by the Public Works Depart- 
ment into the 1971 Annual Town Meeting for this purpose. 
The so-called Bourne Pond Bridge which carries vehicle 
traffic over Bourne Pond is also a wooden structure. This 
bridge too is in need of a new deck, and an article is being 
submitted into the 1971 Town Meeting by the Department of 
Public Works for funds for this purpose. 


The mechanical lift bridge which carries vehicle traffic 
over the entrance to Eel Pond in Woods Hole was found dur- 
ing 1970 to be in a seriously deteriorated condition in the 
area of the steel supports of the operating mechanism under- 
neath the bridge. In the month of August, while town per- 
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sonnel were installing a new sump pump, it was found that 
a key support holding one of the main drive shafts that lifts 
the bridge was deteriorated to the point of failure. This con- 
dition was so serious it was necessary to work on an emer- 
gency basis to replace this steel beam. Fortunately, this beam 
was not as difficult to replace as some of the other support- 
ing members would be and the work was done during the 
course of one night. However, during this repair job, it was 
noted that much of the remaining supporting steel is de- 
teriorating to a point rapidly approaching the condition of 
the beam that was replaced. As long as this supporting steel 
is left in its present condition, there is always the possibility 
that the bridge could fail — not in the sense of falling down, 
but in the sense that it couldn’t be opened or closed without 
the aid of a crane. This repair project will be expensive. It 
will require the removal of all the operating apparatus to get 
at the supporting beams and it will also require that the 
bridge be closed for a length of time while this work is being 
done. The Department of Public Works also has an article in 
the 1971 Town Meeting to begin the repairs of this bridge. 


The Town of Falmouth has eight bridges which are ex- 
posed to the deteriorating effects of salt water and four 
others which are not. Very little has been done to these 
bridges over the last 20 years with the exception of the 
Quaker Road Bridge at Silver Beach which was completely 
redone two years ago and of course the Green Pond Bridge 
which was rebuilt this year. The only other bridge which has 
received any amount of attention in the last few years is 
the mechanical lift bridge at Eel Pond in Woods Hole which 
requires constant attention to repair and replace the me- 
chanical parts. 


Other bridges that Falmouth owns that will require 
maintenance over the next few years are as follows: 


The Chapaquoit Island Road Bridge in West Falmouth 
needs a certain amount of steel repainting. The Menauhant 
Road bridge at Great Pond needs some extensive painting 


and perhaps some minor steel replacement. The Moonakis 
River Bridge at Moonakis River in Waquoit also needs some 
painting and some steel work. The Route 151 railroad bridge 
needs new railing. The Child’s River Bridge at Barrows Road 
needs some concrete and railing work and a small bridge on 
Martin Road in Waquoit needs to be extended. 
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Drainage — During 1970 approximately 3,100 feet of 
drainage pipe was installed along with 28 structures of vari- 
out types. One drainage project was for the School Depart- 
ment at the North Falmouth Elementary School at which 
location about 470 feet of drainage pipe and two man holes 
were constructed. This work was paid for by the School De- 
partment and was completed under the direction of the De- 
partment of Public Works. 


Of the drainage projects completed during the year, six 
projects rectified long standing drainage problems on old 
town accepted streets. A definite improvement in the overall 
street drainage picture within the town of Falmouth has been — 
noted over the last few years. This is due not only to the ef- 
forts of the town in installing a great deal of drainage pipe 
and drainage structures, but also is due to a stiffening of the 
planning board drainage requirements for new subdivisions. 
The Falmouth Department of Public Works considers road 
drainage designs which rely entirely on standard type leach- 
ing basins to be inadequate for all but very minor drainage 
problems. 


We believe, where no natural water course is available 
to direct surface water runoff, adequate land areas must be 
provided at all significant low points to receive the storm 
water. These “Street Drainage Catchment” areas, along with 
any “Drainage Easements” required, should be shown on the 
Subdivision plan which is to be filed in the Registry of Deeds 
thereby becoming part of a more permanent record. 


The surface water may be directed to these dedicated 
areas by pipe (minimum size — 10”) from catch basins or via 
bituminous concrete waterways. 


The minimum width of drainage easements for laying 
pipe or for catchment areas should be fifteen feet. No catch- 
ment area should be less than 2,000 square feet. 


Drainage easements for laying and maintaining pipe 
should be planned to follow property lines so as not to de- 
tract from the lot to be sold. 


Catchment areas for major street drainage problems 
may require the land to be allocated for drainage purposes 
and therefore deducted from the usable land to be developed 
and sold. 


The Falmouth Planning Board is now considering new . 
subdivision control regulations which include new standards 
for solving drainage problems within these subdivisions. 
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It is the Department of Public Works’ responsibility to 
insure that the town’s subdivision control law is properly 
followed in new subdivisions. This Department will request 
that drainage computations which result in the design of 
underground structures for the disposal of storm drainage in 
subdivisions be submitted to the Engineering office of the 
Town’s Department of Public Works for review prior to the 
drainage receiving approval of the Department. 


Snow and Ice Control — 1970 was a year of considerable 
snow activity involving eight storms which involved all the 
town’s and hired equipment to be put into operation. Total 
snow accumulation of these storms was 51 inches. This 
amount does not include the many minor storms and icy con- 
ditions. . 

Snow removal carried on by the Department of Public 
Works in Falmouth is one of the most costly of the opera- 
tions that are handled by this department. This is primarily 
due to the large number of outside hired equipment that is 
used in the plowing operations and the extremely costly ex- 
pendable materials and chemicals that are used in the pro- 
cess. The plowing operation itself which is the most expensive 
of the various phases of this operation runs in cost upwards 
of $300.00 an hour just for the outside hired equipment. 


There are actually four separate and distinct phases or 
operations to the snow removal program. It begins with the 
preparation stage which actually goes on all year round and 
involves large expenditures for salt, the work of mixing sand 
with salt for icy road conditions, the repairs of snow plows, 
the welding of ‘‘A” frames and steel work, attaching aparatus 


to hired trucks or tractors and the purchase and stock pile — 


of expensive blades, nuts, bolts and other expendable items 
that are used in the snow and ice control operation. We esti- 
mate that to properly mount a truck it costs the town about 
$500.00. This amount includes the lifting mechanism and the 
steel work that goes on the front of the truck but does not 
include the plow which can be moved from truck to truck 
and which costs an additional $900.00. 


The next phase of the snow and ice program is the sand- 
ing and salting operation which is the actual first operation 
in any snow storm by the Department. This activity is also 
brought about many times by light snows of less than an inch 
deep but which require sanding but not plowing and by 
freezing conditions where freezing rain, sleet or hail cause 
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slippery road conditions. The sanding operation goes on al- 
most continuously all winter long. For this work the D.P.W. 
has three hopper type sanders and a fourth much less effi- 
cient tail-gate sander which is very seldom used because of 
the condition of the truck which this sander is supposed to 
be mounted on. With these three hopper type sanders in 
proper operation the town Department of Public Works can 
make safe by sanding and salting the major town roads and 
school bus routes in approximately five to eight hours. To 
carry this program further to all of the important secondary 
town roads and to the hilly and most dangerous parts of the 
unaccepted streets takes an additional six to nine hours, and 
to do all of the roads that the public wishes done extends the 
operating time to upwards of 24 hours or approximately three 
- days working time. Due to the number of roads that the town 
maintains, a storm or an icy condition that ends early in the 
morning causes a particularly dangerous situation for early 
morning traffic. If the town should decide to speed this 
operation up it will be necessary to add additional complete 
sanding units with operators to man these units. No hired 
equipment is used in this particular snow and ice function. 

The next step or phase in the snow and ice operation is 
the actual plowing operation itself. The decision which sends 
the snow plowing units out is based on a number of factors. 
These are: weather, weather information, projected weather 
forecasts, barometric trends, temperature and, of course, rate 
of snow accumulation. The equipment is usually sent out 
when the snow reaches one inch in depth or greater and has 
the potential of increasing and becoming a storm of at least 
two inches total. This phase begins the real expense of the 
storm. 

The town is broken down into 13 plowing routes plus 
three special routes. On these 16 routes there may be more 
than one plowing unit. Of the total force that goes into 
operation there are actually 17 hired plow trucks. These hired 
truckers may or may not own the plow and plow attachment 
that goes on their truck. If they do own all or part of the ap- 
paratus attached to the truck they are paid extra for it. If 
they own the plow itself, they are also paid extra for it, other- 
wise the equipment attached to these private trucks belongs 
to the town. In conjunction with these 17 hired trucks, the 
Town of Falmouth sends out seven plowing units of its own. 
Three of these seven units are the sanders which have been 
converted over to plows to be used when a plowing situation 
develops. 
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The plowing operation includes the town’s unaccepted 
streets which the town as a practice has taken care of for 
years. The plowing of the unaccepted roads is the most diffi- 
cult and most expensive of the entire snow removal opera- 
tion. Many of these roads have extremely steep hills and are 
very narrow. The trees and brush on some of these roads 
overhang closely making it difficult to get the larger trucks 
through them. On a number of these private roads it is neces- 
sary that we use four wheel drive jeep type vehicles which 
are capable of getting into these narrow closed-in places. 
Plowing these private roads is made initially difficult be- 
causes the men who work for the Public Works Department 
are seldom required to go into these streets during the normal 
course of activity during the year. Complicating matters 
further, a number of these roads are not marked with a name, 
due to being far removed from a Town accepted road, which 
would give an exact indication of its location and during the 
middle of the night in a snowstorm it sometimes happens 
that the plowing units go off the narrow roads and get stuck, 
or tear up people’s lawns, break down shrubbery and do other 
damage to private property. Any damage done to private 
property and reported by owner, is repaired by the town at 
the first opportunity. Another considerable expense of this 
operation is related to the school system which involves our 
opening up all of the parking lots to all the schools in town. 


The final phase of the snow removal operation is the 
sidewalk clearing program and the actual snow removal, if 
necessary, in the two centers — the Woods Hole center and 
the Falmouth center. In this program the Park Division of the 
Public Works Department becomes very important as they 
keep the sidewalks in the two centers clear of snow by use 
of walk-behind type hand tractors. The Park Division can 
keep these walks under control unless the snow gets over 
three inches deep. When it becomes necessary to plow the 
remainder of the walks in town, hired equipment is called 
out. All éhe walks in North Falmouth, West Falmouth, East 
Falmouth, Woods Hole and the center of Falmouth are plowed 
by hired equipment since the town has no equipment of its 
own to do heavy sidewalk plowing. 


Falmouth has been very fortunate over the years to have 
three contractors in the town who own real crawler type 
sidewalk machines that can go through snow regardless of 
how deep it gets. The Town of Falmouth is completely de- 
dependent upon these contractors. This dependency factor is 
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very important because it means that if we have a malfunc- 
tion among the contractors’ equipment there is no way that 
we can guarantee the sidewalks be cleared within a reason- 
able time. One problem we have with plowing the sidewalks 
in Falmouth is that some residents park automobiles on these 
walks and do not move them for the sidewalk plows. Addi- 
tionally, people sometimes plug the public walks with large 
piles of snow pushed from their own walks or parking areas. 
This can at times be a big problem for the town as there is 
nothing moré exasperating than to see a large pile of snow 
pushed across a recently cleared sidewalk forcing the public 
to walk in the street. 

The actual physical removal of the snow in Woods Hole 
and Falmouth centers is the last snow removal operation. 
This work is done completely with town equipment and town 
personnel with the Park Division of the Department of Public 
Works moving what snow is necessary in the Woods Hole sec- 
tion of town and the Highway Division removing the snow 
from the center of Falmouth. 


Town Sewer Study — The following is a brief resume re- 
garding the efforts of the Town of Falmouth in the initiation 
and construction of a sewer system: 

1965 — March: Town meeting appointed a Sewer Study 
Committee to determine the feasibility and need for same in 
the Town of Falmouth; 

1966 — March: Town Meeting assigned the responsibility 
of the Sewer Study Committee to the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works; 

1966 — October: The engineering firm of Whitman & 
Howard (Boston) representing the Town, applied for a Fed- 
eral grant and filed an application with the Cape Cod Plan- 
ning Committee; ° 

1967 — Falmouth’s plan was approved and endorsed by 
the Cape Cod Planning ommittee. It was then forwarded to 
the Division of Water Pollution & Department of Natural Re- 
sources. At this time Falmouth was informed that it was 
necessary to have a more complete and effective treatment 
plan in Woods Hole. The existing plant in Woods Hole pumps 
untreated sewage into Woods Hole Harbor. 

1967 — June: Commonwealth forwarded plans to New 
York H.U.D. since H.U.D. required more comprehensive plans. 
Town was informed it was necessary to raise its own funds 
for a plan in the amount of $48,000.00; in 

1968 — March 
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1967 — November: Selectmen (Town of Falmouth) were 
informed to install a secondary plant in Woods Hole; by 

1971 — April 

1968 — April: Whitman and Howard submitted a pro- 
gress report and recommendation that an outfall plant be 
installed at Juniper Road, Woods Hole. The Committee re- 
turned plans because it was in favor of inland and decided 
on another effort for inland treatment. 


1969 — January: Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution 
offered the services of its personnel to assist the Town in its 
effort. Therefore, a meeting was held between the D.P.W. and 
W.H.O.I.; report of W.H.O.I. study accompanies this letter. 


In essence, this report states that the Town has been 
discharging untreated sewage into Woods Hole Harbor for 
22 years and it has been proven that thus far, Vineyard 
Sound has not been polluted; and that Vineyard Sound will 
not be affected by the installation of a secondary treatment 
plant which has a 90% clean effluent. 


1970 — March: Town Meeting majority voted; however 
2/3 vote was required. 


1970 — October: Special Town Meeting voted necessary 
2/3 vote; however, Bond Counsel (Ropes & Gray, Boston) 
found a flaw in the wording of the article, which will be cor- 
rected at a Special Town Meeting January 6th. 


In summary: Presently. a great deal of opposition has 
become apparent against an outfall system from organized 
groups on the Vineyard and a group of Falmouth citizens 
called the “Citizens for the Preservation of Vineyard Sound.” 


The eventual outcome is still in doubt. 


Since 1966, the study leading to a new sewer system for 
the town has been led capably by Commissioner John Pena 
of this Department. Mr. Pena, without compensation has 
given greatly of himself in pursuit of the goal assigned to this 
Department by the Town in 1966. The Town is fortunate to 
have citizens like John Pena. 


The Tax Dollar and Where It Goes — On a separate page 
following will be noted a circular pie-shaped diagram being 
published for the taxpayer’s interest showing the approxi- 
mate percentage breakdown of the Falmouth tax dollar as 
it is spent in the various town Budgets. 


Not included in this diagram are the monies spent at 
Town Meetings for special projects since these projects vary 
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greatly from year to year and if shown would tend to confuse 
the overall picture. 


The Water and Sewer expenditures are not shown as the 
expenses for operation, maintenance, minor improvements, 
and payments on loans are offset almost entirely by revenue 
received. 


The éxpense of operation of the Park and Forestry Divi- 
sion is shown at 2.4% although upwards of one-half of these 
expenditures could be attributable to School expenditures as 
School Grounds Maintenance is a major function of this Di- 
vision. 


Highway Division expenditures account for 4.6% of the 
tax dollar as shown. This amount includes in addition to the 
maintenance of town roads the operation and maintenance 
of the D.P.W. Garage and special budgets in Snow and Ice 
Control, Drainage Construction, Sidewalk Reconstruction, 
Sealcoating and Resurfacing Existing Streets.

HIGHWAY DIVISION, by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


During 1970 Manuel Pacheco, Jr. retired from this divi- 
sion as general foreman after 32 years service to the town. 


The acquiring of personnel to fill the present vacancies 
has not been too successful. These vacancies are due to per- 
sonnel retiring or entering private enterprise. It is frustrat- 
ing to teach and train personnel only to have them leave as 
soon as they are licensed to operate motor vehicles and heavy 
machinery. 


Routine highway and sidewalk construction and main- 
tenance work of the Division was continued through the year. 
Routine maintenance included street cleaning, patching of 
highways and sidewalks, roadside mowing and brushing, 
cleaning of storm drains and catch basins, snow removal and 
sanding. During the year sealcoating, drainage construction, 
resurfacing of existing streets and sidewalks was continued 
as a major part of the maintenance and construction pro- 
gram. 

The acquisition of a sign making machine this year has 
increased our street sign production but not to the point of 
keeping up with the vandalism to street signs and posts. 


Guard rail posts and fences have been repaired, removed, 
or replaced and painted as automotive accidents or deteriora- 
tion has taken a heavy toll this year. 

During 1970 much effort was spent on the herring rivers. 
Fresh River especially needed attention in lowering the river 
bed and removing the seaweed and sand to a level below low 
water. Trunk River jetties were built-up and reinforced as 
large stone became available. 

Litter along the roadside is a continuous effort for the 
Division and volunteer groups. The effort, which was consid- 
erable, is ineffectual without more cooperation from the 
_ motoring public.

WATER & SEWER DIVISION by John Hughes, Supt. 

Although there were no major projects during the year, 
a total of 31,813 feet of water mains were installed. About 
70% of this total, 22,373 feet, were installed in new subdivi- 
sions by the owners at no cost to the Town. There were thirty- 
seven new hydrants added. A contract for installing about 
3,000 feet of 12” pipe in Meeting House Road was awarded to 
Charles O. Lapre Co., and satisfactorily completed. 

New service connections increased to 423, the largest 
number in recent years. This was because owners of several 
Subdivisions decided to install service connections to all lots 
at the time the mains were laid to avoid future pavement 
repairs. 

A total of 746.4 million gallons of water were pumped, a 
Slight decrease from the previous year. Rainfall amounted to 
43.86 inches, which is about normal. Long Pond water level 
ranged from a high of 2814” to a low 34” and was 1014” at 
the end of the year, about 2” higher than the previous year. 
One of the 125 H.P. electric motors failed and had to be re- 
wound; fortunately most of this expense was covered by in- 
surance. 

Total receipts for the year amounted to $405,426.12, an 
increase of $3,536.00. 

Receipts from the Woods Hole Sewer amounted to 
$7,550.71. Three new sewer connections were installed and 
four discontinued, and there are now 129 connections in use. 
The new pump purchased in the previous year was not de- 
livered until late July, and installed in August.

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FORESTRY AND PARK DIVISION by Joseph Figuerido, Supt. 


Forestry — The Massachusetts Department of Natural 
Resources has banned nine insecticides commonly used in the 
past. This is an increase over the six banned last year. Many 
other chemicals are now under close scrutiny and there is no 
doubt that some of these will be eliminated from the Com- 
monwealth’s Registry of Poison permitted within the State. 


In this age of the ‘“‘P’s’, pill, pot, protests, pesticides and 
pollution, many changes have been made and are being pro- 
posed but the Pests have not changed and their life-cycle re- 
mains rather stable. The food ratio, balance of predators and 
climatic conditions governs the pest population. Therefore, 
Our spray program continues as in the past except for the 
newly recommended substitute insecticides proposed by the 
Department of Natural Resources. 


Basically our 1970 Spray Program continued as follows: 
a. Dormant spray for Dutch Elm in April. 
b. Fruit Tree Spray for Tent Caterpillars in May. 


c. Elm Leaf Beetle Spray in June and July for 1st and 
2nd generations. 


d. Limited and Selective Sprays for Japanese Beetle, Oak 
Canker and Oak Skeltonizer. 


e. Poison Ivy Spray and Wasp Control, mostly on re- 
quests. 


Dutch Elm disease has increased. This must be expected 
since many of the trees have aged to a point where resistance 
can not fight the disease. Thirty-nine cultures were for- 
warded to the Shade Tree Laboratory in Amherst. Thirty-two 
were returned confirmed cases of Dutch Elm disease. Eleven 
were on Town property and twenty-one on private property. 
The usual disposal procedures were followed and most of 
the trees have been destroyed. The few remaining are on 
private property but will be disposed of by early March. 


Tree Fertilizing: Because of macadam and other inper- 
vious material at the base of the trees, most of Falmouth 
trees have to be “foliage fed” with the use of a hydraulic 
sprayer, and the results seem to be adequate. Regular base 
feeding is employed on trees where the root system is acces- 
Sible, usually on newly planted stock. 

A review of tree conditions around Falmouth Center has 
revealed general deterioration of growth and appearance. In 
reporting this conclusion, we base our finding on the many 
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encroachments permitted utility companies, which must im- 
prove and expand their facilities. 

A high percentage of the problem comes from constantly 
disturbing the soil condition at the base of the trees. 

Falmouth is contemplating a new Sewer project. This 
means roads, sidewalks, and lawns will again be disturbed, 
in some instatnces, to a depth of approximately twenty feet. 
We. cannot expect the trees to survive under such drastic 
changes. It is hopeful that sincere consideration be given the 
trees and that the damages and the certain loss that must 
accompany this type of project be kept at a minimum. 


Other Work: The Tree Division’s work-load is constant 
and indeed never done. 

A partial list of its many duties are as follows: 

Pruning and Sanitation Work: This phase is most im- 
portant in maintaining healthy trees; and is done year round 
whenever time permits. 

Forest Work Maintenance: Performed during the win- 
ter months. This includes road clearing, fire-break clearing 
and release work. 

Nursery Maintenance: One acre of cultivated nursery 
stock for future street planting. 

In addition, stumps were removed below ground level 
with the stump machine. Many cavities and bruises were re- 
paired, cultures were taken for laboratory analysis, constant 
scouting for pest infestation continues, electric light and 
blind corner release work was done. 

The planting program in the Fall includes purchasing 
and processing all requests for Shade trees in Falmouth. 
Larger trees from our Town nursery also are planted through 
out our streets. 

The Tree Division feels this planting is one of our most 
important programs. It replaces all trees removed along the 
streets during the year and plants new trees on the new 
streets as they are accepted by the Town. 


Park: Pollution is defined in Webster’s dictionary as 
“unclean”. The Park Division has certainly been exposed to 
this malady. The clean-up program had to be increased to 
almost three days a week during the past summer. 

Destruction of Park facilities, however, is a new and 
more serious problem. Examples of maliciousness were evi- 
dent in all Parks. Water faucets were twisted beyond repair 
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in several parks. Flags and halyards were cut and defaced; in 
one instance, several small flags were burned. Trash barrels 


are stolen or distorted beyond recognition. Many split rail 
fences were broken in one Park; much of an existing fence 
was piled in the center of a ball park. Basketball cages have 
been ripped off the back-board. 


Automobiles use the Parks for race ways and parking. 
Horses dig up the turf. Now we are faced with the advent of 
the mini-bike. This machine has scarred the baseball dia- 
monds, loosened sod, rutted base lines, even damaged shrubs. 
In the Town forest the motorcycle has joined the mini-bike 
causing a great deal of concern. Several times last summer 
Police or Park personnel evicted groups of “hippies” from 
the vicinity of the Water Shed where they had set up tents; 
bathed in our drinking water; littered beer cans and debris 
throughout the beach and forest. 


Serious thought has been given to a circulating Police 
Officer to cope with these various problems. 


Park Division construction crews completed several im- 
portant landscape projects during 1970 which were: 


1. Academy Lane 


The Falmouth Chamber of Commerce sponsored this 
article in the Town Warrant. The Department of Public 
Works Engineering Division designed and engineered the 
sub-grading. The Park Division construction crews completed 
the final grades, seeded the lawn, prepared beds and planted 
shrubs. This was completed in the early spring. 


2. School Administration Building — Teaticket 


The Falmouth Garden Club selected this site for its 1970 
beautification project. Mrs. Paul Magnuson, Chairwoman of 
the project, with club funds and permission from the Com- 
missioners of the Department of Public Works, asked the 
Park Division to work with her. The Park crew prepared the 
beds, purchased and designed this foundation planting. The 
results are very satisfying and the Garden Club deserves 
plaudits. 


3. Fuller Field House 


The Athletic Field House was completed two years ago, 
but the surrounding grounds were left unfinished. The Park 
Division landscaped the front and subgraded an apron in the 
rear for macadam and resodded the banks to prevent erosion. 
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4. East Falmouth School Driveway 


The Park construction crew widened, sub-graveled and 
curbed with railroad ties approximately 100 feet of road. 
Macadam topping was completed by an outside contractor. 


5. Department of Public Works Garage — Gifford Street 


All Divisions have contributed some work to this project. 
However, the Park Division has undertaken the major land- 
scaping responsibilities. The project is expected to be com- 
pleted next spring. 


Other Park Work: 


Little League Diamond on Jones Road was resodded and 
topsoiled. 


Four large recreational units erected and bedded in ce- 
ment for the Teaticket School. 


Completely aerate, topsoiled, fertilized and seeded the 
football field at Fuller field. 

Teaticket softball league infield diamond was resodded 
and topsoiled. 


All Municipal lawns were fertilized. 


The rear of Lawrence High School was trimmed and 
brushed to the banks of the pond. 


The baseball diamond at Fuller Field was reconstructed 
to the exacting standards set forth by the Commissioner of 
the Cape Cod Baseball League. 


The many other normal Park duties continues as in the 
past years. This work is divided among three main crews, 
each having set responsibilities. These capable crews are 
namely: the mowing crew; the construction crew; and the 
repair and clean-up crew. 


Work load governs disbursement of other Park personnel.

The Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School entered its second year of operation on September 9, 
1970, with the addition of another Freshman class. Many 
changes have been made in our curriculum. One of the ma- 
jor adjustments was the elimination of study periods. This 
became necessary in order to devote more time to changes 
in technology and provide our students with the added skills 
to be better prepared to obtain jobs in a highly competitive 
labor market. Students are now in class from 8:00 a.m. to 
2:28 p.m. 


Our first graduation took place on June 9, 1970. The 
class was made up of nine boys that were transfer students 
from the Wareham Vocational School and eight post-grad- 
uate Cosmetology students. On October 23, 1970, our first 
class of Licensed Practical Nurses was graduated. 


A new Medical Assistant Course was opened on September 
14, 1970. Its purpose is to train qualified women on the post- 
graduate level in a para-medical occupation suited to assist- 
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ing professional personnel. The course includes receptionists’ 
duties, preparation in business and office practices, com- 
munications, and the medical skills needed to assist the 
physician with diagnostic and therapeutic measures. Plans 
are underway with Falmouth Hospital in Falmouth to utilize 
laboratories, business offices and selected patient-care areas 
for a student externship experience. 


Another class of Licensed Practical Nurses was also 
started in September of 1970. Based on a submitted curricu- 
lum to the Massachusetts Board of Registration in Nursing 
the program is approved for fifty-two weeks instead of the 
required sixty-five weeks. The basic instruction and related 
theory in practical nursing is offered at the School with 
clinical experience and practice at hospitals and health 
agencies. 


In September our Superintendent-Director, George F. 
Weaver, requested retirement as of December 31, 1970, which 
was accepted by the Regional School Committee with extreme 
regret and deep appreciation for his efforts in accomplishing 
the objectives set forth for planning and building the school. 
The School Committee appointed Arthur L. Sweetman, the 
Assistant Director, to succeed Mr. Weaver as of January 1, 
1971. | 


We have enjoyed a very successful year due to the co- 
operation of all the school personnel, school administrators, 
and town officials in the Regional School District. Thanks 
and appreciation should be extended to the Garden Clubs of 
our region for the extremely fine job of supplying and plant- 
ing shrubbery about our building and to all those who have 
contributed equipment and supplies to be used in our program 
of studies. 


-. Ina report like this I would be remiss if I did not thank 
our School Committee for their efforts and their willingness 
to meet whenever necessary and for being able to make 
important decisions without hesitation, which is so important 
in the operation of any school. I would also like to thank the 
seventy members of our advisory and craft committees for 
their help. I cannot emphasize enough the importance of 
these people in keeping our programs up-to-date and our 
instructors well-informed as to the changes in the various 
trade areas and in assisting our people in the placement of 
the students.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


In March 1970, the Annual Town Meeting gave the School 
Building Needs Committee two assignments: First, to bring 
before a subsequent special town meeting preliminary plans 
for a new high school; and second, these plans having been 
approved, to develop final plans and bring before the 1971 
Annual Town Meeting a firm bid for the construction of a 
new high school building. 


The preliminary plan was reported to the Town in a 
nine-page brochure entitled Proposed Falmouth High School; 
and the first of the Committee’s assignments was completed 
when a Special Town Meeting in October approved the plans, 
(with reduced Physical Education facilities) and directed 
your Committee to proceed with final drawings. 


Your Committee is unhappy to report that it will be un- 
able to bring the bids before the Annual Town Meeting. 
Instead, it will call for a Special Town Meeting, to vote on 
the School. 


The Pressing Need 


This postponement is the more unfortunate, since word 
comes from the School Committee that the school housing 
situation becomes daily more desperate. In the High School, 
enrollment in September 1971 will be upwards of 1390 — in 
a 950 pupil building. The Intermediate School already has 
four hundred children over the capacity of the school; and 
the elementary schools, two hundred and fifty. It must be 
remembered that the proposed new High School is intended 
to correct not one, but all of these conditions. 


Committee Activities 

The delay is not for want of trying. Though pressed for 
time, the Committee has nevertheless, examined and weighed 
many alternative possibilities to arriving at concensus. It 
has held thirty-one meetings (eleven during July and Au- 
gust), participated in an all-day Institute for staff and 
citizens about the school; held public evening meetings; sent 
representatives to Educational Facilities Laboratory in New 
York; listened to citizens and citizens’ committees and to 
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staff representatives; participated in three conferences with 
the State Board of School Facilities; and visited schools in 
other states. 


The Architect 


The first task was the selection of an architect and an 
educational consultant, who could translate the Falmouth 
program, aS expressed by staff and citizens, into a form pre- 
scribed by the State. 


From a field of thirty-three architectural firms, the 
Committee selected twelve for preliminary and four for final 
interview and in the end selected the firm of Earl R. Flans- 
burgh & Associates. With a wide background in general 
architecture, they had done many schools for such diverse 
communities as Wilton, Conn., Peabody, Mass., Nyack, N.Y., 
and Burlington, Mass. Particularly of interest was the firm’s 
having been selected to do the Boston Open System for 
Educational Facilities, the first open-system program for 
schools in the United States. 


The Educaticnal Consultant 


As educational consultant, the Committee chose Dr. 
George L. Collins, former Associate Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for the Division of School Facilities and Planning in 
Massachusetts. 


A Flexible School 


From the beginning the intention has been to design a 
very good modern school for community use, that would ful- 
fill all of Falmouth’s present educational needs and be flex- 
ible to adapt to whatever plan of education may be developed 
in the future. Though anxious to meet rigid standards of 
economy, the Committee has tried hard not to compromise 
the educational plan. 


Efforts Toward Economy 


Since the Special Town Meeting, therefore, the Commit- 
tee has continued to examine and rework every detail of 
design toward further simplification and economy. The de- 
sign has become as simple and compact as it can be made. 


Early in the planning, the concept of the multiple-build- 
ing campus-school (recommended by a citizen study com- 
mittee), had been rejected as too costly. Hence, at the time 
of the October Town Meeting, the preliminary plan showed 
two rectangular buildings, one for academics and the other 
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for physical education. In the final plans, these two have 
been joined, thus reducing further the amount of outside 
wall and eliminating the necessity for a connecting passage- 
way. 

The academic wing has been reduced to a three-storied, 
flat-roofed, rectangle, exposing a minimum of expensive 
perimeter wall and roof. The proposed mezzanine floor has 
been discarded in favor of further enlargement of the ground 
floor. This is considered an economy. The balconies, shown 
on the preliminary plan have been reduced to three on the 
back and three on the front. 


Year-Round School 

Some of the savings derived from compactness of design, 
are necessarily used for providing interior ventilation. This 
gives added value to the building, however. Air-conditioned 
through the same ducts that carry the heat, the building 
may be used to full capacity, summer or winter. This capa- 
bility makes the “year-round” school a possibility for adapt- 
ing to future population growth, without enlarging the 
building. This will be a major economy. 


Open Planning 

While the instructional areas of the building have been 
planned as sound-conditioned, open spaces for multiple uses, 
the traditional classroom has not been eliminated. The open 
spaces may be closed, if desired, by demountable partitions; 
or the closed spaces, opened. The lighting, ventilation and 
heating are designed so that no expensive alteration is re- 
quired to change the shape or number of rooms. There is 
Saving, not only in elimination of partitions, but in useable 
Space. Traditional corridors may become useful for other 
purposes. | 
The Air-Supported Dome 

The Committee is disappointed to report that it has 
abandoned the air-supported dome concept for the field 
house. Intrigued by the possibility of dramatic savings, the 
Committee pursued the idea with the architect through the 
preliminary design stages to a hearing before the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. The Department declared that the 
State would not share in the cost of such a structure, which 
they classified as “temporary”. Since this would have meant 
a loss of more than $400,000 of State aid, the Committee 
directed the architects to design a more traditional, perma- 
nent and more expensive roof for the field house.

The Field House 

The proposed field house, now greatly reduced in size 
from that shown on the brochure at Special Town Meeting, 
provides for the minimal State-prescribed physical education 
program in an open structure one hundred sixty feet square. 
It will have six teaching stations, accommodating a variety 
of physical education activities. Six teaching stations are 
also provided out-of-doors. One of the outside stations will 
be a running track, substituted for one of the play fields 
shown on the preliminary design. For interscholastic games 
or community affairs, there will be bleacher seats inside for 
‘1500. They will be moveable. | 


Chapter 90 Road-Entrance 

With the help of the Board of Selectmen, the Committee 
has been more successful in another effort to reduce costs, of 
the plan now being developed, the main entrance to the 
school is shown as from a proposed new road to be con- 
structed between Brick Kiln Road and Locustfield Road with 
Chapter 90 aid. With the construction of this highway, the 
need for costly roadway from Brick Kiln Road to the school 
site has been eliminated. 

Except for the changes noted in this report, the plan of 
the building is essentially that shown on the preliminary 
plan of the brochure, distributed to the Town Meeting in 
October. The changes the Committee feels, have all been 
toward economy, without diminution of the educational func- 
tion of the building. The Committee hopes that the bids 
will be favorable and reflect these savings, and that the 
Town will be moved to support this desperately needed 
project.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth: 


Besides being educational advocate, intermediary be- 
tween divers groups, and executor, the Superintendent is also 
official keeper of the record. I find it, therefore, appropriate 
to this duty to list here for you some of the concerns we 
have shared and the actions you have taken in the thirty 
School Committee meetings this year (quite aside from the 
thirty one others you have attended as members of the 
School Building Needs Committee). 


It goes without saying, of course, that you have fulfilled 
the legal requirements to approve all bills, vouchers and State 
reports. But beyond that you have: 


Concerning Personnel: 

..Negotiated two new contracts for the period September, 
1970, to August, 1972 defining wages and conditions of em- 
ployment: one, with the Falmouth Educators Association 
in behalf of teachers; the other, with the “B” group of 
this Association, for principals and directors. 

....Consulted with and set salaries for workers in each of the 
following groups: Cafeteria, Clerical, and Custodial-Main- 
tenance. 4 

... Hired thirty new teachers and promoted seventeen teachers 
to tenure status. 


In-Service: 
...Approved re-scheduling of the elementary schools to pro- 
vide released time for in-service programs for teachers — 


one afternoon a month —as recommended by the Elemen- 
tary Study Committee. 


Environmental Education: 


..Authorized negotiation of a contract for rental for five 
years (for a dollar a year) of buildings on the Federal Job 
Corps Center at South Wellfleet, as a site for conducting 
the camping and environmental studies program for grade 
5. 
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Authorized application for Federal funds under Title III 
for support of an exemplary project to develop further the 
environmental studies program for Falmouth, with a com- 
mitment for the life of the project to provide a pilot pro- 
gram to train teachers from other Massachusetts schools 
in the program. 


Intermediate School: 

..ASked for and received a report on revision of the Inter- 
mediate School schedule, allowing for a greater number 
and variety of courses and activities. 

..Approved a proposal for volunteer aides. 


School Health Program: 


...Entered into an arrangement to establish in Falmouth a 
State pilot model for a school health program, the State 
Department to provide instructional staff and consultants, 
and the Falmouth Schools to provide opportunity for its 
staff to be involved in the necessary in-service training. 

Authorized a study of drugs involvement of Falmouth 
pupils. 


FOOS: 

..Approved the Falmouth Out-of-School (FOOS) program 
for grade 6, as developed by parents and school staff, 
noting the voluntary participation of students, parents, 
and staff in this project for involving pupils in their own 
education and using the community more fully as an edu- 
cational resource. 


Administrative Reorganization — High School: 

... Reorganized the administrative arrangements at the high 
School, adding, in place of additional teachers for study 
halls, a task leader with responsibility for discipline and 
student affairs, an “outside man” to look to student con- 
duct on campus, and a matron to the custodial staff. 

...stablished the position of director of Instructional media 
services to organize and to integrate the growing library- 
media centers in the schools. 


Summer School: 

Discussed the summer school program and laid down some 
policy guide-lines, looking ultimately toward integrating 
this program with the regular day school, as a possible 
step toward the year-round school. 
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Business Practice: 


... Approved further applications of data processing and com-~ 
puter to both financial and educational programming, 
record-keeping and reporting. 


Transportation: 


.. Approved five new contracts for transportation, having 
revised the contract conditions, following a review of the 
economics of operating a 350,000 mile-a-year transportation 
system. 


School Lunch: 

....Modified school lunch policies, providing free meals for 
children of low-income families. 

....Pondered how to provide upwards of 3000 meals a day for 
the same mandated price to pupils as five years ago. 


Committees: 

. Received final reports of the School Study Steering Com- 
mittee, and upon their recommendation, appointed a new 
committee as its successor. 

.. keceived reports from committees on Communications, the 
Intermediate School, the Overall Goals, the Use of School 
Facilities, and Committee on Teacher-aides. 

.. entertained suggestions from sundry citizens. 


Miscellaneous: 


.. Approved opening of school buildings weekends and holi- 
days for neighborhood youth basketball programs. 


..Added two relocatable classrooms to the Intermediate 
School. 


Expressed willingness to relinquish a part of the East Fal- 
mouth School grounds for a site for a branch library at 
East Falmouth. 

....Noted with satisfaction that the Town had at last acquired 
title to the Webster property in Woods Hole as a site for a 
future school. 


....Considered, as required by law, cases of four students re- 
ferred for possible expulsion. 


Open Campus: 

. Reviewed with the high school staff and administration 
aspects of the “Open Camp” school, noting that the Com- 
missioner of Education had designated Falmouth and two 
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other schools in the State as experimental prototype 
schools. 


. Authorized the Superintendent to apply for Federal funds 
for a Federal Title III project for exploring further ways 
to take advantage of the attitudes generated in the open 
campus school, for dealing with youth alienation, for inter- 
relating school and community resources, for individual- 
izing instruction, and for broadening and strengthening 
the base of education. 


Education Plans— New High School: 


...Worked over the educational plans for the new high school, 
with a view toward economy, noting that though the pro- 
posed new school has a rated capacity of 1600 pupils, it 
will have far greater capacity, when the need for expansion 
again arises, if the concepts of the ‘open school”, which 
the building is designed to facilitate, is implemented by the 
program planners and administrators. 


Budget: 

..Held eight public hearings on the budget, and in the end, 
sent to the Finance Committee a detailed itemization with 
commentary, from which the following paragraphs are 
exerpts: 

“The School Committee requests that the sum of 
$3,968,304.00 be provided in 1971 for operation of schools. 
“The School Committee proposes that the monies be pro- 
vided by appropriating $3,747,533.00 and by authorizing 
expenditures from the following sources: 
$185,654.00 PL 874 balance 1970 and anticipated 
receipts 1971 (see estimated applied 
revenue) . 
15,000.00 Federal Funds Vocational Salaries 
1,917.00 Lawrence Fund 
18,200.00 NDEA — Title Funds 


$3 968,304.00 
“Compared with the grand total for schools for 1970 
($3,576,522.00) this request represents an increase of 
$391,782.00, or about 10.95%.” 
“Analysis of the budget will reveal that the increase is 
essentially in salaries, $385,910.00. The remainder, is for 
all other items. This represents an increase in all items 
but salaries of less than 1%.” 
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A Number of factors affecting this budget should be noted: 

...Lhe requirement to provide more service for retarded, 
disturbed and otherwise handicapped children; 

...The desire to be responsive to the problems and oppor- 
tunities exposed by the citizen’s studies to make the 
schools at all levels more exciting and relevant; 

..The need to expand and improve the audio visual and 
library services in all the schools; 

... Lhe requirement to provide more efficient and compre- 
hensive administrative practices for a growing school 
system; 

...and the need to expand the operation and maintenance 
services to serve an enlarging and aging school plant. 
All these, have generally tended toward increments in 
Staff; and in these influences, as well as in the obvious 
one of negotiated higher salaries, are to be found the 
explanation of the increase in the salary budget. The 
remainder reflects the general inflation. 


Report of the Educational Programs: 

For further exposition of the educational program which 
the budget supports, I commend to you the attached report 
of the Assistant Superintendent of Schools. It is a synthesis 
of the reports of the principals, liberally interspersed with 
direct quotations from the statement of goals. It is about 
both dimensions of purpose: the doing and the saying. It 
should, therefore, be a valuable reference to staff and citi- 
zens in the continuing dialogue about relationships be- 
tween goals and program. P

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EXCERPTS FROM ANNUAL REPORTS OF PRINCIPALS 
AND DIRECTORS SUBMITTED TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Each individual views the school system from his par- 
ticular vantage point. I am privileged by virtue of the office 
I fill to serve on Many committees, to meet with various in- 
dividuals presenting many kinds of interests in and the com- 
mitments to education, to meet and talk with teachers, ad- 
ministrators and students, and to receive the annual reports 
from those who administer schools or programs within the 
schools. 


I have chosen this year to relate the comments made or 
- overheard to the goals formulated by the Goals Committee 
of the School/Community Study initiated at the request of 
the Falmouth School Committee. Excluding the problems 
presented by the pressing need for more space, I consider the 
goal statements report one of the highlights of this past 
school year, if not the single most significant educational 
event of the last decade in Falmouth. 


It served the useful purpose of bringing together citizens 
of the community, adult and youth, to establish direction 
and purpose for education for the years that lie ahead. Even 
though the report was only one of the thirteen undertaken 
by the Town Study Committee I firmly believe that the pro- 
cess of goal formulation is basic to good education, but only 
if the statements are accepted and acted upon. The initial 
task of goal formulation, difficult though it be, is relatively 
simple in contrast with the work involved in activating and 
stimulating people to engage in self-examination, to develop 
new programs and to change relationships with others. 


The Subcommittee on goals faced many problems before 
the final statements could be produced for publication. Any 
group that tries to implement them also faces a set of prob- 
lems, but different in nature from the ones confronted in 
formulating the goals. Discouraging though the whole pro- 
cess may sound, enough interest has been generated to keep 
a large number of those I contact committed to the project. 


Problems in Goal Formulation and Implementation 


To begin with the committee faced many problems that 
made its task a long and arduous one, however challenging 
and stimulating. To this day the committee has never re- 
solved the question about how representative it was of the 
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whole community. In spite of this reservation the committee 
went ahead with its assignment, completed it, and gave wide 
circulation to its report through the press and at meetings 
with the staffs of the schools in Falmouth. 


Other examples of the difficulties confronting the com- 
mittee are phrased in question form and appear below. 


1. Should the goals be those which the institution con- 
sider important and therefore superimpose on the 
community and student body? 


2. Should the goals be reflective of what parents want 
their children to be and to become? 


3. Should the goals consider the qualities that citizens 
of the future should possess, if anyone can predict 
the future? 


4. Should the goals consider the roles of other institu- 
tions, agencies, clubs, and individuals who also influ- 
ence the education of the children and youth of the 
community? 


Certain committee members would testify strongly to the 
pains caused by the strain of writing the goals in words which 
would be meaningful and understandable by all who would 
listen and particularly by those who would have to act upon 
them. Each word, each phrase, each sentence had to be 
chosen carefully so that direction for program and action 
was Clear. 


Another source of difficulty grew out of the tradition of 
the institution. Goal formulation is nothing new for schools 
and school people. For years committees of educators and 
citizens have developed goals, written them out, had them 
approved, only to find that the schools did not change after 
the process of formulation was completed. Some of these 
committees even achieved national importance with their 
work, but the effects they produced were difficult to find in 
a few short months. Traditionally schools have emphasized 
heavily the academic or intellectual goals with the practical 
or vocational aspects of living playing a secondary role. Al- 
most invisible in school programs, but frequently appearing 
in goal statements, are those pertaining to the personal, 
moral and ethical development of children and youth. It is 
much easier to design and teach courses in the academic 
content fields and even in the vocational areas than it is in 
the personal domain. Thus some goals receive direct atten- 
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tion; others are achieved more or less indirectly and some 
few receive little or no consideration even though they are 
emphasized in statements of philosophy. 


Falmouth’s subcommitte on goals worked hard and long 
to reduce the confusions that might develop from any of the 
problems heretofore raised. The final statements reflected 
the point of view that goal achievement is a continuous pro- 
cess, Shared responsibly by schcool and parents and directed 
toward students as individuals, members of society and 
learners. Even though the report listed them a one, two, 
three order, the committee held to the concept of equality 
and interrelationships of the three — individuals, members 
of society and learners. There was the acceptance of the view 
that at certain stages of development and in certain situa- 
tions or under certain conditions one goal might assume 
priority over the others, but over the long haul none of the 
three should be emphasized to the detriment of the other 
two. 


The committee was careful to show concern for the total 
development of the individual, — academically, personally, 
aesthetically, practically. The substatements are strong evi- 
dences that the committee believed in the concept of the 
total child. 


The subcommittee went even further than just formu- 
lating goals which had direct application to the students. It 
said important things to the school system and to the com- 
munity. It was clearly stated that the schools must have good 
teachers and good teaching, effective administrative leader- 
Ship, a live and responsive curriculum and the best physical 
environment and educational materials that the Town could 
afford. Furthermore the committee emphasized the need for 
special services for students, teachers, administrators and 
parents and spoke to the benefits to be derived from a variety 
of school-community interactions. 


Once the tasks of formulating the statements, writing 
them in understadable language and preparing the final 
document were completed the committee made certain pre- 
liminary moves which were necessary before implmentation 
was possible. These first steps took the committee to an ad- 
ministrators meeting with the superintendent of schools, and 
to each of the school buildings where open discussions of the 
report were held with all staff members. The document was 
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accepted by the School/Community Study Steering Commit- 
tee and was endorsed by the Falmouth School Committee. 


From this point on the procedures for implementation 
became less clear. Now the more painful process began. Act- 
ing upon goal statements requires Self-evaluation and 
changes — in attitudes, programs and relationshsips. 


Even though we live in an era of change and a reference 
to change is made in the goals report, many of us struggle 
with the adaptive process necessary to make us act differ- 
ently. The problem is further complicated by the fact the 
committee did not develop these goals for a system that did 
not exist. The Falmouth schools already operated under a set 
of goals. It couldn’t function very effectively otherwise. Thus 
another problem arises in the implementation process as the 
school and community compares and contrasts the present 
goals, whatever they may be, with the newly stated ones. 
Out of the contrast and comparison will emerge the direc- 
tions for support of current programs and human relation- 
Ships and pressure for new or different ones. 


It is at this point that progress will be made. The ad- 
ministration of the school system and in each school, if it is 
asserting effective leadership, must engage the staff in con- 
tinuing self-examination of programs and of relationships 
in the light of the goal statements. Some of this contempla- 
tion was already taking place prior to the publication of the 
goals report. The appearance of the report has stimulated 
and quickened the action throughout the system. 


The Goal Statements and Some Evidences of Their Effects 

The next phase of my report will take each goal as stated 
and will relate to each excerpts from the principals’ and di- 
rectors’ annual reports which seem to suggest movement in 
the directions implied by the goals. It would be next to im- 
possible to reveal everything that goes on in schools to help 
children become individuals, members of society and learn- 
ers. The material presented is but a sample of all that hap- 
pens, a brief reflection from the many events witnessed by 
administrators in the course of a year. A more realistic ap- 
praisal of progress can be obtained by visiting schools, at- 
tending meetings, talking with school people and especially 
engaging children and youth in conversation about where 
there is success and where there is failure in moving toward 
the goals. 
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The major goal of the system is stated as follows. All 
others help in meeting it. 


THE GOAL OF FALMOUTH’S SCHOOL SYSTEM 
IS TO HELP PROVIDE FOR THE INTELLECTUAL, 
SOCIAL, EMOTIONAL, AND PHYSICAL DEVELOP- 
MENT OF EACH INDIVIDUAL STUDENT IN ORDER 
THAT HE MAY FIND SATISFACTION IN HIS OWN 
LIFE AND BE ABLE TO DEAL EFFECTIVELY WITH 
AND CONTRIBUTE TO A RAPIDLY CHANGING 
COMMUNITY AND WORLD. 


1. To meet this goal the school system, together with 
parents, must encourage students 


a. to be individuals 
—who attain a sense of personal worth and iden- 
tity. 
—who think and act for themselves. 
—who objectively analyze and evaluate opinions 
and ideas. 
—who enjoy learning and living. 


At Teaticket the principal reports, 


“This past year we have organized two classes with 
mixed grade groups at the lower elementary level. 
Through vertical grouping such as this, we have confi- 
dence that older and younger children mixing together 
during the daily program can learn in a more natural 
way. The wider range of learning activities in this open 
classroom allows students greater opportunities to select 
according to interests and needs. We are finding that 
children tend to be more helpful to each other under 
these circumstances, and willingly become partners in 
projects with other children without regard to ages or 
levels of ability. Thus, every child can be successful with- 
in his/her limits. We are planning to develop additional 
classrooms of this type during the next school year.” 

In the Mullen School, Principal Crosby records vividly an 
account of a look at two work spaces in his school. 


“While traveling through the school I become force- 
fully aware that life here revolves around the child. At 
one end of a corridor, several children are making final 
preparation for a puppet show, written, designed, man- 
aged and portrayed by themselves. A child grasps my 
hand and pulls me into a classroom to observe a live 
paramecium (taken from his jar of pond water) under a 
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microscope. Glancing around the classroom I observe 
other children quietly working in small groups, some in- 
dividually. A controlled reader is flashing out a story; 
the record player is spinning another tale for two chil- 
dren wearing headphones, totally oblivious of others in 
the classroom. Several children are writing, preparing 
the class newspaper. The paramecium discoverer diverts 
my attention again with quiet insistence, asking me to 
share the information contained on a filmloop describing 
his new find. It suddenly occurs to me that the teacher 
is not in the room; my inquiry is answered by a student 
who explains that “teacher” is busy with a small group 
in the corridor. 


This particular group is seeking the teacher’s advice 
on a play they have originated for the rest of the class. 


“IT leave the classroom feeling satisfied that I have 
witnessed an educational process, guided, encouraged 
and supported by the teacher, that permits children the 
opportunity to work independently, pace themselves, and 
seek a personal level of attainment.” 


“Grade Five pupils also have started a very successful 
Activities Day,’ states the principal of the East Falmouth 
School, Raymond Kenney. “Each pupil has a choice of nine 
different teacher-led activities. At present, the programs are 
two and a half hours long, one day a week. They are film- 
making, boating, drama, arts and crafts, future teachers, 
Square dancing, science, papier mache art and running the 
school newspaper. 


“Grades Four and Five pupils have asked for the 
responsibility to go to lunch and return without teacher 
supervision. They are doing it, and are the most orderly 
group in our lunch room. 


“We have a School Student Council consisting of 
nine fourth and fifth grade boys and girls. It helps to 
deal with problems which arise occasionally and super- 
vises the self-discipline lunch room program.”’ 


The Falmouth Out of School program (FOOS) at the 
Intermediate School is a prime example of programs that 
fulfill several objectives. Mr. Henry Frank, Principal, referred 
specifically to this program that involves four classrooms of 
sixth grade children, all of whom volunteered for this inno- 
vative program developed under the dedicated leadership of 
Dr. Carl Bowin. In many ways the FOOS program makes it 
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possible for children to be individuals. Though they are not 
completely free to make any possible choice that comes to 
mind, being limited by the availability of adults able to pro- 
vide time and skill for the program, they do have many more 
options for program choices than boys and girls not in the 
program. The decisions required of them to make the choices 
provide them with the necessary training to make future 
choices more scientifically and objectively than before. The 
fact that they are permitted time and opportunity to discuss 
their experiences, both before and after the events, helps 
each to think in his own terms on the basis of his unique ex- 
perience. It seems plausible that children who choose their 
activities as opposed to those whose activities are imposed by 
others have better chances of enjoying their learning experi- 
ences, of relating them to their own lives and of attaining a 
greater awareness of self. 


Mini-courses, if planned differently from the traditional 
classroom read-and-recite methodology, also prove useful in 
helping children become individuals. Of course, the experi- 
ences must permit the child to become involved in the plan- 
ning and in the evaluation of the course and specifically 
Should provide him the chance to engage in warm relation- 
Ships with peers and adults so that he does find answers to 
the question, ‘Who Am I’. The Intermediate School this year 
offers mini-courses to all its seventh and eighth grade stu- 
dents. 


At the high school level the whole concept of the “Open 
Campus” places heavy emphasis upon individuality. Russell 
Marshall, Principal, is completely immersed in the program 
as it moves into its third year. He speaks this way about it. 


“Lawrence High School is now in its third year of 
operating an extended day schedule with the so-called 
“open campus” program. We are pleased to be called a 
pioneer school in this program. The State Department of 
Education has accepted with enthusiasm our program 
and as a result we have received state and national pub- 
licity. We have had many schools visit us to see what is 
happening. They usually spend most of a day observing 
the program in operation. We have had to date direct 
contact with 37 New England schools. This is, of course, 
interesting and rewarding but we still have the challenge 
of making the school intellectually attractive enough to 
keep students around during free time. We have just 
made the beginning toward a richer school day.” 
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“The reports from department leaders indicate the 
participation of students in curriculum planning. We an- 
ticipate some interesting teaching and unique learning 
Situations will develop out of this planning.” 


What can happen in a school when the atmosphere be- 
gins to change, and when students are seen as individuals 
- with important contributions to make is reported by the head 

of the English Department, Curtis McKee, in his report to the 
principal. He writes, 


“Student/teacher planning has been an ongoing pro- 
cess in the department since 1969. As the process has 
evolved, more and more attention has been paid to revi- 
sion and reformulation of previously stated objectives, 
contents and materials and methods. Perhaps the most 
striking result has been the development of 59 quarter 
and eighth-year elective courses, formulated through co- 
operative efforts of students and teachers. These courses 
will be the substance of the curriculum for the third 
marking period, 1970-1971, and students have already 
made their choices as to which of them best intrigue and 
enlighten them. The content and method of the course 
will also be determined by combined student and teacher 
efforts. A few sample titles which show the variety of 
subjects students will both take and assist in teaching 

are The Athlete in Literature, Discussion, Expository 
Writing, Business Correspondence in Personal Life, 
Demonology, The Bible as Literature, and Writing What 
You Mean.” 


Perhaps this aspect of goal implementation is best 
summed up by the words taken from Principal Emma Bar- 
row’s report from the Woods Hole School. 

“Combined efforts of the school department, its visit- 
ing special staff instructors, our school parents and 
school staff, help the students learn how to learn, ac- 
cept changes and, above all, to find joy and excitement 
in the process of learning. The end result is challenging 
instruction of the highest calibre, creativity and innova- 
tive ventures, which reflect the individuality of each 
classroom’s teacher and its pupils. 


“It is believed that this approach will lay a much- 
needed foundation for the challenges our pupils will face 
in the future. They will be better prepared to adapt 
themselves to the ever-changing world in which we live, 
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and which increasingly involves them in the responsi- 
bility for their own learning. There is no doubt but that 
they will be better prepared to ask their own questions of 
their environment and to assist in finding their own 
answers.” 


Using John Donne’s words as quoted in the goal’s report, 
“No.man is an island, entire of itself ... any man’s death 
diminishes me because I am involved in Mankind’, I move 
to what the school system has, is or intends to do to encour- 
age the goal that reads 


B. To be Members of Society 


—who are conscious of their fundamental likeness to 
and equality with all men and of their common 
destiny; 

—who are sensitive to and respectful of the worth, 
rights, and needs of others, and disposed to act in 
their defense and service; 

—Who are active, honest, responsible, and thought- 
ful citizens, concerned about the quality of their 
environment; and 

—who are appreciative of and responsive to their 
unique role of heirs of the past and architects of 
the future. 


Educators in the past and today as well try to help stu- 
dents become effective participating members of society 
through the usual classroom approaches of textbook read- 
ings. We frequently are shocked at the disparity between 
knowledges gained and the values and action patterns dem- 
onstrated by members of society whom we have taught. Edu- 
cators must think more and more of helping children achieve 
or make progress towards the stated goals as they are applied 
to the society in which children live today, the school so- 
ciety. It is not enough to prepare them for some remote un- 
known future. It is better to prepare them to live now. It is 
important today, in school to be respectful, to be honest, to 
be thoughtful, to act in the defense of other children. So we 
find our schools engaging students in courses with more 
meaningful content and providing them with more respon- 
Sible tasks within the school. Again some excerpts may serve 
to show the extent to which this goal is being met. 


From the Woods Hole report comes the following: 


“A most rewarding activity was the presentation of 
the program which was developed from a music, crea- 
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tive writing, and art project, to the Nursing Homes in 
Falmouth. The patients were overcome with tears of joy 
which gave the youngsters a feeling of great worth for 
contributing to the happiness of such an appreciative 
audience. 

“Resources brought into the classroom which pro- 
vide opportunity for extending knowledge and special 
interests of pupils are varied and many. Two Indian 
families in formal regalia were our guests as a part of 
our studies on Indian Life and Culture. In connection 
with in-depth studies on Japan and Sweden, a parent 
and other recent visitors from Japan came and shared 
their collection and experiences with the school. Holiday 
customs in Sweden in dance, song, and treats were 
enacted by parent and child and shared with the entire 
student body. 


“An exhibit from the Falmouth Historical Society 
was brought to the school since its school program does 
not include the grade level of Woods Hole School pupils. 


“Puppet shows, songs, plays and dances created and 
produced about Great Americans and Indian Life and 
Culture radiated much enthusiasm for more learning. 
Such successful programs by various classes were also 
reproduced for the Woods Hole Women’s Club, our par- 
ents, and the Woods Hole Child Center. 


“A study of pollution gained wide spread involve- 
ment with posters and murals being made and displayed 
in all buildings throughout the town. A parent showed 
movies to the school on the subject. 


“One of the most exciting learning situations is the 
communication between one of the Woods Hole School’s 
former students of more than 70 years ago and today’s 
students in an in-depth study of the Town of Woods Hole. 
The enjoyment and challenge of this unique situation 
are invaluable for both the youngsters and the senior 
citizen.” 


We do welcome visitors to the schools and this is what 
might be seen in the Teaticket School as examples of the 
efforts to meet the goals. 


“Those that visit the school are generally impressed 
about the aspect of the school that I think is very im- 
portant—the children are engaged in the effective op- 
eration of the school. They form the Safety Patrol, at- 
tend to flag duties, handle office duties, carry supplies, 
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assist teachers as helpers, keep the school grounds safe 
and clean for their fellow students, guide bus lines for 
the lower grades, help in the library and the cafeteria, 
etc. 

“The Falmouth Out-of-School Program sixth grad- 
ers have been of great help to this school. They not only 
have assisted the classroom teacher in ordinary chores, 
but have helped to tutor the younger children as well. 
Many of our fifth graders have been successful in carry- 
ing out similar assignments in the lower grades.” 


In the report of the Social Studies Coordinator, Martin-~ 
Coyle, there appears a brief description of a program that 
helps children ‘become concerned about the quality of their 
environment. This is one program in the schools that has 
really turned “kids” on. 

“During the 1969-70 school year, The Falmouth Pub- 
lic Schools have been active in the National Environ- 
mental Education Development (NEED) Program which 
stresses environmental awareness using the Cape Cod 
National Seashore as the environmental study area. Dur- 
ing the past year expectations have been greatly exceed- 
ed in this program. 

“The program has become part of the regular school 
year for all of the fifth grade students and it is hoped 
that it will eventually be expanded to other grades. Over 
400 students spent an entire week at Cape Cod National 
Seashore with their regular classroom teacher and other 
school personnel. This was preceded by a two week pre- 
site orientation using slides, tapes, booklets and other 
materials provided by the National Park Service. 

“The on-site phase of the program was primarily 
devoted to exposing the students to an interdisciplinary 
environmental studies method. 

“The most important aspect of the program was the 
opportunity to bring the children of this region into 
touch with their local environment (at least that part of 
it which is so close and yet so removed from most of them 
—the seashore). Learning to live together in a new atmos- 
phere is a unique activity which allows for the fulfill- 
ment of much of our system’s educational philosophy as 
expressed in the statement of goals.” 


Mr. Kenney at the East Falmouth School already allud- 
ed to the student council which is active in his building. 
The Intermediate principal speaks about involving students 
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in the formation of a student council organization. Al- 
though no mention is made in the high school reports of the 
Auditorium Council nevertheless the group plays a signifi- 
cant role in planning programs. 


“At the high school budget presentation it was explained 
that the Council accepts a double challenge by not only the 
responsibility of implementing the campus freedom concept, 
but also by providing daily, challenging, enriching, non- 
classroom oriented programs to the students. It is not pos- 
Sible to mention all of them but a brief listing of the types 
of programs demonstrates the concerns of the group about 
students as individuals, members of society and learners. 
It has sponsored programs that help students understand 
black history, human rights and responsibilities, politics, 
ecology, and the like. Speakers on specific careers have ap- 
peared on occasion. Open discussions have been held on 
controversial topics such as drugs, dress code, generation 
gap, and alternatives to the draft. It would seem the concept 
behind the Council is essential to the operation of a school 
that is committed to achieving the goals as stated in the 
goals report.” 


Counterfeit organizations will not move the system clos- 
er to achievement of the goals. The Councils must have pow- 
er, must react to real problems, and be permitted to make 
mistakes, but always under the guidance of a wise adult who 
can assist when help is needed. 


The third phase of the goal concerns itself with the stu- 
dent as a learner. The goals committee wrote it like this. 
C. to be learners 
—who develop well the basic skills of reading, writ- 
ing, and mathematics; 
—who cultivate an appreciation of beauty in its vari- 
ous manisfestations and endeavor to create it; and 
—who explore many areas of knowledge and consider 
a variety of skills both for enrichment of their 
lives and for selecting a life-work. 


The statement certainly recognizes the significance of 
learning in the life span of the child in school. There is no 
question that our schools must teach children the basic skills, 
needed to succeed now and in the future. The committee 
doesn’t want education to stop at that level. The statements 
imply a most enriching kind of experience in all academic, 
aesthetic, physical and practical areas. 
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The system continues to teach the three R’s and some 
reports from the buildings and from the directors in charge 
of programs give insights into activities of an intellectual or 
academic nature. 


Eleanor Conley, Director of Reading, describes the accom- 
plishments that she has seen since the system projected a 
reading plan some five years ago. 


a he 


Pre-reading skills are taught in kindergarten in a 
structural program with use of pupil-response books. 
A multi-basal reading system has been established 
with the following features: 

a. A built-in testing program at all levels for the 
purpose of preventing failure by providing the 
opportunity for: 

1. Immediate identification of a problem at the 
point of breakdown. 

2. Intensification of instruction in needed skills 
at the point of breakdown. 

b. Supplementary materials which enable pupils to 
learn through all modalities have been provided 
in all schools. 


c. Additional components for enrichment, motiva- 
tion and independence in reading are available. 

Multi-level, self-directing, self-correcting skills kits 
are in wide use to allow each pupil the opportunity 
to progress independently, at his own pace and at his 
optimum level of achievement. 

Mechanical equipment is frequently employed to im- 
prove reading rate, perceptual accuracy,visual mem- 
ory and eye movements. 

Taped and recorded programs are used effectively for 
improving listening skills, auditory discrimination 
and memory. 
Read-along story books and records stimulate the 
enjoyment of reading in the primary grades particu- 
larly and in the upper elementary grades for specific 
students. 

A wide choice of instructional aids in the form of 
games enhances the learning process by making it 
fun. 

Alpha—a new decoding program—brings letters to 
life as letter people. 
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9. Individualized reading, programmed reading and lin- 
guistic reading methods have been introduced.” 


From the annual report of the Elementary Science Co- 
ordinator, Mrs. Grace Fraser comes the following: 


“The emphasis of the elementary science program 
continues to focus on individualizing the science experi- 
ence: giving each child the opportunity to develop prob- 
lem-solving skills which will allow him to feel increasingly 
adequate as he meets and interacts with his daily envir- 
onment. 


“In actual practice, the development of such a pro- 
gram is painstakingly gradual, with many teachers un- 
derstandably reluctant to break completely with more 
traditional approaches to science instruction. Further- 
more, an individualized approach requires a great deal 
of equipment: less sophisticated and expensive than 
demonstration materials, but requiring entirely new 
logistics in storage and work space. 


“The Elementary Science Study and Science Curri- 
culum Improvement Study units provide opportunity for 
teachers and children to work with actual material; e.g., 
a trip to a pond, bringing water back to the classroom, 
an in-depth study of the material—drawing the animals, 
writing about them, watching changing populations de- 
velop, then relating these ideas to what happens out- 
doors. Thus, the concepts which are developéd are based 
upon the experience of the children. 


“In all investigations of this type, the teacher is no 
longer the person with all the answers or all the direc- 
tions for investigation. Rather, the teacher listens to 
ideas with respect, encourages the child to seek evidence 
to support or disprove his ideas, keeps others from both- 
ering the investigator, asks questions which stimulate 
more thought and activity, helps when needed, and re- 
inforces the child’s learnings by providing opportunities 
to make use of his accomplishments and to communicate 
them to others.” 


At the high school level the English department remains 
active, continuing to review its program and teaching 
techniques. The following statements express the staff 
concerns in English. 


~ “In the continuing effort to narrow the gaps among 
present-centered students and teachers, their needs and 
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goals, the English Department has launched a full-scale 
assault in four critical areas: realignment of the pres- 
ent curriculum, additions to course media, attention to 
coordinate teacher/student planning, and creation of in- 
novative course structures. 

“Among the more significant modifications of 1970 
was revision of the criteria of the outside reading pro- 
gram all students are required to pursue. In the college 
preparatory sequence, the number of written analyses re- 
quired has been reduced to increase the quality and rele- 
vance of such performances. The former insistence in 
the curriculum upon a modified college preparatory cur- 
riculum as a basis has been discarded and replaced by a 
general reading program. The general curriculum out- 
side literature program incorporates films and television 
as valid, productive learning experiences. A further em- 
phasis on discussion instead of reports and reviews as 
the end of literary experience has lightened the burden 
of involvement while increasing the participation. 

“A broad field of film viewing an analysis has been 
included for all students, whose feelings, thoughts, and 
achievements can be enhanced by a mass medium which 
is an undeniable force in their lives as it is a definite in- 
fluence in our culture. Further effort has been made to 
align the contents of films and other elements of curri- 
culum, as well as with relevant aspects of cultural herit- 
_age. Thus, the range of showings has included El Cid, Un- 
swerving Arrow to Camus, Farenheit, 451, and Becket. 
Although films were not chosen by direct student/teach- 
er resolve, many of the titles were suggestions in class 
discussion early in the academic year.” 


GOAL IMPLEMENTATION 


The second part of the goals report offers specific rec- 


ommendations to the system for goal implementation. There 
are three sections to this phase of the report and I will 
treat each separately. 


II. To implement this goal, the school system must 
A. meet four basic requirements; 
—acquire good teachers and encourage good 
teaching; 


—provide administration and direction that will 
contribute to good learning; 
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—provide a curriculum that reflects the stated 
goals; and 

—provide the best physical environment and 
materials that the town can afford. 


EMPLOYMENT OF TEACHERS 


No system could admit to not acquiring good teachers 
and encouraging good teaching. Falmouth’s policy of teach- 
er recruitment places heavy responsibility upon building 
principals and directors of special programs to find those 
candidates whose philosophies of teaching are most compat- 
ible with those of the system. Once the candidates are lo- 
cated and interviewed they are referred to the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, who, in turn, recommends their appoint- 
ments to the School Committee if he concurs with the judg- 
ment of the administrators who proposed the candidates. In 
the final analysis the School Committee must approve or re- 
ject the recommended applicant. 


Many candidates are heard from through direct applica- 
tion to the system. Others are found by principals who make 
visits to many nearby colleges interviewing prospective can- 
didates. Whenever possible, principals and others visit teach- 
ers in their classrooms if they are already employed. Rec- 
ommendations are sought from those in positions to testify 
to the applicant’s qualification. State certification is an es- 
sential requirement except in the rarest of cases. 


Once hired the applicant is placed on a three year pro- 
bationary program during which time evaluations of per- 
formance are made by the responsible administrator and sub- 
mitted to the superintendent who must then recommend or 
not recommend the candidate for continued employment in 
the system. After completing the three year period success- 
fully the teacher goes on tenure which guarantees certain 
rights by law. The system has developed its own evaluation 
document which in itself is an excellent guide to perform- 
ance expectations. Principals are urged to place the docu- 
ment in the hands of all new teachers early in the year so 
they have guidelines to follow and principals are expected to 
hold conferences with probationary teachers about their 
status. 


In response to an article in the new contract between 
the Falmouth Educators Association and the Falmouth 
School Committee, a report will be made by April 1, 1971 con- 
cerning ways to improve the process of evaluation. 
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ENCOURAGING GOOD TEACHING 

There are many ways to encourage good teaching. For 
the probationary teacher mentioned above, the evaluation 
process should have the effect of promoting personal and 
professional growth. For tenure teachers some form of the 
same process could accomplish the same ends. Continuous 
review of goals with an accompanying technique for self- 
evaluation would encourage teachers to stay close to the 
school’s philosophy. Regular staff meetings held for the 
purpose of solving problems needing immediate attention 
and planning strategies for problems requiring long-term 
study are useful and necessary. The content of any such 
meeting should be the responsibility of a joint faculty-stu- 
dent-administrative council. 


In-service programs for teachers who are released from 
their usual classroom duties to pursue topics of mutual inter- 
est have usually proved beneficial in the long run. The elem- 
entary schools began them again this fall on a once-a-month 
basis. At this moment there is a committee that is planning 
an all-day in-service program for the staff of the Intermedi- 
ate School to be held in January, 1971. 


Dr. Frank Egloff, the consulting psychiatrist to the school 
system, is meeting twice monthly with the principal and 
some staff representatives at the Teaticket School to develop 
ways of helping them more effectively meet their own needs 
as well as those of the children and other staff members. 


The most visible attempt at encouraging good teaching 
is the program that is held weekly and which involves nearly 
forty members of our staff who have responsibility for early 
education. Included are all the kindergarten teachers, physi- 
cal education teachers, special class teachers, reading per- 
sonnel, nurses, several teachers of first and second grade 
classes, and representatives from Head Start, and the Com- 
munity Nursery Clinic of Pocasset. This program under the 
direction of Mrs. Barbara Banus, Division of Family Services, 
was a direct outgrowth of the school’s willingness to re-exam- 
ine its health program in conjunction with representatives 
from the Falmouth Nursing Association, the County Health 
Office, and the Division of Family Services, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, under whose supervision falls 
school health services. The program now in operation is 
called Developmental Evaluation and Stimulation and 
through discussions, readings and assignments it will lead all 
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participants to a better understanding of the psychosocial 
development, cognitive development, motor development, 
visual-motor development and speech-language development 
of the young child. It is hoped that two outcomes of the pro- 
gram, in addition to the one just mentioned, will be the re- 
finement of a developmental screening device to locate early 
children who may have trouble learning and adjusting in 
school and an increase in the ability of the doctors, nurses, 
and teaching personnel to talk together and prescribe work- 
able programs for children who need them. 


ADMINISTRATION 


. The regular weekly meetings of the school principals with 
the central office administrative staff enables the manage- 
ment segment of the school system to develop the “adminis- 
trative resourcefulness and guidance in dealing with the 
problems of group living” which was emphasized in the goals 
report. Use of the school psychiatrist at the meetings has 
helped each administrator become more conscious of the 
feelings created within a building by his actions or inactions. 
The stress again is upon the administrator conducting him- 
self in his relationship with people in the building as he 
wants teachers to cope with human relationships in the class- 
room. In fact, one reason for meeting as the group does is 
to provide the administrators with a model of group inter- 
actions which they can use in their own buildings. 


The Staff Educational Council, comprised of elected 
teachers, some administrators and central office personnel, 
mend solutions that, in the past, has led to policy. Again it 
working in the system. Although the Council does not have 
power or authority to make policy, it can and does recom- 
mend solutions that, in the past, has led to policy. Again it 
serves as a model for an administrator to copy in his own 
building. 


I have convened a group bi-weekly at the Intermediate 
School since the opening of school in the fall to discuss some 
needs that are unique to that building. I have already re- 
ferred to the in-service program for teachers as one recom- 
mendation of the committee. 


Included on the committee are the building adminis- 
trators, the guidance staff of the school, the director of guid- 
ance, teachers, the consulting psychiatrist, the school ad- 
justment counselor, and two out-of-chool representatives, 
one from the group that studied the Intermediate School and 
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one who heads up the volunteers who are active for the first 
time in the building. A more immediate result of the dis- 
cussion was the appointment to the staff of a teacher on a 
part-time basis to cope with children displaying behavioral 
difficulties. 


CURRICULUM 


The statement referring to the provision of a curricu- 
lum that reflects the stated goals is a difficult one to say 
much about. The word itself has a variety of meanings. I 
tend to consider the school’s curriculum as including every- 
thing that happens to a child while he’s under the supervi- 
sion of the school. Under this broad definition his cafeteria 
experiences, his club activites, his use of toilet facilities, his 
study halls, his classes in any subject field are all part of his 
total experiences in the school. Each and all can make some 
contribution to the realization of the goals. For many, cur- 
riculum implies course content and these people, rightfully 
so, are concerned with the teaching of skills in sequence and 
the coordination of programs and activities from grade to 
grade. The statement which appears in the goals report is 
worth repeating here. 


“A curriculum that is flexible enough to enable 
each pupil to make progress according to his own 
style, needs, capabilities, and rate of learning is rec- 
ommended. Such a curriculum would emphasize 
learning by the process of inquiry and discovery, and 
while giving direction to the teachers, would also 
encourage them to practice instructional freedom 
within its framework. The framework should pro- 
vide a consistent approach in terms of the school 
system’s philosophy and stated goals. The curricu- 
lum should be planned, coordinated, and adjusted at 
all grade levels, and reviewed from time to time by 
a group of teachers, curriculum coordinators and 
principals as well as parents, students and commun- 
ity members in order to: (1) provide continuity and 
a meaningful sequence in the student’s academic 
and other educational experience;(2) combine useful 
classroom work with vocational, as well as on-the- 
job training; and (3) should be responsive to new 
knowledge about child learning, growth, and devel- 
opment. Further, it should stress that education and 
schooling are not synonymous, and therefore it 
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should make use of people, facilities, and programs 
that operate in the broader community.” 


Curriculum planning and coordination are a continuous 
process. This fall, after preliminary reviews with the Eng- 
lish teachers of the Intermediate School last spring, and 
after one of the school study reports indicated a lack of con- 
tinuity in the program, the English Department leader from 
Lawrence High School has met regularly with the seventh 
and eighth grade English teachers to help them clarify their 
own goals and in the process bring about closer articulation 
with the high school program. Similar steps no doubt will 
be taken in some other academic areas. It is always helpful 
to keep in mind that stated courses of study with a set of 
minimum essentials to cover is often in conflict with state- 
ments that refer to individualized instruction and to meet- 
ing needs of individual students. The processes of inquiry 
and discovery are the life-blood of curriculum development 
at the present time. Our science, mathematics, health, and 
social studies instructional programs make use of the ap- 
proach if teachers are ready and comfortable with it. Its 
adoption requires retraining for some teachers. 


In the past the Town through the School Commit- 
tee has been most generous in providing excellent facili- 
ties, maintaining them and appropriating sufficient money 
to purchase a wide variety of materials in the form of books, 
tapes, records, filmstrips, film, and the like. Overcrowding 
in most of the schools interferes with conditions needed for 
good learning to take place. It is hoped that at a Town Meet- 
ing during 1970 approval for a new high school will come, 
followed closely by the much needed space relief that the 
new building will provide for high school students, for inter- 
mediate age school pupils and for all elementary school pu- 
pils. The soiution to build a new high school does affect 
children at every school level. 


SPECIAL SERVICES 

In ‘addition to the four basic requirements spelled out 
above, the committee felt that a variety of services was need- 

ed to help in the manner described in the report. 
B. Provide services for students, teachers, administra- 

tors, and parents which 

—will help all students at all school levels to iden- 

tify and develop their potentialities; 
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—will help to meet unusual needs of students in 
achieving the educational goals by individual 
counseling, by special classes and programs, and 
by cooperation with parents and community 
agencies concerned with human welfare. 

The report of the Director of Guidance, Robert Berquist, 
tells of the range of services provided through his depart- 
ment with its seven counselors working at the High School 
level and at the Intermediate School level. 


* “Guidance services were expanded this past year to 
provide more services for students. While our policy is 
that each student will have an opportunity to meet with 
his counselor at least once during the year, most stu- 
‘dents are scheduled for at least three sessions. Many 
see their counselor several times during the year. The 
reasons vary from seeking educational and occupational 
information to discussion of serious personal, and often 
emotional, problems which on some occasions are re- 
ferred to specialized agencies such as the Division of 
Child Guardianship, Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Children, a family physician and the Mental Health 
Center at Pocasset. 


“Student assignment to counselors on an alphabetical 
basis for the duration of a pupil’s enrollment at Law- 
rence High School, now in its second year, is proving to 
be beneficial to both students and counselors. They get 
to know each other much better and work more effect- 
ively together as a result. The counselor’s role is more 
difficult as it spans the four-year period in working with 
ninth graders relative to high school adjustment and 
twelfth graders in areas such as occupational and edu- 
cational placement. If the variety of activities in which 
both students and counselors have been involved may be 
used as a criteria of success, then a complete program of 
guidance is evolving. 


“Occupational information, in addition to printed 
matter in the Guidance Office and from counselors, was 
provided by representatives from the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Employment Security, the Massachusetts Re- 
habilitation Commission, selected employers and the 
Armed Services recruiting officers. A great deal of prac- 
tical information was obtained by Juniors and Seniors 
who participated in the most extensive Occupational- 
EFwnerience Dav nrooram ever held sat the high achool. 
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This very effective means of orienting young people to 
specific fields of work is sponsored by the local Rotary 
— Club. 


“Educational information. as assistance relative to 
high school adjustment and further education was pro- 
vided by counselors working closely with students, teach- 
ers and parents. The number of parents who came into 
the school to meet with counselors, who usually involved 
. teachers in the sessions, is indicative of the confidence 
parents have in the professional counseling staff. Addi- 
tional means of communicating information about edu- 
- cation after high school was encouragement of students 
to visit institutions of higher learning and the invitation 
of representatives from such schools to Lawrence High. 
Representatives from all types of schools —six month 
training programs to the most prestigious four-year col- 
leges—visited the high school on an average of two per 
week. Orientation to the high school for students from 
the Intermediate School and those from Mashpee who 
attend Lyle Junior High School was effected by a tour 
of the high school in addition to meeting with coun- 
selors both individually and in groups. Exploration of 
the possibilities offered at the Upper Cape Regional 
Vocational School is an on-going activity with all coun- 
selors. 


“Members of the Guidance staff have met with local 
employers, attended meetings and been elected to Student 
Faculty Council, participated in in-school and community 
case conferences, worked on the High School Study Com- 
mittee, visited other high schools to observe their guid- 
ance programs, visited institutions of further education 
which enabled them to provide more accurate informa- 
tion for students, attended professional association meet- 
ings on a local, state and regional level, and participated 
in the development of a new Health Services Program. 
They have also been active in the town’s drug abuse pro- 
gram, served on the Administrative Council in the high 
school, helped to secure student tutors for the element- 
ary schools, participated in curriculum studies, conducted 
a program of local standardized testing in addition to 
administration of college boards, national merits, etc., 
and have helped students seek financial aid to further 
their education.

“The past year has been productive; however, limit- 
ed space and a student/counselor ratio which is now over 
the recommended 250/1 — actually 339/1 — have made 
working conditions difficult. If the Guidance program is 
to continue to offer more and better services to meet 
the needs of individuals, more space must be made avail- 
able for students in the Guidance area and the student/ 
counselor ratio must be reduced. 

“T would be remiss if I did not thank the administra- 
tion at Lawrence High School for the assistance provided 
in the development of this program. 

“The report of the Guidance Department contains 
interesting figures — 74.01 percent of the class of 1970 
furthering their education; 31.21 percent going on to four 
year colleges and 21.76 percent going directly into the 
labor market. These figures in themselves point up well 
the challenge of secondary education — to help all stu- 
dents to identify and develop their potential by providing 
a curriculum that is flexible enough to enable each stu- 
dent to progress according to his own needs and capabil- 
ities.” 

The table below shows a more detailed breakdown of the 
choices made by the graduating class for post high school 
planning.

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The school system provides for services other than those 
classified under guidance. All, including guidance, come un- 
der the broader term of pupil-personnel services. They in- 
clude services offered by the speech therapist, the school 
social worker, the school attendance officer, the school psy- 
chometrist, the nurses, the consulting psychiatrist, the audio 
and vision technnicians, and the personnel who are hired 
because of our Title I eligibility and who serve in the ele- 
mentary schools where the percentages of disadvantaged 
children are highest. Ronald Beck, Title I Director, briefly 
described this program in his report. 


“The program services over 200 children with em- 
phasis being placed on younger children with the hope 
that early assistance will prevent future problems. 

“Under the Title I Program, Learning — Counseling 
Friends provide assistance on an individual or small 
group basis for children with scholastic problems. Par- 
ents are informed of progress and are encouraged to 
maintain contact with the school through the Director 
who serves as a liaison between the home and the school. 


“Other important services provided include speech 
therapy, reading assistance, individual testing of chil- 
dren, parent counselling and Head Start assistance in 
the operation of their program. An allocation from 
Title I funds to Head Start permits that program to 
enroll more Falmouth children. 


“Currently an Advisory Council is being formed to 
assure successful continuance of a “community inspired” 
program.” 


The speech therapist, Mrs. Louise Redican, states in her 
report that all first grade children and all children new to 
the system are screened for handicapping speech difficulties. 
Referrals from previous years that were not seen because of 
limitation of case load are retested. From the initial screen- 
ing, two hundred-ten students were identified as in need of 
speech help. One hundred-forty are presently being treated. 
The State Department of Education in its regulation pre- 
scribes a case load of one hundred for a therapist. The addi- 
tion of a part-time therapist under Title I has eased the bur- 
den somewhat in the East Falmouth School and has made 
Mrs. Redican somewhat more available in the others. 


The school adjustment counselor (social worker) in her 
annual report refers to ninety-six children that she worked 
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with during the year 1970. Her average monthly case load 
was thirty-seven with most of the children referred because 
-of adjustment or behavior problems. The counselor tries to 
help each child accept more and more responsibility for his 
behavior. She finds it necessary to have cooperation from the 
family, if the rehabilitation program is to be successful, so 
much of her time is spent with families and other agencies 
in the community that support children and their families. 


The Town of Falmouth like all towns and cities, has its 
quota of children who have disabilities which require pro- 
grams of instruction beyond that which the usual classroom 
teacher can provide. 


The Town offers a sequence of four classes for the edu- 
cable mentally retarded. This arrangement makes it possible 
for children to attend schools with others of similar chrono- 
logical ages and to have the same sense of progress through 
the schools as do other children in the system. Children from 
the special classes do graduate from Lawrence High School 
along with their peer group. Each year greater efforts are 
made by guidance counselors, the distributive education 
teacher and the special class teacher to develop work-study 
or occupationally-oriented programs for the students enrolled 
in the high school. Wherever possible children from the 
classes are integrated with the rest of the school, unless the 
handicapping conditions are so great that integration is im- 
possible. 


With the start of the program for the perceptually handi- 
capped at the Intermediate School need and demand for 
Similar programs for children in the elementary grades be- 
came greater. The State Department of Education, as with 
many of the programs for children with special handicaps, 
offers incentives in the form of reimbursements to the local 
community. Falmouth is now considering ways to begin 
programs for the perceptually handicapped at the elementary 
level. For the first time since the position of a reading con- 
sultant was created at the high school level, we have found 
a well-qualified candidate who is in the process of building 
a program to serve the many reading needs of high school 
students. 


On the other side of the ledger, the musical groups with 
their concerts, the art classes with their several shows, also 
testify to the attention given to the total development of the 
child. The athletic department involves a large segment of 
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the school in its varied programs both inter-scholastic and 
intra-mural. For example, new this year was a program at 
the Intermediate School in which both boys and girls could 
participate before or after school depending upon the session 
attended. 


INTERACTION WITH THE COMMUNITY 


It is my impression there has always been a rather high 
level of interaction with the community. In the last several 
years this interaction has taken on new forms and discus- 
sions bringing with it some new problems associated with 
closeness and involvement. 


The work of the School/Community Study group is per- 
haps the prime example of this interaction. A part of last 
year’s report was devoted to the growing numbers of ways in 
which the schools and the community were coming together 
so I won’t repeat those here. Evidences of the value of the 
several programs were the request of the School Committee 
that the Steering Committee of the School/Community Study 
remain active and even increase its sphere of study, the 
dedication and anticipation of the parents who supported 
the Falmouth Out-of-School Program and those who partici- 
pated actively with boys and girls, the development of a cadre 
of volunteers at the Intermediate School under the direction 
of Mrs. Redwood Wright to assist with the problems of that 
school because of overcrowding, the use of more volunteer or 
paid aides in the elementary schools to help where pupil- 
teacher ratios were high, and the open school committee 
budget meetings planned for each school during the fall. 


More and more school facilities are being made available 
to the community. I would expect this movement to grow in 
proportion as the school people and the community realize 
the benefits to be gained from greater use of building, equip- 
ment and materials. Already plans are under way at the 
Teaticket School to begin evening recreational programs for 
parents and teenagers. The gymnasiums are used on Satur- 
days and Sundays. There has been talk of using the school 
cafeteria during the summer months as a “coffee house” for 
high school age youth to parellel the lighthouse operation for 
the college age students. 


CONCLUDING STATEMENTS 


In closing I would like to use quotes from the reports of 
two of our elementary principals. Mr. T. Marshall Douthart, 
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Principal of the North Falmouth School, concludes his re- 
port with the words, 


“In the future we will continue to foster those pro- 
grams and ideals that serve to strengthen our education- 
al process, and seek new means of providing services for 
students, teachers and parents which will help all stu- 
dents to identify and develop their potential, as well as 
improve communication among all persons concerned 
with student development.” 


The Mullen-Hall principal asked three questions in re- 
sponse to the original question, “How well do we at Mullen- 
Hall School meet the broad goal stated in the report?” 


“The answer to the original question lies somewhere, 
I am sure, in the brief description of classroom life. How- 
ever, the degree of accomplishment is quite intangible 
and must be measured in comparable intangible terms, 
such as — 

Are children happy in school? 

Do they approach tasks eagerly? 

Does the classroom have a warm relaxed atmosphere? 

Is there evidence of self-discipline? 

Are children aware of and involved in planning? 

Does a cooperative spirit prevail? 


Are there opportunities and resources available tor 
the individual to strike out alone? 
If we are able to respond affirmatively to the sample 
questions above, and I believe we can, then The Goal has 
moved that much closer.” 


I leave you, the reader, to ponder with us the question — 
“How are we doing?” and to help us to continue to close the 
gap between the goals statements and their ultimate realiza- 
tion. )

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Report of the 1971 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election | 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON MARCH 1, 1971 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON MARCH 9, 1971 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, met 
at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, in Fal- 
mouth, Massachusetts, on March 1, 1971 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. 
to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
John B. Quick Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F.. White. 


Mr. Vincent R. Martino was sworn as stenographer for 
the meeting of Monday and Wednesday. Mr. Harry J. Mc- 
Kenna was sworn as stenographer for the meeting of Tues- 
day evening. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:10 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 
182 announced as present and a quorum declared, the num- 
ber to constitute a quorum being 129. 


The invocation was offered by Right Reverend Monsignor 
James E. Gleason, Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the War-

~(c) Each stall shall be of adequate size so that any 
horse and/or pony shall have room to comfortably 
lie down or stand up. 

(d) There shall be adequate drainage either natural or 
artificial for urine or waste matter in every horse or 
pony stall. 

(e) All flooring in any stable shall be acceptable to the 
Board of Health and meet with the acceptance of 
the M.S.P.C.A. upon inspection by either party. 

5. Land on which horses or ponies are pastured shall be 
fenced in such a manner so as to prevent any damage 
to abutting property, trees or shrubbery. 

6. No person, company or corporation shall erect, occupy or 
use a building for a livery or horse or pony stable for 
the keeping of horses or ponies unless such a stable or 
building is more than 200 feet from a church or school 
building and is more than 50 feet from a building that 
is used as a dwelling or home. 

‘7. Owners of stables housing horses or ponies must clean 
the manure from the stable at least once each day. 
Commensurate with the area in which horses and/or 
ponies are pastured, waste matter shall be disposed of 
periodically at the discretion of the Board of Health. 
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8. No horse or pony shall be allowed to be pastured on any 
land:-unless said area is 50 feet from a home or dwelling. 

9. Any owner or keeper of a horse or pony must provide 
stabling facilities for same. No horse or pony shall be 
allowed to remain out of doors at all times without hav- 
ing access to proper shelter. 

10. Any person, company, or corporation engaged in or de- 
siring to engage in the business of slaughtering horses 
for the purpose of rendering them shall apply to the 
Board of Health for a license as required by the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws, Chapter 111, Section 154. 

11. The Falmouth Board of Health and the M.S.P.C.A. re- 
serve the right to make any decision on situations or 
problems that arise in regard to health or housing con- 
ditions that are not covered by this set of regulations. 

12. Under Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 111, Sec- 
tion 157 anyone who violates the provisions of these reg- 
ulations shall be punished by a fine of five dollars for 
each day such violation continues. The Falmouth Board 
of Health also reserves the right to suspend or revoke 
licenses previously issued if continued violation of these 
regulations occur, or do or take any other action in this 
matter.

(a) There shall be at least two (2) windows in every 
stable. 

(b) There shall be adequate ventilation in every stable. 

(c) Each stall shall be of adequate size so that any 

horse and/or pony shall have room to comfortably 
lie down or stand up. . 

(d) There shall be adequate drainage either natural or 
artificial for urine or waste matter in every horse 
or pony stall. . 

(e) All flooring in any stable shall be acceptable to the 
Board of Health and meet with the acceptance of 
the M.S.P.C.A. upon inspection by either party. 

5. Land on which horses or ponies are pastured shall be 
fenced in such a manner so as to prevent any damage 
to abutting property, trees or shrubbery. 


6. No person, company or corporation shall erect, occupy 

or use a building for a livery or horse or pony stable 
for the keeping of horses or ponies unless such a stable 
or building is more than 200 feet from a church or school 
building and is more than 50 feet from a building that 
is used as a dwelling or home. 

7. Owners of stables housing horses or ponies must clean 
the manure from the stable at least once each day. 
Commensurate with the area in which horses and/or 
ponies are pastured, waste matter shall be disposed of 
periodically at the discretion of the Board of Health.

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. No horse or pony shall be allowed to be pastured on any 


land unless said area is 50 feet from a home or dwelling. 


Any owner or keeper of a horse or pony must provide 
stabling facilities for same. No horse or pony shall be 
allowed to remain out of doors at all times without hay- 
ing access to proper shelter. 


Any person, company, or corporation engaged in or de- 
siring to engage in the business of slaughtering horses 
for the purpose of rendering them shall apply to the 
Board of Health for a license as required by the Massa- 
chusetts. General Laws, Chapter 111, Section 154. 


The Falmouth Board of Health and the M.S.P.C.A. re- 
serve the right to make any decision on situations or 
problems that arise in regard to health or housing con- 
ditions that are not covered by this set of regulations.

therein.

Harry J. McKenna was sworn as stenographer for the 
duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:17 o’clock p.m. by 
the Moderator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 
149 members announced as present and a quorum declared, 
the necessary number to constitute a quorum being 129. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. D. Norman Brady. 


The chair, in memory of Milford R. Lawrence who passed 
away Since our last meeting in May, read in part a resolution 
he wrote back in 1959 which was adopted unanimously and 
enthusiastically by town meeting. 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS Milford R. Lawrence, a distinguished son of 
Falmouth, has served his Town as Moderator for 28 years, 
from his election in 1932 to his retirement in 1959, and 


WHEREAS he has through the years conducted Fal- 
mouth’s town meetings, both open and representative, so 
wisely and well, and ever within the spirit of true demo- 
cratic government, and 


WHEREAS he has always given freely and cheerfully of 
his time and talent, his knowledge and experience to every- 
one—town committees, officials and average citizens—on all 
matters concerning those town meetings; and 
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WHEREAS his wisdom and wit and his own special brand 
of native humor have kept our town meetings from becoming 
either lackadaisical or lacking in friendly good nature; and 


WHEREAS his particular abiding interest in guiding the 
destiny of Falmouth in the right direction has done so much 
to keep our Town beautiful and inviting; and 


BE IT THEREFOR RESOLVED that Milford R. Lawrence 
be given a heartfelt, rising vote of thanks by this meeting 
assembled—finally an engraved silver mounted gavel as a 
small but symbolic remembrance and “Thank You” for his 
many wonderful years as Moderator.

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_ Report of the Board of Selectmen. 


To the voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Annual Town Meeting was called by Warrant for 
March 1, 1971 and 90 Articles were acted upon. The Annual 
Town Election was held March 9th. During the year, Select- 
men were also required to call three Special Town Meetings: 
January 6th, May 11th and August 18th. An accumulative 
total of 58 Articles were presented for action. Meeting direc- 
tives were compiled with. 


The usual number of appointments were made for the 
year. In most cases, the same mature and industrious per- 
sons were re-appointed. Some Board recommendations and 
figure projections were curtailed, of necessity, to balance the 
budget. However, 2 appraisers were hired at an appropriate 
cost of $2,000 and the services of a professional were retained 
to assist in negotiations with unionized Town employees. 
Computer processing of tax commitments and bills was 
continued. 


Public hearings were held throughout the year, the Board 
met regularly numerous times each week, attended special 
sessions with appointees and heads of various departments, 
was represented at committee meetings and prudently man- 
aged its share of financial responsibility. 


Two drainage easements were effected. Land involved 
included a parcel bordering Ludlam Street and parcels lo- 
cated on the south side of Clinton Avenue. The lay-out of 
Alphonse Street was accepted as a Town road and under the 
Betterment Act, the lay-out of Oak Street was accepted. 


Several new ordinances were adopted at the Town Meet- 
ings and there were By-Law amendments. Among the amend- 
ments were the governing use of water-ways, stable regula- 
tions, restricted use of motorized vehicles on town property 
and the numbering of all buildings. An up-to-date booklet 
of the Town’s By-Laws has been compiled, printed and is 
available for distribution at Town Hall. 


The year has been a progressive one. There has been 
continued residential and commercial development. Under 
Chapter 90, Gifford Street construction and relocation is 
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nearly complete. Traffic problems at the congested Falmouth 
Heights area were much allievated by the removal of street 
meters and strict enforcement of parking regulations. The 
State Census for 1971 was conducted and completed. The 
amount of $110,000 was appropriated to cover the cost of 
engineering, legal and administration to design and prepare 
final plans and specifications for the construction of a Woods 
Hole Waste Water Treatment Facility as required to connect 
the existing outfall and to be suitable for conversion to a 
future town-wide disposal. Land-taking off Fay Road for 
Sewerage purposes was authorized and the Selectmen were 
appropriated $75,000 for ofference to the owner of the land 
as a purchase price. Negotiation is underway. 


The Board investigated questions arising from values 
placed on real or personal property for tax purposes. Formal 
appeals for reduction in assessed value were heard. Relief 
was granted in some cases and denied in others, after full 
discussion and consideration. 


A very gratifying part of the past year’s work has been 
the number of people attending our meetings and the inter- 
est they have shown. We hope and believe that all who 
wished to do so have had full opportunity to express their 
opinions on all subjects considered. From time to time, the 
Board is invited to take part in various ceremonial events. 
This is appreciated.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held 12 regular 
meetings and 7 special meetings in addition to many Sub- 
committee meetings and informal sessions during the Year 
1971. Personnel Action was taken on approximately 300 re- 
quests for promotions, reclassifications of positions, salary 
increases and the hiring of new personnel. At tne 1971 An- 
nual Town Meeting the Personnel Board submitted 4 articles 
to amend the Salary Administration Plan. 


Mr. Knispel resigned as Chairman of the Board, after 
filling this position so well for two years. In June the Board 
elected Daniel Botelho as Chairman and Vincent Ricci as 
Vice-Chairman and Clerk. In October the Board accepted 
with great reluctance the resignation of its secretary, Mrs. 
Diane E. Ward, fully recognizing the invaluable help she has 
been to this Board. Mrs. Audrey E. Martin was Selected to 
replace Mrs. Ward. 


During the Year 1971 the Board worked continuously 
with its Personnel Consultants Mr. Albert F. Puzzo and Miss 
Dorothea McCarthy to attain its primary goal of completing 
the extensive Job and Wage Classification Survey. 


The purpose of this comprehensive survey was to reclas- 
Sify the positions of Town employees in order to stabilize 
these positions and have an organization structure that 
would be beneficial to the department heads, the employees, 
and the Town and to put the Town of Falmouth into a more 
competitive position for hiring qualified personnel. As a re- 
sult the survey has compressed the 30 grades of salaried em- 
ployees to 12 grades. The hourly pay grades have received a 
Similar compression. The Falmouth Personnel Board is sub- 
mitting an extensive article to the 1972 Annual Town Meet- 
ing to cover the changes indicated by the survey and to 
amend the Salary Administration Plan accordingly. The 
Board is also submitting several other articles to amend vari- 
ous sections of the Salary Administration Plan. 
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Because of the numerous changes that have occurred 
since the 1969: printing of the Salary Administration Plan, 
one of the primary goals of the Board for 1972 will be the 
new publication of this booklet. to incorporate all the 
changes. 


The Chairman of the Personnel Board was subpoenaed 
to appear before the Labor Commission, along with the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, pertaining to charges 
filed by the union of the DPW of unfair labor practices. The 
Chairman was also subpoenaed as a witness to a two-day 
hearing held in Town Hall by the State Labor Commission 
on charges brought by the Firefighters’ Local against the 
Board of Selectmen and the Town of Falmouth for unfair 
labor practices. The results of these hearings were not avail- 
able at the time of the preparation of this report. 


A meeting was held in October with the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Board of Selectmen and this Board with the goal 
in mind of establishing better communications between these 
- Boards. The Personnel Board is fully in favor of this and 
recognizes the importance of reaching this goal.

Personnel Board 
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To the Citizens of Falmouth 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


On June 3rd the Sewer Study Committee presented an 
Interim Report to the Department of Public Works. The 
following is an abstract of that report. A full copy is on 
file at the DPW office for those who are interested. 


The report stated that the problem confronting the Town 
of Falmouth was to find an acceptable method of sewage 
disposal throughout the Town. The approval in October 1970 
and January 1971 of the outfall plan and its subsequent 
rejection by referendum in February 1971 had left the Town 
with no alternative plan likely to gain the approval of the 
necessary two-thirds majority of the voters of the Town. 
The increasing impatience of the Massachusetts Division of 
Water Pollution Control (MDWPC) was evidenced by an 
order from its Director, Mr. Thomas C. McMahon, to the 
effect that court action would be taken against the Town 
if prompt action to correct the pollution of Woods Hole 
Harbor was not forthcoming. 


The MDWPC later made it clear that its main concern 
was pollution stemming from discharge of the Woods Hole 
sewer into Woods Hole Harbor and that correction of this 
would satisfy the Department for the present. A request by 
the Town for a delay in implementation of the MDWPC order | 
was turned down. During this time, numerous engineering 
firms were consulted, new techniques of waste water manage- 
ment were investigated, further study of the effect of an 
outfall system on ground water was made, and information 
on neighboring treatment plants (existing and under con- 
struction) was obtained. The MDWPC and Whitman & How- 
ard were not agreeable to a proposal that the inland disposal 
system at Otis AFB be made available to the Town of Fal- 
mouth. A complicating factor in the consideration of more 
innovative techniques of waste water disposal, specifically 
the “living filter” system was that the order to the Town 
from the Commonwealth did not afford sufficient time for 
the necessary design, funding and construction. 
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The Sewer Study Committee submitted as an alternative 
proposal the construction of a small-scale pilot treatment 
system in Woods Hole. It was suggested that this would 
effect a timely solution of the main pollution problem at 
reasonable cost and afford the Town some time to assess 
possible systems of optimal waste water management for the 
entire Town. The steps suggested were (1) to obtain com- 
petent engineering advice; (2) the addition of a treatment 
facility to the existing Woods Hole sewer; (3) repair of the 
present Woods Hole sewer to prevent intrusion of ground 
and salt water; (4) construction of one or more “living 
filters” in Woods Hole. If this pilot model were to prove 
successful it could be used as a model for a Town-wide sewer 
system. If not, the Town would then turn to another method 
of waste water management. 


The recommendation of the Sewer Study Committee was 
that the Department of Public Works of the Town of Fal- 
mouth begin prompt steps toward construction of a pilot 
sewage treatment system for Woods Hole following approxi- 
mately the above-listed steps. The Sewer Study Committee 
felt that this pilot system would not only take care of the 
Town’s immediate problem of pollution in Woods Hole Harbor 
but would provide valuable experience to enable planning 
in the near future for an optimum system for the entire 
Town of Falmouth. The first action recommended was the 
selection of an engineering firm to design the pilot system. 


Following submission of the above report, the Sewer 
Study Committee met frequently with the DPW Commis- 
sioners. The firm of Anderson-Nichols & Co. was chosen by 
the DPW Commissioners to prepare a proposed design for 
the Woods Hole sewer system, and a preliminary plan was 
drawn up with several alternate sites for the treatment 
plant. At a special Town Meeting in August, the preliminary 
plan was approved by the Town, a site for the treatment 
plant was selected off Fay Road, and $110,000.00 appropriated 
for engineering fees to complete the project. 


The proposed plan was discussed at length by the DPW 
Commissioners and the Sewer Study Committee, and then 
submitted to the State Division of Water Pollution Control 
for approval. This approval has been granted and the 
Anderson-Nichols Company is now preparing working draw- 
ings. It is estimated that these will be ready to go out to. 
bid by mid-summer 1972. Total cost of the system, including 
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a new pumping station, repair of leaking sewer mains, and 
construction of a secondary treatment plant. with force 
mains to and from it, is estimated at approximately 
$1,700,000.00, with a net cost to the Town of Falmouth of 
about $550,000.00. 


Since the initial step has been taken, the Sewer. Study 
Committee intends to press for agreement on a plan to satis- 
fy the sewer needs of other parts of the Town as soon as 
possible and to integrate the Woods Hole system with the 
Town-wide system. Next on the list of priorities are a sewer 
system for Main Street and at Town harbors to service boats. 


. Discussion of Falmouth’s sewer problems has been heated 
but, we hope, has shed a little light on the basic problems 
involved : (i.e., possible contamination of our sea water and 
beaches, the effect of outfall and inland disposal systems 
on ground water supplies, the pros and cons of a regional 
system for the Upper Cape, etc.). Our representative in the 
State Legislature, Richard Kendall, is filing a bill to estab- 
lish a regional committee to investigate the feasibility of 
locating a regional sewage treatment center at Otis AFB. 
Also, a private group, the Association for the Preservation of 
Vineyard Sound, in collaboration with the Association for 
the Preservation of Cape Cod, has raised approximately 
$30,000.00 for an engineering study of this same question. 
Numerous meetings of interested groups to discuss the sewer 
problem lead us to hope we are nearing a consensus. 


As we move to solve each immediate problem, we intend 
to fashion each solution as part of a master plan which 
should serve the Town well for years to come.

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Report of the Dog Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as Dog Offi- 
cer for the Town of Falmouth for the year 1971. 


Dogs picked up 278 
Dogs claimed by owners 197 
Dogs turned over to M.S.P.C.A. 81 
Dogs injured by Motor Vehicles 57 
® Dogs destroyed 32 
Total complaints 1,463 
Miles patrolled 18,320 


This Officer has had the busiest year ever trying to en- 
force the Leash Law which is in effect year around. A great 
number of Dog Owners seem to think the law pertains to 
just the summer months. The same problem arises as to 
the License Law, the law states that any person who owns 
a dog that becomes 3 months old during the current license 
period of any year requires a license. People seem to think 
that because their dog is tied to a dog house in the back 
yard that there is no need for a license. I have had to in- 
form many dog owners otherwise and ordered them to obtain 
the license for these animals. The end result is an increase 
in the number of dog licenses issued this year. I am also 
glad to report that the pound fees collected and turned in 
to the Town Treasurer have surpassed last year’s total. 


This department has made numerous repairs to the 
kennels which again have received much vandalism through 
which dogs were stolen during the year. 


The number of Dog Bite cases reported to me have de- 
clined from those of last year which is gratifying. 


I would like to report that a Rabies Clinic will be held 
this Spring. The law requires that any dog from the age of 
six months on must have the Rabies Inoculation, failure to 
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do so could result in a $50.00 fine. The times and dates of 
the clinic will be well publicized in a local newspaper and 
over a local radio station. I urge all dog owners to take 
advantage of this service. 


I want to express my thanks to the various Town De- 
partments for their help this past year and especially to 
the Police Department who answered many of my complaints 
during the nighttime hours, and to the Board of Selectmen 
for their legal advice when needed.

The following is the report of the Veterans’ Services De- 
partment for the year 1971. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of World War One and Two, the Korean Con- 
flict and Viet-Nam were aided in accordance with Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Three World War One, Five World War Two, One Korean 
and Two Viet-Nam veterans have died during the year in 
Falmouth. The widows and dependent parents were assisted 
in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial allow- 
ances, Social Security claims and Grave Markers. 


Forty grave markers have been applied for. All have 
been received and emplanted. Suitable bronze markers and 
flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been 
taken care of during the year. 


Eighteen veterans and widows have been aided in making 
out their Income Statements. 


This office has processed over one hundred Viet-Nam 
applicants for the Mass. Viet-Nam Bonus and has also aided 
the veterans for education and other matters concerning 
Veterans’ Benefits, such as home loans and pensions. 


Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. 
fund is made for fifty percent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report, therefore it will not be repeated here. 


As the younger veterans are being discharged, this office 
has succeeded in placing thirty five veterans on the appren- 
ticeship program under the G.I. bill and many more have 
applied for schooling on the college level.

This has been 
necessary to keep abreast of the rapidly changing laws.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The following is the Annual Report of the Recreation 
Committee of the Town of Falmouth. 


The Recreation Committee’s seven members continued 
in office with the re-election to three-year terms of George 
H. Creighton and Carlo Pena, and the election to a one-year 
term of Barbara G. Burwell after her appointment by the 
Selectmen to fill the unexpired term of Judith C. Marak. 
_ However, on November 10th, the resignation of Edward Mar- 
tin due to ill health was accepted with regret. The Select- 
men have appointed William P. Henrique to fill the un- 
expired term. 


The Committee which meets at least once a month at 
the Recreation Building, authorizes the varied activities at 
the Recreation Center as well as being responsible for many 
of the programs conducted throughout the Town and on 
the Town’s playgrounds. The Committee also allocates part 
of its budget to support activities not under its direct juris- 
diction for the benefit of the townspeople. The Committee’s 
policies are carried out under the supervision of Augustus 
Canty, the Director, and Walter Buguey, the Program Dir- 
ector, appointed to fill the vacancy left by the resignation 
on May list of Thomas W. Murphy, Jr. 


The facilities of the Recreation Building are open to in- 
numerable organizations for their meetings and activities, 
the limiting factors being primarily space and conflicts in 
scheduling. The organizations using the three meeting rooms 
include scouting groups, sports leagues, High School clubs, 
hobby clubs, the County Extension Service classes, civic and 
political groups, the Child Study Club Playschool as well as 
Town Committees. The gymnasium is also in constant use: 
sports prevail, but the big hall is also used for holiday parties 
and dances, auctions, fairs, films and sundry Town-wide 
meetings. The main lobby when not echoing the sounds of 
ping-pong, pool contests and TV entertainment, is used for 
Red Cross blood bank, rummage and bake sales, plus a vari- 
ety of social events. The annual Halloween party sponsored 
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by the Kiwanis Club and Plaza Merchants is always a big 
occasion. We wish to thank the Cadette Scouts who assisted 
in decorating the lobby for the Christmas season and have 
been of service throughout the year. The Committee is 
pleased to have the Recreation Building the focus for so 
many interests and is sorry when physical education pro- 
grams interfere. But the Committee’s prime responsibility 
is to the promotion of participatory sports which take prior- 
ity in decisions regarding the use of space, time and funds. 


The Recreation Building is open regularly on weekdays 
from 1:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. and 6:30 to 10:00 p.m. and on 
Saturdays from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. with that morning re- 
served for the younger age groups of children The Building 
will be opened in the mornings during the week when special 
functions are scheduled. Also, during the school holidays 
the Committee tries to keep the Building open as often as 
the budget will allow. The Committee believes in as flexible 
a schedule as is practical to meet public demand. 


This year more attention has been given to girls’ activ- 
ities. 

A GIRLS’ FALL TENNIS program was started for Grades 
6-8 and the lessons were held two afternoons a week at the 
Lawrence High School courts. 15-18 girls participated under 
the instruction of John Maloy and Walter Buguey. A GIRLS’ 
FIELD HOCKEY program was initiated by Claire DeMello. 
20-30 girls from Grades 4-8 played from September 11 to 
November 13 at the Lawrence High School field Saturday 
mornings. Attempts have been made to establish a girls’ 
basketball league but so far there has not been enough in- 
terest. The WOMEN’S PHYSICAL FITNESS PROGRAM is 
scheduled at the Recreation Building every Tuesday evening 
for all interested. The girls’ JUDO started last year is now 
open to boys. 35-40 girls and boys, ages 8-17 participate 
twice a week under the instruction of Dick Landry and Jack 
Almeida of the Cape Cod Judo Club. Black Belts come to 
Falmouth to promote the students from rank to rank. GIRLS’ 
SOFTBALL continues to be highly successful with Walter 
Buguey in charge. The season ran from May 20 to August 1 
and the program was divided into two age groups: 50-60 
girls from Grades 3, 4 and 5 played in teams two afternoons 
a week and 20-25 girls from Grades 6, 7 and 8 formed pick- 
up teams playing one afternoon a week. All games were at 
the Falmouth Heights ballpark. Because of their enthusiasm, 
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softball began again in the fall with about 20 girls involved. 
This group will be the nucleus for next spring’s program. 


FLOOR HOCKEY 


This sport turned out to be very popular following the 
basketball season. Ten teams with 7 to 8 players per team 
met in the Recreation Building gymnasium under the watch- 
ful eye of Walter Buguey on Friday nights and Saturday 
mornings until the end of July. 


SUMMER RECREATION PROGRAM 


Again, William Livesey (Brown University Baseball 
Coach) directed the summer program assisted by Andy Bay- 
lock (the Freshman Football Coach-and Assistant Baseball 
Coach at the University of Connecticut), with the aid of six 
young assistants. The program, open to boys and girls ages 
7-14, ran from July 1 to August 25 and was held five days a 
week, Monday through Friday, 9:00 a.m. to Noon. This year 
the program was centered at Lawrence High School with the 
playgrounds used for baseball, soccer, softball, kickball, and 
other outdoor activities. The High School gymnasium was 
used on rainy days. Tennis and golf were particularly popu- 
lar. Tennis was taught by Mr. Livesey assisted by Cathy 
Kirk and drew up to 65 participants at its height. The in- 
struction ended with a tournament. The golf, directed by Mr. 
Baylock, drew over 100 boys and girls with each child given 
twelve lessons of instruction of one hour each. The Arts and 
Crafts Class instructed by Karen Sullivan and assisted by 
Cynthia Carey was extremely popular with the girls and up 
to 55 students were in attendance. 


BASEBALL 
FALMOUTH YOUTH BASEBALL LEAGUE: 


LITTLE LEAGUE, 8-12 year-olds: This is a monumental 
program with about 500 boys involved plus approximately 
40 volunteer adult coaches, managers and officials. Made 
up of 10 Major, 12 Minor and 1 Pee Wee teams they play in 
the early evening throughout the Town during the baseball 
season. In 1971 the champions were the Cardinals managed 
by Ernie Economides and completing the season undefeated. 
The Falmouth All Stars, also managed by Mr. Economides 
and coached by Richard Corey was defeated in the finals by 
the Town of Orleans. Mr. Nathan S. Ellis, the President of 
the league, is pleased with the strength of the program but 
urges more adult participation and interest. 
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BABE RUTH LEAGUE, 12-15 year-olds: Re-organized in 
the spring, a board of directors was elected as well as the 
regular officers. Paul Rossi is the President and Treasurer. 
The Committee is considering joining the National Babe 
Ruth League. The local league is composed of seven teams, 
most of them sponsored by local enterprises or clubs, and one 
team from Otis Air Force Base. The eight teams were divided 
into two divisions, the Nationals and the Americans and each 
played a schedule of 13 games in addition to exhibition and 
all-star games. The night games at Fuller Field were es- 
pecially exciting for the teams. The Tigers, winners of the 
National division under the management of Joe Figuerido 
defeated the Dry-Walls, winners of the American division 
under the management of Art Roderick for the championship. 


TEENER LEAGUE, 16-18 year-olds: This team was very 
fortunate to obtain the services of Al Holcomb, the Lawrence 
High School Baseball Coach. The success of the program 
under his charge was evident as the Falmouth team won 
the Cape Cod Teener League championship. 


THE FALMOUTH COMMODORES, the Town’s represen- 
tative in the Cape Cod Baseball League, won the Cape cham- 
pionship for the third consecutive year. As the Cape Cod 
League is now considered the best summer collegiate baseball 
league in the country the continuing success of the COM- 
MODORES has made baseball an outstanding attraction in 
Falmouth. All home games were played under the lights at 
Fuller Field. A new electric scoreboard was purchased by the 
Falmouth Baseball Club and donated to the Town. A new 
broadcasting and reporting booth was erected and the in- 
field has been resurfaced. Last summer the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association subsidized the League in the 
amount of $10,000. The League officials anticipate the same 
subsidy for the 1972 season. 


MEN’S SOFTBALL LEAGUE is now under the supervision 
of Steve Finnell. Last summer six teams (Cape Verdean Club, 
K. of C., Bill’s Chevron, Gun & Tackle, Village Cafe and Tea- 
ticket Sunoco) played a 28-game schedule. The highhlight 
event of the summer was a benefit game with the famous 
“King and His Court” team brought here by Rotary. Poles 
will be installed and, hopefully, lights at the playing field 
in Teaticket before next season. 


TOWN BAND 


The Falmouth Music Parents has concluded that it can 
no longer manage the summer concerts and, consequently, 
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has turned over its portable band shell to the Town. Oscar 
Wolf and Joseph Chase carried the responsibility for the con- 
certs this year but unless a permanent Committee is formed 
to take charge, it is questionable whether these concerts will 
continue. What a shame that would be as this entertainment 
has drawn large crowds and has been highly successful un- 
der the baton of Mr. John Pandolfi. With 45 musicians per- 
forming, the need for a larger and permanent bandshell is 
obvious. 


SAILING 


Two interscholastic sailing regattas were held this year: 
one sponsored by the Provincetown High School in the spring 
and the other by the Falmouth Sailing Association in Sep- 
tember. These regattas have paved the way for the develop- 
ment of sailing as a popular school sport on the Cape. The 
Falmouth regatta was highly competitive with seventeen 
crews from six schools competing for two large continuing 
trophies and eight individual trophies plus two awards for 
outstanding seamanship. One crew from Falmouth placed 
first and another received one of the seamanship awards. 
Interest was great among the Association members as most 
Shared in the tasks of holding the event. 


SOCCER 


The Saturday morning soccer program during the fall 
continued to be very popular. About 240 boys participated 
under the supervision of Walter Buguey and three assistants. 
Every section of Town was represented with the children 
divided into two groups: Grades 3 and 4 played together 
and Grades 5 and 6 together at Teaticket and East Falmouth. 
This culminated in 4-team competition in each division in 
the playoffs at the end of the season. 


BASKETBALL 


THE FALMOUTH YOUTH BASKETBALL LEAGUE: Open 
to boys in Grades 3-8, over 130 boys registered for the season 
from all sections of Town. Under Dr. Peter Hamre’s initia- 
tive, the regular Saturday morning programs have now been 
organized into league play with the participants divided ac- 
cording to school grades and geographical location. Four 
school gymnasiums plus the Recreation Building are used for 
this popular Town-wide sport. 


THE SENIOR LEAGUE is for boys of high school age 
who are not on school varsity teams. Last winter six pick-up 
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teams involving 60 boys played a varied schedule at the 
Recreation Building two nights a week for a fifteen-week 
period. The summer schedule consisted of one team playing 
weekly for a six-week period at Lawrence High School 
against varsity players. The League is again active this fall. 


THE FALMOUTH TOWN TEAM partcipates in the Cape 
Cod Basketball League. Its schedule includes ten home games 
at the Lawrence High School gymnasium. This coming sea- 
son the manager is Anthony Afonso and the Coach, Albert 
J. Holcomb. 


SKATING 


FALMOUTH YOUTH HOCKEY LEAGUE offers an exten- 
Sive program to the young people of Falmouth. Over 600 boys 
participate from October to March. They are grouped ac- 
cording to age into three divisions and divided into teams: 
three Squirt (ages 9-10), seven Pee Wee (ages 10-12) and four 
Bantam (ages 12-14) teams, each division playing a twenty- 
game schedule. The top players represent the Town in com- 
petitive games with other communities. The FARM LEAGUE 
is composed of beginners who are taught basic skills to equip 
them for participation on the teams. Last March Falmouth 
hosted both the New England Pee Wee tournament and the 
Massachusetts Bantam tournament. 


RECREATION FIGURE SKATING PROGRAM was, as in 
past year, a great success. Over 300 people of all ages and 
from all parts of Town took advantage of either one or the 
other of the two hours a week offered by the Recreation 
Committee. The Sunday “beginner” figure skating lesson was 
taught this past winter by Britt Crozier during the absence 
of Marc Nelson. Ice Skating Institute of America tests were 
given and pins and badges awarded to children and adults 
passing the requirements. The Saturday evening figure skat- 
ing session is for all figure skaters and there are no lessons 
during this hour. This program is held from the first week 
in November through the last week in March and is run 
under the auspices of the Falmouth Figure Skating Club. 
The Committee feels that the skating program gives much 
pleasure to Falmouth citizens both to those who take advan- 
tage of the free lessons and to those who skate for an enjoy- 
able hour of exercise and companionship. 


THE FALMOUTH SENIORS participate in the Cape Cod 
Amateur Hockey League with games scheduled at the Ken-

nedy Memorial Ice Arena two nights a week. Last season 
Russell C. Graham supervised the Falmouth League and this 
season Steven A. Estes is in charge with 24 games scheduled 
plus a possible 8-game playoff. 


The Falmouth Recreation Committee and the people of 
Falmouth owe a resounding vote of thanks to all the men 
and women - officers, managers, coaches, assistants, etc., who 
dedicate their time and efforts to demanding schedules to 
make the recreation program of Falmouth such an achieve- 
ment. Without their willingness and loyalty there would be 
no such programs. The Recreation Committee wishes also to 
thank the DPW and its Forestry and Park Division for the 
beautification of the parking area surrounding the Recre- 
ation Center. The new paving, landscaping and planting of 
trees and shrubs add tremendously to the attractiveness of 
this part of Town. Finally, the Committee wishes to report 
that it has submitted an Article to the 1972 Town Meeting 
Warrant asking the Town to build two tennis courts adjacent 
to the West Falmouth ballpark. The Committee believes ten- 
nis is becoming increasingly popular and these additional 
courts would be most welcomed by Falmouth’s growing 
population. 


The Falmouth Recreation Committee is attempting to 
bring recreation to all citizens of Falmouth and much more 
can be done. For example, the Town is in need of bicycle and 
horseback riding paths. We are constantly seeking help to 
initiate new programs and develop recreational facilities and 
are always open to suggestions from the people whom we 
serve.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen - 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


1971 has been a Significant year for Falmouth’s expand- 
ing public library system. The East Falmouth Branch Library 
moved to its new location on Mill Pond after extensive reno- 
vation of the property previously owned by Mr. Arthur P. 
Vidal, Sr. This relocation and expansion was largely due to 
the joint efforts of the Library Board and the East Falmouth 
Committee: Mr. Manuel Rapoza, Mr. Roy Cook and Mrs. 
Mary Alice Kinney, and Mr. Daniel Bartolomei of the Finance 
Committee. To these and many others the Board is indebted. 
An Open House on September 19, 1971 celebrated the official 
opening of the new library and was attended by over 250 
enthusiastic admirers. Contributions from the Falmouth His- 
torical Society, the Falmouth Artist’s Guild, the Falmouth 
Garden Club and Francisco Tavares, Inc. helped to make 
the occasion a memorable and successful one. Continuing 
response from the East Falmouth community has reinforced 
the Library Board’s conviction that such a move was indeed 
warranted. Adult circulation increased 100% since September 
1971, and the East Falmouth Branch Librarian, Mrs. Cynthia 
Botelho, is pleased to note that many more young adults are 
taking advantage of the reference material now available at 
the library. The library is now open on Saturday morning, 
during which time children’s programs are offered. A num- 
ber of community groups have made use of the downstairs 
meeting room, at present furnished with chairs on loan from 
the East Falmouth Elementary School. 


The Board takes a great deal of pride in the new East 
Falmouth accommodations and feels this satisfaction is 
shared by the townspeople. It is our hope to direct similar 
attention to the North Falmouth facilities in the very near 
future. 


The Falmouth Public Library has continued in 1971 to 
expand its services as a Sub-regional Center for the Cape 
and Islands, under the very able direction of the Head Li- 
brarian, Mrs. Ann M. Haddad. Circulation figures show an 
increase of 3% over 1970 and library records estimate an 
additional 3,000 new registrations in 1971. 
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During the year the Board adopted a new policy regard- 
ing children’s accessibility to the adult section. The age 
requirement for checking out books in the adult section was 
lowered from 14 to 12 years. 


This year the library was the grateful recipient of a gift 
of whaling log microfilms from the Falmouth Historical So- 
ciety. The logs were filmed by the Whaling and Marine 
Archives, Inc. of Nantucket and date from 1828 to the mid 
1880's. 


It was with considerable regret that the Board of Library 
Trustees accepted the resignation of Mrs. Dorothy Turkington 
who, in her eleven years of service, gave a great deal of 
energy, dedication and enthusiasm to the continuing progress 
of the Falmouth Public Library.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Library services and use increased markedly in 1971, not 
only in circulation and new borrowers, but in individual 
reference and adult services. Our total circulation was 
210,472, an increase of 5,750, or 3%, over 1970. 


Noteworthy are the trends and changes in reading habits 
over the last few years. For example, the use of “how-to” 
books has doubled in four years; material on the fine arts — 
painting, arts and crafts, photography, recreation and sports 
—has been more in demand; but especially books on the 
social sciences — government and politics, civil rights, edu- 
cation, law — have shown the greatest upsurge. Whereas for 
many years past, biography was the favorite non-fiction 
choice, the trend for the social sciences does, of course, reflect 
the concern for the times in which we live. 


Fiction has steadily risen over the years, but in pro- 
portion to the total growth of the library. High school stu- 
dents continue to rely on the public library in the afternoon 
and evening hours for research and for obtaining books on 
their reading lists, and the latter, to a great extent, supports 
a heavy and consistent fiction circulation. 


Along with our local users and interlibrary loan activities, 
students from the Cape Cod Community College use the li- 
brary for required supplementary reading for their courses. 


With the separate adult and juvenile rooms in the new 
East Falmouth branch, changes in reading habits were ap- 
parent there after only three months, namely, adult use 
increased over 4,000 from 1970, and the number of new adult 
borrowers there, 477, is an indication that now a balance 
between adult and children’s use will be attained. 


Circulation figures are, of course, the most easily docu- 
mented record of all library activity. It is in the area of 
reference, information, and personal service that the most 
complex activity takes place. Many reference questions have 
quick, factual answers; others require extended research. 
The scope and variety of information which is obtained from 
the library is shown by the following sampling of the hun- 
dreds of actual questions received during the past year: 


—Do you have a list of small construction companies in 
New Hampshire? 
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—A gentleman needed the addresses for the Fish and 
Game Departments of most of the states. 


—A student needed a copy of the Sheperd-Townsend Act. 


—A woman whose child had eaten a tree leaf and had 
become ill wanted to identify the leaf. 


—A man called for the residential address of the Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Argentina. 


—Do you have any material on the American Revolution 
written from the British point of view? 


—Someone wanted the words for the song, “Carolina”. 


—What information do you have on fold-dredging ma- 
chines used in rivers? 


—A high school Spanish teacher asked for a list of books 
of fiction available with a Spanish setting. 


In 1971 we had 2,965 new borrowers. People often come 
into the library to register before they even have a permanent 
place to live. Many of our new borrowers are people who have 
moved from the city, but still work there. And then there 
are the many retirees. One of our senior citizens told us a 
while ago that the library was a prime reason he decided to 
retire in this area. 


-A major thrust in improved library service in town was 
the initiation of service to the homebound and physically- 
handicapped by former librarian Hazel C. Atwood. Started 
early in December, the response has been overwhelmingly 
enthusiastic. Its purpose is to provide library materials to 
people who are unable to get to the library. In addition to 
receiving specific books, these people depend on recommen- 
dations of other books which suit their interests. Anyone 
who desires this service may just call the library and leave 
his name. 


Along with the individual service, a well-chosen collec- 
tion of fifty books, regular type and large-print, was set up 
in the United Church Homes. Before many of the books had 
even gotten on the shelf there, they had been checked out. 


In the area of children’s services, the purchase of record- 
ings of popular, children’s books was well-received. Story 
hours continue at 11 a.m. on Saturdays, as do the monthly 
children’s films. The Main library and East branch have 
scheduled, periodic visits by the nearby elementary school 
classes. 
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A federal grant of $5,000 to each of the seven sub- 
regional libraries last spring was used to update and expand 
' the reference collection and to purchase needed material for 
interlibrary loan. 


Twice weekly during the summer, we presented the 
highly-rated film series “Civilization”. During the winter 
months we provide monthly films on the third Wednesday— 
travelogs, silent movie favorites, topics of current interest. 


The Falmouth Historical Society’s gift of eight reels of 
microfilm of original whaling logs enhances the historical 
collection. Copies of the contents of these logs were sent to 
the research departments in the libraries of New Bedford 
and Boston and to other interested libraries and persons 
upon request. 


Acknowledgment is due those staff members who have 
furthered their education and training at the State College 
at Bridgewater and the Cape Cod Community College for 
better library service in the areas of children, young adults, 
and reference work, namely, Cynthia Botelho, Mary Alice 
Kinney, Charlotte Tashiro, and Mary Wessling. 


And last, my thanks to all Town Departments, Personnel 
Board and Finance Committee for their cooperation this past 
year.

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Report of the Woods Hole Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Two things about Falmouth—its growth and Seasonal 
aspects—are reflected in statistics about the Woods Hole 
Library. Like much of the life in a resort town, activity 
is greater in the summer than in winter. This year the 
Library’s summer circulation averaged 500 books a week, a 
figure equal to our monthly circulation; in all, 13,217 volumes 
were taken out by our borrowers in 1971, a slight increase 
over the previous year. The number of books in the collect- 
ion was also increased, permanently to 13,098 and temporar- 
ily by an additional 150 volumes borrowed for the summer 
from the Southeastern Massachusetts Regional Library Loan 
collection. A small number of specific requests were handled 
through the inter-library loan system. 


Our librarian, Mrs. Ruth Schleicher, has maintained the 
ties with the Woods Hole School, making several trips a year 
to the school for book talks and having the classes to the 
Library in return. 


In addition to continuing to house the collection for the 
Children’s School of Science, the Library has been the site 
of several community activities, most notably a very suc- 
cessful Christmas story hour for young children for which 
several friends of the Library donated their talents for a 
festive afternoon of stories, song, refreshments, and merri- 
ment upon the breaking open of the specially-made pinata. 
In the fall, Dr. Barbara Ann Morse showed slides of an oce- 
anographic expedition to the Arctic in which she partic- 
ipated. Mr. Herman E. Ward, summer resident of Woods 
Hole, enlivened the July annual meeting with readings from 
his own poetry. Fund-raising events were also sponsored by 
the Library—a very successful Plant Sale in the early spring, 
a Harvest Sale in theglate summer, ski movies of the Austrian 
and French Alps in the winter, and the two traditional book 
sales in the winter and summer—each more successful than 
the last.

During the year memorial gifts were made to the Library 
in honor of James Lowey, Emily Howe, Jean Ofstrock, and 
Dr. May Wilson. 


The Library has long housed many of the Franklin Lewis 
Gifford paintings of historic Woods Hole, a treasure the Trus- 
tees voted to share more widely by having printed for sale 
colored postcards of two of those pictures. These will be 
available for purchase after the first of the year. 


Our biggest fund-raising effort came through the wide 
distribution of a printed brochure giving some of the inter- 
esting history of the Library’s growth and a survey of its 
current needs. A substantial increase in memberships and 
contributions encourages the Board of Trustees to think of 
more ways of improving our services to the community we 
serve. 


The Board of Trustees wishes to thank our employees 
Mrs. Schleicher, Mrs. Miriam Caldwell, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Wallace, for another year of fine service and takes this op- 
portunity to express our regret at the resignation from the 
Board of Mr. Robert Brockhurst, our faithful and long-time 
treasurer, and of Mrs. Homer P. Smith, a most appreciated 
trustee.

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Report of the 
Falmouth Committee on Drug Abuse 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Fal- 
mouth Committee on Drug Abuse for the year 1971. 


The Committee met under the chairmanship of Dr. David 
Dewees until March 1971 at which time his term of office 
ended. He was succeeded by myself. 


Under the supervision of the Committee, the Falmouth 
Emergency and Referral Service (FEARS) continued its 
operation in Legion Hall. Throughout the year over 15,000 
calls were received. Of these calls 3,497 were considered crises 
including: 

a.) 770 drug related calls, 
pb.) 850 family or home-related calls, 
c.) 240 calls related to pregnancy, 
d.) 315 legal problems, 
e.) 150 medical calls unrelated to drugs. 


FEARS received 17,600 visitors, many just meeting 
friends, but a large proportion brought problems requiring 
attention of the FEARS staff. Forty-five per cent of prob- 
lem contacts reach us first by drop-ins. 


The influx of young people with no place to stay during 
the tourist season was relieved to an appreciable degree by 
Placing 254 persons over night in private homes or The 
Church of The Messiah rectory. 


It has become very clear that in all cases (except tem- 
porary housing), tourism has little effect on the number of 
crises. Ninety per cent of the problems which are brought to 
us originate within our community and are the problems of 
citizens of this community. The impression that the drug 
problems come from outside sources and from non-citizens 
of Falmouth is incorrect. FEARS is operating almost ex- 
clusively to the benefit of Falmouth citizenry. 
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The drug trend is evolved to the point that the majority 
of drug problems now involve heroin or other hard drugs (134 
cases in six months). As should be expected, the use of 
needles has contributed to a sharp rise in hepatitis and such 
complications as abscesses, etc. These problems, of course, are 
referred to physicians for treatment. 


FEARS, and its Executive Committee here reporting, 
is devoted to the problems of drugs and yet receives many 
calls from people who are seeking help in other spheres. 
These calls are referred to appropriate agencies and in- 
dividual experts. This has been the policy of FEARS since 
the day its doors were first opened in June 1970. 


The year 1971 (and its end) has seen an attempt to cor- 
relate experience to date at FEARS. This experience en- 
ables us to improve in our handling of drug crises, rehabilita- 
tion, and prevention.

All persons are bonded in the amount of $30,000.00 under 
a blanket bond of the Massachusetts Department of Com- 
munity Affairs. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority organized on April 13, 
1971 for the ensuing year. 


Homes for the Elderly 


All apartments at Mayflower, 24 in number and Salt Sea, 
30 in number are occupied by Elderly persons ranging in age 
from 70 years to 91 years old. 


On June 15, 1970 ground was broken for 10 buildings with 
6 units each to provide living room, bedroom, kitchen and 
bath with 60 units for homes for the Elderly. The completed 
project was accepted from the Contractor on October 18, 1971 
and was named Bayberry. At the present time all these are 
filled with the exception of one which will be used tempor- 
arily for an office. Plans are being made to provide office 
space subject to the approval of the State Department of 
Community Affairs. 


There are three requirements determining the eligibility 
for these units. 
1. Applicant must be 65 years or over. 
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2. Applicant cannot have an income of over 
$3500.00 for a single person or $4000.00 for a 
couple. 


3. Applicant must furnish a good health certifi- 
cate from a Doctor indicating the applicants 
can care for themselves while living alone. 


_ Under Chapter 707 program, Massachusetts Subsidy 
Housing, the Authority has signed up 33 persons for the 
1971 period. This program was started on March 1, 1971 and 
we hope to continue same subject to being provided with the 
necessary finances thru the State Department of Community 
Affairs. 


Mr. Edward L. Studley, who recently retired from the 
Falmouth Post Office after 34 years and 8 months, has ac- 
cepted the position of Assistant Executive Director with the 
Authority. 


The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received 
from various Town Departments during the past year.

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Report of Advertising Town Committee

For several years, the Town Advertising Committee has 
been exploring various ways and means to more effectively 
achieve the purposes for which the Committee was established. 


Our experience and studies indicate that we can accom- 
plish more by coordinating our efforts with the Cape Cod and 
Falmouth Chambers of Commerce. The Cape Cod Chamber 
spends a great deal of money advertising the Cape. This 
stimulates inquiries. In 1971 we secured the list and mailed 
thousands of letters and color brochures to those we believe 
might like to visit Falmouth. In 1972, we plan to advertise 
in the Cape Cod Chamber’s Resort Directory. This is widely 
distributed and will reach more prospective visitors to the 
Cape than any other available medium. 


~The Falmouth Chamber has assisted us in distributing 
approximately 25,000 maps and color brochures and in many 
other ways. The cost to the Town would be considerably 
higher were it not for this assistance. 


Looking to the future, we plan to work as closely as 
possible with various Chambers of Commerce and Govern- 
mental Agencies. By so doing, we believe we will maximize 
the return on the Town’s investment.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During 1971 the Board held twelve regular and thirty- 
five special meetings. There were thirty hearings on new 
Subdivision plans and a number of hearings on zoning mat- 
ters, some relating to proposed amendments to the present 
by-law, and three successive sessions on provisions of the 
proposed new (revised) by-law. Since the late Fall, the Board 
has been meeting almost every week because of the heavy 
double load of subdivision control and zoning revisions. One 
hundred seventy three other plans were presented to the 
Board for action. Members of the Board have met with other 
civic and municipal groups on various occasions for various 
purposes. 


A limited number of copies of the study report by Com- 
munity Planning Services “Falmouth Massachusetts — Com- 
prehensive Plan — 1970” were delivered early in the year and 
copies have been distributed to many Town departments, 
boards, etc., and to the various libraries. This is a substantial 
volume, with 170-odd pages of text, numerous maps, charts, 
tables, and four fold-out maps in color. 


The Board is preparing a brief summary report which 
will reflect the Board’s own opinions and recommendations 
for the future; these may not necessarily agree in all respects 
with the conclusions and recommendations of Community 
Planning Services. 


Since the preliminary hearings on the originally proposed 
revisions of the zoning by-law in November, the Board has 
been able to devote only one meeting to consideration of the 
various objections and suggestions made by interested partic- 
ipants at the hearings and others subsequently made in 
writing. Hopefully after the beginning of the new year, the 
Board will be able to get back to this rather monumental 
task. 


As a result of the increasingly rapid proliferation of 
large subdivisions, with its threat of explosive population 
increase, the Board is concerned about the size of population 
that the Town’s water supply and sewage disposal capa- 
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bilities can support, as well as the obvious threat to the tax 
rate resulting from burgeoning demands for roads and vari- 
ous services that will be made on many Town departments. 
This theme will be expanded, presumably with supporting 
Statistical data and professional opinion, in the summary 
report referred to above, and in connection with the Board’s 
later recommendations on the revised zoning by-law and map. 


Because of the size of the task of reworking the original 
new by-law text and evolving therefrom a proposed new zon- 
ing map, both of which must ultimately be adopted con- 
currently, it now seems impossible to plan further hearings 
or action on these matters until after the 1972 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


As may be gleaned from the foregoing, the work-load 
imposed upon the members of the Board, and particularly 
upon its chairman, has grown to unmanageable and intoler- 
able proportions. The Board unanimously agrees that it 
needs a qualified technical assistant, or consultant, to work 
on a part-time fee basis, to assist with the subdivision aspects 
of the Board’s work and keep an eye on the engineering and 
construction work being done in subdivisions, thereby reliev- 
ing the Board and the D.P.W. of some of the work entailed 
by unsatisfactory engineering or construction sometimes oc- 
curring in subdivisions. Accordingly the Board is asking for 
funds for this purpose.

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Report of the Disposal Area Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


At the Special Town Meeting in December, 1969, opera- 
tional control of the Disposal Area was transferred from the 
Selectmen’s Department to the DPW. The interaction be- 
tween the DPW Board of Commissioners and the Disposal 
Area Committee, by its very nature must dictate that this 
report be not a report of the doings or accomplishments of 
this committee but rather a report of the progress of the 
disposal area itself toward the goals which we have visualized. 


The committee met numerous times during the year, 
mostly in joint meetings with the DPW Commissioners. 


Annual Town Meeting in March voted $2,000 to be used 
for improvements at the disposal area. $1,500 of this amount 
was utilized for a preliminary engineering study of the dis- 
posal area done by Edgar R. Faelton. Mr. Faelton’s report 
was completed and accepted in July. 


In April, the town received $12,500 from the Hyannis 
Sand and Gravel Co., as initial payment under their contract 
for gravel removal at the disposal area. An additional $25,000 
will be received at the completion of their contract. 


Article 15 in the May 11 Special Town Meeting, to take 
approximately one acre of land adjacent to the disposal area, 
was approved, with $700 appropriated for the purchase. This 
parcel squares off the easterly boundary of the site. 


After many months of discussion, and a summer which 
saw an unprecedented influx of brush to the disposal area, 
which threatened our future plans, the issue was finally 
settled with a ban on all unchipped brush dumping except 
for 34 ton pickups and small trailers. The new regulation 
was made effective as of September 20. This has drastically 
- reduced our brush problem and has pulled us more in line 
with the new State regulations. 
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New State regulations on Solid Waste Disposal were 
‘adopted, effective April 21, which have significantly changed 
the solid waste picture. It has become apparent that with 
the enforcement of these regulations, the cost of the disposal 
area operation is going to show a marked increase. State 
officials have made it emphatically clear that they do intend 
to enforce the regulations. 


In August, the DPW received a “Solid Waste Disposal 
Violation Notice” from the State Department of Public 
Health, listing ten violations of the new regulations. One of 
the significant items was a lack of water for fire-fighting 
purposes. Since then we have been fortunate in having an 
adequate source of water made available at the site, at no 
cost to the town. Hyannis Sand and Gravel Co. (through 
coordination with the DPW) has created a one-million gallon 
reservoir at the property line between the disposal area and 
the gravel plant, and has made this water source available 
to the town for fire-fighting use. The disposal area has been 
plagued with several costly fires this year, and this water 
supply is a welcome addition. 


Possibility of Federal funds for planning or operation of 
the disposal area was ruled out in an October meeting with 
an official from the Environmental Protection Agency. It 
appears that Federal grants are now going only into new or 
innovative projects. 


The DPW Commissioners and the committee met on 
December 1, with officials of the State Department of Public 
Health. The outcome of this meeting was that the State will 
assume “reasonable progress” on the part of the town, to- 
wards solving its disposal area problems, if the town takes 
steps to obtain detailed engineering plans for the future 
operation of a sanitary landfill, with a goal for implementa- 
tion of October 1, 1972 (the expiration date of the present 
disposal area operation contract). At year’s end, plans were 
being made for interviewing engineering firms for this 
project. | 


This past year has been one of much frustration and a 
deepening awareness that Falmouth does not now have a 
good Disposal Area Operation. We have been hampered by 
what has proved to be an unworkable contract, particularly 
in view of the new stringent State Regulations. Hopefully, 
this situation will be remedied in the coming year. 
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We finish the year with several important long-range 
problems still unresolved. There is the question of operation 
after October 1— whether to put the disposal area out to 
private contract again, or to have the town take over opera- 
tion. There is a question of possible regional disposal (the 
State is currently studying regional disposal on a statewide 
basis). There are thoughts of incineration vs. sanitary land- 
fill. There is the problem, still with us, of what to do about 
the “honey wagon” pit at the disposal area. Some of these 
problems will be solved in the coming year. Some, like the 
regional possibilities, may be years away. One thing that is 
quite certain at this time: the future operation of the dis- 
posal area is going to cost considerably more than in the past. 


The committee wishes to thank the DPW Commissioners 
for their cooperation, and for their interest and leadership 
in taking on this difficult and frustrating legacy. Special 
thanks, particularly, go to Nathan S. Ellis III, Supt. of Public 
Works, for his many hours devoted to the disposal area 
problems (and his extreme patience with them). Thanks also 
go to Paul Laruss, of Hyannis Sand and Gravel for his much 
appreciated assistance in various instances, and to the clerical 
center for their secretarial assistance throughout the year.

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Report of the Falmouth Council on Aging 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


After your appointment of seven members to the Fal- 
mouth Council on Aging, the first meeting was held on Jan- 
uary 19, 1971. Eileene Finnell was elected Chairman, Rev. 
Stanley F. Johnson, Vice-Chairman, Mrs. Thomas Dolan, 
Secretary, Mrs. Tony Andrews, Treasurer, Mrs. Everett H. 
Scannell, Rev. Thomas Lopes and Vincent M. Ignos, Directors. 
Meetings are held on the first Tuesday of each month at 
1:00 p.m. in the Town Hall. 


The first order of business was to establish a telephone 
information and referral service for senior citizens. Until a 
center could be found, an office was opened in the Town Hall, 
and manned by volunteers under the direction of Mrs. Thom- 
as Dolan, Monday through Friday from 10:00 a.m. to 12:00 
noon. 


A questionnaire was mailed to 2,800 citizens of the Town 
over the age of 59, so that the Council might ascertain their 
needs, the kind of programs to plan, and the names of those 
willing and able to assist in the programs. 805 questionnaires 
have been completed to date, and identification cards issued 
to each one. The identification card contains the name of 
the person, the Town Seal and the signature of the Council 
Chairman. Broken down into areas, the cards were issued as 
follows: Falmouth Village 597, East Falmouth 110, West Fal- 
mouth 22, North Falmouth 27, Woods Hole 28, and Waquoit 
21. 


Arrangements were made in February with Msgr. James 
Gleason, Pastor of Saint Patrick’s Church to rent the house 
located on the Church property for a senior drop-in center. 
With the help of many individuals and service organizations, 
the center was formally opened on June 17, 1971, and Mrs. 
Harry Henderson was appointed director. The center is open 
from 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. Monday through Friday. Free 
refreshments are served at all times. 
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A cookout on the church parking lot was attended by 
150 in August, an overnight autumn foliage trip to New 
Hampshire, Vermont and the Mohawk Trail was enjoyed by 
45, and chaperoned by Mrs. Harry Henderson and a volunteer. 
One bus load of 45 went to Boston in October for a day of 
shopping, and two busloads carrying 90 persons went to the 
South Shore Plaza for Christmas shopping in November. The 
seniors have held a bake sale, a rummage sale, and a Christ- 
mas bazaar to help defray expenses. A Christmas Open 
House was held at the center on December 20th which was 
attended by more than 100. 


Programs: Mrs. Vivian Spectre has a class on Monday 
and Thursday in sewing, knitting and crocheting. Mrs. Joyce 
Smykal, of the Falmouth Artists’ Guild, teaches a class of 
ceramics on Tuesday. Bridge and whist are played every 
Wednesday afternoon and is attended by a mixed group. 


Miss Clare Watmough of the Falmouth Visiting Nurses’ 
Association will be at the center every Thursday, starting 
January 6, 1972, from 2:00 to 4:00 p.m. for health counselling 
and information in an effort to help the elderly stay in good 
health. Beginning in February, she will visit the center on 
the first Thursday, and each of the three elderly housing 
units on the other three Thusrdays, for the benefit of these 
who cannot come to the center. 


While we are grateful for the progress made this year, 
there is much more to be done. Transportation is the most 
pressing problem of the elderly, and at present this need can 
only be filled by volunteers. In order to implement the pro- 
erams we plan for 1972, we need many more volunteers. The 
friendly visit to the shut-in, the daily phone call to those 
who need it, employment help, are all vital needs, in addition 
to more programs to enjoy. 


The Council wishes to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
all the citizens of the Town, and the service organizations 
for their understanding and willingness to help the Council 
in its efforts to fill the needs of the elderly.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Falmouth 
Beach Committee for the year ending December 31, 1971. 


A comparison of receipts for the past three years is as 
follows:

A glance at the figures above shows that despite a severe 
drop in attendance at the beaches during the last week of 
August and the first week of September, a substantial in- 
crease in revenue resulted from the institution of a new 
Sticker system; a system which encouraged bicycle traffic 
at all beaches, and provided more parking for resident tax- 
payer automobiles. 


The bathhouses were again victim of malicious vandal- 
ism. Old Silver Reserve was broken into with doors kicked in 
and plumbing torn out. Repairs and improvements were 
made. A new roof was put on Old Silver Public, which was a 
necessary project. This committee will now aim at the im- 
provement of concessions and toilet facilities at these beaches. 


Swimming classes for all ages were again offered to all 
visitors of the Town of Falmouth. This year’s enrollment 
exceeded 2,000 children; with the majority being handled 
by our girl lifeguard instructors. Classes in junior and senior 
life-saving were again offered at all beaches. This program 
has resulted in producing a well-qualified staff for our own 
beaches over the past few years; and we hope to continue 
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training our young people. We are pleased to say that of 
our 44 lifeguards, 43 hold certificates as Water Safety In- 
structors. This is a decided rating for a guard. Two com- 
petitive swimming meets were held at the Otis and Great 
Harbor pools; with Menauhant winning the first meet, and 
tying with Falmouth Heights in the second. Ribbons were 
awarded to the winners. 


The Beach Committee maintained the restricted parking 
area in Falmouth Heights—a result of last year’s Town 
Meeting. This action greatly alleviated the rowdyism and 
trash problems of this popular beach. The restricted area 
allowed more Falmouth residents or guests to park. Again, 
more bicycle traffic was noted. To alleviate the traffic and 
allow the weekend visitors to attend our beaches, the pay 
parking lot in Menauhant was improved; and increased to 
nearly triple the former capacity. Both actions in our opin- 
ion tremendously improved our beach programs. 


The bathing area in Goodwill Park was turned over to 
the Beach Committee this year, and is now staffed with a 
qualified lifeguard. The popular fresh water pond showed a 
sharp increase in attendance with the initiation of swimming 
classes there. 


In the 1972 Town Meeting, this committee will ask the 
town to take over the parking lot and marsh opposite Silver 
Beach Public, belonging to George Maloomian Et Als. We 
believe this is a necessary step for both the present and 
future operation of this popular beach. Many safety and 
conservation reasons will be presented. 


This committee would like to express its thanks to our 
fine superintendant and staff for an excellent job. Also to 
the Board of Selectmen, Town Accountant, Town Clerk, and 
various committees for their support and cooperation.

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Barnstable County Health Department 
1971 Annual Report 


This has been a year of self evaluation, proposals, growth 
and change as well as involvement in community planning 
group. Each department worker in reviewing accomplish- 
ments, has expressed the need for unification of county-wide 
services in his own field; there continues to be duplication, 
fragmentation and unequal distribution of services. This is 
based on the variety of authority and structure of public and 
private agencies in the 15 towns. In Environmental Health, 
Medical Social Work, Nursing and Dental Health all have 
outlined an upper, mid and lower Cape staffing pattern 
using experienced staff and junior workers. These areas 
would have planned supervision, clerical service, personnel 
and service policies and provision for substitute coverage 
during absences. Priority in planning will be given to the 
following: strengthening of staff members and Services in 
Environmental Health, Medical Social Work, and, the re- 
classification of staff positions. 


Envircnmental Health: More requests are being made for 
water chemistry because of the public’s awareness of eco- 
logical and pollution problems; more inspections of food es- 
tablishments, and of day care centers, continue to be needed. 
Workshops on a regular basis have been begun so that Health 
Agents and Department Staff can share and can jointly en- 
gage other consultant help. 


Nursing, Dental and Medical Social Work: Again the 
number of workers in school health services has increased 
as school population increased. Consultation has increased 
to schools and home health agencies where new nurses and 
health aides have been employed. The state clinic program 
for handicapped children has been transferred to the 
county for full management, and three new positions are 
state funded: that of physical therapist, development thera- 
pist and head clerk. Their talents and time are also offered 
to licensed day care centers in a consultant capacity and 
to schools. 


The County Health Officer, Miss Mary Susich, an- 
nounced her retirement as of the end of the year. Because 
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of her planning and because of motivation of staff and asso- 
ciates, the department will continue to work toward the im- 
provement of services throughout the county.

Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Fal- 
mouth Police Department for the year 1971: 


In February of 1971, two sergeants were appointed after 
Satisfactorily completing the Civil Service promotional exam- 
ination. Paul J. Poulos and Ronald E. DeMello were appointed 
to fill the two existing vacancies for sergeants. 


The roster of permanent personnel was increased with 
the appointments in June of Robert M. Mangum and Larry 
C. Bennett as regular patrolmen. 


Mr. James Kelly was retired from his position as civilian 
clerk having attained the age of sixty-five years. He had 
served the Department in excess of eighteen years. Frank 
Souza, Jr., Community Services and Juvenile Officer, re- 
quested disability retirement which was approved, and he 
retired in April of 1971. Patrolman Don L. Price was appointed 
to fill the dual position vacated by Officer Souza. 


It is gratifying to note that personnel enrolling at Cape 
Cod Community College for law enforcement certificate or 
degree programs increased to thirteen in 1971. Most have 
now completed a total of six semesters and have already 
signed for the Spring semester. New applications are con- 
stantly being received. 


The Falmouth Police Department is currently operating 
as a part of the LEAPS (Law Enforcement Assistance Pro- 
grams System). With the acquisition of this teletype machine 
which ties Falmouth into the Boston unit and provides direct 
contact with Washington, D.C., we are now able to contact 
any state in the Union, or determine whether or not a partic- 
uar vehicle or property is stolen within a matter of minutes. 
Record checks on suspects are returned within seconds. It 
also enables this Department to disseminate information 
relative to thefts, breaks, missing persons, etc. to a much 
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broader area in a shorter span of time. This machine has 
already proven its value beyond belief in the number of 
stolen vehicles recovered alone. 


Statistically there is a slight reduction in the number of 
complaints; however, attention must be drawn to the rise 
in the number of complaints for assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, assualt and battery on a Police Officer, 
assault with intent to rape, assault and battery on a female 
under fourteen years of age. The number of minors in 
possession arrests also rose substantially. With the acceptance 
of the new Town by-law prohibiting sleeping in the open, 
the initial number of arrests for this offense totaled sixty- 
eight in the first season. The illegal possession of firearms, 
interfering with the duties of a police officer, and other 
weapons charges indicate a rise in the number of more seri- 
ous activities. 


The number of complaints shows a marked increase, as 
does the number of services rendered, which is gratifying 
to this Department as it shows that the citizens of the Town 
of Falmouth are more aware of the services available to them 
and that they are responding by requesting such services. 


While the number of breaking and entering charges and 
the larcenies under $100.00 have decreased, the number of 
larcenies over $100.00 and vandalism show a marked increase. 
Progress continues to be made in the collecting for bad 
checks. 


In the area of narcotics arrests, there is an over-all 
reduction in the number of arrests; however, the severity of 
the various charges has taken an upward trend and is rea- 
son for concern. 


It is a pleasure to present the reduction in the number 
of motor vehicle accidents from a total of 1,307 in 1970 to 
1,030 in 1971. The implementation of the techniques recom- 
mended by the Sheehan Report, increasing the number of 
patrol vehicles, provides for their omnipresence which has 
proven to be a valuable asset in deterring motor vehicle 
violations. The exhorbitant increase in the number of .fatal 
accidents bears out, all too clearly, the need for a perpetual 
awareness of the rules governing the safe operation of motor 


vehicles, 
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The report of the Community Services and Juvenile Offi- 
cer for the period from May through December, indicates 
that there is a definite need for this type of service. It is 
sincerely hoped that the booklet referred to will be an instru- 
ment in establishing a sound rapport between the law en- 
forcement personnel and the youth of this Community. 


In closing, I shall like to commend the citizens of the 
Town and the various agencies for their continued coopera- 
tion and valuable support.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 02540 


Dear Sirs: 


Normal operation and unspectacular administration is 
the definition applied to this routine 1971 year of Civil 
Defense. 


The year started with a meeting w/film for the Woods 
Hole Woman’s Club. Shortly thereafter a team of federal 
CD inspectors called and toured the CD Emergency Operating 
Center. They presented to the town a very favorable report 
on this occasion. 


Monthly—_NAWAS—(Air Warning Capabilities) tests were 
conducted in conjunction with the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. The warning tests emanate from the Barnstable Coun- 
ty Radio Net, via the Fire and/or Police radio whose operators 
in turn notify the CD Director. A report is then made and 
forwarded to State CD Hq. The instrument (siren) is sounded 
(tested) weekly. 


The surplus property program this year netted the town 
— all departments — $2,611.11 for only $408.83. 


The radiological kits issued to Falmouth for its CD EOC, 
twelve shelters and five radio monitor stations were replaced 
with newly calibrated and with new instruments. This took 
place early in the spring. 


First Aid courses were conducted in the CD Hg. for fire- 
fighters and for boy scouts. 


Three firefighters attended a firefighter course at the CD 
Academy at Topsfield. One man attended a medical and 
first aid course at the American Academy of Orthopedic 
Surgery in Boston. 


Monthly meetings were attended at CD Sector Hq. by 
your Director, and the CD communications unit participated 
in monthly radio drills within the sector net. 


The Auxiliary Police remained active and more specific- 
ally as Special Police Officers. The radio units (2 meter hams, 
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and the citizens band club) functioned throughout the year, 
and had a hand in manning the CD Disaster Communica- 
tions Van, to fires and other calls of a disaster and/or routine 
nature. They have assisted in searches, drownings, and fed 
many a worker in the emergency areas they covered. They 
deserve the thanks and appreciation of all who were served 
by this unselfish group. 


The CSP (Community Shelter Plan) distributed last year, 
is still in the implementation stage. Much time is being spent 
to modify and adjust all the facets involved for a smooth 
operating shelter plan for Falmouth. More time will have 
to be spent on this before completion. 


Town maps in conjunction with the shelter planning, 
and the general Falmouth Disaster Plan, are now nearly 
complete, and will soon become a part of the CD set-up. With 
the help of personnel from the WHOI, we were able to get 
this project through, for which I am very grateful. 


Early in April, Falmouth received 920 cartons of Shelter 
Supplies weighing 32,038 pounds, for use of 4,607 shelter 
spaces. These are stored in the basement of the Falmouth 
Post Office for eventual distribution to the proper shelters. 


A requested check by State CD Hq. of all the medical 
supplies containing drugs stored in the various fall-out shel- 
ters was conducted by your director. All kits were found 
intact with the exception of those stored in the High School. 
Those been been rifled, and replacement will be necessary. 
All the medical kits were subsequently brought to CD Hq. for 
storage and will be reissued from there should the need 
arise. 


Let me at this time thank all those volunteers who make 
CD possible and also allow it to continue. (A protection and 
insurance to the town). I also wish to thank the members 
of the Board of Selectmen, the Department and Division 
Heads; all the town employees and all the individuals who 
helped with another year of Civil Defense.

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Report of the Shellfish Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1971. 


A total of 17,800 miles were patrolled by me in both boat 
and car. I logged 21 first offense violators while examining 
permit holders and their catches. Two men had their shell- 
fish permits suspended for shellfishing in a closed planted 
area. The violators returned their catches to the shell- 
fishing grounds under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 


1,938 Family, resident 
168 Family, non-resident 
92 Commercial 
403 Family, residents over sixty-five 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplanting 

From June 29 through July 20, 1971, I planted 969 bushels 
of quahaugs. From October 23 to October 24, 1971, fifty 
bushels of qguahaugs were planted. A grand total of 1,019 
bushels of quahaugs were transplanted into the waters of 
_ Green Pond and Great Pond. It is our policy to keep a trans- 
plant bed closed for two years in hopes of establishing a 
natural seed bed of quahaugs from these transplanted par- 
ent stock. 


Project No. 2 Shellfish Survey 

My shellfish survey report for 1971 has been completed. 
The following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by 
known source:

Project No. 3 Oyster Program 


One raft was built by me last spring and set out into 
Fresh Pond, West Falmouth, for the purpose of raising one 
hundred and fifty thousand culchless seed oysters (C. Vir- 
ginica) from 3 to 5 mm in size. I wish to report that this 
project is doing fine at this time. I transplanted 250,000 
culchless seed oysters into the waters of Bourne’s Pond. 
These were one to two inches in size. 


One thousand and two hundred wire bags were made up 
and filled with scallops for the purpose of collecting oyster 
spat. I had very good luck this year in collecting oyster spat 
using the wire bag method. I planted the wire culch bags 
into the waters of Megansett Harbor, Wild Harbor, Wild 
Harbor River, and Herring River where we estimated some 
250 seed oysters had attached themselves to each bag. Thirty- 
four bushels of parent stock oysters were transplanted into 
Falmouth waters for propagation. 


Project No. 4 Seed Quahaugs 

One hundred thousand seed quahaugs size 3 to 5 mm 
were purchased from a Stratford, Connecticut, laboratory 
and placed on a special raft filled with screened sand and 
put into the waters of Fresh Pond, West Falmouth. I believe 
the Town of Falmouth is the first town on the east coast to 
raise these tiny quahaugs to the size of 34 to 14% inches with 
very little mortality. I plan to expand this project this 
coming spring. 
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Project No. 5 Pollution 


Quissett Harbor was closed to the taking of all shellfish 
on Wednesday, December 2, 1970. On December 13, 1971, 
Shellfish samples were collected and sent to the Lawrence 
Experimental Station where the shellfish underwent a special 
examination. The tests show that concentrations of mercury 
are still present in the shellfish and sediment in excess of 
Federal standards. The source of contamination in this area 
I felt was due to anti-fouling bottom paint containing mer- 
cury. In March 1971, the Pesticide Board of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts ordered the immediate adoption to 
its regulations of the following amendment: “The use and 
application of marine anti-fouling bottom paint which con- 
tains the substance mercury, in any compound or form what- 
- ever, is hereby prohibited in the Commonwealth.” 


Project No. 6 Aid for Alewives 


It gives me great pleasure to report to the Town that 
the Coonamessett River project is working out fine. I re- 
paired the flume at one of the reservoirs on October 2, 1971. 
We had lost nearly all of the water in the reservoir and it 
took eight days for it to fill up to its proper level. Once 
again, small schools of herring coming in from our ocean 
coastal waters made the long journey up the river and 
streams, over the flumes and into the pond spawning grounds 
where the wonderful cycle and mystery of the reproduction 
of the species took place. The water table was low due to 
lack of rainfall, but there was enough water in Coonamessett 
Pond to fill the dry river ditch after I removed the planks 
in the flumes and once again I witnessed large schools of 
young herring making their descent from their breeding 
grounds to the ocean. 


I dug the ditch out at Green Pond and cleaned out the 
pipe which leads into Mill Pond under Route 28 in East 
Falmouth, and once again, the herring were able to swim 
in and out of Mill Pond. I have been told that the herring 
have not been able to get into Mill Pond for twenty-five 
years or more. . 


Project No. 7 Salt Marsh 


An on the spot check of all applications for dredge and 
fill projects were reviewed by me and members of the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Marine Fisheries at the request of the 
Board of Selectmen. We feel that this works out well for 
both the Town and the State. 
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Project No. 8 Marine Study of Waquoit Bay 

The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries com- 
pleted its study of Waquoit Bay. On December 23, 1966, I 
had asked the endorsement of the Board of Selectmen in a 
joint request for the services of the Division of Marine 
Fisheries to conduct a study of the marine resources of Wa- 
quoit Bay. At this time, I wish to thank Mr. Frank Grice, 
Director, and the estuarine team at Shawme-Crowell State 
Forest in Sandwich, John D. Fiske, project leader, John R. 
Curley and Robert P. Lawton, assistant biologists. We are 
indebted to the people who assumed the duties in carrying 
out this important project. The Town of Falmouth thanks 
you for a job well done. 


At this time, I would like to report to the Town that the 
overall picture for next year’s scallop crop doesn’t look too 
bright. I have not seen any great abundance of scallops in 
any given area. It gives me great pleasure to report that 
our transplanting of quahaugs in Eel Pond and Great Pond 
was met with success. We also have a wonderful set of seed 
quahaugs in Waquoit Bay and Eel Pond. Seed soft shell 
clams are abundant in Perch Pond and other areas in the 
town. 


I was requested to attend a meeting in Boston with Mr. 
Frank Grice, Director, and Mr. H. Arnold Carr of the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Marine Fisheries in support of a plan 
to develop a major program to restore and improve shellfish 
and finfish resources in the area affected by the oil spill of 
September 1969. I also talked to the Massachusetts Natural 
Resource Board and Rep. Richard Kendall and brought them 
up to date at a hearing in Boston. I expressed concern to 
this board of the losses of our shellfisheries due to the oil 
spill and informed these men of the pressures put on the 
Shellfisheries in other parts of the town. I asked this board 
to support the funding by obtaining the sum of $200,000 
awarded to the State for damages to its fisheries in an out 
of court settlement with Northeast Petroleum, Inc. for a pro- 
gram of restoration of those estuarine resource in Falmouth 
and Bourne severely affected by the oil spill of September 
1969. I also informed them that the monies received by the 
Town of Faimouth from Northeast Petroleum, Inc. would be 
used in conjunction with state monies to restore and repair 
the affected shellfish areas and for the purchase of seed and 
adult parent stock for propagation of these areas along with 
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development of suitable new areas so that we may expand 
our fishing ground. It gives me great pleasure to report to 
you that an oil restoration plan is on its way and work will 
begin very soon in the waters of Buzzards Bay in the Town 
of Falmouth. 


On May 24, 1971, I wrote a letter to the Regional Food 
and Drug Administration asking them for help in solving the 
mysteries of hydrocarbons derived from fuel oil spills and 
their effect on the human being. I have been promised by 
these people that my questions would be answered and in 
doing so would provide a great service to mankind. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, the various town departments, the shellfishmen, 
and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their coopera- 
tion during the past year.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This has been a very good year for conservation in Fal- 
mouth. The year began on an optimistic note with the 
decision of the Massachusetts Supreme Court upholding the 
validity of Falmouth’s wetlands bylaw. This reversed an 
earlier decision of the Superior Court, and was a key decision 
which will have great significance for towns throughout 
Massachusetts. Town officials now have a powerful tool with 
which to protect our wetlands, both saltwater and fresh, from 
destruction or misuse. 


The Conservation Commission has achieved many goals 
during 1971. Two major additions of conservation land stand 
out. The superb gift to Falmouth of 15 acres of wetlands in 
Little Sippewissett Marsh by Mr. and Mrs. Josiah K. Lilly, ITI 
is the most valuable tract of salt marsh ever received. The 
Commission acquired its largest reservation with the purchase 
of 114 acres of upland and cranberry bogs along the Coon- 
amessett River. Preliminary approval has been received from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for reimbursement to 
the Town of approximately half of the purchase price of the 
land. The true value of preserving these lands cannot be 
estimated adequately now, but will be realized fully in the 
future. 


Although past acquisition of land has been good, our 
present rate of purchase is too slow to match the pace at 
which land is being subdivided and built upon. It is question- 
able whether sufficient land can be held in its natural state 
to insure green open space throughout the Town except 
through the expenditure of many times more money than 
has been spent in the past. Without this, the aesthetic atmos- 
phere of open space that has marked Falmouth in the past 
may disappear. ) 


It is encouraging to note that several conservation ease- 
ments have been offered to the Town during 1971 by individ- 
uals and developers who have wetlands that they wish to 
protect from development in the future. Land offered in 
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this manner remains under title of the owner but is restricted 
voluntarily by him and he can receive a tax abatement in 
return. The land is placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Conservation Commission. 


Real estate appraisals were obtained for several parcels 
of marshland and beach at Great Sippewissett Marsh and 
elsewhere. We wish to acquire additional land on Black 
Beach as it is in the. best interest of the Town to protect 
these beautiful dunes from further erosion. A well planned 
program of erosion control will be required to rebuild this 
sandy spit and repair the damage it has suffered in the re- 
cent past. Offers have been made to purchase some of the 
Black Beach land, and it is hoped that satisfactory trans- 
actions may be completed soon. 


A new program offered by the Ford Foundation to town 
conservation programs is evidence that the value of com- 
munity involvement in conservation action has been recog- 
nized nationally. During the next two years, Ford has offered 
funds up to $5,000 to Conservation Commissions of New 
England towns to carry out properly organized projects, other 
than land purchase, that fall within certain categories. We 
soon will submit a proposal to the Ford Foundation that 
should fulfill the necessary requirements. 


In managing the Coonamessett River property, the Com- 
mission voted that the cranberry bogs should be maintained 
as working bogs to retain the atmosphere of the fast-dis- 
appearing cranberry industry in Falmouth. Strict specifica- 
tions were outlined for operating the bogs by a commercial 
grower in harmony with the alewife and sportfisheries of 
the river and the other conservation uses of the upland. An 
offer of the Handy Cranberry Trust of Pocasset to manage 
the bogs for five years according to our specifications was 
accepted. 


The Falmouth Waste Recycling Committee has used part 
of the cranberry barn as a sorting center for waste materials 
since early summer. It is hoped that this worthwhile com- 
munity conservation activity will continue to grow and 
prosper. 


The increased holdings of conservation land by the Town 
has required consultation with many Town Departments and 
Officials in developing policies and guidelines for managing 
and policing the lands. The Board of Selectmen, Department 


213 


of Public Works, Chief of Police, Planning Board, Beach Com- 
mittee, Shellfish Warden, Conservation Officer, and Town 
Counsel have all been extremely helpful and we are very 
grateful. We have benefited also from the advice of members 
of the committee for Open Space Preservation, Salt Pond 
Areas Bird Sanctuaries, and several community associations 
and we will welcome their continued interest. 


An era in Falmouth’s conservation history was ended 
in June with the retirement of Dr. Alfred C. Redfield and 
Mr. Jesse A. Drew from membership on the Conservation 
Commission. Their tireless efforts on the Commission, and 
for years before the Commission was established, have been 
of inestimable value to Falmouth. We are happy that they 
will remain as Associate Members of the Commission and 
we will continue to benefit from their advice and experience. 
The vacancies created by their retirements were filled with 
the appointments by the Board of Selectmen of Mrs. Joan T. 
Kanwisher and Dr. John M. Teal as new members.

1971 ANNUAL REPORT 
of the 
FALMOUTH FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Your Finance Committee submits its annual report of 
its activities for the year 1971. 


This year will be noted as one of Falmouth’s most pro- 
ductive and costly, as the Town voted a much needed new 
10.7 million dollar Falmouth High School, a beautiful East 
Falmouth Library, and 110 acres of cranberry bogs in East 
Falmouth for conservation purposes. 


A new 17.7 million dollar Outfall Sewerage System was 
also voted, but was defeated by a referendum, and a sewage 
disposal system for Falmouth continues to elude us. 


The ever-increasing amount of Town business was ac- 
complished in four Town Meetings; there were three Special 
Town Meetings in addition to the Annual Town Meeting. 


At the Annual Town Meeting $8,110,910.64 was appropri- 
ated from taxation and another $315,262.86 was appropriated 
from available funds and borrowing, for the budget and 
sundry articles. This set a new total record. 
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The January Special Town Meeting, called specifically to 
correct an earlier faulty motion on the Outfall Sewerage 
System, appropriated $2,500.00 from taxation. 


The May Special Town Meeting, called primarily to vote 
funds for the construction of the new High School, appro- 
priated $15,650.00 from taxation, $221,599.76 from available 
funds and $10,500,000.00 by authorization of borrowing. 


The August Special Town Meeting, called mainly to vote 
funds for Town employee salary increases and plans for a 
new Woods Hole Waste Water Treatment Facility, appropri- 
ated $265,772.43 from taxation and $13,518.54 from available 
funds. 


Annual Town Meeting voted $150,000.00 into the Finance 
Committee Reserve Fund to offset the zero balance of avail- 
able funds or “free cash” in the Excess and Deficiency ac- 
count. Transfers from the Reserve Fund to the various Town 
departments and committees are detailed in the Town Ac- 
countant’s Report. These transfers totalled $119,245.74, leay- 
ing a balance of $30,754.26, which was transferred to the 
excess and deficiency account. 


The tax rate was set at $80.00 per thousand which repre- 
sents an increase of $6.00 per thousand over last year. In 
order to hold the tax increase to a minimum and knowing 
that the Town was faced with major capital expenditures and 
a substantial increase in the budget, the Finance Committee 
(again for the second year in a row) did not recommend any 
money be voted into the Stabilization Fund. The May Special 
Town Meeting transferred $206,212.06 out of the Stabilization 
Fund for the new High School construction, leaving a balance 
at the end of the year of $230,877.60. 


The Finance Committee held 41 meetings during the year. 
The average attendance was 12 members of the 15 member 
committee, or 80%. The average length of each meeting was 
about 2%, hours. This amounts to approximately 1,230 man 
and woman hours of work. The many additional hours of 
subcommittee work have not been tabulated. 


In addition to serving on their own subcommittees, the 
members of the Finance Committee have represented the 
Committee on: 


1. School Building Needs Committee 
2. Sewer Study Advisory Committee 
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Computer Study Committee 

Tax Exempt Property Study Committee 
Disposal Area Committee 

Old Police Station Study Committee 
Personnel Board 
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During the year, four vacancies were created on the Fi- 
nance Committee by the resignations of Charles S. Innis, Jr., 
John D. McGowan, William H. Callahan and Joanne Voorhis. 
The Town has been most fortunate to have had the dedicated 
service of these citizens as Finance Committee members. The 
vacancies were filled by Joseph Motta, Martha Vaccaro, Wil- 
liam R. Andrews and Benjamin M. Bevelander, respectively. 


In view of the increasing growth of Falmouth, the Fi- 
nance Committee strongly urges all its citizens to take a 
greater and more active part in the planning of our Town. 
Soon before us will be new and important changes in the 
Zoning By-Laws for adoption. By voting proper zoning, the 
rate of growth of our Town can be orderly and controlled to 
a degree. It must be remembered that the planning of today 
will determine the financial spending of tomorrow. When 
the problems of over-crowded schools, lack of proper sewerage 
_ facilities, poor roads, the necessity for more Fire and Police 
protection, come before the Finance Committee, we will have 
no alternative but to recommend more spending and increas- 
ing taxes. 


The Finance Committee would like to take this opportun- 
ity to thank those Departments, Boards and Committees for 
their cooperation and help in the ever-increasing and com- 
plex business of running a more efficient Town.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 
This year, 1971, has been a busy one for the Department. 


Bomb scares show a marked increase, especially involving 
the schools. A total of twenty-seven such calls were received 
and only four involved other than school property. 


A new procedure was put into effect at the beginning of 
the fall session and has worked quite successfully to date. 
May I advise that those who have been responsible for these 
calls can be punished, if convicted, by imprisonment in State 
Prison for not more than ten years, or imprisonment in jail 
for not more than 2% years, or a fine of not more than 
$1,000.00, — or both such fine or imprisonment in jail as 
provided for in the General Laws. 


False alarms of fire have increased also, resulting in 
money being spent needlessly, and more important, endanger- 
ing the lives of the public as well as those responding. Any- 
one convicted of transmitting a false alarm of fire, by any 
means, shall be punished by a fine of not more than $200.00 
or imprisonment in a jail or house of correction for not more 
than one year as provided for in the General Laws. 


Two individuals were arrested and convicted of arson and 
are now serving time in Walpole State Prison. Others are 
awaiting trial. 


Unfortunately, one life was lost due to fire. Miss Carolyn 
Porter lost her life on October 6. Her body was found on the 
floor in the living room area of the dwelling she occupied on 
John Parker Road, East Falmouth. 


Other fires during the year that caused heavy damage 
occurred on March 13, at 9:27 P.M. when the Captain’s House 
in Davisville was totally destroyed, and on May 16, at 2:13 
A.M., when a house on Davis Neck Road was destroyed. This 
house was occupied but the occupants were not at home 
when the fire was discovered. They returned while the de- 
partment was extinguishing the fire. 


Several lives were endangered in a fire on Carriage Shop 
Road, Fresh Pond on June 13 at 4:33 A.M. The occupants 
were able to escape with minor burns or injuries but lost 
most all their personal belongings. 


Sunday, August 22 at 2:00 A.M. a fire occurred in the 
Nickerson Mobil Service Station on the corner of King and 
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Main Streets. Both the building and contents received quite 
heavy damage. Those responsible for this fire were arrested 
and convicted and are now serving time in Walpole State 
Prison. 


Fire heavily damaged the law offices of James Smith and 
Ronald Sederman on Depot Avenue, Falmouth on August 24 
at 10:37 P.M. Several persons have been arrested and are 
awaiting trial in Superior Court for this fire and another 
fire that occurred in November 1970. 


Three new men were appointed temporarily when the 
forty-eight hour work week went into effect. Those appointed 
were Dennis J. Simoneau, Kenneth E. Marshall and Patrick 
P. Bishop, Jr. All have taken part of the Civil Service Exam- 
ination to become eligible for permanent appointments. 
Gerald Pine resigned from the Department on July 10 to 
move and seek employment out of State. Edward Serrano 
was appointed to fill this vacancy permanently from a pre- 
vious certified list. Wayne G. Ferreira was appointed pro- 
visonally to bring the personnel up to quota. 


Mutual Aid was received on several occasions, mostly for 
the Disposal Area. 


A certificate of appreciation was received by the Fire 
Department from the Board of Selectmen on behalf of the 
Town of Fairhaven for its assistance in trying to locate three 
young boys who had drowned. 


The new aerial ladder arrived in September, and after 
proper training in handling and operating the truck, it was 
put into service. To date the vehicle has proven to be a 
marked improvement due to today’s more modern engineer- 
ing and equipment. 


Many groups of children were given tours of Head- 
quarters station throughout the year, and they are always 
welcome. 


The school’s FOOS program had two groups that were 
assigned to the Fire Department. These boys were very much 
interested in the entire operation, as they were taken on 
some of the investigations the department was involved in 

,at the time. All of these boys were very well behaved, polite 
and courteous, and the parents and the school should be very 
proud of these young men in all respects. The Fire Depart- 
ment is most happy to cooperate. 
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All members (permanent and call) received training 
throughout the year including training at the Barnstable 
Fire Training School with live fire and actual smoke condi- 
tions in the fire building, using the Rescue Breathing 
Equipment. 


Several members are taking courses being offered at 
Cape Cod Community College relating to Fire Prevention. 


Instructor John Justason held a Red Cross Standard First . 
Aid Course for all new members, and an Advanced First Aid 
Course is forthcoming for the new men and a refresher for 
the other members. 


A small additional amount of money is requested for 1972 
for training purposes, and hopefully this item will be voted 
by Town Meeting after consideration by the Finance 
Committee.

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Report of the Forest Fire Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit the report of the Forest Warden for the 
year of 1971. 


This past year was probably one of the driest the Town 
has experienced in many years, resulting in numerous small 
fires. 


A total of 160 runs were made. The largest area of grass 
burnt was two acres, located off Sandwich Road, where a 
lighted match was accidently dropped by a young lady who 
was unable to extinguish the fire herself. 


The problem of water transportation slowed down our 
arrival at a fire on Washburn’s Island, where 24% acres of 
brush were burnt before being extinguished. All the men 
and equipment had to be transported across the river in 
Small boats, which was time consuming. 


Carelessness with a camp fire caused this fire. Camp 
fires for other than cooking purposes are no longer permis- 
sable by State law. 


The disposal area cauSed several time consuming and 
expensive fires. On June 27, a fire in this area required 338 
man hours to extinguish at a cost of $1,251.73. This was only 
the cost of labor for the Department. Many more man hours 
were put in by the departments that sent in mutual aid at 
no cost to the Town, trucking of thousands of yards of sand, 
heavy equipment hired, food for the men, etc. The D.P. W. 
rendered many hours of valuable assistance with their men 
and equipment. This fire was expensive! 


I am not convinced these fires were all accidental, due 
to the magnitude and location. These fires are being investi- 
gated, which will continue, hoping to arrive at some definite 
conclusion.

Children and matches continue to be one of our largest 
causes for grass and brush fires. Needless to say this is very 
dangerous, especially if a child should catch his clothes afire. 
May I caution all parents to be extremely cautious to keep 
matches away from their children, as I am fearful for these 
children’s lives. 


My sincere thanks is extended to the D.P. W. personnel, 
the C.D. members and all the Departments which assisted in 
any way this past year. It has been greatly appreciated.

$62,640 voted for a 10% raise for all Town employees 
under the Salary Administration Plan voted at the August 
Special Town Meeting went into effect after the federal 
freeze was lifted in November. The pay raise was TR eile 
to Town Meeting vote. (Art. 3—Aug. Sp) 


Planning Board 
$1500 for maps of Falmouth is under study and possi- 
bly will be completed by Annual Town Meeting. 
(Art. 44—Annual) 


Color-coded soil maps have not been completed. 
(Art. 45—Annual) 
The amendment to the Zoning By-Law deleting sub- 
paragraph 5 of section 4 and substituting the following 
“Private clubs not conducted for profit subject to the pro- 
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visions of section 21,” was approved by the Attorney General 
in March 1971. (Art. 49—Annual) 


The amendment to the Zoning By-Law requiring a spe- 
cial permit by the Board of Appeals for multiple dwellings 
has gone into effect by reason of the failure of the Attorney 
General to act upon the request for its approval within 90 
days.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Ambulance Committee herewith submits the annual 
report for the year 1971: 


Contract for a new ambulance was awarded to Superior 
Eastern Sales Inc. of Natick, at a cost of $13,960.00, with 
$6,750.00 being refunded to the Town of Falmouth by the 
Federal Highway Safety Program. The new ambulance was 
put into service on July 29, 1971. 


At the Special Town Meeting on May 4, Article No. 4 
was filed by the Selectmen seeking provision of free emer- 
gency ambulance service within the Town for residents and 
taxpayers. This article was unanimously opposed by the 
Ambulance Committee, and the Finance Board concurred, 
recommending indefinite postponement which was voted. 


Six men attended the Advanced Practical Course on 
Emergency Care and Transportation of the Sick and Injured, 
sponsored by the American Academy of Orthopedic Surgeons 
Committee on Injuries. The course was conducted at Emerson 
Hall, Harvard College June 20 - 24, and the following received 
certificates: Arthur R. Medeiros, Robert E. Williams, Lawr- 
ence DeMello, Richard Perry, Robert W. Whalen and Kent A. 
Barnes, members of the Fire Department Rescue Squad as- 
signed to Ambulance duty. 


Two pieces of equipment were replaced by a Hare Trac- 
tion splint and a Robinson Orthopedic Stretcher, which 
facilitate first aid treatment and provide safer transportation 
of the injured. 


From August 1 through December 31, there were forty- 
seven responses by the Ambulance to highway accidents. 
Quarterly reports of response to highway accidents are now 
required by the Federal Highway Safety Program. 


The number of trips by ambulance for Medicare patients 
shows a reduction. This is due to the fact that the Falmouth 
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Ambulance is now used for emergency transportation only 
and not for general transfers from hospitals to residence or 
nursing home.

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Falmouth Community Social Services 


To the Board of Selectmen and to 
the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Social casework services are now available to all residents 
of Falmouth on a self-referral or agency referral basis. Con- 
Sultation and counseling are as near as the telephone. By 
dialing 548-0533, the telephone number listed under the name 
of the Falmouth Community Social Services, either of two 
social workers, Miss Ruth Bullock or Mrs. Catherine Pare, 
may be reached. If the social workers are not there, the 
secretary of the Falmouth Nursing Association will take the 
call during the day and at other times an answering service 
will provide the caller with an emergency number to dial. 
The offices of the two workers are located in the Falmouth 
Nursing Association Building, 19 Locust Street. 


The social services are available for families and indi- 
viduals who need help with problems of marital relationships, 
parent-child relationships, behavior and adjustment of chil- 
dren and youth, and a host of other problems that influence 
one’s ability to adjust satisfactorily. Because there has been 
a growing recognition of the magnitude of these problems 
and the potential devastating effects they have on the lives 
of individuals and family members, citizens and organiza- 
tions in Falmouth mounted a campaign to assess the current 
need for services and to request the town to provide the 
funds to establish service to meet the need. The paragraphs 
which follow provide an interesting history of the efforts of 
these citizens and agencies. 


The Social Service Committee came into being as the 
result of an article in the annual town meeting warrant last 
March which was sponsored by the Falmouth Council. Town 
meeting voted to have the moderator appoint a committee 
to survey the need for social services and to report at the 
next town meeting. Appointed to that committee were Mrs. 
Mereth M. Meade, Niles Peterson, Jr., Mrs. Barbara Lawrence, 
Paul F. Olenick and Eugene M. McLaughlin. 


After several meetings the need for social services for 
any town resident was demonstrated through consultation 
with Falmouth and Cape-wide agencies. The Social Services 
Committee decided that this need could best be met on a 
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full-time basis, but the committee felt that the need might 
best be proven on an experimental basis and therefore rec- 
ommended funds to demonstrate the need over a six months 
period. During this beginning period Paul F. Olenick acted 
as chairman and presented the plan for providing social 
services to the town meeting in May when the article was 
approved and the sum of $7,500. was appropriated. 


Subsequent to the May town meeting two members re- 
signed; these members were Mrs. Barbara Lawrence and Mr. 
Niles Peterson, Jr. Appointed in their places were Mrs. Jean 
Brockhurst and Mrs. Marguerite Kendall. Reappointed were 
Mrs. Mereth M. Meade, Paul F. Olenick and Eugene M. Mc- 
Laughlin. 


During the next seven months the committee met twice 
a month. During this period the position of community so- 
cial worker was advertised through an invitation sent to 
seven social agencies, four of which responded. Three of 
that four were interviewed at least once by the full com- 
mittee. Finally, the choice was narrowed to two agencies and 
the decision to contract with South Shore Counseling Asso- 
ciates, Inc. was made on the basis of their ability to provide 
back-up services such as psychiatric service and psychological 
testing if required, as well as the agency’s ability to provide 
evening services if needed and emergency service at any hour. 


The terms of the contract were generally agreed upon 
in October with a letter of intent signed so that the necessary 
time could be taken to draw up a contract acceptable to 
both parties. The contract is now ready for signature and 
once signed will hold for a period of six months. Since No- 
vember 15, 1971 the agency has been providing two half-time 
workers who provide “help to any resident of Falmouth with 
problems of family living and social adjustment.” 


The last business of the committee in 1971 after making 
the decision to recommend the continuance of this social 
service through April of 1973 was to submit an article for 
the March, 1972 town meeting warrant requesting the $15,000. 
appropriation to continue this service.

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Report of the Department of Public Works

Enclosed herewith is the eleventh Annual Report of the 
Falmouth Department of Public Works. This report covers 
the operations of the Department for the calendar year 1971. 
This report includes the individual reports of the Director, 
Water and Sewer Division, Highway Division, Forestry and 
Park Division and the Engineering section. 


During the year George Fonseca was elected to the Com- 
missioner’s post vacated by Edward C. Picanso. Mr. Fonseca 
had previously served as a Department of Public Works Com- 
missioner on the original Board, completing his initial term 
of two years. 


Edward C. Picanso, who thus ended ten years of unselfish 
service to his Town, was one of the original architects of the 
Public Works system and was a major force in molding the 
Falmouth Department of Public Works as it exists today. 


Mr. Picanso gained a solid reputation for fairness with 
both public employees and the general taxpayers. He is 
particularly noted for his efforts in reducing the cost burden, 
caused by new housing developments, on the small taxpayer. 


All types of public works construction and maintenance 
were carried on during 1971 although the Town has not 
voted as much money in the past few years for road improve- 
ments as is needed to carry on anything but a very limited 
road maintenance and improvement program. 


Important among the projects completed during 1971 
were repairs to the mechanical lifting mechanism of the Eel 
Pond Bridge which carries vehicle traffic over the entrance 
to Eel Pond in Woods Hole. Design, drawings and inspection 
for the complex repair project were handled exclusively by 
the Engineering section of this Department without the aid 
of outside consultants. 


Also of significance was the construction of the new 
Fuller Field parking lot at the rear of the Falmouth Recre- 
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ation Building, which was designed and constructed by the 
Engineering section, Highway Division and Forestry and Park 
Division of this Department. 


During 1971 80% of the Board’s attention had to be 
focused on the Town’s Disposal Area and Sewer problems. 
It is difficult to comment in a few words on the developing 
sewer problem beyond the factual outline of events as listed 
in the following Director’s report. The Town meeting in 
March of 1972 will again be called upon to give direction to 
the continuing study. 


In January of 1971 the Town voted to turn over control 
of the Falmouth Disposal Area to the Department of Public 
Works. This new problem has proved to be very taxing. It 
forces our efforts, and those of the Director, away from the 
regular business of the Department in an attempt to keep 
order in an area made abominable by uncoordinated and 
poorly written contracts which are still in effect. This prob- 
lem is made more complex by new regulations from the State 
Board of Health governing the use of Disposal Areas. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to 
take this opportunity to thank the various Town Departments 
and Committees, our own Public Works personnel and the 
people of Falmouth for their cooperation and assistance given 
us during the year.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR

To the Board of Commissioners of the 
Department of Public Works 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1971 and on the general conditions of the works 
is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of 
the Divisions of the Department. 


Highways — The reconstruction and/or resurfacing of 
sections of Fresh Pond Road, Sandwich Road, Menauhant 
Road, Lake Leaman Road, Elysian Avenue, Miami Avenue 
and Cahoon Court highlighted the Town’s road program. 


Under the Chapter 90 New Construction program, the 
reconstruction of Gifford Street, north of Jones Road, was 
begun. This section, extending to Goodwill Park, will not be 
completed until 1972. 


As reported in my Annual Report a year ago, costs of 
materials for road construction and repair have risen at a 
much greater rate than costs in other areas. While these 
costs have increased drastically, the funds for street work 
have remained almost constant, thereby causing us to accom- 
plish less actual street work each of the last few years in an 
amount inversely proportional to the cost increases. A few 
of these price increases between March 1970 and March 1971 
indicate this fact.

Bridges — In 1971 the Town voted funds for repair of 
the mechanical lift bridge which carries vehicular traffic over 
the entrance to Eel Pond in Woods Hole. This work involved 
removal of all of the operating apparatus, re-inforcing the 
supporting beams and columns and replacing much of the 
Supporting steel badly deteriorated over the years by salt 
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water. The electric motor which powers this bridge was re- 
built and the out-dated control panel replaced. 


This bridge is now once again mechanically sound, al- 
though some electrical work remains before all features are 
once again in working order. No work was done to the upper 
‘structure on this project. The entire exterior of the bridge 
should now be sand blasted and repainted within the next 
two or three years; also, some exterior steel work should be 
done to return this bridge to its original condition. 


. Late in 1971 emergency repairs were found necessary to 
be made to the bridge deck of the railroad bridge at Church 
Street in Woods Hole. Funds for this purpose were taken 
from the Highway general fund at the expense of other 
maintenance items. The top deck of the bridge was removed 
and replaced with new planking by Town forces. Some de- 
terioration was noted in the lower deck; however, it did not 
appear to be unsound. The life of this repair will depend on 
how well the lower deck holds up. 


In 1970 I reported on a number of bridges in Falmouth 
that are badly in need of repair. It appears useless to repeat 
yearly that these bridges need repairs since repair money 
becomes available only when a particular bridge is in immi- 
nent danger of failure. 


Drainage — During 1971 approximately 1,900 feet of 
drainage pipe was installed along with 26 structures of vari- 
ous types. 


As stated in my 1970 report, a definite improvement in 
the overall street drainage picture within the Town of Fal- 
mouth has been noted over the last few years. There are 
Still, however, a number of projects of importance planned 
and ready to be constructed which have unfortunately been 
shelved because of a lack of funds. 


In my Annual Report of 1970, I went into detail regard- 
ing drainage designs in the subdivisions that we are called 
on to inspect for the Planning Board. More than half of 
these designs are still being rejected because of inadequately 
planned street drainage. 


Snow & Ice Control — 1971 was a year involving little 
snow plowing activity although a great many slippery street 
conditions requiring sanding occurred. 
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Storms requiring snow plowing occurred on January 1, 
1971 and January 30, 1971. Only a total accumulation of ten 
inches was measured for both storms. 


In 1970 a new system involving a guarantee of thirty 
hours compensation for private truck and sidewalk plows 
was instigated to insure private owners of a minimum pay 
each year for having their machinery available to plow snow 
for the Town of Falmouth. 


During 1971 most of the hired trucks and sidewalk plows 
worked less than thirty hours and at the end of the year 
$2,302.50 was paid these contractors to compensate for the 
difference owed them. This is the first time in the Town’s 
history that such a payment was made. This money is well 
spent. 


The Town Dump — On January 6, 1971, the Town of Fal- 
mouth Refuse Disposal ‘Committee succeeded, through Town 
Meeting, in transferring the Town Disposal Area, off Thomas 
B. Landers Road, from the Selectmen’s jurisdiction to that 
of the Board of Public Works. 


This uncoordinated, abominable operation was trans- 
ferred to the Department of Public Works without funds or 
personnel for effective operation. Falmouth thus became the 
only Town on the Cape to remove the operation of its Dis- 
posal Area from the jurisdiction of the Town Board of Health. 
Only sufficient funds for payments to the Disposal Area 
contractor were provided and his contract had still one year 
and ten months before its completion. 


Further complicating and compounding this problem, 
we found that we could not enforce the covering of open 
trucks carrying litter to the Disposal Area through normal 
means, so a special policeman, provided at Department of 
Public Works expense, contributed only in causing the area 
to become a battleground, the highlight of which occurred 
when our policeman was sprayed in the eyes with a chemical 
of a type causing him temporary blindness and seas tan 
hospitalization. 

A sampling of reports from the area follows. It is noted 
that all violations represent recorded registrations listed and 
reported by the police officer. 


June 14 21 violations of posted regulations

After Sept. 5 No police officer at Disposal Area because 
of lack of funds. 


September 14 Disposal Area contractor injured and 
hospitalized following physical alter- 
cation. 


The Disposal Area problem was also aggravated by the 
new “Regulations for the Disposal of Solid Wastes by Sanitary 
Landfill” adopted by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health on April 21, 1971. On August 26, 1971 the Town was 
notified of ten violations to these regulations. 


Also during 1971, “Regulations for the Control of Air 
Pollution in the Southeastern Massachusetts Air Pollution 
Control District” became effective and on October 22, 1971 
the Town was notified of violations regarding this law. 


To fully report all that developed on the Disposal Area 
during 1971 would require many pages of writing. Disputes, 
both verbal and physical, between the Contractor and the 
public, public complaints, problems with brush and trees, 
lack of control over littering and the covering of open trucks, 
problems between the contractors at the Disposal Area, fires, 
damage to Town property and inherited confusion, all played 
a part in upsetting the normal activity of this Department, 
and most particularly my own time, requiring me to spend 
upwards of twenty to twenty-five percent of my time on this 
problem at the expense of the Department’s normal activities. 


The Board of Public Works has submitted an article in 
the 1972 Annual Town Meeting requesting funds to hire 
engineering services to convert the Disposal Area into a 
properly operating area, effective at the expiration of the 
present contract in October of 1972. 
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Town Sewer Study — The following is a brief resume of 
important events during 1971 which relate to the efforts of 
the Town of Falmouth in its quest for a Town sewer system. 


January 6, 1971 — Town Meeting voted to construct a 
7.7 million dollar sewer system with a sewer outfall disposal 
of secondary treated effluent. 


A new organization called “The Association for the 
Preservation of Vineyard Sound” immediately circulated a 
petition resulting in the sewer question being placed on a 
special election ballot. 


February 12, 1971 — By referendum vote, the Town re- 
jected the special Town Meeting vote of January 6, 1971 to 
build a sewer system. 


February 24, 1971 — The Director of the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Commission, Division of Water Pollution 
Control, Thomas C. McMahon, submitted “order” ordering the 
Town to stop discharging untreated wastes into Woods Hole 
Harbor and to construct a sewage treatment works with 
secondary treatment to correct the situation. The following 
deadlines were included in the “order”: 


(1) By April 15, 1971— hold a special Town Meeting to 
authorize the appropriation of 
funds for site, final plans and 
construction 

(2) By July 1971— acquisition of a site 

(3) By September 1972— submit final plans to the Com- 
monwealth for approval 

(4) By November 1972— advertise for bids 

(5) By March 1973— initiate construction 

(6) By June 1974— to complete construction. 


Facilities required: Secondary treatment substantially 
in accordance with recommendation in report dated 
July 1970 by Whitman & Howard Engineers. 


March 1971 — Annual Town Meeting authorized a new 
Sewer Study Committee to advise the Sewer Commissioners. 
Dr. E. Langdon Burwell is to serve as Chairman. 


March 31, 1971 — A hearing before the Water Resources 
Commission to contest “order” of February 24, 1971. 
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The hearing. officer recommended that the Director of 
the Massachusetts Water Resources Commission, Division of 
Water Pollution Control, re-issue the ‘‘order” dated February 
24, 1971, since, in his opinion, there was no reason for grant- 
ing the Town an extension of time. This ‘order’ was re- 
issued on May 24, 1971. 


May 11, 1971 — Article 16 of the special Town Meeting 
held on this date voted $5,000. to continue or expand the 
Town sewer study. 


March to May 1971 — Sewer Study Committee and Sewer 
Commissioners interview many engineering firms for con- 
tinuing the sewer study. 


June 3, 1971 — The Sewer Study Committee files ‘Interim 
Report of the Sewer Committee” to the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works. 


June 4, 1971 — Based on the “Interim Report’, the De- 
partment of Public Works Commissioners invite three engi- 
neering firms to a second interview with the understanding 
that now the sewer study will proceed toward the correction 
of the Woods Hole sewer problem first. 


June 15, 1971 —- Anderson-Nichols & Co., Inc. are selected 
to proceed with the Woods Hole sewer study. This engineer- 
ing firm was the first choice of the Sewer Study Committee. 


July 1, 1971 — The Director of the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Commission issues a revised ‘order due” because 
of evidence that progress is being made by the Town. 


The new “order”, briefly is as follows: 

(1) By July 2, 1971— Engage an engineer to prepare 
a Supplemental report on the 
Woods Hole area. This report is 
to constitute Phase 1-A of a 
comprehensive plan to provide 

. Sewerage for the entire Town. 

(2) By July 21, 1971— Submit the report to the Com- 
monwealth. 

(3) By August 15,1971— Engage an engineer for final 
plans for Phase 1-A. 

(4) By March 1, 1972— Submit final plans to State for 
approval. 

(5) By May 1, 1972— Initiate construction. 
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(6) By May 1, 1973— Complete construction. 


Facilities required: Secondary sewage treatment plant 
to serve Woods Hole. 


July 12, 1971 — The majority of the Public Works Board 
Signs a contract with the engineering firm of Anderson- 
Nichols & Co., Inc. 


August 18, 1971 — Special Town Meeting, under Article 
28, votes an additional $110,000. for design and preparation 
of Final Plans and Specifications for the construction of the 
Woods Hole treatment plant. Also, under Article 29, the 
Town voted $75,000. to purchase or take by eminent domain 
the Fay Road site for a treatment plant. 


October 19, 1971 — The Board of Public Works accepts 
“Interim Report to the Falmouth Sewer Study” by Anderson- 
Nichols & Co., Inc. and directs the engineers to submit a 
report to the proper State agencies for their approval. 


December 2, 1971—The Board of Commissioners is advised 
that the “Association for the Preservation of Vineyard Sound” 
has raised money and is proceeding independently to hire 
engineers to design and/or study toward an inland disposal 
type of sewerage treatment for the entire Town. 


December 20, 1971 — The Board of Public Works is ad- 
vised that the Massachusetts Water Resources Commission 
approves the Anderson-Nichols report. As of this writing, 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health approval has 
not been received. 


December 22, 1971 — The “Association for the Preserva- 
tion of Vineyard Sound” submits an article for the 1972 
Annual Town Meeting requesting that the Town vote $900,000. 
to design an inland type treatment works with the final 
effluent from said plant to be disposed of by the so-called 
“living filter’ method of disposal. 


A summary of the year’s activities cannot be made at 
this time since the articles submitted to the Annual Town 
Meeting in March of 1972 by the “Association for the Preser- 
vation of Vineyard Sound” will affect the direction of the 
Town’s sewer study, regardless of the action that the Town 
Meeting takes. 


The Tax Dollar and Where It Goes — On a separate page 
following will be noted a circular pie-shaped diagram being 
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published for the taxpayers’ interest. This shows the approxi- 
mate percentage breakdown of the Falmouth tax dollar as 
it is spent in the various Town budgets.

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Not included in this diagram are the monies spent at 
Town Meetings for special projects since these projects vary 


greatly from year to year. If shown, this would tend to 
confuse the overall picture. 


The Water and Sewer expenditures are not shown since 
the expenses for operation, maintenance, minor improve- 
ments and payments on loans are offset almost entirely by 
revenue received. 


The expense of operation of the Park and Forestry Divi- 
sion is shown as 2.3% although upwards of one-half of these 
expenditures could be attributable to School expenditures 
since School Grounds Maintenance is a major function of 
this Division. 


Highway Division expenditures account for 4.7% of the 
tax dollar as shown. This amount includes, in addition to the 
maintenance of Town roads, the operation and maintenance 
of the D.P. W. Garage and special budgets in Snow and Ice 
Control, Drainage Construction, Sidewalk Reconstruction, 
Sealcoating and Resurfacing Existing Streets.

Plans and specifications were prepared by this Division 
for repairs to Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole and inspected 
during construction. 


Surveys, plans and grades were furnished for improve- 
ments to the Recreation Building Parking Area. 


House numbering of the Town as voted at the May 1971 
Special Town Meeting has been completed. Article 6, as voted 
by Town Meeting, specifically provided that numbers shall 
be assigned by the Town Engineer and affixed by the owner 
within three months of assignment. This shall be enforced 
by the Town Building Inspector and shall be punishable by 
a fine not exceeding $20. 


Assessors’ Maps were brought up to date to January l, 
1971 and a good start has been made on plotting 1971 trans- 
fers and new Subdivisions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and re- 
quests from other Departments and individuals have been 
answered and/or complied with. 


Each year requests from the Falmouth Planning Board, 
developers and contractors to inspect new roads in subdivi- 
sions under bond with the Planning Board are becoming more 
numerous. Because of inadequate engineering and planning, 
multiple inspections and reports must be made to correct 
deficiencies in the engineering and construction of these 
roads and drainage systems. In many cases the pavement is 
already in place at the time of the request and it is next 
to impossible to check the depth of gravel and thickness of 
pavement. Also, at the time of the request many of the lots 
in the subdivision have already been sold and in order to 
solve the drainage problems, land must be taken for drain- 
age areas. I would therefore recommend that this Division 
be notified by developers and/or contractors that the drain- 
age has been installed and the roads fine graded and ready 
for paving. 


After an inspection by this Division of the depth of 
gravel, grades and drainage systems, and approval given, this 
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Division would furnish an inspector on the job 


to check the 


quality and thickness of the pavement as it is laid. 


I would further recommend that no lots be sold nor build- 
ing permits issued until the road and drainage to that lot 
has been inspected and approved by this Division.

FORESTRY and PARK DIVISION by Joseph Figuerido, Supt. 


FORESTRY — This year’s progress report which is sub- 
mitted annually for the residents’ evaluation of Falmouth’s 
Street trees, can be termed as “normal”. In this instance, 
normal is defined as meaning that average tree mortality 
occurred; and a continued program, including tree replace- 
ment, pruning, sanitation and pest spray controls were ac- 
complished. 


To achieve this program with any degree of normalcy 
during recent years has not been a simple task, taking into 
consideration constant adverse environmental changes and 
influences. 


Environmental pollution protection agencies report that 
evidence of atmospheric poisoning by sulfur dioxide and car- 
bon monoxide is literally strangling street trees along the 
roadside; also, toxic salts in sub-soils are causing root injury. 
These factors, added to the usual storm and vehicular dam- 
age, utility construction that oftentime causes underground 
and crown damage, make it gratifying to be able to term the 
year’s operation as normal. 


The contribution of growing, healthy trees to our ecology 
and as anti-pollutant agencies cannot be over-emphasized. 
It is noted that a leading conservationist magazine points out 
that one tree has the cooling effect of five air-conditioners; 
that one acre of growing trees will scrub clean the air pol- 
luted by eight automobiles operated for twelve hours; and 
that this same area will absorb the carbon dioxide produced 
by fifty automobiles during twelve hours. 
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State Highway Trees: Constant requests are received by 
this Division for tree work along State highways. The Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Works, and not the Town, 
as most people assume, is responsible for all tree work along 
these highways. 


The District #7 Office, operating from Middleboro, un- 
fortunately furnishes but one crew for this work, and this 
one crew services several Towns in the area. It is therefore 
impossible to expect that much pruning and sanitation work 
which is vital in the prevention of Dutch Elm Disease, not to 
mention general maintenance work, can be done by such an 
over-burdened crew. 


Although in the past, the Town has volunteered to assist 
with this work in the Falmouth area, the State is firm in its 
policy, for fear of establishing precedence in other Towns. 


The above is offered as an explanation and is not in- 
tended as criticism of State procedures involving tree work 
along State ways. In the event a problem or question arises 
concerning such trees, please call or write the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works, District #7 Office, Middleboro. 


Gypsy Moth: Although a gravely serious infestation of 
gypsy moth was recorded throughout the Lower Cape area 
during 1971, Falmouth fortunately did not have an over- 
average problem during that period. 


Falmouth’s last serious moth infestation occurred during 
1965, at which time approximately 4,900 acres of land were 
aerially treated by the Massachusetts Department of Natural 
Resources, using the pesticide “Sevin’”’. 


Gypsy moth can be found in Falmouth each year, but in 
harmless densities since there are many conditions which 
can neutralize this pest. Records indicate that a normal 
cycle occurs approximately every ten years. A serious peak 
of incidence, however, can be altered or extended by several 
factors; namely, gypsy moth larva will not live below 25°F; 
extremely high temperature prolonged over a period of time 
will reduce population by forcing the pest into dormancy; 
(heavy) rains will cause a heavy kill of the gypsy moth since 
the amount of food or plant host must be present and the 
percentage of natural predators present all govern the cycle 
of the gypsy moth. It is these factors which contribute to 
making most predictions concerning the extent of infesta- 
tion uncertain and vague. 
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In Falmouth, monitor egg cluster counts are taken each 
year and any sharp increase is recorded and will be duly 
reported. 


Dutch Elm: Falmouth’s elm tree population is still an 
impressive one thousand trees, approximately. Banning, how- 
ever, of the DDT insecticide, a potent ally of the elm, has 
produced the anticipated increase in Dutch Elm cases 
throughout Massachusetts. 


In Falmouth, eighty-three cultures were taken and sub- 
mitted to the Commonwealth’s Shade Tree Laboratory in 
Amherst during 1971. For the record, twenty-four public 
street cases and thirty-nine private property cases were con- 
firmed as positive, or diseased. This shows an increase of 
25% in public street cases and an increase of 32% in private 
property cases over 1970. 


The usual removal procedures were followed in both in- 
stances of public (Town) trees and trees on private property, 
except that private property owners absorb the cost of tree 
removal. 


Spray Program: The year’s spray program continued as 
in the past, since cycles change very little. 


a. April—dormant spray for Dutch Elm 

b. May—fruit tree spray for tent caterpillar 

c. June and July—elm leaf beetle spray for first and 
second generations 

d. July and August—Nantucket Tip Moth and Pine 
Looper spray 

e. Poison ivy spray and wasp control is generally done 
on request 


Insecticides: Sevin and Methoxachlor were the two in- 
secticides used most frequently by this Division and the two 
most popular throughout Massachusetts, and also recom- 
mended by the Commonwealth’s Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 


Sevin: This is the trade name for carbaryl. It was de- 
veloped by the Union Carbide Corporation and is a carbamate 
compound. It is slightly toxic and has a residual period of 
ten to twelve days. It produces an excellent control over 
worms and small beetles, particularly. 


Sevin miscellany: (a) Widely used on agricultural 
crops. (b) Used as delicer on human bodies in Vietnam. 
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(c) When dusted on and/or made into a paste and applied 
onto mice, no ill effects were noted. (d) No ill effects noted 
when inhaled heavily during one-half hour intervals. (e) 
By the time a (male) applicator who was thoroughly soaked 
with Sevin changed his clothing and arrived at a hospital, no 
trace was evident; (f) After application, it breaks down in 
mud from one to four hours; (g) When 3,000 counted and 
recorded pests were sprayed with the recommended dosage, 
only 900 were exterminated while 2,100 survived. The result 
of this experiment indicates that Sevin is a mild, selective 
poison and kills only small pests of a limited size. Our con- 
clusion therefore is that Sevin is a safe but useful insecticide. 


Methoxachlor: This is the substitute insecticide used 
since the banning of DDT and is the principal poison used in 
the control of Dutch Elm Disease as has already been de- 
scribed in great detail in our 1969 annual report. This in- 
Secticide is also widely used throughout Massachusetts for 
the control of beetles and other shade tree pests. 


Pine Damage: Two pests primarily responsible for the 
discoloration and injury occurring to Falmouth’s and Cape 
Cod’s pine trees: Nantucket Tip Moth and Pitch Pine Looper. 


Discoloration is caused when the larva of the Nantucket 
Tip Moth bores into young terminal growth thereby causing 
tip die-back injury. Heavy infestation of this moth is respon- 
Sible for the brown cast seen during mid-July. Although 
pines generally will not die, inhibited growth and dwarfing 
of these trees will occur; also, some secondary trunk or bole 
growth may appear. 


Injury from the Pitch Pine Looper can be severe and 
capable of killing an entire grove of pines. The Looper feeds 
on needle bundles, thereby stubbing new growth. When in- 
festation is heavy, discoloration is easily observed and if 
complete stripping of needles occurs, the trees will not sur- 
vive. 


Pruning and Sanitation: Pruning and sanitation work is 
a year round and constant project and is responsible for sixty 
percent of the work load of the Division’s personnel. This 
work includes crowning and removing dead wood on street 
trees; repairing damaged trees; removing over-hanging 
branches and limbs; removal of dead or dangerous trees; and 
eliminating safety hazards at street corners and intersections 
by trimming overgrown brush and trees. 
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Stump Removal: Forty eight tree stumps of varying sizes 
were cut fifteen inches below ground level and the area sub- 
sequently filled in with loam. These stumps included those 
of Dutch Elm diseased trees removed from public ways. 


Forest Nursery: One acre of land is under cultivation in 
the Town Forest as use for a Town nursery. Different varie- 
ties of small whip stock are lined and grown for use along 
Town ways. 


Tree Planting Program: This program receives high 
priority since it is responsible for the beautification of Town 
streets, aS well as providing shade trees in otherwise barren 
areas. Many requests are annually received in the Depart- 
ment’s office and are acknowledged and processed. The pol- 
icy of replacing with a young tree each tree removed or dam- 
aged beyond foreseeable survival continues. If it is impos- 
Sible for a replacement to be planted in the exact area, the 
tree is then planted elsewhere. One hundred and forty trees 
were planted during 1971. 


Skyworker Truck: A new skyworker truck with a 30 foot 
aerial reach was purchased during the year and will become 
part of our everyday equipment. This apparatus will save 
many hours of labor as well as helping to eliminate many of 
the hazards involved in aerial tree work. 


PARKS—Each year new grounds become the responsibil- 
ity of the Park Division. Additions in 1971 included the Po- 
lice Station, East Falmouth Library and the Recreation 
Building Parking area. In the very near future, the sabe 
of the new high school will be added. 


Maintenance of school grounds and facilities absorb ap- 
proximately 50% of the work load of this Division. It is 
therefore not unreasonable that we expect some adjustment 
in personnel and funds to meet these ever increasing com- 
mitments. 


Intermediate School Project: Two portable school rooms 
were moved and affixed to the southeast wing of the Inter- 
mediate School, involving some minor tree removals and 
ground leveling. The construction crew of the Park Division 
completed the entire landscaping of the grounds surrounding 
these two buildings, entailing a total of three weeks’ work. 


Athletic Field at Intermediate School: This work con- 
stituted another major project. The School coach complained 
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of protruding stones and general deterioration of the football 
field. Park Division personnel removed stones, aerated the 
ground, hauled in top loam and seeded and fertilized follow- 
ing a heavy watering program. The entire area was revital- 
ized. 


Recreation Building Parking Lot: This parking area is a 
credit to the Town and truly refiects the versatility of the 
Divisions comprising the Department of Public Works. De- 
sign was by the Town Engineer, whose Division was also re- 
sponsible for the engineering of the project. Sub-grading, 
curbing and macadam work was done by Highway Division 
forces, while the landscaping was completed by Park Division 
personnel. 


Goodwill Park: A complete winter release and thinning 
program was accomplished in the Goodwill Park area. This 
is essential if we are to encourage and maintain proper and 
healthy growth and crown development. Additionally, pine 
needles were trucked into the park area to mulch tree roots 
exposed by the heavy traffic of those using the park facilities. 
Woodchips were used on the grounds where the hardwood 
grove exists and liquid fertilizer was applied throughout the 
park grove area during the spring. 


Grew’s Pond Parking Area: Grew’s Pond and beach con- 
tinue to grow in popularity and the increase in use forced us 
to expand the parking area to accommodate additional vehi- 
cles. Gravel and fill were trucked into an adjacent lot and 
leveled, with excellent results. The long ramp to the beach 
was graded, loamed and seeded, not only enlarging the facili- 
ties but also improving the appearance of the area. 


Other Park Work: Included the re-sodding of Fuller 
Field baseball diamond; erection of and imbedding in cement 
playbar units at Goodwill Park and school play areas; Fuller 
Field was aerated, top-soiled, fertilized and heavy watering 
program maintained during summer; liming and fertilization 
of all municipal lawns; planting and maintenance of flower 
beds at main library and the rotary circles; and maintenance 
of baseball fields. 


Littering: Unfortunately, the usual abuses of littering 
prevailed in all park areas throughout the Town, often neces- 
sitating two or more days labor each week, particularly dur- 
ing summer months, for clean-up purposes ... time that 
could otherwise be spent to better advantage in further de- 
veloping and preserving the natural beauties of the Township. 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION, by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


During 1971 the routine highway maintenance work of 
the Division was continued with emphasis on sidewalk re- 
surfacing, drainage construction, resurfacing of existing 
streets, and sealcoating. Storm drains and catch basins were 
cleaned, repaired, and frames and grates adjusted where 
needed. The usual street patching, roadside mowing, brush- 
ing, road grading and guard rail and post cicror was 
carried on throughout the year. 


The Menauhant Road Bridge over Bourne’s Pond required 
replacement. of some of the wooden bridge planking. The 
top deck of the Church Street bridge was completely replaced 
with new planking. Liquid asphalt was applied to the lower 
deck and again to the top of the new deck and sealed with 
sand. 


The litter along the roadsides is still a problem as it is 
every year. Litter is most apparent on the roads leading to 
the disposal area and in the vicinity of the beaches. This 
problem could be greatly reduced if all open vehicles were 
covered when traveling to the disposal area. 


Again vandalism was a major problem. Street and traffic 
Signs and posts were bent, broken or taken at such an alarm- 
ing rate it was impossible to keep up with materials and 
replacements. It has been noted that more of the vandalism 
occurred in the fall and winter months than during the 
summer. 


The herring rivers consumed considerable time this year. 
Shifting sand and seaweed along with heavy wind and seas 
from the easterly quarter continually blocked the rivers. This 
coming year it is planned to revamp the trunk river inlet 
since the wall and jetty stones have shifted to such a degree 
they now afford little protection to the underground culvert.

1,865 feet of concrete or metal pipe was installed in 1971, 
including 790 feet of 12’ ACCM, 496 feet of 10” ACCM, 455 
feet of 8” ACCM, 20 feet of 6” ACCM and 104 feet of 4” 
perforated orangeburg. 


Structures included 5 manholes, 9 catch basins, 9 leaching 
basins, and 3 gutter inlets. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION by John W. Hughes, Supt. 


For the first time, pumping exceeded six million gallons 
per day on two occasions during the past summer, reflecting 
the growth of the Town and the increased demand on the 
water system due in part to the lack of rainfall. A total of 
907.7 million gallons was pumped, far above the previous 
high in 1969 of 755.4 million gallons. Rainfall for the year 
amounted to 33.21 inches compared to a fifteen-year average 
of about 40 inches. Long Pond water level varied from a 
high of 26 inches to minus 18 inches, and was minus 11% 
inches at the end of the year, about 21 inches lower than last 
year. 


New mains totaling 23,919 feet were installed, including 
19,248 feet installed in new subdivisions by the owner at no 
cost to the Town, and 48 new hydrants were added, 4 private 
hydrants discontinued, making a total of 1,193 now in use. 


A total of 465 new service connections were installed, an 
increase of 42 over the previous year, and 33 services were 
renewed. 


| Receipts for the year amounted to $455,825.38, an increase 
of $50,399.26 over the previous year. 


A new Samson backhoe was purchased to replace a 1958 
model, and a % ton pickup truck was replaced. We are badly 
in need of an additional pickup truck, and have requested 
funds in our budget to replace a 1966 model and purchase an 
additional vehicle. 


A rather serious breakdown occurred in one of the diesel 
engines at the Pumping Station, an outboard clutch bearing 
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and flexible coupling failed. Fortunately it occurred in 
April when the demand for water was not great. The liquid 
level telemeter connecting the Woods Hole tank to the Pump- 
ing Station was replaced. 


Three new sewer connections were installed and there 
are now 132 in use. Sewer receipts for the year increased 
to $8,100.80. Planned repairs on a sewer pump were delayed 
and not completed until after the end of the year. The pump 
is now in good condition, and should last until the new sewer 
plant is built. Cost of repairs will be included in next year’s 
expenses. The flow control device, which automatically ad- 
justs the pumping rate, failed early in the year and was 
replaced with a new unit. 


During the year Col. Oliver B. Brown reached compulsory 
retirement age and retired after more than fourteen years’ 
service. As Technical Recorder he was responsible for all 
records and plans, and did an outstanding job in this capacity.

On September eighth we commenced our third year of 
operation with the addition of another freshman class which 
was increased from 100 to 135. For the first time we have 
four grades in attendance in addition to our post-graduates. 
Although we are approximately 20 percent over the number 
that the school was designed for, we have had no problem in 
assimilating the additional students. 


In October we initiated a new co-op program whereby a 
student who is judged proficient in his field is placed on an 
outside job in the area for which he is trained. He spends a 
full week at work and then returns to class for a week. While 
on the job, the employer marks and evaluates the student, 
and the information is correlated here at the school allowing 
the employer to be another advisor to both the student and 
the instructor. 
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Our evening school is in full operation with courses geared 
to meet the needs of those that require retraining, upgrading, 
or for those that wish to obtain a skill in a particular field. 


We are now in the process of developing programs in oc- 
cupational education to be offered to students in the regional 
district which will run from 2:30 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. enabling 
a Student to remain in their sending school for academic 
classes and attend the Upper Cape Cod Regional for the occu- 
pational experiences. The programs would be designed to 
fit the needs of the students on both the exploratory and 
advanced technical level. 


The Regional School District fared well financially in 
1971. We received $177,953 which represents our 50 percent 
reimbursement of net operating expense, and $51,553 which 
represents 71 percent of the transportation reimbursement. 
Under P.L. 90-576 funds, the District received a grant of 
$112,469 for equipment and salaries, and $4,330 which repre- 
sents 75 percent of a new grant for teaching salaries. Also 
received was $10,691 under P.L. 81-874 for Federally con- 
nected pupils. ‘i 


In addition to this money, the towns of Bourne, Fal- 
mouth, Sandwich, and Wareham received an additional fif- 
teen percent of their Chapter 70 entitlement. Marion re- 
ceived its fifteen percent for its membership in the Old Ro- 
chester Regional District. 


Bourne’s fifteen percent amounted to $123,900.38 
Falmouth’s fifteen percent amounted to $60,763.97 
Sandwich’s fifteen percent amounted to $11,087.67 
Wareham’s fifteen percent amounted to $33,369.42 


It is important to note that these funds are sent directly 
to the communities, not to the regional school district, as an 
additional fifteen percent state aid given only to communi- 
ties who are part of a regional district. However, there is 
no requirement that the funds be used for the school budget. 


I wish to once again thank all the town Officials and 
school personnel in our district for their excellent coopera- 
tion, and again thank our own school committee and advisory 
committee for all of their help in the past year. It proves 
that when people work together for a common goal it can be 
achieved.

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Report of the West Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Our 1970 objective, which was to increase the use of the 
library, has been borne out by the statistics for 1971. The 
total circulation of 9,873 showed an increase of 37 percent 
over the previous year. 


Several factors were instrumental in stimulating greater 
use of the library. I: a continuing flow of new titles. - II: 
the stabilization of library hours — 18 hours a week year 
round. It is open daily at 3 P.M., on Saturdays from 10-12 
noon. 


The collection stands at 6,493 volumes with 314 hew 
titles and 93 withdrawals. There are 26 periodicals regularly 
received. The record collection was augmented by a gift of 
100 albums from Columbia Records Corporation. 


The Science School, organized by the Program Commit- 
tee, held classes and field trips each week during July and 
August. In addition, there were movies for children each 
Tuesday evening through Labor Day. 


Ground has been broken for the addition to the library. 
The new wing will contain the children’s area, enlarged 
stack space and the reference section, plus kitchen and stor- 
age facilities for the community room. 


The West Falmouth Co-operative Preschool will occupy 
quarters on the basement level of the new area. 


By enlarging the scope of the library to include com- 
munity endeavors as well as increasing the physical space 
of the library proper, the Board of Directors believe the new 
addition will promote the purpose of the library in accordance 
with the Constitution which reads in part as follows: 


“The purpose of the corporation shall be to provide and 
maintain in West Falmouth a public library and read- 
ing room for both children and adults, and to provide 
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and maintain a building suitable for such purpose 
which may be used as a community social and recrea- 
tional center as well.”

Cape Cod Planning & Economic Development 


Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Portions of the final report of Warrenton A. Williams, 
retiring Chairman, are quoted below summarizing the ac- 
tivities of the Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development 
Commission for the past year. 


“Our sewer and water system study, which we contracted 
for at the end of 1969 has been completed, and distributed 
to the towns. This report points out the needs of the towns 
to 1990, including cost of installation and of operating. This 
report along with studies by Dr. Strahler and others, was 
assimilated by our staff in chart form, which points up the 
need for caution in the future. 


“We have towns which now face a water shortage, and 
with the growth as indicated above, we may find it necessary 
sometime in the not too far distant future to recommend to 
the county, some form of regionalization of the various water 
systems under a single control. 


“Another problem we face is solid waste disposal. The 
solid waste disposal committee contracted for and turned 
over to us, aS well as the towns, the report of their con- 
sultants, which report showed up the need for possible forma- 
of regions for waste disposal. 


“Three of the lower Cape towns, Provincetown, Truro, 
and Wellfieet now face this problem along with Brewster. 
The first three towns mentioned above are making attempts 
in this direction and others may be forced to do the same 
particularly as a result of population growth. 


“What this points up is the need for the towns to plan 
ahead, and the need to consider the formation of regions. 
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“Last year we appointed an economic development com- 
mittee. They submitted their report this year, which was 
well thought out and prepared. The result was its being in- 
corporated into, and the updating of our overall economic 
development program. This met the requirements of E. D. A. 
This program will have to be updated again this year and 
every year as long as we receive E. D. A. funds. 


“The Otis Committee turned in an outstanding perform- 
ance, which led to the Seminar of last Spring. Mr. Fitzgerald, 
your chairman elect, was moderator of this Seminar, which 
was well attended. 


“We participated in a Fresh Water Seminar, a Planned 
Unit Development Seminar and one on the effect of pollution 
on our water supply. This was a total of four Seminars for 
the year. 


“Our good friend James E. Nickerson, Attorney at Law, 
through his generosity, prepared two reports for us. 

1. Report on Eminent Domain. This study answered 
many questions which may be raised regarding Town obli- 
gations under the Law of Eminent Domain. 

2. A zoning policy for Cape Cod. This study categorized 
legal questions concerning zoning and gives definite con- 
clusions on the direction future objectives should follow. 


“We went on record as being opposed to the acquisition 
of Nauset Beach by the Commonwealth. 


“Early in the year, Bourne held a meeting with their con- 
sultants for the purpose of determining how they could 
improve their economic situation. Both Mr. Cook and I at- 
tended this meeting. Since that time our staff has had 
several conferences with their consultants. 


“We have employed Philip B. Herr, Associates as land 
use consultants, and Booz-Allen and Hamilton as our econ- 
omic base study consultants. 


“Among other activities, I list the following: 
1. Provided assistance for the Provincetown Fishing Co- 
operative, Inc. 


2. Made a land inventory of subdivisions granted by the 
towns. 


3. We employed Mr. Burlin as our Economic Development 
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Coordinator. 


4. Made a list of highway needs to 1990. 


5. Helped in the organization and implementation of the 
Emergency Employment Act for the County, which is 
intended to help improve public service by the town to its 
citizens. To date, 30 public service positions have been 
filled. Paid for by E. E. A. funds. 


6. Reviewed requests for federal grants, for various agencies 
in the County. 


7. We prepared a pamphlet describing the County’s econ- 
omy. 

8. Advised the towns of the new mandatory Board of 
Standards Building Code and of a national code for 1 & 
2 family dwellings. 


9. We recommend that uniformity placement of under- 
ground utilities in new right-of-ways be considered by 
the towns regulatory bodies. 


10. We prepared an application for the Town of Falmouth 
Conservation Commission for a grant for the purchase 
of a conservation area. 


11. Drafted legislation to create a County Engineering De- 
partment. 


12. Drafted legislation to create a County Purchasing and 
Data Processing Department. 


13. Drafted legislation to place financial control of the Com- 
mission under the County Commissioners. 


14. And finally, obtained grants from E. D. A. and H. U. D. 
to carry on our programs. 


“T think we have learned the need for better communica- 
tion with our towns, with our members better informing our 
towns of our efforts. We have set up a committee for this 
purpose. I hope they will use their efforts toward this end, 
also keeping in mind that the general public should also be 
kept well informed. The press has done an excellent job for 
us, but we still need to do more ourselves. 


“IT pointed out before the need to make every effort to 
obtain additional County funds. We need to win the support 
of our selectmen. It will be impossible to accomplish all that 
needs to be done, unless we are properly financed. We have 
need to place all of our employees on the county payroll; we 
have serious inequities in the pay scale, which could lead to 
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trouble, in time. County employees receive cost of living pay 
increases; others are frozen or locked in under our restricted 
federal pay levels, under our contracts, with little hope for 
improvement. We would be much better off with all employ- 
ees under the County payroll with equal opportunities. Using 
our federal grants for specific programs, using consultants. 
I believe we could do much better for our towns under such 
a program. 


“Our zoning laws need to be improved, our building codes 
need to be changed to reflect changing technology. We need 
to preserve the maximum amount of open space. Possibly 
placing vacant land into land banks under town or county 
control, for future controlled use. If we don’t do this Cape 
Cod will not be worth the powder to blow it into kingdom 
come, in a few short years. We will be over populated, have 
little or no open space, will have serious water, sewer, and 
solid waste problems; just one big urban sprawl. We must 
work to prevent this from happening. 


“Big developers and builders from off Cape are taking a 
hard look at Cape Cod in hopes of making a fast buck. It 
is beginning to happen now. 


“Let this be a warning not only to you, the members of 
this Commission, but to all residents of Cape Cod, both cur- 
rent and future. Cape Cod, as we Know and love it, could 
disappear as a result of inadequate control or planning.”

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Report of the Conservation Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my seventeenth (17) annual report as 
Conservation Officer for the year ending 31 December 1971. 
A total of nine hundred and sixty (960) sporting, hunting, 
fishing and trapping licenses were examined by me. There 
- was a considerable drop in number of hunters this year, it is 
becoming increasingly apparent that continued development 
within the town has cut up the huntable areas and caused 
the hunters to go elsewhere in pursuit of their sport. Fishing 
pressure continues to climb and most of the town’s forty three 
ponds are utilized. 


Sixty four abandoned house cats, one hundred and four 
Skunks, fifty eight woodchucks, were disposed of. Eleven 
raccoons were removed from summer homes also. Whenever 
possible all wildlife that is trapped, is released in other areas 
of the town more suitable for their natural functions. Rac- 
coons and skunks were over-abundant this past year and soon 
our citizens will be noticing another species of wildlife be- 
coming quite common. This is the animal known as Opos- 
som. They seem to be moving into all sections of the upper 
Cape and already this past year, I have picked up four large 
adults that were killed on the highways. 


Approximately the same number of Brook, Brown, and 
Rainbow trout were released as last year, (41,900). Grews 
pond and Deep pond (reclaimed trout ponds) had to be re- 
claimed again this year, because of the practice by some in- 
dividuals of using fish for bait. The use of fish for bait, or 
the possession of live fish other than trout on ponds re- 
claimed for trout management is prohibited. Live bait very 
rapidly overpopulate a managed trout pond and poses real 
problems. The pond has to be reclaimed at considerable 
expense and time. It takes three to five years for the pond 
to become re-established for trout production as the fisher- 
man desires it. 
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Nine hundred and forty mature cock pheasant were re- 
leased prior to and during the open season on upland game. 
Two hundred hen pheasants were released during early spring 
in the areas proven to be most suited for natural incubation 
and propagation. Most of these hen pheasants were of the 
new type developed at the East Sandwich Game Farm and 
were white, buff and other shades of light brown. This 
caused considerable comment from citizens who observed 
these birds. 


Twenty four Great Northern Varying Hare (snowshoe) 
and fifteen hundred quail (Bob-White) were released. As in 
the past, this program will continue to be carried out to keep 
the population at a peak suitable for hunting and to com- 
pensate for losses due to natural predation, poor nesting sea- 
sons or heavy winter kill. 


The raising of Blue, Snow and Barnacle geese is continu- 
ing along with other waterfowl species which are released in 
our Sanctuary Ponds. I no longer propagate Canada geese 
as the flocks are now reproducing at a high rate. The Mute 
Swans population continues to increase rapidly, even with the 
seasonal losses caused by flying into wires. Fourteen mute 
swans were killed this way this past year. The Canvasback 
duck banding program is still being carried out, along with 
other species which are caught in the traps. The current 
Canvasback census (4-12 January) showed better than 1200 
canvasbacks, most were wild stock “tolled” into our sanctuar- 
ies by my established semi-wild stocked birds. 


Our deer herd took a disastrous turn for the worse es- 
pecially during late fall. A total of sixteen deer (nine bucks 
and seven does) were killed by automobiles. Three does and 
three bucks were drowned, mostly in the Woodneck Beach 
area, due to being harrassed by pet dogs, not hunting variety. 
Eight deer were reported killed by hunters. 


Twenty-two violations were recorded, all were juvenile 
first offenders. Three arrests were made. One hundred and 
seventy-two investigations were completed and one hundred 
and eighty six complaints were answered. 


One Hunter Safety Course (Firearms) for minors 141/2 
to 18 years of age was conducted by me and twelve young- 
sters successfully completed this course. 


The Selectmen and Conservation Commission continue 
to keep me busy patrolling all protected areas, marshland, 
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wetlands, public rights of way. As we acquire more land 
yearly this becomes a much more important phase of my 
work. We are still having problems with the filling or ex- 
cavating of wetlands in spite of our Wetlands laws and much 
more stringent action must be taken by all concerned if this 
practice is to cease. 


I continue to teach ecology classes in the FOOS program 
of the school. This program I consider the best devised yet 
and its proponents are to be commended. The youngsters 
really show deep interest in all phases, classrooms, field trips, 
and actual work in conservation. The trips to the Game 
Farm and Fish Hatchery are well attended and of great 
interest to these youngsters. 


Our land acquisition program moves steadily ahead, with 
the Selectmen and Conservation Commission taking full ad- 
vantage of the continued interest and backing of our citizens. 
The new conservation maps are completed and soon will be 
available, and I am certain that our townsfolks will be more 
than happy to see how much more wetlands and uplands have 
been acquired, for public usage, as well as protection. 


At this time I would like to take the time to commend our 
Falmouth Fire Department. As you all well know, we have 
been through seven years of drought, this past year being the 
worst ever. A check through the town reports for these years 
will give the number of brush, grass and wood fires that our 
firemen handled and they have very speedily and efficiently 
controlled each fire so effectively that not one major fire de- 
veloped. An example, the fire in the gravel pit where the 
wood was dumped off at Gifford street, this fire could have 
wiped out the whole town forest. To the firemen under the 
supervision of Capt. Ernest Motta, Mrs. Souza and I wish to 
personally give our thanks for saving our farm on three oc- 
casions this past summer when fires were started in the 
neighboring woods and fields, and which without their speed 
and efficiency we would surely have lost our barn and 
animals. 


A total of 19,212 miles were travelled in answering com- 
plaints, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer packing patrols, 
pheasant, quail, hare and waterfowl releases, wildlife and 
waterfowl surveys, wildlife feeding, guided tours, trips to the 
state house, lecturing and waterfowl banding programs. My 
lecture program continues to expand and at times requires 
two nights a week. However, I do feel that this is an excel- 
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lent media for keeping our citizens alert and up to date as to 
what is happening in our community, conservation wise. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, The Conservation Commission the Shellfish Offi- 
cer and my brother officers of the Falmouth Police Depart- 
ment, aS well as the citizens of our town for their con- 
tinued confidence and splendid cooperation. It is indeed a 
great pleasure to be working with you as well as for you.

CONCLUSION: 


In addition to the above entitled matters I disposed of 
other contractual suits against the Town; settled the claim 
of the Town relative to the Surf Drive Beach House; received 
numerous communications relative to claims which are not 
yet in suit and too numerous to include in this report and are 
now subject to negotiations. I attended hearings before the 
Division of Water Pollution Control and Department of Labor 
involving Town matters, processed many deeds relative to an 
auction of tax title land held during the year. There are 
also pending three cases before the Appellate Tax Board. I 
have made takings as instructed by the Town Meeting. 


In addition to the above mentioned actions I have pur- 
sued collections on behalf of the Harbor Master for Marina 
rentals, dockage fees and rendered legal opinions to various 
departments of the Town. 


Reading of the list of cases above would indicate a sharp 
increase in litigation relative to land use which is not limited 
to our Town or area but is state-wide. 


Total operating cost of the Law Department was 
$12,717.69. One claim was deducted from the Claims Budget. 
The $12,717.69 cost included the retainer of the Town Counsel 
of $6,075.00; $168.88 for clerical; $320.00 for books, printing 
and forms; $6,153.87 included title searches, expert witness 
fees and bills from various attorneys for work performed. 
Printing bills were for work in the Supreme Judicial Court.

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Report of the 
School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The year 1971 has been very active, sometimes trying, 
but overall a very productive year for your School Building 
Needs Committee. The Committee conducted 26 meetings, or 
the equivalent of 25 man-weeks for meetings during the year. 
The major highlights for 1971 are enumerated below: 


High School Construction Bids 


On May 7, 1971 sub-contractor bids were opened, elec- 
trical and roofing bids were rejected on technicalities and 
these items were rebid. 


General contractor bids were received on May 17, 1971. 
There were three bidders with base bids of; Northgate Con- 
struction Company, $9,192,000; White Construction Company, 
$9,625,000; Iannuccillo Inc., $9,785,000. 


Low bidder was approximately $500,000 less than the 
architect’s estimated construction cost. 


Special Town Meeting - May 20, 1971 


Having received specific costs for the construction of 
the new high school, your School Building Needs Committee 
petitioned the special town meeting to appropriate $10,712,235 
for the construction and equipping of the new high school. 
The amount requested was based upon use of low bid by 
Northgate Construction, Inc., and estimates for equipping and 
furnishing the completed building. The special town meet- 
ing approved the sum of $10,712,235 by a vote of 164 for and 
21 against. 


Massachusetts Department of Education and Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Emergency Finance Board Approval 
Armed with town meeting approval your Committee pro- 
ceeded to apply for the required approvals of the Department 
of Education and Emergency Finance Boards. Representa- 
tives of your Committee appeared before these agencies and 
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approvals to proceed were received on June 22, 1971 and 
July 1, 1971 respectively. 


Construction Contract 


Construction contract was signed with Northgate Con- 
struction, 400 Totten Pond Road, Waltham, Massachusetts 
on June 25, 1971. Construction commenced immediately. 


Clerk of the Works 


Your committee interviewed eight applicants for the 
clerk of the works position. Mr. George Wilson of Wareham 
was appointed to the position on June 15, 1971. 


Bonding 


To finance the project during the initial stages of con- 
struction necessitated temporary borrowing of $500,000 by 
the Town Treasurer. This could be done in anticipation of 
the issuance of regular school bonds. Borrowing was com- 
pleted July 28, 1971 at a favorable interest rate of 2.99% 
with maturity due October 11, 1971. This borrowing has been 
repaid. 


The first issue of school bonds for $5,000,000 was nego- 
tiated by the Town Treasurer in October to achieve a con- 
siderable savings to the town. The bonds were issued for 15 
years rather than the previously planned 20 years. Subse- 
quentiy an interest rate of 4.85% was attained. 


A second issue in the amount of $5,400,000 will be issued 
before the job is completed. The committee is hopeful that 
this issue will also be at a favorable interest rate. 


Recent Legislation - School Construction Aid 


Chapter 110 of the Massachusetts General Laws for 1971 
which has been passed by the legislature and becomes effec- 
tive February 7, 1972 applies to our project. This law in- 
creases the basic aid for construction from 40% to 50% of 
the total project cost. A new and beneficial aspect of this 
law also provides for 50% reimbursement of interest costs 
relative to school building projects. 


This legislation means that during the next 15 years the 
town will receive approximately $1,112,423 additional basic 
school construction aid. The town will also receive approxi- 
mately $1,891,500 in reimbursement for interest payments for 
school bonds over the next 15 years. Total increase in re- 
imbursements over original estimates amounts to more than 
$3,000,000.

Construction Savings 

Your committee has been able so far to effect savings of 
approximately $50,000 resulting from rebidding of electrical 
sub-contracts and roofing-contracts, and the bidding of hard- 
ware items. 


Construction Progress 

As a whole construction is approximately 20 percent com- 
plete as of January 1, 1972. The following are percentages 
of completion of some major areas. 


Foundations 100% 
Site Utilities 80% 
Site Work 90% 
Plumbing 25% 
Electrical 15% 
Structural Steel 20% 
Poured Concrete 43% 


A conflict between steel fabricator and engineering de- 
tailers resulted in a 244 month delay in steel delivery. This 
has been resolved and present estimates indicate that by 
May of 1972, one month of the delay will have been made up. 


Schedule for Completion 

Substantial completion is set for early spring of 1978. 
Regular class should begin in the new building September, 
1973. 


Retirement of Harry S. Merson 

The committee wishes to recognize the many contribu- 
tions made by Mr. Merson during his 19 years as Superintend- 
ent of Schools and member of the School Building Needs 
Committee. During this time he has been a strong influence 
in the development of an adequate school building program 
for the town. 
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This committee during Mr. Merson’s Superintendency 
has overseen the construction of East Falmouth Elementary 
School, 1957; North Falmouth Elementary School, 1965; Fal- 
mouth Intermediate School, 1963; Field House Addition — 
Guv Fuller Field, 1968; Teaticket Elementary School, 1967, 
and presently the new Falmouth High School.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The reports which comprise this annual report describe 
more fully the nature of the tasks and issues which came 
before your School Committee during the school year 1971. 
If you take the time to read them you will find that the 
Committee faced critical issues in many areas of school opera- 
tion, far beyond the magnitude of the ones that usually come 
before a school committee in any town in the course of any 
Single year. 


Your Committee responded by addressing itself to each 
and every one with all its collective wisdom to make the 
decisions it hoped would improve the quality of education 
‘for the Town. 


Whether the issues pertained to staffing the schools, re- 
viewing school department policies, hearing requests and 
complaints from individuals or groups, seeking competent 
replacements for administrators, developing a budget, defend- 
ing its policy positions on matters concerning children and 
youth, attending meetings to keep abreast of educational 
developments, listening to staff describe the merits of new 
programs or different grading practices, honoring a retiring 
superintendent or welcoming a new one, your Committee 
acted as a body with each member able to state his position 
and interact with each other before recommendations were 
made or votes taken. 


The Committee is deeply indebted to the members of the 
School Building Needs Committee who worked so hard in 
researching the need for and implementing the plans for the 
new high school. The Committee also pays tribute to the 
School Community Adivsory Committee which has remained 
active under the leadership of Dr. Louise Wilson and with 
new membership. It has played an active role in stimulating 
discussion about such topics as regionalization with Mashpee, 
attitude of the community towards introducing family life 
education into the school curriculum and assignments of 
children to schools once the new high school is opened. 
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Your Committee also tried a new process in the hiring of 
administrative staff. When filling the position of Principal 
of the Intermediate School and finding a replacement for 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Committee invited repre- 
sentation from the schools and community to help in the 
screening process by acting as observers. The Committee 
knows that decisions take more time to make when more 
citizens are involved in the process, but it is convinced that 
the process makes for better decisions. 


It is for this reason that the Committee again had the 
individual school budgets presented publicly and were pleased 
that a member of the Finance Committee, Dr. Norman Star- 
osta, attended all of the budget sessions. 


As usual the year comes to an end, but it probably will 
be long remembered by those on the Committee because of 
the tremendous responsibilities each member assumed in 
measuring up to the trust that the electorate has come to 
expect.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS ACTING FOR THE TWO SUPERINTENDENTS 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth: 


Since I began my employment in Falmouth in 1953 I 
have carried some responsibility for parts of the annual 
School report. This year I find myself in a rather unique 
position. I have been propelled or projected into a more 
visible role simply because I form the link between two 
administrations of the school. What I say and report will 
be less eloquently done than your recently retired Superin- 
tendent of Schools, Harry S. Merson, would do, but neverthe- 
less I hope to capture in a small way his feeling for education 
and the community that supports it. Your new Superin- 
tendent of Schools, Dr. Richard L. Sheely, has not been here 
long enough to know all that has transpired throughout the 
year, but I can report candidly that he has strong commit- 
ments to education and brings the vigor of youth and the 
recency of training, study and hard experience to the position. 


I share with you the great loss we all felt when we 
heard that Mr. Merson planned to retire, but I rejoice with 
you about our good fortune in finding Dr. Sheely. I can’t 
let this moment pass without noting in this report that I 
have never enjoyed working with any man more than I have 
with Mr. Merson throughout the eighteen years I have known 
him. I never ceased to marvel at his graciousness, concern 
for others, wisdom, intelligence and knowledge in so many 
fields and especially in education. This community was in- 
deed fortunate to have this man for its superintendent. 


In reviewing the minutes of school committee meetings 
for the year and participating actively in almost all of them 
I would like to list for you what I see as some of your accom- 
plishments during the year. The order has no relation to 
importance. The report is not intended to be all inclusive 
so there, no doubt, are some issues omitted that should have 
been included. 


1. Activated a study committee with representation from 
the Falmouth Educators’ Association and from the School 
Committee and Administration to review the policies on 
teacher evaluation and recommend procedures to be fol- 
lowed for the school year 1971-72.

Open-Campus free periods. 


Changed the requirements for graduation from Lawrence 
High School as outlined and requested by the Adminis- 
trative Council of the school, thereby providing more 
flexibility in course selection for students and placing 
heavier responsibilities upon the guidance department 
to help students make realistic choices consistent with 
interests and abilities. 


Heard the concerns of a parent about the marking and 
grading system in one of the elementary schools and 
authorized the principal to report back with recommen- 
dations once the P.T.A. study was complete. 


Approved Falmouth’s participation in a Title ITI grant 
proposal for funds to study Open Campus and Open 
Education at the high school level. 


Accepted with gratitude the League of Women Voter’s 
brochure entitled Questions and Answers about the Pro- 
posed New High School. 


Accepted with regret the resignation of David Crosby, 
Principal of the Mullen-Hall School, and appointed Lawr- 
ence Cornell to the position after interviewing a number 
of candidates, some from within the system. 


Listened to members of the Recreation Committee and 
officers and members of the Falmouth Little League 
concerned about coordinating school and youth athletic 
programs. 


Received a letter from Head Start expressing appreciation 
for help in operating Head Start and particularly making 
available free lunches to the children.

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SOME OBSERVATIONS ABOUT THE SCHOOL YEAR 
BY THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


In any single year of a school system’s history there are 
events so monumental that their effects are profound and 
bear heavily upon the future of the institution. The year 
1971 for the Falmouth School system produced more of these 
happenings than one might normally expect in the course of 
any Single year selected at random. 


In recent years we have accepted the fact that change 
is a basic reality of life. We have witnessed the increasing 
momentum with which changes take place. We frequently 
are frightened both by their visible effects and by their 
potential or predicted effects. Yet all around us we also see 
evidences of the worth of many of the transformations. 
Sometimes the changes occur with such rapidity that we are 
neither aware of what has happened nor have the time to 
assess the impact of the change. What is true in society 
generally is equally true in a school system since it is only a 
smaller version of the larger society. 


Those who labor in schools have grown accustomed to 
change. Typically each year new programs are introduced. 
For years now we have accepted the fact that more pupils 
will enroll in September than were in attendance the year 
before. We find we miss that face and voice and friendship 
of the classroom teacher now retired, no longer a daily part 
of our lives. Some one in an administrative position hears 
of a better position and moves on leaving a void. A school 
committee member with years of service decides to end his 
term in office by not seeking reelection. 


Each of these events in its own way is important and has 
either positive or negative effects upon the operation of the 
system. In combination, several of these events might have 
more serious consequences. If all of them happened in any 
‘one year and in multiples in some instances, the results could 
be catastrophic . The survival capabilities of the institution 
would then depend upon several factors; the stability, adapt- 
‘ability and cohesiveness of the remaining members; the 
heritage left by the departing personnel; the characteristics 
and qualities of their replacements; and the faith of the 
citizens of the Town in the organization and their active 
participation or some representation from them in an orderly 
transitional process. 
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It is to these issues that as assistant superintendent of 
schools I would like to address my report to the School 
Committee. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Let me first comment about changes in the school com- 
mittee membership. Retiring this year from the committee 
were two members with long histories of intense dedication 
to the welfare of the community and especially to its children 
and youth. Manual T. Medeiros and Arthur Rabesa stepped 
down after serving many years. When one considers that 
membership in the School Committee automatically includes 
membership on the School Building Needs Committee, it is 
not difficult to imagine the number of meetings these two 
gentlemen attended throughout the years. Each, from my 
observation, was an active participant in all community meet- 
ings, had the best interests of the Town and youth at heart, 
and spoke eloquently and movingly at public gatherings when 
matters pertaining to education were discussed. They were 
honored by their fellow members with election to the position 
of Chairman. Mr. Medeiros is continuing as Chairman of the 
School Building Needs Committee. 


They left behind their spirit and commitment to the 
democractic process and their devotion to education. The 
newly elected candidates, Winfield Schley and Winslow Weeks, 
are excellent replacements, each bringing new ideas and new 
questions for the total committee’s reaction. They will learn, 
as have all others who are elected, that strength and convic- 
tion come to each from associations with others equally 
dedicated, as they engage in finding solutions to complex 
problems. The experience acquired by the retirees cannot be 
replaced overnight. The new members will learn, but it will 
take time. 


A one third change in a six member committee that has 
been together for a long time can affect the committee’s 
operation. Clashes can occur out of ignorance. The new 
members are to be commended for their awareness of their 
key position in the community and for their willingness to 
learn from their fellow members. The incumbents on the 
committee have been most patient as the new ones learn 
about the intricacies of the institution for which they are 
a policy body and about the needs of the community which 
they represent. 
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At least one other change is in the offing for the Com- 
mittee, since George Lebherz has already announced that he 
will not seek office again in March, 1972. Thus, in a short 
period of one year, one half of the committee will be new. A 
review of the past twenty years of School Committee mem- 
bership in Falmouth will reveal no such rapid turnover. 


SUPERINTENDENCY 


Changes in School Committee membership can be en- 
dured best when there is stability in the administrative lead- 
ership segment of the schools. Complicating the problems 
docally was the unexpected announcement by Harry S. Mer- 
son, Superintendent of Schools for nineteen years, that he 
was retiring as of November 1, 1971 and earlier, if a suitable 
replacement could be found. One can imagine the panic that 
descended upon a school committee already strained by the 
retirement of two of its own members. Their grave concern 
was further aggravated at this time by the necessity to 
interview candidates to fill the position created by the im- 
pending retirement of the Intermediate School principal. 
Probably the real worries resulted from the knowledge that 
the Superintendent of Schools is the educational: leader of 
the community. For years Harry Merson had provided the 
community and the Town with the type of leadership that 
moved the community into state and national spotlights in 
education. 


From the time that the Town received in June 1952 the 
report entitled Educating the Children of Falmouth, which 
was made at the request of the School Survey Committee, 
until October 1, 1971 Harry Merson served as Superintendent 
of Schools. He acted first upon the findings and recommen- 
dations of the report and then supplemented these over the 
intervening years with his own astute perceptions of what 
was necessary in terms of people, programs and principles 
that were essential if educational experiences were ever to 
become meaningful to boys and girls. A man of his knowl- 
edge, leadership and experience is difficult to replace. It was 
a most distressing time for the committee, especially those 
who had known him the longest, as they searched for a man 
to replace him, a man who had become the symbol of all 
that was good and fine in educational leaders. 


In spite of the agony of the task, the Committee accepted 
its reality, chose to involve staff and citizens in the selection 
process, and sought out the best qualified candidates for the 
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position. Many summer evenings were spent interviewing 
them, reacting to their presentations and credentials, visiting 
the communities in which they worked and finally narrowing 
the number to their appointee, Dr. Richard L. Sheely, Super- 
intendent of Schools from Lancaster, Ohio. 


Here begins another saga, the story of the new super- 
intendent who arrives on the scene after school has started, 
when most decisions of the year have already been made, 
and when the process for developing the school budget for 
the ensuing year is just beginning. Dr. Sheely adjusted 
easily to this assignment. He has made great efforts to meet 
all staff members and has spent much time with teachers 
new to Falmouth this year, learning from them how they see 
themselves, their jobs and the system. He is very conscious 
of the services that the press and radio can render and has 
made strong contacts with them. He’s well aware of the need 
for communication within the system and with those whose 
children are served by it. He has encouraged each building 
Staff to improve upon and increase contacts with the home. 
The director of the instructional media services is working 
with him on the publication of a newsletter which will be 
distributed on some regular basis. He has encouraged those 
who have begun or contemplate beginning programs that do 
have some potential for offering experiences which are some- 
what different from the traditional. Even though he has 
been encouraging with these projects he has been quick to 
call for a spelling out of goals and objectives and a plan for 
immediate and long-range evaluation. He brings a wealth of 
experience in teacher and program evaluation to the system 
which is proving extremely useful to all. 


Three months on the job is too short a time to form 
conclusions, but if his efforts to date are indicators of future 
endeavors in the field of education he will be the replacement 
that the school committee wanted when Mr. Merson retired. 


PRINCIPALS 


One of the major concerns of a School Committee is the 
development of policy for filling staff positions. A committee 
that has faith in its educational leaders will usually act 
favorably upon the recommendations presented to it by its 
superintendent. This policy has been the rule in Falmouth 
for many years now, especially in regard to the employment 
of teachers. For certain positions of particular concern and 
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visibility in the school and community, such as principals, 
guidance directors and the like the superintendent may 
screen the candidates and present the most likely ones to 
the committee for interview and then make a recommen- 
dation to the committee for its approval. By this process 
committee members have seen and heard the candidates and 
can understand the reasoning behind the superintendent’s 
position in regard to each one and can accept or reject his 
recommendation. 


The year 1971 brought the committee face to face with 
the need to make two appointments to particularly critical 
administrative positions in the school. The first one came 
when David Crosby, Principal of the Mullen-Hall Elementary 
school complex requested permission in the middle of the 
year to leave Falmouth to accept a similar position in Barn- 
stable. The committee accepted his resignation with regret 
and faced the task of finding a replacement. The Committee 
was very fortunate to hire from among many fine candidates 
Lawrence Cornell, who was in the process of phasing out a 
Title II federal project called COD (Curriculum Organization 
and Development) and who was available to begin his new 
duties soon after Mr. Crosby left. During the interview period, 
Miss Capel, Assistant Principal, kept the plant and program 
operative. 


Mr. Cornell brought to his job a style of administration, 
an openness of thought, and a willingness to work long hours. 
I encourage you to read his report which appears later to 
find out how he sees his work and what he has done to date. 


In the process of interviewing the candidates for the 
position of principal, the committee became more aware of 
the caliber of the local staff who aspired to the position. In 
fairness to them it was just impossible to overlook the ex- 
perience that Mr. Cornell could bring to the system. 


The second critical position to be filled became apparent 
when Henry Frank, Principal of the Intermediate School, 
announced his retirement to be effective August 1, 1971. Mr. 
Frank had long been associated with the Falmouth schools 
both as a teacher and an administrator, so that replacing him 
was not going to be easy. Complicating the issue was the 
concern of the community for the children in a woefully 
overcrodwded school that already had been on an extended 
day schedule to care for the number of children in attend- 
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ance. The Committee was well aware of the feeling of the 
community and therefore took the initiative to alter the 
staffing policy by enlisting the cooperation of staff, admin- 
istrators and parents. For the interviews of candidates for 
this position, the committee requested nominations from the 
Falmouth Educators Association, from the Parents Advisory 
Council of the Intermediate School and from the principals 
of the several schools. Although the added members acted 
as observers and did not have a final vote in the selection of 
the candidate, the School Committee allowed them to ask 
questions of the candidates and consulted with them about 
their reactions to each presentation. Although this was the 
Committee’s first venture with such an advisory council and 
there could have been more pre-planning if time had per- 
mitted, the Committee was satisfied with the process, and the 
decision to appoint Louis Fuccillo followed. His credentials 
were outstanding, his presentation dynamic and his person- 
ality strong. He accepted the appointment and began his 
new duties on August 1, 1971. In the following pages there 
is an account of his record to date. He did change things by 
knocking down walls, teaming teachers, organizing faculty 
councils, showing concern for youngsters in trouble, and 
putting the school back on the single session. He is still faced 
with the problems of over-crowding and at this time he and 
his faculty are considering options to relieve the over- 
crowdedness. 


TEACHERS 

It appears from the order of this presentation that the 
importance of personnel ranges down from school committee 
members to teachers. Even though the chronology of topics 
suggests that conclusion the belief of the writer is otherwise. 
The real strength of a school system rests with its teachers. 
They are the ones who have the closest relationships with 
pupils. The rest of us exist in part to make it more possible 
for them to do their jobs better. If recruitment of teachers 
remains as an administrative task, then administrators do 
play an important role in what happens in classrooms. So 
it is important that well meaning candidates for school com- 
mittee get elected, that the committee hire the most compe- 
tent administrators and that administrators hire, train and 
develop strong teachers. 


Since the theme of the story thus far has been change, 
let me continue with how changes in staff have influenced 
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the system. Every year somebody retires. Every year someone 
resigns to accept employment elsewhere. Teachers who have 
been in the system for many years, who are recognized in 
the community as having positive influences upon children, 
who are respected by their colleagues for their professional- 
ism and dedication to teaching and education are sorely 
missed when they retire or move away. 


During this year, 1971, we had more than the usual 
number. These teachers should not go unrecognized and 
these few words with their names serve as a reminder to all 
who know the many contributions and sacrifices they have 
made to and for the children of Falmouth throughout their 
years of service here. Each one has made it differently and 
children are the richer for having known them.

Two other notations about staff are worthy of attention. 
First, Mrs. Barbara T. Hayes, English teacher at the Inter- 
mediate School, moved with her family. She should be re- 
membered for her efforts to interest young adolescents in the 
dramatic arts. 


The second note concerns the announcement by Russell 
Marshall, Principal of Lawrence High School, that he intends 
to retire at the time the new school is ready for occupancy. 
Although it has been said that the School Committee’s re- 
quest in its budget for a principal to start work at the new 
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high school in July was unnecessary, there is probably no 
more important position to be filled in the coming year than 
that one. The present Lawrence High School with its 1,500 
or so enrollment demands the full-time attention of the 
present administrator and his assistants. The purpose for 
creating the new position is not to train the principal, but 
more importantly it is to have the new principal train the 
staff who will move into the building, supervise the develop- 
ment of equipment and furnishings lists, order the materials, 
be responsible for helping with program development, estab- 
lish policies and regulations governing the students and the 
use of facilities by them and the community, establish options 
for program choices, meet with community groups, and carry 
on a multiplicity of other tasks that no man carrying a full 
load of administering an already over-crowded building could 
possibly take on. It is not a training program for an admin- 
istrator. It will be the greatest test that a trained admin- 
istrator will face. How successfully he passes the test will 
determine what the school becomes in the years ahead! 


I can’t let the moment pass without offering a tribute 
to Harry S. Merson. I can think of no better way to do it 
than to use the words that were printed in The Foghorn, 
a weekly publication of the Rotary Club of Falmouth. On 
November 2, 1971 at Smith’s Olde Surrey Room, the Rotary 
Club, the Falmouth Jaycees and the Falmouth Educators 
Association honored him with a testimonial dinner. Russell 
B. Marshall acted as master of ceremonies and introduced 
friends of Harry’s who had shared over the years educational 
experiences with him. Besides local representation from the 
three clubs, the School Committee and Selectmen, there were 
good friends from such organizations as the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, the Massachusetts Superintend- 
ent’s Association, the Old Colony Superintendent’s Association 
and the New England School Development Council. 


Similar dinners or socials were planned for all the retirees 
and space here doesn’t permit recounting all the glowing 
acclamations spoken or implied. 


Possibly the content of these few short paragraph ex- 
presses how we feel about each other at times of separation. 
Although this one is in tribute to particular individual it is 
offered in part as a tribute to all educators who retired this 
year from the Pyevenee 
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A TRIBUTE TO HARRY S. MERSON 


Harry S. Merson, a Scot by birth, a New Englander by 
adoption, a Falmouthite and Cape Codder by choice and 
avocation, has endeared himself to the people of Falmouth 
as Superintendent of Schools for the last nineteen years. He 
took office at a time when the school population numbered 
under 2,000 and a new high school was opening and leaves 
it with a student population over 5,000 and another new 
high school under construction. Through these years he 
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provided the ultimate in dynamic educational leadership as 
indicated in one sense by the relatively few changes in 
School Committee membership. The Town can look back 
with pride upon the progress of its schools and can look 
ahead with hope to their continuing development. 


The annual town reports record for posterity the many 
accomplishments of the system under his leadership. The 
invited guests tonight will speak eloquently about those 
events in his life which touched them most intimately. The 
brief statements here may serve to remind us of the stature 
and the humility of the man who worked with us. 


His greatness comes from many sources. Among them 
are his strong believe in the worth and values of public edu- 
cation, his faith in the youth of America, his trust in the 
citizens of the Community to work for quality education. 
These beliefs resulted in a strong commitment in the use 
of his time and energy to see that all youth regardless of 
race, color, creed or economic status received all the benefits 
of the legacy due them under the Constitution of the United 
States. 


When belief and commitment are combined with cre- 
ativeness, imaginative and forward-looking solutions to com- 
plex problems result. Harry moved with the times keeping 
the best interests of “kids” always in the foreground. 


His humility was expressed in ways often unseen or 
unnoticed. He had the great capacity to provide the climate 
which enabled others to use their talents to the fullest. He 
was quick to give recognition to those who worked with him, 
whether student, teacher, or citizen. He was deeply impressed 
with the service rendered by the School Committee members 
to improving education in the Town and with the strong 
support they gave him as he performed his duties. He never 
failed to mention them as models of dedication to duty. 


In fact, it would not be surprising to hear him say that 
this honor bestowed upon him tonight is something which 
rightfully should be shared by all who live in Falmouth. This 
is the nature of the man for whom we care enough to show 
him tonight our true affection and love. 


It is in this spirit that we thank him for his stalwart 
leadership and wish him well in his new life as an active 
“retiree’’. 
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REPORT OF THE ACTIVITES OF THE BUSINESS MANAGER 


In this annual report that has used much space to de- 
Scribe the possible effects that changing personnel may have 
upon a school system it is only fair to balance the ledger 
with a brief account of a stabilizing influence on the school. 
I refer now to the contributions which the Business Manager, 
Donald Johnson, has rendered to the system during the 
course of the year and, in fact, since he was first employed. 


He, like the rest, had to make the transition from one 
administration to the other. In truth, he carried, perhaps, the 
single heaviest responsibility of any individual during the 
last three months of the year during the period when the 
budget is prepared. It would be an unusual night in the fall 
when the lights in his office at the School Administration 
Building were not burning as he labored with the infor- 
mation gleaned from the budget documents submitted by 
each principal. Yet, at each school, when the principal pre- 
sented his requests at an open meeting to the School Com- 
mittee, the budget documents were all prepared and avail- 
able in quantities for everyone in attendance. His own budget 
requests for the areas of his specific responsibility such as 
maintenance, transportation and cafeteria management were 
most carefully done with supporting data concerning need 
for increased or modified services. He and his staff had made 
the necessary studies and the reports reflected the quality of 
their work. 


In the data processing field alone his contributions are 
immeasurable. He has convinced the School Committee and 
others of the need to increase the capabilities of the present 
system of automation. He has the vision to see how the 
equipment can be used in countless ways to improve financial 
accounting procedures in the system. More importantly, he 
senses the values derived by students who have access to the 
equipment as instructional tools. The on-the-job training 
and the career possibilities make the leasing of the equip- 
ment stand high on the priority list of expenditures. 


Not only has he worked to convince the local officials, 
but he has invited others in the Town and outside the Town 
to consider expansion of the service on a regional basis 
thereby, saving money for many and making services more 
efficient. 
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The Falmouth School Committee has learned in a few 
short years to depend heavily upon him for answers to ques- 
tions of finance. Both Superintendents placed great trust 
in his ability to keep the accounts in order. Mr. Johnson 
deserves all the credit due him. He certainly works hard and 
long to earn it.

DEPARTMENT BUDGET 


The following pages contain the School Committee’s 
memorandum of estimated expenditures and receipts, which 
constitutes the school budget for 1972. 


It is strongly believed by the administration and School 
Committee that the budget for 1972 must be efficient, effec- 
tive and provide for prudent spending. It is further believed 
that every dollar in the budget should be justified to the 
degree that citizens in the community completely understand 
the expenditure program for the 1972 calendar school year. 


The figures are all based upon salary policy of 1971. 
Negotiations with employees are continuing as required by 
law. If changes in the salary policy result from these nego- 
tiations, the School Committee will propose appropriate 
amendments to the budget. , 


In preparing this budget, the School Committee has held 
eight public hearings (one at each school and one at the 
Administration Building) at which the staff presented their 
budgets in minute detail. Citizens were invited and partici- 
pated in these hearings. 


. Subsequently the committee carefully reviewed each bud- 
get. Though the staff requests are toward improved educa- 
tion, the School Committee has nevertheless eliminated some 
$158,000. from department budgets.

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_ ANNUAL REPORT FROM THE PRINCIPAL OF 
LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


Lawrence High continues to operate on the “Open Cam- 
pus” program. We are pleased to hear about the many 
schools in New England that have adopted this plan of oper- 
ation. We have had four years of experience and a survey of 
it should be part of this report. As principal I see in this 
type of program an opportunity to make the school intellec- 
tually attractive, enough so to challenge students in worth- 
while experiences during their free time. There will be op- 
portunities to develop more independent study for pupils and 
exchange programs of pupils for periods of a few days to a 
full semester with other high schools in the State. Wein the 
administrative end are constantly challenged to develop new 
courses and to encourage teachers to try new methods of in- 
Struction. The faculty is now totally committed to planning 
for the transition to the new high school. In-service training 
for teachers this year has been focused on change: open 
classrooms, curriculum change and additions, coordinated 
teacher-student planning and innovative course structures. 
These are the critical and important areas under discussion. 


Teachers are being encouraged to visit schools where in- 
novative teaching is in progress to see at first hand some of 
the new and different approaches to education. We have 
found that all of these things have been brought about by 
our adoption of “Open Campus”, which, in itself, was a chal- 
lenge to study new approaches and to seriously think about 
the idea of the goals we have adopted for Falmouth. It is 
my opinion that “Open Campus” has been a successful prac- 
tice. The large majority of students have profited by the 
challenge it presents. We recognize that there are some 
areas that need improvement, but we are optimistic that with 
adequate facilities some of these improvements will be ac- 
complished. 


This past year we have extended Distributive Education 
to include grades 9 and 10. Another trained teacher was 
added to the staff to make the expansion possible. The major 
objectives of the program are to develop an understanding of 
the contributions that the field of marketing make for the in- 
dividual and society, and to develop an awareness of the 
varied career opportunities in distributive fields. 


This year we further developed the elective courses in 
the English Department with courses that were formulated 
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through cooperative planning by students and teachers. A 
few sample titles for freshmen and sophomores which they 
will take are The Novel, Humanities, and Writing Reinforce- 
ment. Juniors and seniors may elect Issues of Contention, 
News Media, Public Speaking and The Modern Novel. We 
have found from among their choices that making electives 
possible, there is a higher interest level on the part of stu- 
dents and their responses have been gratifying. 


In the Science area in addition to the traditional courses 
three interesting ones are being offered. The first is Marine 
Biology which emphasizes the ecological aspect of Biology. 
Classes are held at the Sea Farms Laboratory located on an 
estuary in East Falmouth which is particularly adapted to the 
study of marine life. These classes meet seven periods week- 
ly. The course tends to enroll students with a high interest 
in marine biology. A second course, Introduction of Oceano- 
graphy, was added during this year for juniors and seniors 
with an interest in Oceanography. In includes the study of 
the history of Oceanography as well as the ecological and the 
biological aspects of Oceanography. Both the Sea Farms 
Laboratory and facilities at Woods Hole are used for field 
work. The third course in the series of new offerings is 
Advanced Biology which is offered to students who are espe- 
cially science-oriented. The Marine Biological Laboratory in 
Woods Hole offers to the school the use of their modern facili- 
ties so that students not only become acquainted with modern 
research methods but also have the advantage of the use of 
their scientific library. Field trips during which specimens 
are collected provide students with a real knowledge of local 
marine life. Few school systems in the country are as rich in 
Scientific resources as is Falmouth. What is more important, 
Falmouth is proud of the record that testifies to the willing- 
ness and desire of the scientists in the institutions to coope- 
rate with the schools. The three courses described are all 
popular and requests about them come from students and 
teachers from other schools in the State. 


To meet the ever changing demands on education for the 
future more emphasis is being placed on Computer Mathema- 
tics and Data Processing. We anticipate faster growth in 
this field and in several curriculum areas as the school sys- 
tem begins to use more sophisticated data processing equip- 
ment. 
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I would like to close this report by expressing to you, the 
members of the school committee and to the people of Fal- 
mouth, my sincere appreciation for the help and understand- 
ing that I have always received. It has made my job pleas- 
ant and gratifying.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
| INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


Although the pupil enrollment continues to be a major 
concern in relationship to space and programming at the 
Intermediate School, several worthwhile achievements were 
recorded at the school this past year. 


In September, the Intermediate School opened with 1,120 
students and as of the end of December 1971, the student 
enrollment figure had increased to 1,268. 


Among a series of notable citations for the year are fa- 
culty in-service days, evening meetings for the faculty, im- 
provement of teacher evaluation techniques, additions to the 
staff and self-improvement courses taken by numerous teach- 
ers at Bridgewater State College, Boston University, and 
Clark University. 


This past year saw also the development of the mini- 
course elective program, the addition of Algebra I to the cur- 
riculum, the start of the WCIB Radio Club for Falmouth In- 
termediate School pupils, the strengthening of the Student 
Council, the publication of the Falmouth Intermediate School 
monthly newsletter, the scheduling of several open houses 
and pupil-parent orientation evening meetings, the introduc- 
tions of eighth grade students to the Upper Cape Regional 
Vocation School through talks and visitations, and the use of 
a step-up day concept to help students in grades 6, 7 and 8 
adjust to their new assignments for the following year. 


In order to place all students on a Single session it was 
necessary to develop a completely new schedule with the cur- 
riculum areas of social studies and science restored to the 
status of full year programs. To make it possible to house 
and schedule all students in one session several changes in 
utilizations of space and staff were introduced. 
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Two teams were implemented at the sixth grade level, 
geared to the concept of team teaching. All sixth grade 
teachers were grouped in teams for future development in 
team teaching and to plan better at their grade level. Walls 
were removed between two sets of classrooms to create open 
spaces to accommodate the teaching teams. | 


The English Department introduced their CLUE Pro- 
gram, (Coordinated Learning Units in English), which is 
also being team taught. R. Curtis McKee, English Depart- 
ment leader at Lawrence High School, is coordinating this 
program with the English staff at Falmouth Intermediate 
School. This plan has been two years in the making. The 
English teachers and their classes were scheduled so that 
they could meet daily for planning. 


The Social Studies teachers at Falmouth Intermediate 
School are also involved in the team teaching approach, and 
they are developing future plans to make the approach a 
reality for the total department. 


As a result of single sessions, the after school program 
at Falmouth Intermediate School was very successful. Par- 
ticipation and interest of both boys and girls in the athletic 
programs increased tremendously. Leagues were formed, 
competition was healthy and the end result was a noticeable 
lift in the “Esprit de Corps” of the student body. Other ben- 
efits were manifested through better understanding and in- 
tegration of all age groups in school. 


The faculty of the Falmouth Intermediate School is pres- 
ently engaged with the Community School Advisory Commit- 
tee in an in-depth study of the Middle School, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Louise Wilson, in order to help the school 
committee formulate policy about enrollment of children in 
grades five through eight, once the new high school is oc- 
cupied. 


FOOS (Falmouth Out-of-School Program), in its second 
year of operation, has increased from 136 students and four 
teachers in 1970, to 317 students and fourteen sixth grade 
teachers in 1971. This growth indicates a tremendous inter- 
est and willingness on the part of students, teachers, parents, 
and citizens to help students gain extensive experience in 
understanding their community. 


Presently being planned is a program of drug education. 
Its purpose will be to give to eighth grade students facts and 
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information on the use and abuse of drugs. Students will 
be informed of the types of drugs which have been and are 
being used in Falmouth. Emphasis will be placed on the 
social, physical, and mental health consequences. Several 
local citizens knowledgeable in this area, will be asked to 
assist in the presentation. The program is being brought 
about through the combined efforts of the Falmouth Inter- 
mediate School Administration, the local police department, 
the town social services agencies, and the social studies staff 
at the Falmouth Intermediate School.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL 


The past year can probably be best described at North 
Falmouth as a growing year. This growth took place in 
several ways. 


I think we all developed a keener awareness of the rapid 
development in teaching techniques and philosophies during 
this period of educational evolution with the strengths and 
limitations of each becoming more clearly visible. With the 
return of two of our teachers, Mrs. Metcalf and Mrs. Sands, 
who spent part of last summer visiting and studying the 
British Infant School in Oxfordshire, England, our discus- 
sions and their subsequent implementation of this philo- 
sophy into their classrooms have been of great interest to all 
of us. Several of our teachers have also visited other schools 
in this system that are developing similar forms of teaching. 


From these experiences we are developing a broader per- 
spective of the needs of the individual child as they relate to 
his feelings of personal worth, emotional stability and social 
responsibility as well as providing for him a continuity of 
curriculum that guarantees exposure to the basic skills of 
learning. 


We have also grown numerically. The unexpected en- 
rollment of 34 students this September has increased our 
classes to over 30 each at the kindergarten and first grade 
levels. 
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This influx of students caused us to modify our teacher 
aide program so that the aides become available to work with 
pupils at the lower elementary level. Because of the increase 
in enrollment and because our pupil-teacher ratio is high 
we have asked for an additional teacher for next year. 


We are very fortunate to have a hard working group of 
volunteers helping Mrs. Metcalf in the kindergarten this 
year. Their assistance has enabled her to cope with the 
larger enrollment. We hope to expand the use of volunteers 
to other areas in 1972. 


In the past year we have stressed development of Learn- 
ing Disabilities programs ranging from group work in class- 
rooms to individual help in the reading laboratory. We feel 
that programs of this type should be intensified to include 
more professional help for younger children. 


In conclusion, I feel that this has been a very interest- 
ing, challenging and informative year and the results of our 
efforts can best be evaluated by the image the school pre- 
sents to the community through the eyes of our children.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 


“IT view education as the most important subject which 
we aS a people are engaged in...... % 
Abraham Lincoln 


All our teachers would echo these words as a personal 
commitment; I’m sure many of our parents would agree. The 
what and how of education are and have been subjects of 
great conversation in our school by teachers and parents. 
Via P.T.A. meetings, school meetings, yearly reports, and news 
media, we have explained new programs and innovations to 
the parents and citizens of Falmouth. The task before us 
now is to evaluate properly those new educational practices 
that have been instituted to excite children, and to support 
the educational goals adopted by the town in February, 1970. 


If in the immediate future for staff and parents of-our 
school is a concern for evaluation, I see several things that 
should begin to develop as starting points. 
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There should be some sort of staff organizational struc- 
ture to provide time to be involved in evaluation. I envision 
some sort of administrative team being instituted, including 
the principal and three or four teachers, who would represent 
a cross section of our school, i.e., one each from the new teach- 
ers in the building, the open classes, team teaching rooms, 
and self-contained classrooms. Time for their meetings and 
inschool observations would be provided in a variety of ways 
through creative scheduling, use of teacher aides, and in- 
volvement of parents. 


A parallel group, a committee of parents and/or inter- 
ested citizens, should be formed either through the East 
Falmouth P.T.A. or other means. The group would work 
with, and meet with, the school administrative team to re- 
flect parental views of our school’s program. 


Communication to parents about all facets of the school’s 
operation should be increased. We have just recently in- 
stituted a vehicle for this information in the form of “THE 
EAST WIND”, a newsletter which will be sent home every 
two months with all pupils. But communication is a two-way 
media, and feedback from the home must be developed 
through the P.T.A., school meetings, or other means. 


This is not to imply that the future holds only evalua- 
tion of what has been instituted. It should simultaneously 
provide upgrading and refinement of present programs, es- 
pecially those that seem to be most evident to all as being 
successful. 


Other items of concern for the future would include an 
analysis of the amount of home construction in East Falmouth 
and the family migration to the area that takes place be- 
cause of the housing developments. The usual result is over- 
crowding in the school. 


There are several possible solutions to the problem of 
over-crowding and these are being studied by the school ad- 
ministration. 


One other item, always of importance, is finance. How 
do we continue to provide quality education without spiraling 
costs, adding to already heavy budget demands? 


How easy to write this report, or more important, to 
evaluate, if one could read the future. Just maybe, patience 
will have to be our “thing” as we examine our goals and prac- 
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tices. I would like to offer a few words by F. Earl Williams in 
conclusion, “Education is not something done to but some- 
thing done by an individual which is actually self-education- 
al. It is a slow, subtle growth entailing a lifetime of self- 
discipline and an unquenchable passion to learn and to grow 
up to the full stature of one’s abilities. The outcome should 
be competent, self-active, responsible, and socially minded 
citizens, whose lives are predicated on faith, courage, integ- 
rity, intelligence, and the will to achieve”.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL 


On April 26, 1971, I had the pleasure of assuming the 
Principalship of the Mullen-Hall School. Until that time the 
school was under the capable direction of David Crobsy who 
is now Principal of the Centerville School in Barnstable and 
Miss Eleanor Capel who served as Acting Principal after Mr. 
Crosby left in February. 


My first nine months in this position have been inter- 
esting and at times exciting. The school has a great many 
strengths. One of these is the great interest that the ee eatti 
have exhibited in a number of ways including: 


Helping individual or groups of students. 
Substituting while a teacher visits a school. 

Staffing our libraries. 

Driving groups of students to points as diverse as 
Wellfleet and Plymouth, Massachusetts -and Hollis, 
New Hampshire. 

5. Playing the guitar. 

6. Filling aquariums. 

7. Teaching an art lesson. 

8. Sleeping in a cabin with twelve second graders.

A second strength is the variety of teaching styles and 
methods of classroom operation used by teachers. The temp- 
tation is to label and categorize these styles, but I find that 
the labeling is not a helpful process because there are twenty- 
eight classrooms and each differs from the others in some re- 
spects. I see a main part of my role as principal as trying 
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to match the parental expectations, children’s needs and 
teacher styles in as open a manner as possible. That is an 
impossible task in an absolute sense, but one at which we 
must work. The ultimate would be if each teacher could 
describe her program and be visited by all parents and stu- 
dents and a matching obtained. 


To this end we have tried to make all parents and any 
interested person feel welcome to visit any part of the school 
at any time. Also we have set up one group of five class- 
rooms on the first floor of the Mullen Building as a separate 
program. 


The program originated as an idea on the part of two 
first grade teachers, Mrs. Arnold and Mrs. Campbell, to co- 
operate in the use of adjacent classrooms using one as a quiet 
area and one aS a messy, noisy area. Informal discussions 
took place which expanded to include ten or twelve teachers 
who considered becoming part of the operation and finally 
involved the entire faculty in a discussion on in-service day, 
May 19, at Coonamessett Pond and May 24, at my house. 
There were some misunderstandings as to what was intended 
and who was to be involved but eventually five teachers, Mrs. 
Arnold, Mrs. Campbell, Mrs. Piggott, Mrs. MacGregor (who 
was then an aide at the East Falmouth School) and Mr. 
Burtis were self selected. | 


Their statements of purpose were as follows: 


1. The child will largely direct his own course of study; 
becoming more responsible, self reliant and self dis- 

 ciplined. 

2. The child will progress through different subject areas 
at a rate in which he is comfortable and capable of 
handling. 

3. The program will provide an environment that will 
meet the child’s intellectual, social and emotional 
needs. 


On Tuesday, June 1, a meeting with parents was called 
to describe the new program. Possibly because some of them 
had heard that we were doing away with reading and writing, 
we had a fine turnout of over one hundred and fifty people. 
After a brief description of the program a question and an- 
swer period took place which lasted over two hours and was 
followed by informal discussion until 11:00 p.m. when I turned 
out the lights. The questions covered a broad area but 
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most of them centered around the question of whether basic 
subjects would be taught as completely as in other classrooms. 


Following the meeting parents were invited to enroll 
their children in the program. Interest was as follows: 
Grade 1 — 24 Grade 3 — 32 
Grade 2 — 35 Grade 4 — 38 
Grade 5 — 33 


Except for grade one the numbers admitted were reduced to 
thirty by placing additional names on a waiting list. 


This program has been operating for four months now 
with almost continuous evaluation and modification by the 
team of teachers and seems to be meeting the expectations of 
most parents and students. Seventeen students are signed 
up as of this date to enter next year’s first grade. 


A number of additional programs both new and con- 
tinuing are in operation. The other five fifth grades are con- 
tinuing to operate a semi-departmentalized program with 
ability groupings for mathematics and reading and all other 
Subjects taught in a heterogeneously grouped homeroom. 
These other subjects include social studies which uses Man: 
A Course of Study as its core and various science units de- 
veloped by the Elementary Science Study Group (ESS). The 
fifth graders continue to visit the National Seashore for one 
full week and the Falmouth Historical Society for a day. 
There is general satisfaction with both these programs. 


In addition, a new venture was planned which involved 
taking a group of twelve fifth graders camping in the White 
Mountains for a weekend in early October. Two boys were 
chosen at random from each fifth grade and along with Don- 
ald Johnson, Business Manager for the school system and a 
strong believer in camping and other outdoor experiences 
for chiidren, Cobb Burtis and myself hiked and camped for 
three days including climbing Mt. Hancock. We hope to 
offer this or a similar experience to most fifth graders. 


Fourth graders continue to visit the town Conservation 
Area at Coonamessett Pond during the year. Some students 
in grades one through four are using the Science Curriculum 
Improvement Study (SCIS) science materials for the first 
time and they seem to be provoking interest. 


A new resource this year has been our Poet-in-Residence 
who worked with students in grades two, three and five. Mr. 
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Alan Dugan came once a week for-seven weeks and spent 
forty minutes each with five classes. Teacher comments on 
the program include the following: 


1. “The children loved having a real poet and adult in 
the room. He was warm and responsive.” 

2. “One day Mr. Dugan\answered the children’s poems 
by writing a verse on the board. This was his re- 
sponse to each poem they had written and it de- 
lighted them.” 


In general, teachers would like to have the program again 
although they would like to be able to indicate their expecta- 
tions and be involved in selecting a poet who would develop 
his program with these expectations in mind. Participating 
teachers were Marion Smith, Jeanne Yarnell, Jane Cunning- 
ham, Maureen Campbell and Howard Campbell. 


Another new program involved sending a group of 
twenty-two second graders with their teacher, Mrs. Campbell, 
myself, two teenagers and several parents to the Beaverbrook 
Association conservation site in Hollis, New Hampshire to live 
for a week. We visited a dairy farm twice, a saw mill, an 
apple orchard, a fish hatchery, beaver dams and explored 
conservation trails. In addition, the experience of living 
together provided opportunities to cooperate and understand 
one another that could never occur in a regular school set- 
ting. This, of course, is also true of the National Seashore 
and White Mountains experiences mentioned earlier. There 
have been some comments that seven year olds are too young 
for this kind of experience, but my personal observations 
cause me to disagree. 


We are presently planning two teacher workshops in 
January in which over twenty-four teachers will spend a 
weekend at Beaverbrook and hopefully will see additional 
ways that we can make use of these fine facilities. 


Another resource that we have taken advantage of is the 
Falmouth Out-of-School Program (FOOS). Seventy-eight 
sixth graders have each spent a full week helping in a class- 
room as a teacher aide. Eighteen different classroom teach- 
ers have been involved. The FOOS helpers have been ex- 
tremely valuable especially in the lower grades because of 
the continuity of their presence and their enthusiasm. 


In addition, two FOOS students spent a week helping me 
in the activity called, “What Does a Principal Do?” 
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... We have also had twenty to twenty-five high school stu- 

dents providing help which has ranged from an occasional 
one hour stint to some who come every afternoon to some 
who spent a full week at the National Seashore. 


Also we had two student teachers from Bridgewater 
State College with us for the first quarter and expect to have 
several more in April. Although this would not be noteworthy 
in some school systems it represents a considerable accom- 
plishment in Falmouth where our distance from all colleges 
is great. In addition, if we can supplement these with other 
interns from the University of Massachusetts and University 
of Connecticut, this will add a certain leavening to our educa- 
tional and in-service training processes. 


We also have had the assistance of three aides under 
Operation Mainstream since September. One aide has been 
working in third grade and the libraries, a second in kinder- 
garten and our vertically grouped ‘team and the third has 
been offering art activities in our vertically group team. 


A great many other projects both small and large have 
been undertaken this year. Mrs. McDonald’s fourth graders 
are visiting the Ice Arena to learn how to curl. Mrs. Nwanagu 
and Mrs. Burtis have been going skating three times a week 
with their classes. Mrs. McParland and Miss Cunningham 
participated jointly in preparing and carrying out a feast in- 
volving Pilgrims and Indians in November. Mrs. Yarnell has 
a recorder group in her class in addition to recorder groups 
conducted on a school wide basis by Mrs. Crowell. There is 
a new choral group under Mrs. Crowell’s direction. First 
graders have been baking in Miss Bates’ class. Most first 
grades have fifth graders coming in to help. Several teach- 
ers including Mrs. McParland and Miss Goudreau have been 
exchanging students for reading instruction. In all class- 
rooms students have some time to pursue their own interests. 


_ Unfortunately some classrooms have come to be labeled 
“open” or “informal” classrooms, but if several impartial ob- 
servers were to walk through the school I’m positive that no 
two of them would agree on which rooms were “open” and 
which were not. 


One of my duties as principal has been to show a number 
of visitors around the school. They have come from Middle- 
boro, Marion, New Bedford, Acushnet, Project ERR, Milton 
Academy and the Fall River Parochial schools among others. 
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A reaction of many of them has been that the whole school 
looks like an interesting place and that the children seem to 
enjoy themsevles. My own observations verify this. 


I’m hopeful that in the future we can all acknowledge 
the facts that there are as many teaching styles, attitudes, 
opinions, expectations and classroom procedures as there are 
faculty members in the Mullen-Hall School and these vary 
from day to day, even minute to minute. There are not just 
two. Parental expectations and children’s likes and dislikes 
vary even more. The ideal for me will be when teachers oper- 
ate in ways that are comfortable for them, parents have chil- 
dren enrolled in classrooms they approve of and children are 
in classes they like. 


For the coming year I believe we must work on describ- 
ing our various programs more clearly and evaluating them 
so that parents and children can make more intelligent 
choices based on*better information. 


I would like to thank the total staff including Miss Capel, 
Assistant Principal, Mr. Campbell, Task Leader for the Hall 
School, Mrs. Cavanaugh and Mrs. Creighton, my secretarial 
staff, Mr. Smith, Mr. Murray, Mr. Stevenson, Mr. Lafond and 
Mr. Riner of the custodial staff, all teachers, supervisors and 
administrative personnel in the central office and other 
schools who have helped me to begin this new position.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
TEATICKET SCHOOL 


This has been a year of challenge and change. The chal- 
lenge has been in refocusing the school program so that it 
more closely agrees to the goals for the Falmouth schools, 
as well as to adapt it to a rising pupil enrollment level. 


It is the intention of this report to cite some of the ac- 
tivities underway this year that typify the interest that the 
staff and I have in making this a more exciting and relevant. 
learning center for all the children. 


The typical classroom arrangement in a school building 
has been somewhat modified. Instead of clustering all grade 
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levels together we have planned an intermix of classes with 
fifth and second grade. rooms side by side as but one example. 
This change has had an immediate and positive effect around 
the school. Pupils have become more understanding to the 
needs of others as indicated by the large number of older 
students in the student tutoring program. In addition, it 
has helped each child regardless of age to see more of the 
total educational experiences with which he is involved while 
at school. 


Some classrooms have a mixture of pupils representing 
two or three age levels. These classes are called the ‘“verti- 
cally grouped” classes. The teachers and parents with chil- 
dren in this program have worked closely together during the 
planning and implementation stages. The results thus far, 
as indicated by pupil attitude, interest and learning accom- 
plishments, are favorable. 


In order to allow the classroom teacher to have more 
flexibility in handling pupil learning needs, we have ex- 
panded the teacher aides program this year. The aides have 
become an invaluable part of the school program, offering 
assistance to the staff in all of the school functions. 


The volunteer program has continued to involve parents 
directly in the affairs of the school. The number of volun- 
teers varies from time to time, but the program continues to 
offer valuable service to the students as well as to make the 
school more public to the community. 


There is more after school and night activity at the 
school this year than ever before. This has been an import- 
ant direction in making greater use of the school facilities 
to the community. The after-school student program, under 
the supervision of Robert Klein of the Title I staff, has great- 
ly expanded to include a wide range of activities such as 
horseback riding, wood carving, basketball and volleyball 
playing, pottery making, cooking and baking, and has at- 
tracted about two hundred children. In addition, the school 
facilities have been opened to secondary students and adults 
from the school district for their sport activities. 


The staff has studied the physical activity needs of the 
students as related to the present playground areas at school. 
Out of this study a project has been formulated that will make 
the playground a more exciting and useful area. Parents 
and students will be working cooperatively with the teach- 
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ers on the construction of platforms, rope climbers and walk- 
ing beams. A continuing study will be made to expand the 
play opportunities for all age levels in the district. 


There are other things that have added special excite- 
ment and value to the pupils’ learnings this past year. Among 
them were the assignment of several student teachers from 
Bridgewater State College for a semester, the poet-in- 
residence who worked with some seventy students on crea- 
tive expression and a week-long trip to a farm area in New 
Hampshire for some first and second graders. 


Abraham Lincoln once said, “With public sentiment, 
nothing can fail, without it nothing can succeed”. Keeping 
this in mind, we have made efforts to increase the variety of 
community contacts. Through the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion, discussion groups, Open Houses, parent-teacher confer- 
ences, use of the school facilities, volunteer and teacher aide 
programs we are seeking a higher level of understanding on 
everyone’s part about the role of the school in the life of 
the community.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
WOODS HOLE SCHOOL 


| The profile of American education will continue to change 

shape as it has since the beginning of time. We are fortunate 
to be a part of the preparation for change that will make 
education the first choice of our youngsters in their search 
for a challenging and satisfying life. 


A recent change for a rewarding life well spent as an 
educator was the retirement of our superintendent who left 
a most delightful taste in our mouths because of his open- 
ness to change and new ideas. His whole heart was wrapped 
up in motivating pupils in the direction of a happy life and 
maximum growth. Again we have inherited a new superin- 
tendent who offers enthusiasm and challenge and whose re- 
ceptiveness denotes a basic understanding of education and 
the changes taking place in today’s complex society. 


This year at the Woods Hole School, we offered the same 
“Old Challenging Story—ever New” with an increased envir- 
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onment for real learning in the early years (ages 4-9). We 
aim for more flexibility in school organization and staffing 
patterns which are geared to individualizing instruction and 
to providing a Learner-Center environment. The younger 
children are on the first floor, older ones on the second. All 
ages merge for special purposes and programs. 


The Open Classrom on the second floor is a complete suc- 
cess and could very well be used for a model. The COME- 
ALIVE CLASSROOM by Cook, Caldwell and Christensen ad- 
vocates the types of standards that are observable as chil- 
dren proceed in their busy way on their work contracts or 
plans for the day. At the end of the day there is a follow-up 
by a self-evaluation plus the pupil-teacher evaluation. 


The Open Classrooms give rise to a multitude of oppor- 
tunities for citizenship training. With freedom goes respon- 
Sibility is a concept learned very early as youngsters assume 
daily responsibility for ringing the bells, displaying and tak- 
ing down the flag, distributing and serving milk and lunches. 


Supervision of kindergarten activities and assuming re- 
sponsibility along with parents as playground supervisors and 
aides are leading roles played by the young student body. 


The Each One Teach One and Do It Yourself approaches 
are obviously successful methods of learning to live and work 
together in this small community school. It is not a novelty 
to see a kindergartener lecturing to an upper classman; a 
first grader lost in a Learner Center teaching a kindergarten- 
er or a Classmate to read or sharing some other interesting 
experience; second and third grade youngsters supervising 
large and small group learning activities. 


The flexibility in the school curriculum lends itself to 
innumerable real living experiences which foster develop- 
ment of civic minded, responsible citizens. A litter campaign 
was conducted where a youngster won first prize for the most 
creative poster and a class won first prize for the most crea- 
tive group project. Posters were displayed throughout the 
town. 


The classroom really came alive when third graders and 
the Lawrence High School Advanced Biology Class shared an 
Ecology trip to the National Seashore Park for a day of 
awareness - Listening - Observing - Exploring! Local com- 
munity trips, also, serve to inspire pupils with excitement for 
exploration and discovery as classes take advantage of the 
rich experiences afforded by walks to local beaches, ponds, 
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the Scientific Institutions, library, post office, fire house, ships 
such as the Alcoa SEA PROBE which is the world’s first and 
only all aluminum ship. 


Trips to Plymouth, The Doll Factory, Boston’s Children’s 
Theater all serve to bring real living into the Come-Alive 
Classroom. 


Involvement of parents and community resources are our 
greatest natural assests. We can proudly boast that our old- 
est citizen, Prince Crowell, is a frequent visitor and lecturer 
at our school. Even though he spent his ninety-first birth- 
day in the hospital, he wrote a letter to the school children 
in response to a card he received. In it he stated, “I am proud 
of the way the Woods Hole School is run today.” 


Since we do indeed understand ourselves and our en- 
vironment in light of the view of the previous experiences of 
the past, what is a more challenging way to transmit and re- 
live history of the town and the world than to have local 
and world citizens share first hand Knowledge in the class- 
room? Unusual talent was exhibited by a first grader whose 
parents joined with her to have a real Swedish holiday fes 
tival. | 


Class visits to homes provide enthusiasm for more life- 
long experiences, capitalizing on various interests of pupils. 
A kindergarten class met in a home and cooked and served 
their own breakfast which appeared to be a Never-to-be-For- 
gotten venture. 


A total school highlight was the Thanksgiving feast when 
the second and third graders involved the entire student body. 
Each class prepared some part of the real Thanksgiving din- 
ner for his contribution to the most human experience of a 
life time. The whole curriculum merged the total day into 
an integrated experience worth the extra effort it took the 
children to plan and execute a real live dinner with the so- 
cial graces that accompany a formal dinner. 


Many citizens representing a variety of nationalities con- 
tribute educational experiences through a study of World 
Cultures, thus creating an environment for understanding 
and a healthy respect for the values and cultures of all in- 
dividuals. Our studies take us around the world as we learn 
about man’s cultural heritage. We begin with an interest in 
United Nations Week, progress to customs around the world 
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and launch out into birthdays and contributions of great 
Americans. The youngsters thus become motivated to pursue 
favorite subjects in more depth. 


Local families visit and become involved with their chil- 
dren in World understandings. Our unusual volunteer list 
numbers 59 including 16 different categories. We have vol- 
unteer playground supervisors for morning and lunch recess 
whicn are difficult areas to cover with volunteers. Parents 
have relieved the classroom teachers of the daily collection 
of lunch and milk money thus allowing teachers to meet and 
greet the class and to capitalize on the enthusiasm they seem 
to be bubbling with as they arrive at school. 


The desk is manned by parents in the absence of the 
part-time secretary in the afternoon. Classrooms are utiliz- 
ing parents in various capacities on a daily basis. 


Library help stems from parent volunteers. Also, the 
Book Club adds additional books to the library. This is done 
by a parent who completely relieves the school of any respon- 
sibility. 

For all these volunteer services and many others, we are 
grateful and our children are all the more responsive be- 
cause of the added services of parents and friends in the com- 
munity. 


The Poet-in-residence was an innovation well worthwhile 
for encouraging creativity among the young children who 
seem to have an endless source of this precious talent. 


The school doctor-psychiatrist combination is a feature 
of the school system of which we can very well be proud. Its 
uniqueness is unknown elsewhere. 


Benjamin Fine in his writings about education has this 
to say about reporting to parents. “Happily there is a gradual 
turning away from old-fashioned marking and reporting 
methods that tended to make grades rather than attitudes, 
knowledge and changes the soul of education.” Our meth- 
ods of reporting are being reviewed. A variety of reporting 
procedures are being explored by the staff. Some members 
are already experimenting with what they feel is a more 
effective reporting procedure. 


As we promote and cope with change, we hope that the 
direction of shift in education will occur in some or all of the 
following ways: 
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From groups to individual 

From memory to inquiry 

From graded to non-graded 

From teaching as talking to teaching as guiding 
From the spiritless climate to a zest for learning 


George Leonard’s book, “Education and Ecstasy”, sums 
up our philosophy when he explains why he feels that the 
school should be more enjoyable. “It need not be an oppres- 
Sive place for children to resist. Humanizing the school takes 
into account not only the minds of pupils but the hearts, the 
emotions and the human needs of each one.” 


For us the challenge is to move the school towards these 
goals more rapidly and more responsibly.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COORDINATOR OF THE 
FALMOUTH OUT OF SCHOOL PROGRAM 


The Falmouth Out Of School (FOOS) Program was orig- 
inally initiated by a group of citizens, parents, and school 
Staff with Dr. Carl Bowin as Chairman of the FOOS Commit- 
tee. Its purposes were to help alleviate the overcrowding in 
the Intermediate School and to help children discover for 
themselves the things which concern and interest adults. 


The following goals were outlined by the FOOS Commit- 
tee: 


1. To have students gain experience in thinking for 
themselves. 

2. To allow students to see “behind the scenes” in the 
world of work. 

3. To provide students with opportunities to learn about 
people, their lives, interests, and problems. 

4. To let students see how school subjects apply to 
everyday living, and in various professions. 


With a great deal of interest, support, and enthusiasm 
from a large number of people, the program has grown from 
an original 136 children chosen by lot from applications of 
254 chidren and their parents and 4 teachers in September 
1970, to 317 children at the present time and all 14 sixth grade 
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teachers. Participation in the program is voluntary on the 
part of teachers, students, their parents, and members of the 
community. 


Two rather different types of out of school experience 
have been developed. One type, loosely defined as being 
academically oriented, includes such activities as Fresh 
Water, History of American Art, Creative Writing, and His- 
tory of Falmouth. These are conducted by community mem- 
bers who share three days of their time, Knowledge, and in- 
terest with the children. The other type is a behind the 
scenes orientation to a local business. In these activities, 
from one to four students participate along with adults in 
visiting a business such as a restaurant, a bakery, a hardware 
Store, a clothing store or the ice arena. 


There is some variation in time span for the activities but 
most last for about four hours on three consecutive days 
with the children getting an in-depth approach to their 
chosen activity. The children will have an average of five 
experiences during the school year. Since September, 1971 
there has been an average of fourteen activities. 


Typical expenses are for museum admissions, fabric for 
a sewing group, paint and art supplies for an art workshop, 
film for a photography group, and food for a cooking group. 
Most activities have no expenses, but for the few which do, it 
was decided from the beginning that no child would need to 
pass up an activity for lack of funds, since the program has 
a budget which covers these expenses. 


Benefits of the program are individual with each child. 
Better attitude toward school, adults, and work, better atten- 
dance, more maturity, and a willingness to try new things are 
some of the results observers report. A description of the 
mechanics of this program can’t begin to explain all the 
truly unique experiences these children are having. Perhaps 
a true picture can only be gleaned by looking at their faces 
and listening to them talk when they return to school after 
their day in the world. |

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
ELEMENTARY SCIENCE COORDINATOR 


Falmouth teachers have worked hard in the area of ele- 
mentary science during this past year. It is true that more 
materials and more curriculum guides have been available 
than ever before; nevertheless, laboratory investigations can 
never be routine. Teachers need to provide odds and ends to 
supplement kit materials; they must fulfill special needs of 
individuals pursuing optional activities; at times they need to 
shift scheduling or even the direction of studies with little 
warning. Life sciences are particularly prone to unforeseen 
events. Much ingenuity has arisen in order to keep projects 
going with limited funds for replacements and, in the proc- 
ess, teachers are learning many problem-solving techniques 
right along with their students. 


Elementary science has definitely moved out of the era 
during which it was merely a reading lesson with specialized 
subject matter. For a while, it may have seemed to evolve 
into confusion and permissiveness with little tangible learn- 
ing. With experience, however, teachers are learning to cope 
with the logistics of handling the materials and are develop- 
ing techniques to guide children in fruitful inquiry. Teach- 
ers and children alike are learning to cope with failure and 
to put negative results to use in further inquiry. 


Using the conceptual hierarchy of the Science Curriculum 
Improvement Study (SCIS), as a framework, much has been | 
accomplished during this past year to improve scheduling of 
projects and to provide articulation of learnings from level 
to level. On the other hand, flexibility has been retained in 
that the teacher has some choice of materials and approaches 
with which to present these concepts. For example, during 
one half year’s study of Life Cycles (scheduled for second 
grade), one teacher may elect to follow the SCIS program 
entirely; another teacher may elect any combination of her 
own or of the following Elementary Science Study (ESS) 
projects: Eggs and Tadpoles, Brine Shrimp, Life of Beans and 
Peas, Butterflies, Earthworms, or Mosquitoes. Concepts to be 
developed during this time include “growth”, “development”, 
“life cycle”, “biotic potential’, “generation”, “plant and ani- 
mal’, “genetic identity”, and “ metamorphosis”. 


Far more important than mere knowledge of facts gained 
during these studies is the development of scientific literacy, 
which includes the skills, knowledge and attitudes that en-

able a person to look at a problem from all sides before mak- 
ing a decision which is based upon carefully weighing the 
evidence. The national Science Teachers Association in its 
Position Statement on School Science Education for the 70’s 
(The Science Teacher, November 1971) defines the scientifi- 
cally literate person as one who | 


“uses science concepts, process skills and values in 
making everyday decisions as he interacts with other 
people and with his environment. 

understands that the generation of scientific knowl- 
edge depends upon the inquiry process and upon con- 
ceptual theories. 

distinguishes between scientific evidence and per- 
sonal opinion. 

identifiies the relationship between facts and theory. 

recognizes the limitations as well as the usefulness 
of science and technology in advancing human welfare. 

understands the interrelationships between science, 
technology and other facets of society, including social 
and economic development. 

recognizes the human origin of science and under- 
Stands that scientific knowledge is tentative, subject to 
change as evidence accumulates. 

has sufficient knowledge and experience so that he 
can appreciate the scientific work being carried out by 
others. 

has a richer and more exciting view of the world as 
a result of his science education. | 

has adopted values similar to those that underlie 
science so that he can use and enjoy science for its in- 
tellectual stimulation, its elegance of explanation, and its 
excitement of inquiry. 

continues to inquire and increase his scientific knowl- 
edge throughout his life’. r

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF GUIDANCE 


Guidance services are available to provide information 
and counsel. Information may relate to educational, occu- 
pational or social needs. Counsel may help one assimilate 
the information necessary to meet these needs. 
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Contact between the home and the schools increased to 
a Significant degree during the past year. Counselors have 
had numerous meetings with parents and have functioned as 
coordinators to schedule meetings between parents and teach- 
ers. There has been a decided improvement in the adjust- 
ment of selected pupils as a direct result of parent, teacher 
and counselor meetings. Such sessions may have been sched- 
uled as a result of a pupil’s inability to assimilate academic 
information, to interact in a positive manner with other pu- 
pils, or to fail to adjust for a variety of other reasons. Group 
orientation meetings are but another example of interaction 
between the home and the schools. 


Orientation prior to involvement is an essential ingredi- 
ent for sound decision making. This premise is the basis for 
considerable work by counselors. Students need to have in- 
formation about new schools, jobs or programs in which they 
may become involved if they are to make satisfactory adjust- 
ments upon entrance. 


Programs were offered in the spring for elementary school 
pupils who would enter the Intermediate School. Counselors 
and sixth grade pupils visited each fifth grade classroom to 
provide information about the school to be entered in the 
fall. The visitations were followed by an on-site inspection 
of the Intermediate School. 


Eighth grade pupils received information about Lawrence 
High School and the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational- 
Technical School from their counselors and counselors from 
the Upper Cape. The great variety of programs and subject 
offerings at both schools were presented to the students in 
printed form and through discussion. An evening meeting 
with parents was offered so parents could obtain an overview 
of the options available at the two schools. Individual con- 
ferences were also scheduled. The general orientation was 
culminated in a tour of the two facilities by all pupils. While 
a small number would eventually decide to attend the Upper 
Cape a tour of the school provided all pupils with information 
about an important community resource. 


High School students interested in programs away from 
the school such as those in nursing, business or technical 
schools, prospective places of employment, colleges, etc., were 
urged to “go out into the world” to see the opportunities 
which were available. 
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With over sixty percent of Lawrence High School gradu- 
ates seeking some form of higher education counselors have 
a major responsibility to help students learn about prospec- 
tive schools. This is not a counselor’s major role, but one 
which requires considerable time and knowledge. Students 
and counselors learn about post high school institutions by 
meeting with some of over seventy representatives from such 
schools who are invited to the high school. This servcie was 
coordinated by Mrs. Carrie Saunders. Visitations to the 
schools of one’s choice were recommended to enable candi- 
dates to be more knowledgeable about programs, facilities 
and the life style at particular schools. Counselors, also, find 
it advantageous to visit selected schools to keep abreast of 
changes and maintain professional contact with admissions 
officers. The percentage of students seeking higher educa- 
tion is indicative of a feeling that post high school education 
is becoming more necessary in our increasingly complex com- 
mercial and industrial world. While the figure has decreased 
Slightly in the past two years it is not unusual and is probably 
due, in part, to economic conditions. More important is the 
fact that students seem to be making more realistic decisions 
about their future. 


An increase in the number of students seeking employ- 
ment upon graduation required that counselors assist stu- 
dents in the final process of determining career interests. 
They, also, provided information about job openings and re- 
ferred selected students to the Mass. Division of Employ- 
ment Security. The Open Campus program enabled many 
young men and women to enter the labor force with a good 
background as a result of having worked part-time while 
attending high school. Part-time employment, more of which 
is possible under this program, has actually enabled many 
individuals to remain in school while helping to support their 
families while, at the same time, developing occupational ex- 
perience. Vocational placement is a service provided by all 
counselors but is coordinated by Mr. Robert Flynn who re- 
ported that more than 100 students were placed in part-time 
jobs during the past year. 


Suggestion to some students that they turn to a special- 
ized agency for vocational placement is but one example of 
referral services provided by the guidance department. Coun- 
selors may be able to help students explore occupations, make 
more adequate social adjustments or develop an appropriate 
academic program. However, a child with a speech defect, a 
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skin disease, deep-seated emotional problems, a reading prob- 
lem, parents who abuse him, etc., requires special assistance. 
Those with health problems may be referred to nurses who 
service the schools or to other health personnel. A child with 
reading deficiencies is referred to specialized reading person- 
nel. Development of this program at the high school level 
has been of great value to students. Other resources such as 
the Cape Cod Mental Health Center, local clergy, Massachu- 
setts Rehabilitation Commission, and Children‘s Protective 
Services are but examples of services available for students. 
There were over three hundred contacts with agencies out- 
side of the schools during the past year. 


Overcrowded conditions in both the high and intermedi- 
ate schools continue to contribute to adjustment problems 
experienced by adolescents and pre-adolecsents. Further- 
more, the counselor-pupil ratio has been so high that adequ- 
ate attention was not always available for those who might 
require a particular service. Addition of counselors at both 
schools should help to correct the latter problem and requests 
for one more at each school have been presented to the School 
Committee. 


A greater involvement of parents in the schools has had 
an effect upon the community. Adults in Falmouth who do 
not have children in the schools have begun to utilize guid- 
ance resources to obtain information about referral sources, 
vocational opportunities and institutions of further education 
to name butafew. This is but another example of the schools 
becoming “community” schools. 


The chart which follows shows numerically the numbers 
and percentages of students making certain choices for post 
high school activities.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF ADJUSTMENT COUNSELOR 


The School Adjustment Counselor Program in Massa- 
chusetts was instituted by authorization of the State Legisla- 
ture upon the enactment of Chapter 696 of the Laws of 1955. 
The General Court, in this Act, recognized the need to aid 
maladjusted, emotionally disturbed children during their ear- 
liest school years if they were to avoid serious underachieve- 
ment and behavior problems during later years. Conse- 
quently, this program deals with these children, their fami- 
lies and appropriate social agencies in an attempt to help 
them make normal progress in school and allow them to 
effectively utilize the resources of the school and community 
according to their own ablities. 


If this vital service can be provided at a time when solu- 
tions can be found to the problems of maturing children, the 
community will spend less in juvenile courts, welfare and re- 
habilitation services later. This program reaches children in 
their developing years when we have access to them and are 
in a position to have the greatest influence on their future 
development. 


At the present time (as of September, 1971) there are 
two hundred and sixty approved school adjustment counsel- 
ors employed in one hundred and forty communities through- 
out the State. Approval indicates that the Counselor has 
met the specifiied requirements and qualifications established 
by the Act and been approved by the Department of Youth 
Services, the State Commissioner of Education, and the 
local School Authorities. It is interesting to note that Fal- 
mouth was the first community on Cape Cod to utilize the 
services of a school adjustment counselor, and for many 
years was the only comunity on the Cape to do so. In recent 
years Bourne, Barnstable, Harwich-Chatham, and now Or- 
leans have employed counselors. 


In the above paragraphs the primary purpose of the 
School Adjustment Counselor Program has been partially 
defined and indicates that the emphasis should be on preven- 
tion. It is a program designed to prevent the development of 
serious problems through early detection of symptoms or 
signs of minor difficulties, and taking action to alleviate or to 
help the child to cope with the presenting problem (or prob- 
lems). My role has been to help children overcome negative 
attitudes and anti-social patterns of behavior, to accept some 
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responsibility for their behavior, to cope with situations over 
which they have no control, and to achieve a more successful 
adjustment and happier school experience. To achieve these 
goals, social casework services to children and families have 
been the chief tool. This involves individual counselling, 
group work, family counselling, home visits, and the use of 
community resources as indicated in each case and depend- 
ing on the type of problem presented. 


In the almost nine years I have been with the Falmouth 
School Department I have found the former emphasis on 
early detection and prevention changing gradually over the 
years to a new emphasis on remedial, rehabilitative, and 
“crisis-intervention” types of counselling. The growth of the 
school population has been one factor—i.e. my first year in 
Falmouth the school population was approximately thirty-six 
hundred as compared to the current five thousand plus. The 
community is growing, the schools are crowded, mores are 
changing, and society in general is much more permissive 
than in previous years. The limits which were formerly felt 
to be so necessary are not as applicable today as they were 
yesterday. This in itself presents a problem in interpreta- 
tion, especially to the family. Certain behaviors are accepted 
more today than in previous years but even with this change 
some limits must be maintained. In my experience I have 
found that children not only expect some limits but actually 
want them and practically ask for them. 


There is a tendency today within communities when we 
have children in trouble to almost automatically say, “It’s 
the fault of the parents”. I take issue with this attitude even 
though I agree it is true in many cases. However, I feel that 
it is a popular fallacy to always blame the parents. Actually, 
in my experience, I have found in the majority of families 
with whom I have had contact, a genuine concern for the 
child, bewilderment and confusion, and an overwhelming 
sense of guilt due to feelings that somewhere along the line 
“they” did something wrong which resulted in the difficulty. 
I have had more questions from parents along the way asking, 
“Where did I go wrong?” or “What did I do?” or “What should 
I have done?”. They want to Know how such problems de- 
veloped and it is difficult to give them answers that alleviate 
their guilty feelings. Youth today has its own set of values 
which often are in conflict with the parents’ views and feel- 
ings. The former influence of the family as a tight, controll- 
ing unit has been diluted by the many “outside of the fam- 
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ily” influences which are diversified and have considerable 
impact on the growing child, especially the adolescent. It is 
this kind of problem which is presenting difficulties in solu- 
tions because it is so complex. It requires community efforts 
as well as individual if we are to find solutions that will be 
successful. The belief that kind, loving, understanding par- 
ents always produce normal, well-balanced children is not 
supported by the clinical evidence. 


Since the material I have in regard to cases referred to 
me is extremely confidential, I do not feel at liberty to report 
any specific case illustrations. An actual case history would 
be helpful in illustrating some of the points I have been try- 
ing to bring out, but it might also identify the people involved. 
For this reason I feel that I must generalize the kind of work 
I have been doing. The referrals I get from principals, teach- 
ers, nurses, guidance personnel, etc. include the following 
types of problems: the aggressive and/or destructive child; 
the child who is withdrawn, lonely, or isolated; the child who 
steals and/or lies; the child with temper tantrums; children 
with physical handicaps which cause adjustment problems; 
the child who has poor relationships with teachers and/or 
peer group; those who fail or underachieve without apparent 
cause; school phobias; children who are openly rebellious and 
resist authority; and those who act out in anti-social be- 
havior both in and out of school. In connection with the 
child’s difficulties, there may be family problems which inter- 
fere with his successful functioning—i.e. disruption, broken 
homes, the problem of aicohol, marital discord, neglect, and 
other social-emotional adjustment areas. The school adjust- 
ment counselor can be helpful in the family through coun- 
seling, clarification, and/or referral to appropriate communi- 
ty resources. 


Statistics for the year, January - December, 1971, may 
help illustrate how the time of the school adjustment coun- 


selor was utilized. 


Number of cases involved: 


Carried over from December 1970: 48 
New cases referred in 1971: 62 

Old cases reopened in 1971: 19 
TOTAL 129 

Number of Interviews (child, family): 1,817 
Number of sessions with children: 30 


Number of visits made: 74 
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There have been innumerable telephone conferences 
with parents, plus individual conferences with teachers, prin- 
cipals, guidance personnel, and community agencies. 


Most referrals were for adjustment problems of various 
kinds; the smallest number of referrals had to do with home 
conditions. In general, it has been my practice to work in- 
dividually with the child to help him to see the problem as it 
appears to the school, to accept some responsibility to do 
something about it, and to help him find solutions which will 
help. Also, for each child seen I make contact with the fam- 
ily, telling them why the child was referred and enlisting 
their cooperation in our efforts to help. I found the majority 
of families so contacted to be most cooperative and willing to 
assist in any way possible. 


It was a busy year. Some cases are more time-consuming 
than others, depending on the severity of the presenting prob- 
lem. My problem now is one of priorities. To do a good job 
the number of cases handled must necessarily be limited. My 
question is, do we return to the primary purpose of early de- 
tection and intervention with the goal of prevention, or do 
we concentrate on the remedial and the “crisis intervention” 
role? I would like to be able to cover all areas of counsel- 
ling, but it is only common sense to remind one’s self “How 
effective are services if one is spread too thinly”. Therefore 
I propose to continue as in past years in concentration where 
the need is greatest, and to hope that I can achieve some pre- 
vention along with remedial services.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF TITLE I 


Title I is that section of Public Law 89-10 as amended 
which makes possible the application for grants to meet the 
special educational needs of educationally deprived children. 
The eligible attendance areas where Title I activities are lo- 
cated in Falmouth are in East Falmouth and Teaticket. Fal- 
mouth’s program isin two parts: a six week summer program 
and a school year program. 


Last Ssummer’s program consisted of classroom learning 
and countless exciting experiences. Tried for the first time 
activities, field trips, a parent picnic attended by 250 people, 
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was a behavior modification program based upon a system 
of rewards. The program enrolled 80 children carefully 
chosen from Head Start through second grade age levels. 
It had a staff of carefully chosen educators and received a 
high rating from an outside evaluation agency. We hope to 
run a Similar program in the summer of 1972. 


The winter program consists of several parts. Learn- 
ing-Counselor Friends assist kindergarten, first and second 
graders who have been recommended for supplementary as- 
Sistance by their classroom teachers. A therapist currently in 
the East Falmouth School provides needed services to children 
with speech handicaps. A psychometrist tests children in all 
grades for perceptual problems and other learning disabili- 
ties and makes recommendations for corrective programs, 
Community Activity Directors sponsor many clubs, most 
available to fourth and fifth graders on week day afternoons 
after school. The directors are assisted by volunteer help 
from adults and high school children. It is our hope that the 
schools will become available for adult groups in the eve- 
ning through the coordination of the Community Activities 
Directors. The program also provides counseling and con- 
Sultation to children, teachers and parents by the Title I 
Director. 


Probably the single most spectacular feature of the Sum- 
mer program was the publication, Self-Image: A Clear Pic- 
ture. Through the use of photographs and few words the ex- 
periences of the children were shared with their parents and 
with others in and outside the community interested in the 
project. In fact, the project was so successful that efforts 
to produce similar booklets are being made during the cur- 
rent school year program.

Title I 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE READING COORDINATOR — 


In the spring of 1966, a five year plan for the improve- 
ment of reading instruction was submitted to the Massachu- 
setts State Department of Education for approval as a Title 
III National Defense Education Act (NDEA) Project. The 
proposal was accepted, funded and consequently implemented 
in the fall of 1966. 
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The thrusts of the program were to individualize instruc- 
tion through diagnostic measures, to enrich learning by 
utilizing a wide variety of media, to increase services to 
pupils and teachers by means of additional reading staff 
and to offer in-service opportunities for continued profession- 
al growth. 


The time schedule for implementation has been as fol- 
lows: 
1966-67 Intermediate School, grades 6-8 
1967-68 Lawrence High School, grades 9-12 
1968-69 Elementary Schools, grades K-2 
1969-70 Elementary Schools, grades 3-5 
1970-71 Evaluation 


In accordance with our original proposal, this past school 
year has been one of evaluation in an attempt to redefine 
our needs and to project viable alternatives for the future. 


Questionnaires were distributed to teachers of grades K-3 
asking them to evaluate the existing program in terms of 
(1) reading services, (2) reading materials, (3) instructional 
time as it relates to current grouping practices and (4) 
testing procedures. One questionnaire related to teachers’ 
experiences, preferences for subject matter and interests in 
courses being offered locally. Each teacher was asked to 
administer pupil questionnaires in order to determine pupils’ 
interests and attitudes about reading. 


| Questionnaires were not distributed to teachers at Law- 
rence High School since the program there was in its first 
_year. Though our original time schedule called for imple- 
mentation of a reading program in the high school during 
the year of 1967-68, we were unable to do so owing to the 
scarcity of trained reading specialists at the secondary level. 
However, we are now in our second year of a reading pro- 
gram at Lawrence High School. Courses in speed reading, 
developmental and remedial reading are offered to pupils as 
a resource to teachers in the content areas. 


The following statements summarize the teachers’ re- 
sponses. There were no significant differences of opinion from 
one building to the next. 


I. Reading Services 

Teachers express a high degree of satisfaction with read- 
ing services. Responses indicate a concern for the reading 
needs of all pupils and an interest in providing extra help for 
a larger number of pupils. 
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II. Analysis of Instructional Materials 


Teachers feel the instructional materials they use are 
effective. There is an increased interest in using recorded 
and filmed programs, multi-level self-directing, self-scoring 
programs, plays, poetry and literature anthologies. 


iI. Analysis of the Time Factor 


Most teachers group their students for instruction within 
a heterogeneous class and, in general, each student receives 
between thirty to forty-five minutes of instruction daily with- 
in a group. Others have totally individualized instruction 
with no grouping. Teachers express general satisfaction with 
grouping procedures and time allotments. A substantial num- 
ber are currently exploring a variety of organizational designs 
within their own classrooms and in partnership with other 
teachers. 


IV. Analysis of Testing Procedures 


In general, teachers report they find tests useful and 
pupils accept the testing as an instructive procedure in their 
behalf. The unit tests which accompany basal readers are 
felt to be the most effective method of continued evaluation. 


V. Teacher Questionnaire—Preferences, Experiences and 
In-Service Requests 


Preferences and experience in the teaching of reading 
suggest looking into differentiated staffing or the formation 
of teaching teams based on individual teacher specialists. 

Substantial numbers of teachers are interested in in- 
Service workshops and in university extension courses. 


VI. Pupil Questionnaires 


In general, pupil responses indicate a high percentage of 
pupils enjoy reading, give it their best effort and their par- 
ents are satisfied with their progress. About one third of the 
first graders report reading is a hard subject while about 
one sixth of the fifth grade students say they find it hard. 


The goals of our 1966 five year plan have been accom- 
plished in that: 


A. Teachers find the various reading tests currently in use 
are helpful in assessing and meeting individual instruc- 
tional needs. 

B. A multi-basal program employing different philosophies 
for the different types of learners is endorsed by a ma- 
jority of the teachers. 
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C. The choice of reading tests available and in use serve to 
1. individualize instruction 
2. identify pupils’ needs, thereby preventing problems 


D. Reading services have been prompt and effective; a close 
working relationship is maintained at all times with 
teachers, principals and other specialists serving the 
schools, thus participating together in an interdisciplin- 
ary program with “built in” continued professional growth 
for all. 


In addition to the year round reading program, a very 
Successful summer reading program was conducted at the 
Teaticket Elementary School and the Falmouth Intermediate 
School. Thus, we were able to extend a service to pupils who 
do not normally receive extra instruction from the reading 
Staff during the school year. Eighty pupils were enrolled in 
the Teaticket program and twenty five at the Intermediate 
School. Four teachers and three aides staffed the two reading 
centers which were established as models for future reading 
skills centers in schools. At Teaticket, a moveable wall was 
‘pushed back to form the double classroom size multi-media 
skills center where children moved freely from one learning 
activity to another. Attendance was excellent, reflecting the 
children’s enthusiasm for the program they felt was fun 
while at the same time improving reading skills.

A REPORT OF THE SCHOOL HEALTH STUDY COMMITTEE 


Although the study of health services in the Falmouth 
Schools began in 1970, the results from the research studies 
and in-service teacher training programs are just beginning 
to pay dividends. Three facets of the program are far enough 
along to be worthy of mention. 


At the outset the Study Committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives from state, local and county levels, was concerned 
for the quality of health services available for the young 
child in his first years in school. How to identify and coun- 
teract the conditions of childhood that interfere with learn- 
ing in school moved the group to establish a year-long in- 
service program for teachers of the early grades that focused 
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upon Developmental Evaluation and Stimulation of young 
children. As a part of the training exercises, the teachers, 
under the able direction of Mrs. Barbara Banus, an occupa- 
tional therapist on loan from the State Department of Public 
Health, first identified the significant areas of development 
that affected learning and then collectively constructed a 
screening test to help locate children who might have diffi- 
culties in these areas. 


All children entering kindergarten or the first grade this 
fall took part in the screening process. Teachers, aides and 
other school personnel administered the instrument. The 
items were key punched onto IBM cards and the data an- 
alyzed in a number of ways. Right now the prints outs 
are being studied to determine if the screening does find 
children with potential learning problems. If children are 
located through the process, the Committee is prepared to 
take the next steps which will include referrals for medical, 
psychological evaluations and what will be most helpful pre- 
Scriptions for educational programs to benefit the children. 
Throughout the process the school plans to keep families 
and physicians informed of the discoveries. 


A second part of the study included a speech survey of 
all pupils from kindergarten through grade twelve. The pur- 
pose was to determine the need for possible expansion of 
Speech and hearing services. There was a very detailed set 
of survey procedures which were followed under the general 
direction of Dr. Inez E. Hegarty, a well-qualified speech and 
hearing consultant, again provided by the Department of 
Public Health, Division of Family Services. Although the 
incidence of speech and hearing problems was six hundred 
or fourteen percent of the student body, it was felt that the 
addition of one more full-time qualified speech and hearing 
clinician aS soon as possible would go a long way towards 
alleviating the load. The School Committee has included this 
position in its budget requests for next year. 


A third phase of the study concerned the incidence of 
scoliosis, curvature of the spine, among school children. 
Working closely with the physical education departments, 
Miss Sandra Lesberg and Miss Florence Whitely gave leader- 
Ship to the development of a screening program to find chil- 
dren who appeared to be risks for scoliosis. After the training 
sessions the physical education teachers observed all children 
for tell tale evidences. At this point in time the Study Com- 
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mittee is ready to act upon their findings and involve parents 
and the medical community. The concern of the physical 
education staff is that it receives feedback from the physi- 
cians so that meaningful corrective programs or supportive 
exercises can be carried out as a part of the physical edu- 
cation program. The staff feels it is trained well enough to 
help. All it needs is the coordination with local doctors and 
Clinics treating the children. 


Much remains to be done. There are many other aspects 
of health services needing exploration. Falmouth is fortu- 
nate to be chosen as the system to help develop a model for 
health services that can help others to develop workable 
programs of their own. Being part of the study brings many 
physicians with wide experiences in medical fields to Fal- 
mouth from the State Department as well as the capable 
Officials from the County Health Department. From the 
State level has come Dr. Dorothy Worth, Director of the 
Division of Family Services which is the agency responsible 
for School health services, Dr. Rosamond Murdock from the 
same office, Dr. Benjamin Sacks from the Regional office in 
Lakeville, Dr. Henry Banks of the Crippled Children’s Clinic. 
From the County level Miss Mary Susich, the County Health 
officer and Miss Esther Howes, the Supervisor of Nursing 
Services, have spearheaded the project locally. Lending a 
high level of cooperation have been the nurses of the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association under the leadership of Mrs. Rita 
Kendall and Mrs. Norma Holt. 


It is indeed gratifying to find Dr. Murray Pendleton and 
Dr. Hazel Wilhelm, local pediatricians, giving so much of 
their time to the project. Last but not least our own teachers 
have willingly participated and the physical education staff 
has been the backbone of the study thus far. It would be 
my guess that physical education programs for all children 
will-take on new dimensions and importance in the years 
ahead.

Report of the Collector of Taxes 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit for your approval my annual report as 
Collector of Taxes for the Town of Falmouth, covering the 
period from January 1, 1971 to January 1, 1972. 


A total of $7,894,984.80 was committed for collection on 
Warrants issued by the Board of Assessors during the year 
1971, representing an increase of $8,609,976.20 over the previ- 
ous year. 


A total of $892,679.85 represents outstanding taxes on all 
accounts as of January 1, 1972, which is substantially less 
than the previous year. 


A total of $8,436,530.19 in taxes, $28,839.75 in interest and 
$6,400.46 in fees was paid into the Town Treasury during the 
year 1971. 


Again 1971 was a hectic year, due to the numerous errors 
on tax listings and tax billings and there were many more 
problems to contend with in the Collector’s office than the 
previous year and again the time limit was far less than 
anticipated. 


1971 tax bills were mailed on October 29, 1971, against 
November 16th of the previous year and even though it al- 
lowed two to three weeks more than the previous year, con- 
siderable time was taken to correct listings and tax. bills 
before stuffing of envelopes could be undertaken. Pressure 
in getting tax receipts to the Treasurer forced me to close the 
office from 1 P.M. to 5 P.M. for a period of two (2) weeks to 
try and cope with the tremendous volume of tax receipts and 
during this time a large commitment of Motor Vehicle Excise 
tax bills had to be handled. This office does all its own col- 
lecting, cash books and ledgers and again I am faced with 
postings to ledgers not being completed until the latter part 
of March, which makes it extremely difficult to work effi- 
ciently. I feel the pressure that the Collector’s office has 
been placed under for the past two years is far in excess than 
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should be expected of any department. 


It is with deep regret, that after thirteen (13) years in 
this office, Mrs. Helen Sylvia felt she must terminate her 
services. Mrs. Sylvia has been a loyal and conscientious town 
employee and her retirement is a great loss to this depart- 
ment. 


My sincere thanks to all office personnel for their co- 
operation and also their loyalty, also my sincere thanks to 
the many department heads and other officials, attorneys 
and the many banks for their cooperation and assistance 
during the year 1971.

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Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


To the Selectmen: 


Recently, the New Bedford Standard Times described the 
deficit-free years of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and 
Nantucket Steamship Authority as an administrative feat 
“little short of operational magic.” 


It is, therefore, in my tenth year as a member of the 
Authority, pleasant to report to you and the citizens of Fal- 
mouth that for the ninth consecutive year, the Authority has 
operated in the black. There is no deficit assessment to be 
levied on Falmouth taxpayers. 


For the year ended December 31, 1971, the Authority’s 
Income Statement shows net income from operations in the 
amount of $273,497.25. Interest income from invested funds 
is reported in the amount of $67,410.44. Net income, includ- 
ing interest, totalled $340,907.69. 


The Authority’s total debt retirement for 1971 was 
$274,000. This included payment of scheduled bond principal 
of $160,000 and prepayment of future maturities of $114,000. 


The line’s debt retirement for 1971 ($274,000.00) closely 
approximates surplus from operations for 1971 ($273,497.25). 
Also, the amount deposited in the Replacement Fund, for 
future renewal of existing facilities, was $355,797.00 in 1971. 
This is an amount which closely approximated the Authority’s 
Annual Depreciation charge of $364,000.00. The line’s Reserve 
Fund at year’s end remained full at $200,000.00. 


Since the Net Income reported for 1971 is the largest of 
the line’s past nine years, fund allocations are listed to indi- 
cate expenditure of Authority surplus income in a given year. 

Efficient management, hard-working employees, and, of 
course, good summer weather were contributing factors to 
the 1971 surplus. 


Once again, 1971 showed signs of an expanding vacation- 
bound public. This fact compounds the more difficult on- 
going operational problem of providing service for week-end 
peaks — off-season as well as in summer. 

It is a fact of 1971 that large increase in the demands 
put on the line came during the spring and fall off-season 
rather than July and August. 
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A trend of the past decade continued during 1971, putting 
a strain on Authority personnel, floating equipment and phys- 
ical facilities. This trend is the continuing increase each 
consecutive year of passengers, automobiles and tons of 
freight carried by the line without comparable or even pro- 
portionate increases in equipment and facilities. 


Total figures reported below for the past two years are 
based on one-way passage; a realistic picture of round-trip 
passengers and cars carried may be obtained by dividing the 
yearly figures in half. 


The yearly figures are:

The continued increased demands placed on the line, 
disproportionately increases the pressures and problems of 
satisfying widely diverse interests. 


Each year the interests of year-round island residents, 
summer residents, merchants, unions, shippers and truckers, 
municipalities, bond holders, employees, federal agencies, 
competitive forces and the exploding and pleasure-seeking 
population all have an affect on the actions and decisions of 
the Authority. The year 1971 was no exception. 


In 1970 the Authority announced plans for a much- 
needed new and larger ferry. Bids were received in 1971, but 
the lowest bid was in the amount of $6,454,845. This was 
beyond the financing capabilities of the Authority and plans 
for this boat have been placed in abeyance. 


Since the need for additional carrying capacity still 
exists, late in 1971 the Authority advertised for two smaller 
back-up vessels, a passenger ferry and a vehicle and passen- 
ger ferry. 


Work on the addition of a 52’ section to the MV Uncatena 
was begun as announced and it is expected the vessel will be 
back in service early in 1972. 


During 1971 the much-needed major improvements to 
the Woods Hole terminal were completed as planned. This 
was a $600,000 investment in the line’s physical properties. 
A contract for major repairs to the Oak Bluff terminal was 
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awarded during the year and plans for repairs at Nantucket 
were also undertaken. 

The problem of traffic and parking continues and the 
Authority continues to stand ready to cooperate with town 
officials. Some relief has been gained in the Woods Hole 
area with the additional use of the railroad property and the 
off-site parking lots. Late in the year the Authority expended 
$145,000 to purchase the Crowell Coal property in Vineyard 
Haven which will be used for load staging and parking. 


Plans for the Hyannis-Nantucket service continue to pro- 
gress with the cooperation of Barnstable officials. Significant 
action taken during 1971 to initiate the Hyannis service was 
the purchase by the Authority of waterfront property on 
Lewis Bay. 


The Authority continues to take positive action in its 
fight against air and water pollution. Modern anti-smoke 
pollution equipment has been installed on the SS NobsKa. 
Specifications for improvement of the MV Uncatena included 
the installation of new pollution control equipment for sew- 
age, bilges and smoke. 


An operational budget of $5,169,930 for 1972 was voted by 
the Authority members late in 1971. The 1972 budget voted 
is an $870,695 increase over that voted for 1971. The increase 
is a reflection of the continuing rise in labor and equipment 
cost. 

For about 40 weeks of each year the Authority suffers 
heavy financial losses due to its mandate to provide year- 
round service. The small excursion vessels which operate 
only during the summer months continue to drain off the 
revenue vitally needed by the Authority to maintain adequate 
winter service. 


Ageravating this problem is the fact that the number 
of small operators is large, while at the same time the off- 
season winter demands to service the islands is also on the 
rise. The Authority will continue to file legislation to clarify 
and update the meaning of the under 100-ton restriction on 
such vessels. 


While immediate problems of the line must be solved to 
give the best possible service now, the Authority members 
cannot relax their efforts towards planning for the future. 
Rate studies and equipment studies are still being conducted 
for the Authority by the research and consulting firm of 
Arthur D. Little, Inc. 
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On Friday, July 2, 1971, we learned the sad news of the 
death of Capt. Isaac C. Norton of Edgartown. Capt. Norton 
served as Authority representative for Martha’s Vineyard for 
five years, ending his service in 1969. Besides many pleasant 
memories of working with him on official Authority matters, 
he was a personal friend and is missed. 


In October of 1971, Mr. Alexander M. Craig, Jr. informed 
us of his decision to retire from his post as Nantucket’s Au- 
thority representative. He served the Island people well for 
11 years. His replacement Mr. Adriaan Roggeveen was wel- 
comed aboard, and has already proven Mr. Craig’s retirement 
statement that “Nantucket has a good man replacing me.” 


October, 1971 also saw the retirement of Captain Alec M. 
Smith, Commodore of the Authority’s fleet. Capt Smith 
served the line well for 41 years. 


I take this opportunity to point out to you that the 
success of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket 
Steamship Authority in continuing to provide the best possi- 
ble service and to operate without deficit is due in great 
measure to the men and women of the Authority. The line’s 
personnel, including executives, crews, land-based personnel 
and staff, continue to do the best job possible under condi- 
tions that are much too often trying. 


_ Although a small but vocal minority on Martha’s Vine- 
yard have subjected the Authority to much severe public 
criticism, the majority of year-round island residents have 
shown an understanding of the line’s overall problems and 
have manifested patience and cooperation. I wish to thank 
them publicly. 


The Falmouth Police Department continues its splendid 
cooperation and work in promptly and courteously handling 
traffic and parking during peak summer vacation season. I 
also want to thank other Falmouth officials who have shown 
cooperation during the year. 


Once again, I promise to continue to serve the Authority 
and the taxpayers of Falmouth to the best of my ability. 


As in the past, your understanding, cooperation and per- 
ception in Steamship Authority matters are much appre- 
ciated.
